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Forty-ninth year of the "Lutheran." 


In God's name, the "Lutheran" begins a new year. For a long 
series of years - 48 years - it has been in the homes of our dear 
Christians. If we look back on this long time, we must praise it 
as a great grace of God that the "Lutheran" has at no time left 
its initial position, but still occupies the same position today as it 
did in 1844, when it appeared with the testimony of truth. 

The "Lutheran", and with him our Synod, of which he is the 
organ, still takes the same position today, as before, on the Holy 
Scriptures, as on the infallible Word of God inspired by the Holy 
Spirit, the only source of all saving knowledge, the only rule and 
guide of faith and life. 

We still stand by the confessions of the Lutheran Church as 
we did before; we still regard them as the pure, truthful 
explanation and exposition of the divine Word, and we subscribe 
to them from the heart, not in so far as they agree with God's 
Word, but because they do. 

We still take the same position on Luther as before. We 
consider him not only a great teacher, but the greatest teacher 
of the church since the days of the apostles, the reformer of the 
church called of God, and hold fast to the divine doctrines 
brought to light and defended again by him and known in the 
symbols of our church, e. g. of the perfect redemption and 
reconciliation of the whole world through Christ; of the means of 
grace, as the hand of God, with which he presents to us the 
accomplished salvation; of faith, as the only hand that grasps 
salvation; of the justification of a poor sinner by grace alone, 
through faith for Christ's sake; of the free grace of God, which 
alone converts the sinner and brings him to faith; of the church, 
which is the aggregate of all believers, in which Christ is the sole 
ruler and

but all members are equal, free and masters of all goods and 
rights, from the difference of the kingdom of Christ and the world 
kingdom, from the pope, as the prophesied right Antichrist, who 
opposes Christ in everything. 

We still take the same stand against all false Lutherans, 
whether they make a new theology, or introduce priestly rule 
into the church, or declare doctrines clearly expressed in God's 
Word to be open questions, pay homage to chiliasm and still 
await the prophesied Antichrist,*) or pay homage to unionism 
and give away main doctrines; - The same position towards all 
enemies of the divine word and the Lutheran confession, 
towards the Pabstacy and the enthusiasts, towards the 
Unionists, towards the secret societies, towards the world 
hostile to God; and therefore we believe that the struggle 
against all these is not to be abandoned, but to be continued, 
and we will gladly continue to bear reproach, if one speaks ill of 
us because of such struggle. 


We are still firmly convinced that pure doctrine cannot be 
preserved without doctrinal discipline. 

We still hold to the fact that for the preservation of pure 
doctrine it is necessary that we watch over the fact that in our 
churches, in our schools and in our homes only pure books are 
used and that all books are kept away which contain things that 
conflict with God's Word and the Lutheran confession. 

Today, as before, we take the same position on education. 
We consider it absolutely necessary that our children be 
thoroughly instructed in God's Word and Luther's teachings. 

We still believe that a one-hour Sunday school lesson is not 
sufficient for thorough instruction in sound doctrine, although 
this little instruction is better than none at all for children who 
otherwise hear nothing of God's Word. We can still see today 
the American way of conducting Sunday schools, as

We do not approve of the children being exposed to all kinds of 
teachers, even ignorant ones. We therefore consider it 
indispensable that the congregations establish and maintain 
Christian weekly schools, so that the pure doctrine may also be 
preserved for our descendants. And for this very reason we still 
maintain the higher schools, so that teachers are educated in 
churches and schools, and teach the students the good old 
doctrine, as in former times. 

The "Lutheran" - to mention one more thing - still takes the 
same position today with respect to the beautiful ceremonies 
and orders of worship of our Lutheran church. Even today we 
emphasize that true Lutheranism does not consist in this, but 
rather, as the Augsburg Confession says, "it is enough for the 
true unity of the Christian church that the gospel is preached 
with one accord according to pure understanding, and that the 
sacraments are administered according to the divine word. (Art. 
7.) Even today, however, we cannot refrain from pointing out the 
beauty and great usefulness of these, and even - as regards the 
confession ceremonies, in which a congregation expresses its 
confession to false believers - their necessity, and from 
encouraging people not to abandon them. 

Thus the position of the "Lutheran" and our Synod, as such, 
is still the same today as it was before. 

Why are we leading all this? To praise ourselves? Heavenly 
Father, protect us from this. Oh, if it had depended on us, we 
would long ago have let all this go. No, it is God's pure, free 
grace that he has kept us in the pure doctrine until now. 

Why then do we mention it? To encourage us to see how we 
may continue in this way, that the treasure we have may not be 
snatched away from us, that it may be preserved for our 
descendants. 

Above all, however, it is necessary that we do not boast 
about ourselves, do not exalt ourselves, do not please 
ourselves, but give God the glory and acknowledge and confess 
it: It is God's undeserved, free, pure grace that we are still 
standing like this today. For this it is necessary that we give God 
the glory, 


In that we, the pious, Irenen God for Christ's sake, may he 
continue to look upon us in grace and keep our eyes open, so 
that we may recognize the glory of pure doctrine and not be 
blinded by any semblance of false Lutheranism and fanaticism; 
may he keep us from complacency and weariness, from 
certainty and presumption, and give us truly thankful hearts that 
hold fast the jewel that has been given. Finally, it belongs to this 
that we, according to God's ability, use all diligence, watch and 
fight, be manly and stand firm, clothed with the weapons of God, 
do not grow weary in the fight that is ordained for us, do not allow 
ourselves to be misled by the disgrace that befalls all confessors 
of the pure doctrine, not to be misled by the disgrace that befalls 
all professors of pure doctrine, not to let fear of man and the 
pleasing of man cause us to abandon anything, anything, of 
what God has given us, not to be moved by anything to submit 
to the American sects and to accept their ways, not to be swayed 
by the clamor: You are un-American, you are foreigners and 
want to assert foreign ways here! 

If we are to take care to preserve the treasure we have for all 
our descendants, we must also take care of those who adopt the 
English language, so that they too may retain the beautiful 
heritage of their fathers, so that they too may retain the same 
position that their fathers occupied. 

The "Lutheran" has repeatedly encouraged us to try to 

preserve the German language in our German congregations as 
long as possible, and so he still stands today, and he cannot 
encourage us to go for English by force and to disregard 
German, let the Anglo-Americans say what they will about it. At 
the same time, the "Lutheran" has repeatedly spoken out in 
favor of the necessity of learning the English language, so that 
we may also be able to serve our neighbor in this language, as 
in the earthly, so also in the spiritual. And where there is need, 
where there are those who are not proficient enough in German, 
we must see to it that the pure doctrine is preserved for them, 
so that they do not fall into the hands of false Lutherans and 
sects. We also have the duty that in this country, where the 
English language is the dominant one, we show and advertise 
the treasure we have in this language as well. And therefore our 
Synod has taken the English Mission in hand. 
But what does the Synod have in mind? Nothing else than that 
our present position, the position of the fathers, should also 
remain that of all their children, that the English congregations 
to be founded should become truly Lutheran. It supports the 
English mission in the expectation that the same doctrine and 
the same practice will also prevail in the English congregations, 
that the children will find in them the same things that their 
fathers have in the German ones by God's grace, that the 
previous way will be firmly held. It is expected that also in the 
new English congregations, besides the exposition of pure 
doctrine, the punishment of false doctrine will prevail, that 
church discipline will be practiced with regard to life and 
doctrine, that unionism and the evil of secret societies will not be 
tolerated; that Lutheran congregational schools will be 
established and maintained, that, like the pastors in weak 
German congregations, also the English missionaries will teach 
school. 


That all unclean books be banished, and only pure books 
distributed; that the manner of the sects not be adopted, but the 


beautiful ceremonies of our church be retained; that the plain 
preaching of the gospel be adhered to, and not the manner of 
the American moral preachers and eulogists adopted. 

It cannot be denied, of course, that such faithful English 
Lutheran congregations will have a difficult stand against the 
Sectarian churches. They will scoff and cry out: That is un- 


American, that is not fashionable! But Lutheran Christians do 


not ask anything about that. It is very indifferent to them whether 
Methodists, Presbyterians and others recognize them or not. 
Like us German Lutherans, the English-speaking ones can 
probably bear the ridicule of the sects. And if, in order to 
increase the size of the congregation, we were to give in on this 
or that point and submit to the sects, something would be gained 
for the outward growth of the congregation, but nothing for true 
Lutheranism; we would be found unfaithful, and God's good 
pleasure, God's blessing, would certainly not rest on such a 
course of action. God demands faithfulness from us; he will and 
will take care of everything else. 

Since, then, by the grace of God, we are still standing today, 
as our fathers did, on the old firm foundation of truth, let us, 
according to the ability that God gives, be diligent to keep that 
which is familiar to us. Let us not waver and falter, but stand fast. 
Let us see to it that what we have may remain for our 
descendants, both in German and in English. Let us take to 
heart the word which the apostle Paul calls to Timothy: "O 
Timothy, keep that which is trusted in thee, and avoid unspiritual 
loose talk, and the wrangling of false fame, which some pretend, 
and lack faith." 1 Tim. 6, 20. 21. G. 


Of gambling, gambling gain and gambling loss. 


If in the following we wish to deal with games of chance and 
what is connected with them, and thus to comply with several 
wishes and requests, it will be helpful to the understanding of 
what is to be said further, if we first make clear what games of 
chance actually are. 

A game, in the sense in which games of chance are games, 
is an occupation for the entertainment and amusement of the 
players. Such a game, by its nature, should not be work. 
Children who cannot yet work are left to play. Later, when they 
go to school, if they have sat for a time on the school bench and 
worked in their own way, they are made to pass the time by 
playing rather than resting idly or doing mischief. Thus play has 
its justification and its purpose in children's lives, and Doctor 
Luther, in his delicious letter to his little son Hansichen, imagines 
even the children in Paradise not as idle, nor as working, but as 
playing. The same Doctor Luther, however, did not only want 
the children to be allowed to play in this life, but there on the 
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Coburg, from where he has written to his cottage of the children 
with golden crossbows, himself shot for amusement and 


recreation with a wooden crossbow, has at home in Wittenberg 
his young journeymen set up a bowling alley and probably 
pushed the first ball when they played, also knew how to 
checkmate his opponent at chess. 

Now there are many such games with which the old and the 
young can occupy themselves for their recreation and 
amusement, and if we want to divide them into different classes, 
then we will first bring together in one class those games which 
require skill, agility, strength, astuteness, and other abilities, and 
in which the one who is superior to the other players in such 
required abilities also precedes them in the game. Games of this 
kind are target shooting, ring or horseshoe throwing, ball games, 
skittles, mill drawing, checkers and chess. Such games can 
serve not only for harmless amusement and recreation after 
strenuous work and prolonged sitting in the parlour, but at the 
same time for the encouragement and stimulation of the mind 
and for the strengthening and steeling of the body, so that after 
the game is over the man can go back to his work all the fresher 
and more lively and physically and mentally more capable. It is 
true that in regard to these games, too, one must beware of 
abuse and excess; one must take care that one does not let the 
game become a passion, that one does not neglect one's 
profession over it, or that one puts other more important things 
on the back burner; and where one must fear that such 
amusements and recreations might be a source of annoyance to 
weak brethren, a Christian will also know how to abstain from 
participation in such games. But here, too, it must be established 
that the abuse of a thing that is in itself unacceptable does not 
nullify its proper use. Such recreational games are among the 
things which God has not commanded or forbidden, and which a 
Christian may therefore use in Christian liberty, provided he does 
not, by the use of them and of his Christian liberty, injure love or 
otherwise turn the right use into abuse. At the same time it may 
be pointed out here that the games of this class, of which we 
have spoken in the above sentences, are by their nature and kind 
much less subject to abuse than the games of that class to which 
we now wish to turn our consideration. 

Another class of amusement games includes those games in 
which not skill, dexterity, strength, or ingenuity, but only or 
primarily luck decides who has the advantage in the game, and 
which are therefore called games of chance. Games of this kind 
are, for example, the dice games. How the dice, shaken in the 
cup and rolled on the table, should lie when they come to rest, 
cannot be determined by the hand that shook and rolled them, 
no matter how skilful and practised it may be; a child who does 
not know what he is doing may make the highest throw, an old 
dice-player the lowest. So no man, with all his skill and arithmetic, 
can tell how the hundredth will turn out after ninety-nine excellent 
throws. That is why a game of dice is literally called a game of 
dice when it is said to be quite uncertain and unpredictable. But 
it is precisely in the fact that it is a game of 
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The attraction of the game of dice lies in the fact that it is a pure 
game of chance, that is, in the fact that the number of eyes 
thrown determines the advantage or disadvantage in the game. 
*) For, in the first place, in such a pure game of chance every one 
can play, the most skilful and sagacious has no advantage over 
the most ignorant and unskilful, the strongest over the weakest, 
he who plays for the first time over him who has played the game 
for many years, if only the game is played honestly, so far as the 
game is concerned; the game itself requires little exertion of the 
mental or physical powers; one may well play all day or all night 
without becoming fatigued by the game; at most he will become 
bored, unless a special stimulus, namely winning and losing, 
which does not belong to the game itself, and of which more is to 
be said later, is added. But the charm of a game of chance lies 
especially and chiefly in the fact that it is a game of luck. Man 
feels a certain satisfaction in the fact that, as they say, "fortune 
favors him," that fortune favors him over others. It is precisely the 
uncertainty of what will come, the tension of expectation that is 
always repeated before each new throw, and the surprise that 
occurs after each throw, in the case of a lucky throw the joy over 
it, in the case of a less lucky throw the hope that the opponent's 
throw will turn out even less lucky, and that one's own next throw 
will again be luckier - this constant game of "luck" together with 
the sensations excited by it forms the noblest charm of the game 
of dice as of gambling in general. 

But just as the attraction connected with gambling, so also 
the dangers connected with it, have their main reason, not both 
in the fact that it is a game, but rather in the fact that it is a game 
of chance. | say "dangers," not "wickedness" or "sinfulness." If 
our children, for instance, in the evening, after they have finished 
their school work, play a game of dice, e. g., "Bell and Hammer," 
we do not interfere, but rejoice when they are amused in it, as in 
a harmless pastime, although it is really a game of chance that 
they are engaged in. If, on the contrary, every game of chance 
were sinful as such, we should not suffer such games to be 
played by our children either; for what is sinful in itself and in 
general must not be permitted even among children, just as little 
as children may steal and lie. For nowhere in the Word of God 
are dice forbidden, and for a man to enjoy happiness and to 
rejoice in his good fortune is something that began in paradise 
and is not a disgrace to a Christian either, if everything remains 
in cultivation and honor. If any one wants to play a game of dice 
with his children, when he has time for it, let no one make it a sin 
for him to do so; and if death should befall him over it, he might, 
if he were in the faith, go blessed, and enter like a pious child into 
heavenly joy. 

That was said of dice games, although with dice rolls many 
aman has brought himself and his own into misery and his poor 
soul into damnation. 


*) Of a different kind are the games in which it depends on who first 
indicates the number of eyes thrown, in which, therefore, not the throw, 
but the speed in counting together is the decisive factor, and whoever can 
add together the fastest and most surely has the advantage. 
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has gambled. For it is true that gambling is more easily beset 
with sin than many other things, which are in themselves 
unpardonable, and this, as | have already said, is chiefly due to 
the fact that it is a game of chance. 


When children throw dice, they occupy themselves in a way 
that is quite appropriate for children. The little wooden or bony 
games roll so easily out of the child's hand; the eyes are light 
and soon counted; the luck of the game changes and changes 
as if of its own accord; there is no room for shrewd calculation, 
for skilful, dexterous hand movements; a child who is far ahead 
of the others at school cannot do more here than the others; 
they may even win him one game after another. Thus this game 
of chance is a child's game, and if adults occupy themselves 
with it, such an occupation can at most bring them the benefit 
that they may for once, without being completely idle, actually 
celebrate and do nothing; but if they remain at it for hours, even 
deep into the night, if it even becomes a kind of purpose of life, 
it becomes an occupation unworthy of serious men who ought 
to judge the value of time to some extent, and it is then more 
properly called time-death as a pastime. 

But when children or adults go still further, and add to a 
game which, as a mere game of chance, does not give them 
sufficient satisfaction by the mere luck of the game, it very often 
happens that this accessory, which is intended to give the game 
the end to which the 
game proper must only serve as a convenient means. And when

this added accessory is, as in many, perhaps most, cases, of a 
sinful, fundamentally reprehensible kind, the game is thereby

as experience has taught a thousand times over, in such a way 
that it resounds as if with satanic 
The game of dice is a game that can hold the gambler 
spellbound by its power, drag him from one sin to another, 
d 
eternal ruin. But before we go into these aberrations, let us 


inflame the wildest passions, and plunge man into temporal an 


consider some other games of chance, which are of the same 
kind and subject to the same abuses as the game of dice. 

Among the games of chance, the closest to the dice game, 
are the so-called wheels of fortune, which, set in motion, turn 
until their pointer stops on a certain number, and depending on 
whether this number is high or low, even or odd, give a more or 
less fortunate indication. Instead of a wheel, a straight pointer is 
also used, which turns on a disc with a number circle. Similar 
are the games in which a rolling ball has to find its way between 
pins or needles until it comes to rest on one of the numbers 
placed on the inclined plane on which it rolls or on the lower 
edge of the same and, depending on the height or type of the 
number, puts the player who lets it roll in advantage or 
disadvantage. Inasmuch as the place where the wheel, pointer, 
or ball comes to rest cannot be calculated, cannot be 
determined by the force of the blow that causes the movement, 
these games are also games of chance, in which not force, 
clothing, or the like can be used to determine the place where 
the wheel, pointer, or ball comes to rest. 
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The game of chance is not a game of skill or ingenuity, but one 
in which "luck" determines the advantage or disadvantage of the 
player, just as in the game of dice. The games of chance also 
include the card games in their variety, from the pure game of 
chance, in which everything depends on a player drawing or 
raising a certain card, for example, to the more elaborate ways 
of playing, in which success depends only partly on luck and 
partly on the skilful playing of the cards, based primarily on 
assumptions of probability. In card games, too, care is taken to 
ensure that luck retains its right in its measure; for this reason, 
the cards are shuffled before they are dealt, and after they have 
been shuffled, they are "lifted" so that it is not the dealer but luck 
that determines which cards each will have, which cards will 
become trump cards, and so on. With this, however, in the 
simpler game of cards the game is usually already decided in 
the main, and the playing of the cards is basically nothing else 
than that it gradually becomes apparent to whom luck has given 
the advantage, while the skill in playing is mainly directed to it, 
and in it the cards are played. 

that the player does not give away in an unskilful way the 
advantages which the luck of the game has given him; and also 
in the more elaborate card games the luck of the game which 
distributes the cards is fundamental for the success of the 
player and his skill shows itself just again in the prudent, 
prompt, probably also bold and the opponent astonishing use 
of the luck of the game. Related to the card game is the domino 
game, in which it is also taken into consideration that not the 
choice of the players, but the game-play is the decisive factor. 
Although here, too, certain calculations are made and 
assumptions of probability are made, especially according to 
some ways of playing, and can have a determining effect on the 
success of the game, it is nevertheless the case that in the game 
of dominoes, too, the allocation of stones to the individual player 
is not always the same as in the game of dominoes. 

In this case the game is basically already decided, i.e. the luck 
of the game is decisive, and the gradual playing out of the pieces 
is, in the main, the gradual revelation of the player for whom luck 
has decided. 

Of all these games, which, as has been shown, are all 
essentially games of chance, what has been said of dice games 
also applies essentially. In so far as they afford harmless 
amusement to man, who in his hours of recreation and without 
neglecting his duties, by their manifold to and fro of mere 
gambling luck and their manifold surprises, they are morally 
unobjectionable; But because they are games of chance, they 
have in common with the game of dice that they are exposed to 
essentially the same dangers of abuse, and are even often 
mixed up with the same sins, and in such a combination they 
lead to the same further sins, and in their close connection with 
such sinful nature they are just as reprehensible, an 
abomination to God and condemnable to men, and unworthy of 
a Christian, as any game of dice, sinful in its circumstances. Of

"On every Sabbath let every one of you lay by himself, 
and gather what is 
thinketh him good." 1 Cor. 16, 2. 


Again a text of giving, the reader will perhaps think, and by 
the same one who has now already let himself be heard twice in 
this place on the same subject. What else might he want to say 
now? - Well, let us go straight to the point. We have seen that 
giving for the kingdom of God is commanded of God, and that 
we have much cause to be quite willing and cheerful givers. But 
we can well imagine that one or two readers have already asked 
themselves and others: How then shall one keep it with giving? 
When should we give, how often and how much? Therefore, we 
thought it would not be superfluous to write a few words about 
this, especially since God's Word also gives clear information on 
these questions. 

We find this just in the passage quoted above. "Upon every 
sabbath," writes there the apostle, "let every one of you lay by 
himself, and gather what seemeth him good." From this, first, so 
much is certain, that we are not to give once here and there, but 
often and regularly. Our giving is to be an ongoing work of faith, 
love, and gratitude. It should not be the case that a congregation, 
as a rule and according to habit, provides for itself and its own 
needs, and only as an exception holds a collection for an 
external purpose, when the pastor reminds us of it or the 
"Lutheran" lets us hear a cry of distress. But because the work 
in the church, the synodal work, always continues, one should 
also give always and regularly, so that the work of the Lord does 
not suffer need. And to regular giving belongs also that the gifts 
be regulated according to purpose and need. Read what is 
written in 2 Cor. 8, 12-15, and add to this that the apostle, Cap. 
9, 5, calls the collection for the poor a "blessing promised 
beforehand," which one has undertaken to give and has 
prepared for a certain time. The available forces are to be 
distributed and determined according to need and purpose. A 
collection, as well as the gift of an individual, is not to be the act 
of a quick impulse, but the fruit of prudent deliberation. For 
example, a call for help goes out for an orphanage, or for a 
congregation or individual in need. If the congregations were to 
hold a house collection immediately, and each were to give as 
much as his means would allow for a year or half a year, this 
would certainly be quite wrong. Too much would be spent on 
one place, while other necessary works would be completely 
forgotten and neglected. One would exhaust one's forces for 
subordinate local purposes, and the great main purposes of our 
synodal work would suffer from this. Every congregation knows 
what the great works of the Synod are, for which the gifts of 
Christians are requested. First of all, there is the maintenance of 
our educational institutions, which requires a lot of money, since 


support of preachers' and teachers' widows and orphans, to 
which some works of the district synods are added almost 
everywhere. These are works that go on and on and require 
regular expenditures of money. The congregations should think 
and say to themselves: If these works are to continue and not 
falter, then we must also help and contribute accordingly, and 
therefore it is best if we set up regular collections for these 
purposes. That would certainly be a laudable way. And if this 
provision were made at the beginning of the year for the whole 
year, it would prevent people from forgetting about it later and 
letting the best opportunity pass by. If a special expenditure from 
one of the above-mentioned funds is necessary, or if a special 
request for support comes to the congregation, then the matter 
is considered and, depending on the findings, an extra collection 
is held. If, in addition, the donors arrange their gifts not only 
according to their current assets, but also according to the 
importance and significance of the purpose for which they are 
collecting, then the collecting will be done regularly and in an 
orderly manner, honestly and properly, which is in all things 
good and to be recommended. By way of example, we take the 
liberty of placing such a collection list here. We found it hanging 
in the vestibule and sacristy of one of our synod churches, 
probably so that no collection would be forgotten either by the 
pastor or by anyone else in the congregation: 

Christmas Mass: For the orphans. 

Christmas Day: For the synod treasury. New Year's Eve: 

For the deaf and dumb. Epiphany: For the Inner Mission. 

All Lenten Weekly Services: For the Progymnasium at 
Concordia. 

Palm Sunday: For the Preachers' and Teachers' Widows' and 
Orphans’ Fund. 

Easter: For the synod treasury. 

Ascension: For the Negro Mission. Pentecost: For the 

English Mission. Harvest Festival: For the poor.

Here we are reminded of another question which is also often 
asked, and which a Christian should also be clear about 
answering correctly, namely: How much should one give? Our 
answer is this: The Apostle Paul, in the Epistles to the 
Corinthians, which we have mostly used here, gives no definite 
sum, nor any arithmetical rule for it. Nor do we find anything of 
the kind elsewhere in Scripture. The apostle leaves this to the 
discretion of each individual Christian, and says only this much, 
that one should give according to what he has, that he should 
give abundantly and with a cheerful heart. (1 Cor. 8, 12. & 9, 6. 
7.) In the Old Testament the provision was made that one must 
give the tenth part of his income to the church, besides other gifts 
and offerings. This commandment is not given to us; but that we 
should not regard this Old Testament manner as a model, is not 
thereby said. In the Altenburger Bibelwerk we find the following 
in the explanation of Matth. 41, 42: "And if the measure of giving 
and lending is already ordered, Prov. 5, 16.That is, every man 
shall keep his own property, his house, his inheritance, his field, 
his garden, and his well; but of the fruits that grow in him, the 
householder shall first enjoy them with his own, and then 
distribute them abundantly, according to this order: First, he shall 
give his tax for the preservation of the ministry; second, he shall 
give to the authorities what is laid up for him, according to the 
dignity of his goods. Third, he shall give to the poor who have 
need of it." 

Finally, let it be observed, that the apostle not only 
recommends regular assemblies, but also specifies the time at 
which they are best and most convenient to be kept. "Of every 
Sabbath," saith he, that is, on the first day of the week, or 
Sunday, "lay with him," rc. Sunday was even then a day of public 
worship. And what occasion could be more opportune to hold a 
collecte for the purposes of the kingdom of God, than in the 
divine service, after God had just come to his church in Word 
and Sacrament with rich spiritual blessings in heavenly goods? 
It is then surely right and just that the congregation should also 
offer their sacrifices to the Lord, not only the sacrifices of the lips 
in prayer, intercession, and thanksgiving, but also the sacrifices 
of the hands. And then it is quite natural that the most important 
collections should be made on the high feasts, when God's 
blessing through the word flows in especially abundant measure. 
And whoever pays some attention to the Word and recognizes 
the abundant grace that God bestows on us, will then also have 
a willing heart and willing hands for the collection. All this is not 
to say that we cannot and should not also gather for the kingdom 
of God on other days and in other places. And if after special 
days of joy that God gives, after recovery from serious illness 
and the like, the "Lutheran" receives a special thank-offering to 
acknowledge, then this is also only to be praised. C. C.

It is only a good thing 
that the old church took no account of such spirits with their "good 
taste." 

Holy baptism is considered by the enthusiasts to be an 
empty ceremony.

whose short obituary was published in the "Lutheraner" of 27 
September, was born on 17 May 1855 in what is now Hamel 
Township - New Gehlenbeck -, Madison Co., Ill. His parents, 
Ludwig and Maria Elisabeth Liker, destined him for the service 
of the Lord in his church. It was therefore a great joy to them 
when he decided to study after his confirmation. He attended our 
high school in Fort Wayne for two years and then entered the 
high school in Watertown. He found it somewhat difficult to study 
here. He therefore wrote to his father requesting permission to 
attend the secondary school associated with the high school; he 
wanted to become a pharmacist. His father was saddened to 
hear this, but he gave his consent after seeking the advice of his 
pastor. It is useless to force someone to study theology; if the 
Lord wants to use him in the ministry, he will fill him with courage 
and desire to study theology; so the pastor had said, and so it 
happened. When our Liiker had completed all but one year of 
secondary school and was about to leave for his last vacation in 
Watertown, his father took him aside and told him how he - 
Heinrich - had been sick and near death in his fourth year, and 
how he - the father - had called upon God to let them have this 
son if he had not decided otherwise. Thereby he vowed to God 
that he would let this son study and become a preacher, if God 
could and would use him for that. To this Heinrich replied: 
"Father, you have not yet told me anything about this, here is my 
hand, | will now go and begin my studies again where | left off, 
and, God willing, | will become a pastor." So he completed his 
studies in Watertown, and afterwards, on the advice of his 
professors there, studied theology in our theological seminary at 
Springfield. 

In 1880 he passed his examinations and then accepted the 
call to the Lutheran Zion congregation at Pittsburg, Kans. In 
January, 1882, he entered into holy matrimony with Miss 
Mathilda Kuecker, of Concordia, Mo. This quite happy marriage 
God blessed with five children, of whom Joseph and Benjamin, 
one

dear pair of twins, were but ten months old at the death of their 
father. In Pittsburg, Blessed Liker labored for twelve years with 
untiring faithfulness and abundant blessing. Besides Pittsburg, 
he served the church at Hepler for several years; he also 
missioned at Fort Scott for several years. From the beginning, 
he also taught school, and did so with joy and love. 

However, his health had suffered greatly from his strenuous 
work and he was no longer able to preside over the school, which 
had about 60 children. Since 1889, the community gave him a 
student to help him out. His illness - consumption - became 
worse and worse. His father and fellow ministers urged him to 
resign from his office, to allow himself rest; but he could not be 
induced to give up the office so dear to him, especially since the 
doctors did not advise him to do so. With a weary body he 
continued to work faithfully, preaching regularly until the 12th 
Sunday after Trinity, the Sunday before this year's meeting of the 
Synod of the Kansas District. The synod at Topeka he still 
attended, though very weak. At the close of the sessions he 
declared against the writer of this, how glad he was to have 
listened to the delicious doctrinal discourses on "the practical 
importance of rightly separating the law from the gospel." 

He came home quite ill. The doctor now advised him to resign 
and go home. So he wrote to his old father and asked him to 
come and fetch him. The heavenly father, however, had decided 
otherwise: He should go home, but not to the earthly, but to the 
heavenly Father's house, to eternal, blessed rest he wanted to 
take his faithful servant. When Father Liker had not yet finished 
reading his son's letter, he already received the telegram 
announcing his son's blessed departure. On September 15, 8.30 
in the morning he had died of a hemorrhage, at the age of 37 
years, 3 months and 28 days. 

The same Liker was not only an orthodox, but also an 
orthodox pastor. In faith he also longed heartily with the apostle 
"to depart and be with Christ", as he once testified to Schreiber. 
Thus, his unexpectedly quick death did not catch him 
unprepared. The night before his death his wife woke up. She 
found him sitting in bed praying aloud. He concluded with a 
heartfelt Our Father. To her question he replied, "| have prayed 
to my God." 

On September 18 the funeral took place in Pittsburg with a 
very large attendance. The undersigned preached in the church 
on Revelation 14, 13. Then we accompanied the body to the 
station, from where the aged father took it to Worden, III. There, 
on the 20th of September, they laid his weary body to rest. Mr. 
P. P. Hansen preached on Joh. 5, 21-29. and Mr. P. F. S. Buinger 
spoke at the grave on Matth. 14, 27. 

Now may the faithful God, who causes his faithful servants to 
enter one by one into the blessed death of their Lord's joy, give 
to his church more and more shepherds according to his heart, 
and may he also keep us all faithful by his grace, until he also 
introduces us into the rest that is still available to the people of 
God.

The subject of the Doctrinal Treatises is: The Power and Effectiveness 
of the Divine Word. After the first thesis has shown what is understood 
by the expression "word of God," the second thesis describes the 
manifold effects attributed to the word in Scripture. In the third thesis it is 
shown how such power comes to the word. The fourth thesis reads: "The 
word always has spirit and power in itself, but it only expresses its effect 
when it is in use and practice. And the Spirit of God is and remains the 
Lord, who takes the word into his service as a means, and uses and 
applies it according to his good pleasure." The fifth: "The word of God 
proves living and powerful in all who hear it, even in those who do not 
receive it. But to those who obstinately resist its wholesome effect, it 
finally becomes a stench of death unto death." The sixth: "Though most 
despise and reject the word, yet the same produces some fruit unto 
eternal life wherever it goes in momentum." The last thesis exhorts to the 
diligent use of this word. - The reader will see from this what an important, 
rich, glorious content these negotiations have. He who holds fast what is 
here presented will always have great comfort, will also be preserved 
from all rapture.

The first and lesser aberration of play is that of excess, an 
aberration that is reprehensible even when nothing else 
reprehensible is connected with the game. Now how far the 
measure goes in play, and where excess begins, cannot be put 
into a table according to hours and minutes. The apostle says in 
Romans 13, "Wait for the body, but in this way, that it may not 
become lustful," and thus says, without specifying the measure: 
Be temperate in the use of those things which are for the good 
of the body. As in eating and drinking, so also in the use of the 
means of recreation moderation is to be kept; but to determine 
the limit of moderation and excess will not be quite easy in many 
cases. In some cases, however, this determination is easily 
made. Champagne wine may be quite beneficial to the body; but 
whoever were poor, or had just enough to feed himself and his 
family honestly on a modest diet, would not exceed the measure 
only when he became intoxicated with champagne, but, if he 
bought a glass of such expensive wine, would have enjoyed just 
one glass too much. So with the game. He who, like the writer 
of these articles, has no time at all to spare for gambling, for him 
any measure would be excess; if he played even one hour, he 
would have played just sixty minutes too much. Further: he who 
needs seven hours' sleep in order to be fresh and lively for work 
the next day, certainly plays to excess if he sits at the card table 
until three o'clock in the morning just to play. Further, he who 
works six days a week, and has the six evenings at his leisure, 
certainly plays to excess if he turns these six evenings into 
evenings of play, instead of devoting the best part of this time to 
better purposes, to reading his church bulletin, a good family 
paper, a good book, and whatever else may serve to rest the 
body and to stimulate the mind. 

All games are now subject to this abuse. There are people 
who passionately, half nights 
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through it, playing chess. Evening after evening, pushing 
skittles. More than these games, however, which require mental 
or physical exertion, games of chance, and among these again 
chiefly the card games, are apt to entice the player to excess. 
As far as the mere game is concerned, little exertion of any kind 
is connected with them; the few and mostly simple rules of the 
game are easily observed; the players leave themselves almost 
entirely to the luck of the game, which sometimes plays the 
advantage into the hand of this one, sometimes that one, so 
completely hidden, which he then plays out again, and over the 
shuffling and dealing and taking and playing out and marking an 
hour and another hour passes before one knows it; If one of 
them gets tired, someone who has been watching until then 
usually likes to take his place, and the game goes on until at last 
one of them dares to look at the clock and finds that it has 
become late, and even then one does not stop immediately, but 
plays another game or another round, and when at last the cards 
are thrown together and everyone has drawn the clock and 
convinced himself that it has really become so late, no one has 
learned anything that would be worth remembering, no one - if 
one has not played for money or money's worth - has won 
anything worth taking home, except, for instance, the recreation 
which he could have had differently and with more advantage, 
but everyone - even if one has not played for money - has lost 
something which he could have used better, much better, and 
with more profit, namely, the noble time, the use of which he 
owes to God, who gives it to him, just as much account as he 
does of the money and goods over which God has made him 
steward. 

But this aberration, in which the game amounts to a waste of 
time, is, as | said, still the lesser. It is not because time is a less 
noble good than other goods. Many other goods may well be 
regained when they are lost; but time that is lost is irretrievably 
gone, cannot be regained with all labor, with entreaties and 
tears, for the sake of all the world's goods and riches. Our hours 


The days and years are the time of sowing for the infinite 
eternity, where man is to reap without stopping what he has 
sown here in a short, fleeting time. Therefore a waste of time in 
itself is by no means to be regarded as slight, and as little as a 
Christian is to be accused of sin if, for the necessary relaxation 
of the spirit, for the recreation of the body, he plays a game, 
even a game of chance, in social amusement and effortless 
amusement, so decidedly must we be warned against this 
aberration, since through excess in the use of such amusement 
a really useless and probably even harmful to the body or the 
spirit misuse of noble time results. Even more serious, however, 
is the warning against gambling aberrations, which are even 
more dangerous and pernicious than the one discussed above, 
and in which the waste of time is not excluded. 

For experience teaches that mere play, in which nothing is 
achieved but the amusement that lies in the play itself and ends 
with the play, is no longer sufficient for many people in the long 
run. The mere luck of the game, which at first gave them 
pleasure, in time becomes too tame and insignificant for them, 
and they would perhaps rather leave playing altogether than be 
bored with it, if there were not ways and means of increasing the 
charm of the game. If winning or losing in a game means more 
than that one may wipe out a chalk line or that one must leave 
it, the luck of the game itself becomes more important, the 
excitement with which the game is pursued is increased. If he 
who throws the fewest dice has to pay for the beer for all those 
who throw the dice, if he who is left behind in the card game has 
to tract the game company, it depends somewhat more on the 
luckier throw and on a handful of good cards. So the dice are 
thrown and the beer is waited for, and in order that it may be 
close at hand and fresh after each game, one goes to the beer 
house to play cards. There the landlord takes care of everything, 
cards, table, drinks, and probably also the fourth man in the 
game, in the beer house.

The innkeepers themselves know what violenc 
lies in the tavern cards, both those who hold cards and thereb 
warn the guests, and those who dispense with this means, d 
not suffer any card-playing in their taverns, and do not unjust 
boast that they keep something out of their trade, in which even 
many more sensible worldly people are displeased, becaus 
they know, perhaps they have experienced in their own relatives, 
what a terrible danger lies in the alehouse cards. Now, in view o 
all these truths, which no man who has looked around the worl 
with open eyes can deny, what should be said of a Christian wh 
knocked cards in the public house and even insisted on hi 
Christian freedom? A Christian should carry his soul in his hand 
and pray every day: "Our Father, who art in heaven, lead us no 
into temptation," and should truly fear the sin of tempting himsel 
at the gaming-table in the tavern, over beer and wine, an 
leading others into temptation, namely, not only those with who 
he was playing there, but also such as would see him, th 
Christian, play there, and thereby be led into the same danger, 
which they would be even less able to face than he, and which, 
as is observed, even many sensible worldly men, who still hol 
to civil righteousness and honour, as a real danger to avoid an 
to keep their relatives, especially their children, away from, 
danger to which so many from all classes of society fall victim 
that it is certainly justifiable if many Christians do not tolerate car 
games in their houses either, so that children and servants, 
where possible, do not learn to deal with such games at all an 
thus do not come into danger of being enticed to participate in 
them in other places, where the game becomes, as it were, 
bitterly serious. 

That the game, while it remains a game of chance, become 
serious, even bitterly serious, through the addition of othe 
accessories, does not only happen where people play for money 
If the reader wishes to follow us in spirit, we enter with him into 


less than that ship's captain gambled away even more than he 
did; for the ship's master in that captain's cabin gambled away 
only what was his own among men; but many a gambler, after 
he had gambled away his own money, gambled away other 
men's money too, and lost it too, and afterwards went to prison, 
or first put a bullet in his brain and went to hell. 

Of course the gambler does not want all this from the start; 
he does not want to lose his money or other people's money, he 
does not want to go to prison or to hell. It is, after all, a game of 
chance that he plays, and no one is such a fool that he would 
regard the loss of money and imprisonment and the torment of 
hell as pure happiness. The gambler does not gamble to lose, 
but to win. He gambles, even if he gambles for money and 
money's worth, not to get rid of his money, but to win more 
money by gambling and the favor of gambling luck. He may have 
started small, with small stakes. If he has won at first, he has 
found that the luck of the game is in his favor, and he will 
continue to take advantage of it. If he has lost at first, he may 
think that this is just the way of fortune, that it goes sometimes 
against and sometimes in one's favor; therefore it is now a 
question of continuing to play until fortune turns and what has 
been lost at first is regained; then at least one can stop without 
loss. If losses follow initial winnings, the gambler finds this 
natural, and continues to play on the supposition that fortune will 
turn in his favor again, as it was favorable to him at first. If initial 
losses are followed by winnings, he sees his perseverance 
rewarded, and later on is all the less deterred by the occurrence 
of losses from continuing in the game, since he has proved that 
luck will return if one only perseveres long enough. In short, 
however it may go, the gambler always knows how to 
understand the matter in such a way that continuing in the game 
seems to him the only true and right thing to do, and that he 
would feel like a fool if he were to give up now, just now, on 
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wanted to hear. Especially, however, and above all, the gambler 
tends to be eager to continue playing when he has lost. He 
wants at least to win back what he has lost. If he loses still more, 
he believes he has all the more reason to persevere, and he 
plays not only further, but also higher, stakes more, in order, 
when he finally succeeds, to win all the more at once. He has 
heard of cases in which a man, by a last great gamble, in which 
he staked all he had, has at once regained all that he had lost. 
Why should he not also succeed? He does not allow himself to 
be advised to stop by him who has won him much, but sees in 
such advice from his adversary only his fear that fortune might 
turn and snatch away from him again what he has won, and if 
that shipmaster's adversary, after the house had been gambled 
away, had said: "Captain, let us leave it now; you have lost 
enough, and | do not wish to win you any more," the captain 
would doubtless have rejected such a request, and said, "You 
have well stopped; but | would be a fool if | did not try to win 
back at least my house, if possible my money, and you must 
give me an opportunity to do so; as long as | want to play, you 
must not resign; so forward!" Whether it happened thus in the 
case cited, the writer does not know; but in a hundred and a 
thousand cases it goes thus. The gambler who has won a great 
deal may not, as a rule, wrest the last he has from his opponent; 
for he fears the consequences, which are not infrequently that 
the gambler who has lost all should take a miserable life and 
leave his wife and children in misery; but the offer to abandon 
the game is hardly ever accepted, and many a man who has 
won at the game has been forced at gunpoint by the one who 
lost to go on playing. 

It is true that not all who gamble for money and property 
gamble away all their money and property, even if they have to 
force it at gunpoint. Many gamble year out, year in, for small 
stakes. But even among them there are not a few whom 
gambling makes poor or prevents from economic advancement. 
Many a laborer who earns a good wage, has no illnesses in his 
family to bear, suffers no losses from water or conflagration, 
gets nowhere, and his relatives and friends do not understand 
why he does not want to make any progress at all; but the 
solution to the riddle may well be that he plays secretly in the 
lottery, carries everything that he can possibly turn to that end 
to a lottery-loose salesman who carries on his business just as 
secretly and, for instance, uses his cigar trade only as a mask. 
Many a merchant whose business should flourish, who could 
have house and farm, whose housewife economizes, does not 
get ahead either, for he gambles where one bets on the future 
prices of wheat or pork or on the future speculative value of 
certain securities, and precisely those who gamble for lower 
stakes generally lose. And in addition to this, a man who thinks 
that he is not gambling too much, leaves one thing out of sight 
in his resolution to gamble only for small sums, namely, that he 
is gambling, which may at any time run away with all his 
resolutions and ruin him in a day or in a night. 
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as it has ruined thousands who also started small. 

But if it is certain that by such games of chance, in which 
money and money's worth are played for, so many come into 
harm and disgrace, while the fewest, and also those only with 
sins, win more or even as much money and money's worth 
thereby as they could acquire by honest work, then we 
reasonably ask: whence does it come or how does it explain itself 
that yet so many engage in such dangerous play instead of 
fleeing and avoiding it, as seriously one can avoid poison and 
pestilence and death and hell ? A. G.

Is the prayer of the Jews a true prayer? 


At the opening of the present sessions of Congress, Jewish 
rabbis offered the opening prayer in both Houses, as there was 
at that time a meeting of rabbis in Washington. In the Senate the 
Chaplain is Rev. Butler, a member of the Lutheran General 
Synod, in the House of Representatives, if we are not mistaken, 
a Methodist preacher. That the latter allowed himself to be 
represented by a Jew is not to be wondered at, but certainly it 
must be disconcerting that one who wants to be a Lutheran 
preacher could do so. Admittedly, this Mr. Butler is known as a 
fanatical Union man who embraces all fanatics as brothers, but 
one would not expect him to regard even Jews who reject the 
Lord Jesus as brothers in the faith and to let a Jew pray in his 
place. 

When sectarian papers, such as the Southern Methodist 
paper, "Family Friend," get excited over the judgment of the 
"Lutheran," that the prayer of a Jew is not a Christian prayer, and 
therefore not a true prayer, it is explicable, but it is inexplicable 


that a Lutheran paper, "Lutheran Observer." the organ of a 


great body calling itself Lutheran, should permit Mr. Butler to 
spread in its columns his denial of the Christian religion, to praise 
and defend his proceedings, to call the prayer of the Jew in the 
Senate "scriptural, inspiring, and spiritual, to which we could say 
Amen." That one can consider a prayer of a Jew to be a true 
prayer testifies to appalling blindness, testifies to the fact that 
there is not a trace of true knowledge of true Lutheranism, not an 
inkling of true Christianity. 

According to the Holy Scriptures, only the true God is to be 
worshipped. But the true God is only the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Spirit. He who wants to pray rightly must worship this 
God alone, pray to this God alone; he must therefore also 
recognize this God, believe in this God; for the apostle Paul 
writes: "How shall they call on Him in whom they do not believe?" 
Rom. 10:14. 

The doctrine of the Trinity is firmly established in Scripture. 
And that this doctrine is necessary for all who would come to God 
to know and believe is also clearly taught in Scripture.

L. America. 


Love festivals are celebrated by some sects, for example. 
by the Methodist Church. The latter regards these feasts of love 
as means of grace. They have, as the Apologist says, instituted 
them "on the basis of the divine word," since nothing of a divine 
institution is to be found in the entire New Testament. How these 
love feasts are celebrated among the Methodists, we see from 
the article of the "Apologist." It states, among other things: "At 
first the same were regarded with us as an internal church family 
affair, and therefore only members in good standing and friends 
desirous of salvation were allowed access (two or three times). 
For this purpose, love feast tickets were issued by the 
supervising preacher. Such a ticket served as a certificate that 
one was a member of the church and at the same time secured 
the holder access to participate in the love feast. Since such a 
certificate had to be renewed every quarter of a year, one was 
able to get rid of such members who walked disorderly without 
further effort. The seclusion of the love feasts has now also long 
since ceased with us. We now allow everyone who behaves 
properly free access to them; indeed, we kindly invite everyone 
to participate in them. If today we were to exclude from the love 
feasts all those who, according to the rules of that time, were 
unworthy to receive a love feast certificate, and were to consider 
them as outside the church, this would probably draw a number 
of the members closer and more firmly together, but a large 


number would soon cease to be members. ... In a Baptist love 
feast, in which | had occasion to be present, coffee and bread 
were passed around for communal enjoyment, and after we had 
eaten and drunk, some short and cheering speeches were 
made. A Methodist love feast, however, is even simpler. It 
consists of three parts, namely: first, singing, praying, and the 
reading of a Bible passage, which may be followed by a short 
exhortation; second, the love feast, which consists only of a little 
bread and 

water and actually represented only the signs of a meal; third, 
the confessions of the faithful in relation to their religious 
experiences. But how to 
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As in the past the apostolic church lost sight of the importance of 
the love feasts and allowed certain evils to take hold, so we are 
now in danger. While there is no danger that we should fall into 
intemperance in our moderate enjoyment of the love feast, we 
are just as much in danger of forgetting the spiritual and divine in 
it and degrading it to a formal ceremony. This happens especially 
where people frivolously throw bread to each other. No sensible 
person will object if one person shares a small piece of bread 
with another or takes a piece of bread home to an absent 
member, but throwing bread to each other, often dropping it on 
the floor, is a bad habit and should not be tolerated in any love 
feast. The leaders of the latter should earnestly protest against it 
and, if necessary, intervene against it." 

Mingling of Church and State. The Supreme Court of the 
State of Nebraska, on November II, declared that Sunday laws 
were not civil ordinances, but laws concerning religious matters, 
in the following words: "As a Christian nation, guarding its liberty 
and desiring to preserve it, the State has enacted certain laws 
which, among other things, recognize the fourth commandment 
(according to the Reformed count, with us the third), the Christian 
religion, and the binding power of the teachings of our Savior. 
Among these is the ordinance forbidding amusements, hunting, 
etc., on Sundays." - If a state enacts Sunday laws "for the sake 
of bodily cause and necessity, which," as Luther says, "nature 
teaches and requires, for the common multitude, servants and 
maids, who have waited the whole week for their work and trade, 
that they also take a day to rest and refresh themselves," and 
then to protect the citizens who celebrate Sunday in the practice 
of their religion, this is quite proper and _ praiseworthy. 
Unfortunately, however, this is not expressed in the Sunday laws. 
And now a supreme court of a state declares that the Sunday law 
of that state is not a merely civil ordinance, but a religious one! It 
is important, then, that we do not grow weary in our testimony 
against such a blending of church and state. 

Secret Societies. Where does the money go that the lodges, 
societies, etc. collect? The "N. Y. Staalszeitung" reports: "The 
official financial report of the Sovereign Grand Lodge for the year 
1892 is now before us, and shows as an expense budget the 
handsome sum of $81,040.79, of which $50, 264.72, alone, is 
allotted to traveling expenses and per diems of the 143 Grand 
Representatives, and $76I.73 to equal expenses of various 
committees." The "witness" who reports this adds: "Should not 
the eyes of one or the other ‘lodge brother’ be opened?" 

In the Republic of Brazil, the country which only recently 
proclaimed political and religious freedom, a leading elder of the 
Methodist Church, Rev. Justus H. Nelson of Para, has been 
sentenced to 4 months, 2 days and 12 hours in prison and the 
costs of the trial - about $75 - because he is said to have offended 
the delicacy of the Catholics in two articles about the veneration 
of the Virgin Mary. (Apol.)

From Saxony. On December 6 and 7 of last year, an 
extraordinary regional synod met in Dresden. It was convened 
for the purpose of discussing the establishment of a common 
celebration of the Day of Penance within the German Lutheran 
regional churches. It was decided to move the two annual days 
of penance from Friday to Wednesday in the weeks before 
Sunday Oculi and before the last Sunday of Trinity, which have 
been customary until now. And so, from now on, penitential days 
will be held at the same time in almost all of northern and central 
Germany. But 
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What is the use of such uniformity in ceremonies in view of the 
profound discord in matters of faith? All conceivable false 
doctrines, not excluding the grossest, have long since gained 
domiciliary rights in all German regional churches. One reporter 
notes that this extraordinary synod was also "significant because 
of its position on the question of confession, which deeply affects 
the present. He writes: "Even though the Synod, as the 
representation of the Saxon Regional Church, had no occasion 
to protest against the attacks on the ecclesiastical use of the 
Apostolicum that were causing a stir in the Prussian Regional 
Church, the spirit of the common ancient Christian faith pervaded 
the words of the speakers and the prayers of the High Court 
Preacher D. Meier, calling for repentance and giving testimony. 
Meier, just as the opening speech of the new Consistorial 
President v. Zahn and the closing words of the Synod President 
Count K6énneritz culminated in a joyful and deeply moving 
testimony to the only begotten Son of God, our Saviour, and the 
faith of the universal Christian Church as expressed in the 
Apostolic Creed. Whoever reads these words and does not know 
the state of affairs must come to the conclusion that only on the 
other side of the Saxon border, in the Prussian church, have 
there been attacks on the old Christian faith which have caused 
annoyance, but that such a thing is unheard of in the Saxon 
church. Now, however, there are pastors and professors of 
theology in office and dignity within the Saxon regional church 
who, just as unabashedly as the Berlin professor Harnack, teach 
and preach contrary to the apostolic creed, who freely and 
openly deny and blaspheme Christ, the Son of God who became 
man, in word and writing. How? Did the Saxon regional synod 
have no cause to protest against the Saxon regional church 
deniers of Christ? Yes, did it not have the sacred duty to demand 
the removal of these church destroyers from the church 
regiment? By neglecting this duty and thus tacitly approving the 
toleration of the enemies of Christ within the regional church 
represented by her, all those pious words and "testimonies" of 
the only begotten Son of God have no value before God and no 
use for the church; they are shells without a core. That is to say, 
"Lord! HErr! and yet do not do the will of the Lord. By the way, 
nothing better could be expected from the Saxon Synod. It only 
kept to the course it had taken from the beginning. The first 
synod held in Saxony, in 1871, abolished the old religious oath 
and introduced a new vow of office, which opened the door to 
unbelieving preachers. The following synods rejected the 
protests of several pastors and congregations oppressed in 
conscience against toleration of gross false teachers. And so it 
is but a consequent! progress on the slippery slope, if one now 
dares not touch this deadly ecclesiastical harm with a syllable.

Tenth Synodal Report of the Canada District of the German 
Lutheran Synod of Missouri, Ohio, &c. States 1892. 

This text contains a lecture on the sanctification of believing 
Christians, according to the first letter of Peter. The content is briefly 
stated by the speaker in the following words: "Believing Christians are 
obligated to this sanctification; the proof of this is given in Thesis 1. The 
need of this sanctification for believing Christians and their ability and 
skill, as well as the right means for it, are presented in Thesis 2 and 3. 
But in order to reject all hypocrisy, Thesis 4 testifies to this sanctification 
of believing Christians essentially as something inward, as a 
sanctification that refers primarily to their hearts and minds. But since 
believing Christians are, according to Scripture, the salt of the earth and 
the light of the world, and God therefore does not take them from the 
world to heaven after their conversion, Thesis 5 shows how their 
sanctification must also be manifested before the world in all their 
circumstances. A great hindrance to believing Christians in their 
sanctification is their corrupt flesh, or old man, in whom Satan and the 
world have a faithful confederate. To subdue and kill this is the purpose 
of the cross; and so Thesis 6 indicates the use and blessing of the cross. 
Encouraged and spurred on to diligence and perseverance in 
sanctification, believing Christians are finally encouraged by the 
nearness of the last day. Then God's judgment on the whole world will 
follow, and for all believers who persevere to the end, the conclusion and 
completion of their sanctification, as Thesis 7 states." (The last two 
theses did not come up for discussion.) - Also important is the statement 
that the synod made about mutual support associations within the 
congregations. The synodal report consists of 76 pages and costs 15 
cents.

Of gambling, gambling gain and gambling loss. 


(Continued.) 


One of the driving forces that move people to gamble for 
money and goods is the addiction to acquire without work what, 
or more than they could acquire through honest work. Very few 
people take pleasure in work. A Christian, too, knows that work 
makes one weary; but he also knows that by his professional work 
he does good to his neighbor, whether as a farmer or as a 
craftsman or as a merchant he puts his time and strength and 
gifts and means at the service of his neighbor for his bodily 
welfare, or whether he directs his spiritual gifts, his word and pen, 
to the bodily and spiritual welfare of his neighbor; And this 
consciousness that through his work he is of use in the world, and 
that under God's blessing he also bears fruit for eternal life, 
together with the confidence that God, through the blessing he 
bestows on his faithful work, will also provide them with 
nourishment for their bodies and necessities, and perhaps also 
something else, results in their waiting for their profession with joy 
and love, and in their doing their work with gladness. Yes, there 
are also men of the world who take pleasure in their work, namely, 
when they succeed in it, especially when their achievements bring 
them honor and reputation, a good and respected name, and 
other advantages. But most men work only because they must, 
whether they have to work for their daily bread, or whether they 
see themselves obliged to work if they want to get rich and 
honored or to remain rich and honored. Most men would cease to 
labor at the very day when they could begin to have and enjoy 
without labor just what they had to work for up to that time. But 
one such way of acquiring money without work, even much and 
very much money, much more money than they could work for, 
seems to some to be gambling, gambling that has made many a 
man rich without him knowing it at the time, until suddenly the 
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News came that he had drawn the big lot, that the shares on 
which he, or his agent for him, had bet, had suddenly shot up, 
that a horse on which he had staked a large sum had won at the 
racecourse. Perhaps his means do not yet permit him to play for 
the whole lot, or to bet on wheat prices; but he can buy a quarter 
of a lot, and he thinks in his mind: Even if | don't win the whole 
$100,000, $25,000 is a nice piece of money, and if it isn't a 
quarter of the big lot, there are smaller winnings in prospect, 
several, of which a quarter share would still amount to a 
thousand thalers and more, a thousand thalers for which one 
would otherwise have to work a year or two, and yet never bring 
them together on one table, because it always goes from hand 
to mouth. So he ventures five thalers on it. If he loses, he 
consoles himself, or the lottery ticket seller consoles him, by 
saying that winning a lot of money on the first try would have 
been too much luck, that many a man who, after several failures, 
has only wanted to buy one last ticket, has been lucky and 
become rich, while if he had stopped after the next-to-last bet, 
he would have remained poor and lost all his previous bets. So 
he ventures again and again, and the great lottery and the other 
winnings still beckon as riches, which, if only luck finally strikes, 
can be won with easy effort. If at last a winning ticket has come 
to him, even if it be the smallest, he sees in it already the 
beginning of his luck, and he probably doubles the stake, 
because if he had had half a ticket this time instead of a quarter 
of a ticket, he would have won double his present winning ticket. 
- Another man may stake more than five, ten, or twenty thalers, 
may be a miller or a grain merchant, and may have to sell at a 
moderate profit in the business concurrence, and may not spare 
as much in a whole year, or even half as much, as a certain man 
whom he knows has won in a day or three in the stock exchange 
game of chance, and one day he will be where they bid for and 
accept future wheat, 


and believes he can observe how such and such an one 
operates, whom he trusts to have the right marker, and his 
acquaintance X. Y. gives him a hint at the right moment to 
confirm his observation, and - now or never! - he quickly decides 
in favor of "now!" and already the way is paved for him, and he 
also has his hand in the game, and behold, it is a success, he 
has won where many a more experienced gambler has lost, - 
and the gambler is finished, the way to the millionaire, more 
probably to the bankerotteur, has been entered. 

Thus it happens, as St. Paul writes in 1 Tim. 6, that "they that 
would be rich fall into temptation and snares," namely, here into 
the snares of gambling, of which also the further applies, that 
they "sink men into destruction and perdition. And this is just in 
our time a rope with which the devil drags whole packs of his 
victims to ruin, as in a time when work is especially generally 
regarded as a burden to be avoided or shaken off the back of 
one's neck as soon as one can, and in which, therefore, 
everything that has the nature of a game of chance with 
pecuniary gain about it is especially welcome as something by 
which one can obtain abundantly without work what would be 
attainable to one by work only with difficulty or only scantily. 
Hence it is that in our day all sorts of institutions proliferate like 
mushrooms from the earth, which amount to a game of chance 
and derive their advantage from it; that, however doubtful the 
gain may be, people enough are to be found who, in the hope 
of obtaining unworked gains of happiness, put their money at 
stake. 

But this driving force, the desire to get money and goods 
without work, is not the only thing that moves people to gamble 
for money and money's worth. A second factor that may serve 
to explain the fury with which people gamble for money is the 
excitement of the mind produced by such gambling, the 
intoxication of passion into which the gambler is plunged by it. 
Even mere gambling has something captivating about it; 
otherwise no one would sit up late into the night or early into the 
morning over the cards. But where nothing, nothing at all, is 
gambled for, the participants usually remain in the game. 


The games of cards, which are not very cheerful, become at 
most agitated and probably quite unpleasant when someone 
has cheated or tries to cheat and thus wants to do violence to 
the luck of the game. And games which offer less variety than 
the card game, such as the simple roll of the dice or the turning 
of a wheel of fortune, soon become dull and uninteresting unless 
some other interest is added. One such interest, which gives the 
game increased attraction, is the winning or losing of money, 
and this attraction increases with the amount of winning or losing 
that comes out of the game. This attraction has its reason in the 
peculiar connection between play and seriousness. The more 
the game, by which the decision about winning or losing is 
brought about, is a game of chance, and the more that which is 
decided about by the game is serious, the higher the sum for 
which the game is played, the more delightful the game. Thus, 


for example. Card games such as Faro, Monte, Vingt-un, 


Rouge et Noir, Baccarat, which are played only for mostly high 


stakes, as distinguished from Whist, Skat, and others, are quite 
distinct games of chance; thus the game of Poker consists in the 
main in a series or several series of increasing bets, which are 
made and ventured completely into the unknown, and in which 
often the most audacious one wins the game only by his 
audacity, and collects all the multiply increased stakes; Thus the 
game of Roulette, in which a ball rolling haphazardly decides 
over a multitude of winnings and losses, and in which a lucky 
player, without any skill or dexterity on his part being taken into 
consideration, can win thirty-five times the value, or three 
thousand five hundred per cent, of his stake, is a game of 
chance in the fullest sense of the word. There the players sit and 
stand; the stakes are placed, the bets offered and accepted, 
increased, increased again, the decision approaches - what will 
it be? There! Fortune has decided, for this one, against that one. 
Well then, may it decide again; new stakes, new bets, everything 
in uncertainty, on luck and misfortune; soon follows the new 
decision, against this one, for that one; so luck has changed; will 
it decide again as it did this time? will it change again? that will 
become apparent in a moment; for already it has been used 
again, bet increased, increased 


again, highly 


uck has decided again, against this one, for that one. "Fortune 


is in my favor; therefore play on and play higher," thinks one; 
"Fortune must again turn in my favor; therefore only persevere 
and play on," thinks another; and already the game advances 
again, and again, and again, and word spreads in the hall and 
outside in the court that there at the table some one has won 
enormous sums, or lost enormous sums, and is still playing on, 
and the spectators crowd near and follow the game, and are 
seized with the excitement and thrill caused by the game. But 
the gambler, especially when he has come to large numbers, 
wins large sums, loses large sums, soon wins, soon loses, loses 
again, loses again, never knows what the next decision will 
bring, but is always pressing for a new decision, is in a state of 
the deepest excitement, which, as a kind of intoxication of 
sensation, makes the one whom it holds captive forget 
everything about the game. 


dre forgets that only play, with its fine luck, its winning and 


losing, fills the senses and thoughts, poetry and aspirations. And 
just as drunkenness or the intoxication of opium becomes a 
passion, a vice, so does the frenzy of gambling, with the only 
difference that the gambler's vice holds him much tighter than 
his own. There can be no question that the mania for gambling 
is the most terrible of all vices, which not only alone and for itself 
makes a man a complete slave, that he, in order to indulge his 
passion, gives away his possessions, his honor and freedom, 
his wife and children, but, moreover, is a vice which has all other 
vices and an army of sins in its wake, so that the gambler easily 
becomes a drunkard, too, and seeks forbidden wives, whom he 
often finds near enough, that is, at the gambling table or not far 
from it; For with strong wine and strange women, he worthily 
rejoices in what he has won at play, and from the intoxication of 
play to the intoxication of wine and lust is a welcome change to 
him, whether he has won or lost. That the gambler is a 
dangerous guardian of other people's money and easily 
becomes a cash thief and a forger, that the lust for gambling 
easily inflames the lust for murder and that many a man has 
been shot over the game of poker or stabbed to death at the 
game of dice, that after heavy gambling losses of his own and 
other people's money the gambler easily becomes a suicide, all 
this is repeated year after year. Oh, therefore, warn whoever 
can warn, and warn as earnestly as he can warn, against this 
dreadful vice of gambling for money and money's worth, 
especially in our time, in which people, as much as for effortless 
gain, so also for all kinds of exciting, exhilarating and 
intoxicating destruction, ...and intoxicating diversions, as the 
corn that God makes to grow, the cattle that he feeds, the 
sunshine and the rain, the steamships and the sailing ships, the 
racehorses, the ballplayers, the pugilists, the runners of the 
world, the gluttons, the runners, the fasters.., The fact is that 
sunscreens, steamships, sailing ships, racehorses, ballplayers, 
fistfighters, world runners, betting eaters, betting runners, 
betting fasters, presidential candidates, and hundreds of other 
persons and things are not only exceptionally used as a means 
of gambling, as if by a whimsical idea, but regularly, some to 
such an extent that nine-tenths of all costly public ball games, 
all horse races at the racetrack, all fistfights in the prize ring, all 
races and endurance fasts for exhibition, and all newspaper 
reports about them would be omitted if gambling were not 
carried on with these events to an extensive extent and for 
astonishing sums, and immeasurable money were won and lost. 
And the fact that our Christians in particular are warned against 
such gambling aberrations is by no means a superfluous good 
work. The author could name Christian, Lutheran families who 
have suffered heartache after heartache because the sons of 
these houses, while still outwardly belonging to the 
congregation, secretly gambled away their money and other 
people's money at gambling tables and in gambling exchanges, 
at bookmakers for horse races and ball games. The temptation 
to sinful gambling lurks in all places, lurks especially in our 
adolescent youth, and he who knows the danger and warns 
against it is only doing his duty. 

But we warn against gambling for pecuniary gain not only as 
a very dangerous occupation, to which all manner of terrible, 
gross, abominable sins attach themselves very easily and often, 
but also as a very dangerous occupation.

How Luther restored public worship. 


Luther was the reformer of the church called by God and 
therefore also equipped with beautiful, glorious gifts. The great 
wisdom that God had given him can be seen, among other things, 
in the way he restored the public worship of God and abolished 
the abuses that had arisen in the papacy. He proceeded very 
wisely and carefully. He did not blindly reject everything that he 
found in the papacy simply because it was in the papacy. He 
knew, after all, that much came from the old church, from the lines 
before the rise of the papacy. Even gross abuses he did not 
remove by force; he did not demand that people stop them 
without being convinced by God's Word that they were to be 
stopped. He combated the abuses by the word, so that they fell 
of their own accord among those who accepted the word, and 
were cast off by them out of conviction. 

The enthusiasts Carlstadt and his comrades in Wittenberg 
acted quite differently when Luther was at the Wartburg. For 
them, the work of the Reformation was not progressing fast 
enough; they wanted everything that had come down from the 
papacy to be regarded as abominable and godless and to be 
abolished immediately. And they soon took action. They were not 
content with the abolition of the mass and with the introduction of 
the celebration of the Lord's Supper under both forms; they 
abolished confession altogether, and in a furious tumult they 
broke altars and pictures in the churches; yes, they also rejected 
the sciences and closed the schools. Carlstadt was joined by the 
Zwickau enthusiasts, the so-called celestial prophets, who 
claimed to be directly called and instructed by God and therefore 
alone able to carry out the Reformation. 

When Luther heard of these disturbances at Wartburg Castle, 
he was no longer tolerated there. He came to Wittenberg against 
the will of the Elector. After he had received a report from his 
friends about the events, he preached eight sermons from 
Sunday Invocavit to Sunday Reminiscere, in which he punished 
the riots that had occurred in a friendly and serious manner and 
showed what position one had to take in this matter according to 
God's Word. In these sermons Luther made a precise distinction 
between things that had to be done away with because they were 
contrary to God's Word, such as the angle masses, and things 
that God had left free, such as the images; these were free, 
neither commanded nor forbidden, although much abuse had 
been made of them in the papacy; but everything that should fall 
should not fall by force, but in consequence of the preaching of 
the Word; one must first see the hearts of the people, which is 
done by the Word; otherwise one makes evil consciences or 
hypocrites. 


In the second sermon he said, among other things: "Summa 
Summarum: | will preach it, | will say it, | will write it, but | will not 
compel or force anyone; for faith wants to be willing and 
undemanding, and to be accepted without compulsion. Take me 
as an example. | have opposed the pope, the indulgence, and all 
the papists; but with no violence, with no sacrilege, with no 
storming; but the word of God alone have | driven, preached, and 
written; otherwise | have done nothing at all. That same word, 
when | have been asleep or in good spirits, has accomplished so 
much that the papacy has become so weak and powerless that 
no prince or emperor has ever been able to break off so much. | 
did not do it; the one word that | preached and wrote 
accomplished and acted all this. Even if | had used force and 
mischief in this matter, | might have started such a game that 
Germany would have come to great bloodshed as a result. But 
what would it have been? It would have been a fool's game and 
a ruin of body and soul. | have sat still and let the Word act." (28, 
219 f.) 


In this sense Luther had always acted from the beginning of 
his reformatory activity: all papal abuses were to be punished by 
the word and the people were to be taught that they would reject 
them out of conviction. Thus he was later able to write with 
respect to the images, which were horribly abused in the papacy, 
that he attacked them by "first tearing them out of the hearts by 
the word of God," "as had already happened before Carlstadt 
dreamed of iconoclasm. For where they are out of the heart, they 
do no harm to the eyes. But Carlstadt, who has no interest in 
hearts, has reversed this and torn them out of the eyes and left 
them in the heart. For he preacheth not faith, neither can he 
preach it." (Against the Heavenly Prophets, etc., 29, 142.) 


After Luther had quieted the disturbances by the eight 
sermons - these glorious proofs of his great wisdom - he 
continued in the manner he had observed from the beginning, 
witnessing by word and writing. One Papist abuse after another 
fell of its own accord. Some things, which in themselves are not 
unjust, were retained after the papal abuses attached to them 
had been removed, e.g., images, altars, lights, crucifixes, organs, 
hosts at the Lord's Supper, the sign of the cross, and the like. 
Luther eliminated all papist appendages from the baptismal and 
communion forms. The sacrilege of the Mass fell, and instead of 
the papist Communion with its theft of the chalice, there was a 
celebration of the Lord's Supper according to Christ's institution. 
Confession was made in accordance with the Gospel, so that no 
one was admitted to the Sacrament who had not first been 
interrogated and instructed. The papist feasts, such as the feast 
of Corpus Christi, fell, others lost their papist tinge. The beautiful 
arrangement of the church year, with the standing Sundays and 
feast-day Gospels and Epistles, which had been established 
before the time of the pronounced Pabstthum, was retained. And 
SO, little by little, a plain and simple, and yet exceedingly beautiful 
order of worship came into being in Wittenberg, which served as 
a model for other churches.

At the end of 
the afternoon service, the deeply moved, but physically and 
spiritually wonderfully fresh jubilarian spoke a few words in which 
he gave God alone all the glory. It was a day of praise and 
thanksgiving for the entire Zion congregation in Steeden: tears 
shone in the eyes of many an old man, and with thanksgiving to 
God comparisons were made with the time 46 and 50 years ago. 
What makes this jubilee so noteworthy is especially the fact that 
the blessing that was granted to Pastor Brunn in the first time of 
his effectiveness through a great awakening from the sleep of 
rationalism has been preserved to this day; For the old 
congregation of the jubilarian, now under Pastor Eikmeier's care, 
is, to God's praise, still a living Christian congregation, in which 
the children and grandchildren of the first founders uphold the 
Lutheran confession with earnestness and zeal, and 
predominantly also pursue godliness. And this has happened 
primarily because the faithful did not remain in the corrupt 
national church, but were imbued with the first fire of love for the 
formation of a Lutheran Free Church. How different the situation 
in Germany could have been if the revived had also come to the 
Free Church elsewhere. Then they would not have been 
scattered and died away, as has happened in so many places. - 
But this also happened by God's undeserved grace alone, as this 
alone was praised at the feast according to Psalm 115,1. OO. 
Welcome. 

Confirmation of Fr. Wendt's removal from office. The 
"Hermannsburg Free Church" writes: Some time ago the news 
went through the papers that the minister had rescinded the 
sentence against Pastor Wendt and reinstated him in his office. 
There was great rejoicing in some of the regional church papers 
that there was still room for faithful Lutherans in the regional 
church. But this rejoicing was premature. For the Minister has 
confirmed the verdict of the Consistory against Pastor Wendt in 
all respects, so that the removal from office of Pastor Wendt for 
rebellion against church order remains. We want to emphasize 
here once again kun what matters are involved in the fight oes 
Mr. Pastor Wendt. Then it will come out all the more sharply what 
is "church order" in the so-called Lutheran national churches. 
First, Pastor Wendt refused to hold a meeting in his congregation 
for the building of an unchurched church, because in an 
unchurched church Word and Sacrament would not be 
administered according to the Scriptural confession of the 
Lutheran Church, but in the sense of the unconfessional 
Prussian Union. Then Pastor Wendt refused to minister to the 
unchurched Canal workers and declared that he could only 
minister to the Lutheran workers, but was prepared to assist the 
unchurched with instruction and comfort if they turned to him 
voluntarily. Furthermore, Mr. Pastor Wendt refused to baptize a 
child of Unirte parents because there was no emergency and 
because the parents demanded baptism as their right as 
Lutherans in the Union. - Finally, Pastor Wendt refused to 
intercede for the negotiations of a synod, in which such pastors 
sat as voting members, who stood in decisive opposition to the 
scriptural Lutheran confession, Protestant Unionists, etc. The 
Consistory regarded these refusals of Pastor Wendt as a 
rebellion against the church order, and the Minister of Culture 
confirmed this. What is now "church order" in Schleswig-Holstein 
and in the so-called Lutheran regional churches subordinated to 
the Prussian Minister of Culture has become completely clear 
through this struggle of Pastor Wendt, namely: Does the 
Consistory consider it good?

the pastors of the so-called Lutheran national churches must 
collect funds for the building of unirite, resp. reformed churches; 
they must minister to unirites; they must recognize Lutherans in 
the Union and admit that these unirite Lutherans (!) can demand 
Word and Sacrament in the Lutheran Church as their right; they 
must implore God's blessing on the negotiations of synods in 
which openly false teachers participate unhindered as voting 
members; they must submit when the Consistory forbids them 
to hold meetings for the building of Lutheran churches. It is 
hardly necessary to point out that the Wendt case has made it 
completely clear that the Union is in the midst of the regional 
churches. The Minister of Culture points out in particular that in 
the Lutheran Church of the Province of Hanover, collections 
have always been collected for Reformed congregations. It is 
interesting to read in many regional church papers, which 
formerly rejoiced that the verdict against Pastor Wendt had been 
passed, now the reports about Pastor Wendt, after the verdict 
has been confirmed; there they either exhort themselves to 
"silence", or send some words of comfort after him. At the same 
time, however, they pick out a point in Pastor Wendt's defense 
behind which they think they can entrench themselves. Pastor 
Wendt did not mince his words in his defense, but stated bluntly 
what he believed to be the truth. And therefore it is now said: In 
this he has transgressed, Mr. Pastor Wendt should have spoken 
more delicately and moderately, not so flatly. Now, Luther spoke 
quite differently against the Sacramentarians, Unirten and 
Reformirten. Although the Wendt case has made it clear to the 
whole world how things stand with Lutheranism in the church of 
Schleswig-Holstein in particular, but also in many other so-called 
Lutheran churches, we can hardly hope that many will be 
particularly troubled in their consciences about the state of the 
church.

This work consists of two parts. The first part comprises 97 choral 
pieces on 156 pages under the headings: Advent (Palm Sunday), 
Christmas, New Year, Passion, Confirmation, Easter, Ascension, 
Pentecost, Trinity, Reformation, Church Consecration, Mission Festival, 
Harvest Festival, Faith and Trust in God, Petition and Prayer, Praise and 
Thanksgiving, Morning, Evening and Travel Songs, Marriage, Cross and 
Consolation, Death and Eternity. The second part contains on 72 pages 
51 songs "for social entertainment". One of the main advantages of this 
collection is the beautiful number of old church chorale melodies, which, 
here set for four-part male choir, can be used not only for the hymns 
found here, but also for other hymn texts, and thus can be sung year in 
and year out for the edification of the congregation and on festive 
occasions.

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Our Emigrant Mission and the Lutheran Pilgrim House 
in 1892. 


The past year will remain a memorable one in the history of 
immigration. At first it seemed to surpass all its predecessors in 
the number of immigrants. From all overseas ports, ship after 
ship of immigrants from all over the world arrived here, in 
Baltimore, Boston and Philadelphia, and they scattered all over 
our country, to the chagrin of a not insignificant part of our 
population, which declared loudly and ever more loudly that 
immigration could not and must not continue in this way, that the 
enormous flow of immigrants must be stemmed; but how far and 
in what way, opinions differed widely. Then cholera broke out 
not only in Persia and Russia, but also in Hamburg, and now 
happened what local and foreign opponents of immigration had 
long desired and advocated: emigration suddenly came to a 
standstill. Much has been said and written about the cause of 
the outbreak of cholera. Some think that it was brought in by 
Russian Jews who emigrated to America via the aforementioned 
port. Others maintain that the impure water of the Elbe is to 
blame, and still others think that the cause cannot be explained 
at all, since the great cholera epidemics that have afflicted 
Europe in this century have made their way in mysterious ways, 
as it were by leaps and bounds. Be that as it may. A Christian 
who is accustomed to judge all events in the world in the light of 
the divine Word knows that it was God the Lord who wielded his 
scourge over Hamburg through the cholera; for the Scripture 
says: "Is there also a calamity in the city that the Lord does not 
do?" If only it would not also be said of those who are sorely 
afflicted, "Thou smitest them; but they feel it not." It is only due 
to God's gracious power that the strangler angel has not entered 
our land, although he knocked at its main gate quite distinctly. 
Woe to our people if 
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it does not recognize this and attributes the absence of the 
dangerous guest from our shores only to human efforts and 
precautions! No, God's hour had not yet come for our country. 
While the pestilence was already raging in the city on the Elbe, 
which unfortunately, through the fault of the local authorities, 
was not immediately made public, but rather covered up, the 
Hamburg line expedited several steamships with 1st, 2nd and 
8rd class puffers to New York, which certainly would not have 
happened if the outbreak of cholera had not been concealed. At 
least this is how the ship company explains itself in a public 
circular. In the meantime, however, the death and destruction 
wreaking rage of the epidemic had become common knowledge 
and had been reported by cable also to Washington. Then 
President Harrison issued his well-known proclamation in which 
he imposed a 20-day quarantine on all ships from European 
ports that had immigrants on board. With feverish excitement, 
the arrival of the steamships expedited from Hamburg during the 
outbreak of the epidemic was awaited. What was generally 
feared was confirmed. On all these steamers, with one 
exception, the pestilence had broken out on the high seas soon 
after their departure and a not insignificant number of the 
passengers as well as the crew had already fallen victim, while 
many of those infected with the disease were on board. The 
latter were removed from the ships by the quarantine doctor, but 
the healthy ones were not allowed to land, but had to remain in 
quarantine for 20 days, and that under hardships and privations, 
which have been sufficiently made known by the newspapers. 
This was also an eventful time for me and my assistants. Letters 
or dispatches arrived from many quarters from people who 
wanted to know whether their relatives were among the dead or 
the living, the sick or the healthy. There was also no lack of 
orders to send letters, food and refreshments to the healthy. 
Several times we had quite a number of those who had finally 
landed happily in the pilgrims' house for lodging. How happy they 
felt when, after the days of fear and deprivation, they again had 
a tasty meal. 


It is easy to imagine how they listened to God's word with 
thankful hearts during the devotions at home. From some 
quarters the deplorables were met with a certain reserve when 
they landed, for fear of contagion, which was still possible, and 
it was therefore a certain risk that we repeatedly accommodated 
large numbers of these people; but God has saved our house 
and its employees from dire consequences. 

It is not surprising that, in consequence of the outbreak of 
cholera and the proclamation of our President caused by it, 
immigration almost ceased completely; for no shipping company 
wanted to expose itself to the expenses and hardships of a 20- 
day quarantine. For a time, therefore, almost only cabin 
passengers were carried here. When, however, the epidemic 
was confined almost exclusively to the city on the Elbe and was 
finally on the decline there, the various steamship lines began 
again to carry steerage passengers as well, in the hope that the 
President would withdraw or modify his proclamation. But this 
did not happen. On the contrary, the President reaffirmed his 
first proclamation by issuing a second one declaring that the 20- 
day quarantine must be maintained for the protection of the 
country. In spite of this, all steamship lines resumed the 
transportation of steerage passengers on a larger scale, 
because a large number of emigrants, who had already been 
provided with travel cards before the outbreak of cholera, 
insisted on transportation and had the laws of their homeland on 
their side in this respect. Washington seems to have turned a 
blind eye to these circumstances, for in November and 
December one steamer followed another, and most of them 
were filled with immigrants. Thus, for example, a steamer from 
Bremen arrived here with almost 2000, another even with over 
2200 emigrants, and, because they were all healthy, they were 
landed on Ellis Island after a stay of one or two days. But while 
the companies were thus trying to transact their business as 
quickly as possible, they issued

Gambling for money and money's worth is a sin because God 
has forbidden it, and God has forbidden it for all time and for all 
men by the word of the law: "Thou shalt not steal. To steal is to 
take another's property. If | take what is mine, it is never stealing. 
If | take what does not belong to me, but to another, that would 
always be stealing. Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's house; 
thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's wife, or manservant, or 
maidservant, or cattle, or any thing that is his, saith the Lord 
GOD: and whosoever coveteth his neighbour's, sinneth, in so 
far as he hath sinful desire, against the ninth and tenth 
commandments; and in so far as his desire is for his neighbour's 
goods, against the seventh commandment: and if he do after 
such desire, he stealeth. This may be done in many ways: One 
man covets his neighbor's money and takes it from him by force 
on the highway; another man covets his neighbor's money and 
takes it from the bank with a forged bill of exchange; a third man 
covets his neighbor's money and wins it from him in gambling; 
but all three take money to which they have no right, for which 
they have not labored, that is, money which is not theirs. 
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they have not inherited, which no one has given them, which they 
have simply stolen, just in different manners, speaking with the 
seventh commandment. 

The gambler, of course, looks at the matter differently, or tries 
to put it differently. He speaks well: "The game proceeds 
according to mutual agreement; no one is forced to play; the 
rules of the game are the same for all players; that my opponent 
can lose, he knows as well as | do; If he wins from me, | must 
give him or leave him what he has won from me, therefore it is 
no more than fair that he should give me or leave me what | have 
won from him; if the game is only played honestly with honest 
cartels or honest dice, the whole is nothing but a simple contract 
and its execution, whereby what is right for the other is right for 
the one." 

But this does not justify the gambler's cause at all and in no 
way; for all this applies to a pistol duel as well, and with the same 
right the defender of the duel could say: the duel proceeds 
according to mutual agreement; no one is forced into the duel; 
the rules of the duel are the same for both parties; that the one 
can lose and be shot, he knows just as well as the other; if A. A. 
shoots B. dead, then the latter must leave his life, therefore it is 
no more than fair that A. leaves his life when B. shoots him dead; 
if only honest duels are fought with honest weapons and bullets, 
then the whole thing is nothing but a simple contract and its 
execution, whereby what is right for one is right for the other. But 
just as, in spite of this justification, he who takes his opponent's 
life in a duel remains a murderer, so he who takes his opponent's 
money in a game of chance remains a thief. And as in a duel 
both sin, he who is shot and he who shoots him, so also in 
gambling for money both sin, he who loses his money and he 
who wins it. Both the duelists and the gamblers have made a 
sinful agreement; both have executed it with sins. The difference 
lies only in degree; for inasmuch as life is a higher, more valuable 
good than money, the duellist plays higher than the gambler. But 
the one is no more master of his money than the other is master 
of his life; both are rather responsible to a higher master for the 
way in which they manage their goods and lives. If the steward 
of a community caste had gambled away the money entrusted 
to him, the community would not let him through by making it 
clear to him that he had lost it according to an agreement with 
the casino keeper and according to certain rules of the game, 
but it would say to him, "Who gave you a right to make such an 
agreement about our money and to carry it out according to such 
rules of sin? So also God, who says, "Mine is both silver and 
gold," will not let the gambler get away with declaring to him his 
agreement and his rules of the game. He has entrusted money 
to man to provide for himself and his household, to give it to the 
needy, and otherwise to do good to his neighbor, not to give it 
away to a gambler who becomes a thief by taking it without 
having acquired it through real remuneration, labor or goods, 
without having obtained a real legal claim to it. 

"But," someone might say, "didn't the 
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Did the Israelites, when they came to Canaan, also engage ina 
kind of lottery, when they raffled off the land, and should now be 
forbidden what was then permitted? Did not the Israelite families, 
by such lottery, acquire a real legal claim to the inheritance, 
which the lottery gave them?" To this it would be necessary to 
reply: No, this was not a lottery which Israel played, and from the 
lot did not arise a legal claim to another's property, but the legal 
claim was held by the tribes and houses of the people of the 
children of Abraham beforehand as to a common property; for 
they had inherited the whole land from their father Abraham, had 
received it from God as a promised land for their own 
possession, and it was only to be decided what part of the 
property belonging to all in common each tribe and each family 
should have. And this way of "dividing the land" was prescribed 
by God Himself, as we read in Numbers 26:52-56: "And the 
LORD spake unto Moses, saying, To these shalt thou divide the 
land for an inheritance according to the number of the names. 
To many thou shalt give much for an inheritance, and to few thou 
shalt give a little: to every one shalt thou give according to the 
number of their names. But the land shall be divided by lot.... 
According to the lot thou shalt divide their inheritance." Thus by 
the lot was not given to the one what belonged to another, but 
only the portion determined which the individual should have of 
the possession which belonged to the whole and was now to be 
distributed, and that according to the definite, express instruction 
of him who had given this possession to this people. The 
invocation of Israel as a justification of gambling for property, 
therefore, is thoroughly out of the question. The only ones of 
whom the scripture tells us that they gambled for a piece of 
value, to which they did not already have a right of possession, 
were the soldiers, who, according to Joh. 19, 24, gambled for 
Jesus' skirt, and the legal title that they thereby acquired for the 
garment of the unjustly condemned righteous, of the innocent 
who was unjustly robbed of his clothes, was of such a kind that 
a gambler of our days would hardly claim it for himself and hold 
it up as a model. 

That no legal claim is created by gambling luck is also 
recognized by the civil law in most countries and states. 
According to the codes of the states of Massachusetts, Maine, 
Vermont, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, lowa, 
Minnesota, Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Arkansas, Oregon, 
Washington, Wyoming, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, all gambling contracts are null and void, gambling 
debts cannot be legally collected, even if they are certified and

Mention is also made on the tablets 
of Melchizedek's meeting with Abraham, of which Moses tells 
us. It is a significant find; for many critics have just doubted the 
truth of this story, and now itis brilliantly proved by the inscription 
of these Babylonian tablets. The stone also speaks of Abraham 
and his wandering from Ur in Chaldea, and the dates there 
recorded, according to Boscawen's calculation, point to the year 
2230 B.C. "Everywhere," the explorer testifies, "the historical 
truth of the sacred writings has been confirmed and deepened 
within me by my finds."

From Switzerland. Large evangelistic meetings have been 
held in Zurich by a preacher Amstein, said to be in the service 
of the Evangelical Society of Berne, first in the Circus, then, after 
it was broken off, in church locales. Many people came, it is 
reported, who would otherwise hardly ever be seen in a church, 
and the manner of this lay preacher, as he blatantly expounded 
his own former erroneous ways as an irreligious social 
democrat, and extolled the way of salvation in Christo from his 
own experience, had made a deep impression on many.

Salvation Army. No living man has so tried the power of 
speech to drive out money as General Booth, the leader of the 
Salvation Army. His army is in dire need of money. The pockets 
of Londoners are already too much strained. The restless 
General has therefore undertaken a foray into the provinces of 
England in order to raise at least part of the 60,000 pounds 
needed. Booth is said to be extremely pleased with the personal 
reception, but not with the financial result. He is said to have 
returned sadly from his canvassing tour. Perhaps the local 
committees which he has appointed throughout the provinces 
may drum up something more. The great mountain of the social 
rescue plan will probably soon have shrunk to a paltry little 
mouse.

Pontifical. The pope has granted the following indulgences 
for the year of his episcopal jubilee: 1. plenary indulgence for 
pilgrims coming to Rome; 2. plenary indulgence for the faithful 
of the whole world who, uniting themselves in spirit with the 
pilgrims of Rome, make a novena with the recitation of five 
decades of the Rosary before February 19, 1893, or on another 
day to be determined by the Ordinary; 3. plenary indulgence for 
those who participate in spiritual exercises or missions in 1893. 
To obtain these "plenary indulgences" confession, communion 
and prayer according to the intention of the pope are required; 
4. indulgences of 300 days for each day of novena, spiritual 
exercises and missions. "All these indulgences are conferrable 
on poor souls." 

Russian Tyranny. From the Baltic provinces, in the course 
of one year, August 21, 1891, to August 19, 1892, five pastors 
were expelled by imperial order: Pastor Hilde in Aahof, Christiani 
in Harpel, Grimm in Uexkull, Carblan in Gudmannsbach, and 
Wegener in Ecks. These are all removed without judicial 
proceedings, simply on denunciation of the Gensdarmen, by 
means of Cabinet justice; likewise Pastor Hérschelmann at 
Haggers in Estonia. Nine pastors in Livonia and one in Estonia 
have been removed from office for a period of 2 to 6 months. 
Pastor Lezius 


was declared to have lost his spiritual dignity and punished with 
two months in prison. The number of those punished increased 
significantly in the following six months. In the face of all official 
denials, the fact remains that the Ministry of the Interior is 
considering comprehensive measures for further harassment of 
the Lutheran Church, e.g. abolition of the right of patronage, 
confiscation of parish vows; the Lutheran pastors are to receive 
their salaries in cash, namely from the state treasury; it is also to 
be shortened to indefiniteness. Finally, the synods of preachers 
are to be placed under government control. (A. E. L. K.)

It was no secret that the recently 
deceased freethinker Ernst Renan, who gave the Christian world 
so much trouble with his "Life of Jesus," wrote his works for 
Jewish money.

+ P. J. F. Nuoffer. 


On November 11, 1892, Pastor J. F. Nuoffer passed away. 
He was born on December 13, 1824 in GUlstein, Wirttemberg. - 
Nothing is known of his youth and studies. - In Ludwigsburg he 
was a missionary among the prisoners for two years. - On May 
1, 1854 he entered into holy matrimony with Miss Amalia Konoid 
from Reichenbach. In the same year the young couple emigrated 
with their parents to America. At Jackson, Mich. they took up 
their abode. "Here | became acquainted with Pastor Schmidt of 
Ann Arbor, who introduced me to the ministry," the deceased 
once wrote to his son. First | came to Sebewaing, Mich. to an 
united congregation. After a few years the Lord made me see 
the falseness and perverseness of the Union. | therefore left that 
community and joined the Lutheran Ohio Synod. Came therefore 
to Danbury near Sandusky, Ohio. Thence to Norwalk - and then 
to Petersburg, Ohio, where | served 4 churches for 9 years. In 
March of the year 1869, | received a call from the congregation 
(belonging to the Missouri Synod) at Eagle Lake, III. | accepted 
the same, and there administered the ministry for 16 years." - 

In 1873 it pleased the Lord to take his faithful wife to heaven. 
She left 7 children to the grieving husband. In 1874 he married 
again with widow Maria Deckmann. She also had 6 children, so 
that they now had 13 children together. In 1885 he temporarily 
resigned from his office, because of serious illness and the 
advice of some of his brothers in office. He removed for rest with 
his wife and youngest daughter to his son, J. Deckmann, in lowa. 
He helped him as much as he could in teaching school and 
preaching, as he served several churches. As his condition 
improved noticeably, he accepted a call to the church at 
Magnolia, lowa, in May 1886. With renewed strength and 
courage he worked here in spite of the heavy trials, which did not 
leave him until his death. Here the faithful God took his second 
wife from him by death. Although his present loss was a hard 
one for him, who had already been severely tested so many 
times, he humbly surrendered to the will of his heavenly God. 


Father. In 1891 he himself fell ill. After a long and difficult illness, 
he recovered to such an extent that, on the advice of his doctor, 
he was allowed to undertake a journey to his children in the East. 
But the lost strength did not return. He therefore returned to his} 
parish and resigned from his office in September of the previou

On November 11, this tired 
pilgrim, after receiving Holy Communion, passed away gently 
and quietly in faith in his Saviour Jesus Christ. Thus this servan 
of Christ was taken home by his heavenly Father. Now he has 
attained the rest with JEsu in the light, for which he so often 
asked his heavenly Father with hot tears. For "to be blessed, oh 
blessed," that was what this often so severely challenged man 
wanted. In his ministry, the deceased was faithful, and he served 
God diligently with the gifts that were given to him.

This book has just left the press and will be ready for dispatch in a few 
days. It contains on 124 pages (large octavo) ten evening lectures of the 
blessed Dr. Walther, which he held in the local institution from March 7 
to June 21, 1878. As is well known, Luther said: "Whosoever is well able 
in this art of separating the Law from the Gospel, set him on high and call 
him a Doctor of the Holy Scriptures." That the blessed Dr. Walther, by 
God's grace, was well able to do this art before others, and therefore is 
truly not to be placed at the bottom of the list of Doctors of the Holy 
Scriptures, the knowledgeable Christian reader will recognize from this 
very book. It is true that these lectures are first of all intended for those 
who administer the public teaching office in the church, that is, for 
pastors. They show how a pastor must separate law and gospel both in 
public preaching and in private pastoral care, if he wants to teach God's 
way correctly and be of true use to those under his care for eternal life. 
But the subject under consideration is also of the utmost importance for 
Christians in general. For the Christian is a Christian precisely because 
he has experienced and still experiences in his own heart the law and the 
gospel in their proper combination and in their proper separation, namely, 
because he has become a poor sinner through the law and still becomes 
one every day, and has been comforted against the condemnation of the 
law through the gospel and still is comforted every day. Therefore Luther 
also makes the art of distinguishing between law and gospel so important 
not only to preachers, but he also says that this art "all and every one 
who boast or accept the Christian name can and should know." This book 
is therefore warmly recommended first to our pastors and teachers, and 
then also to all our dear Christians.

Are images, crucifixes and altars in churches not 
against God's commandment? 


The iconoclasts to whom we referred in the last but one 
issue, Carlstadt and comrades, based their iconoclasm on the 
words appended to the first commandment: "Thou shalt not 
make unto thee any graven image, or any likeness of any thing 
that is in heaven above, or that is in the earth beneath, or that is 
in the water under the earth: worship them not, neither serve 
them." Ex. 20:4, 5. 

The Reformed, who followed Carlstadt in iconoclasm, 
declare these words to be a special commandment, the second 
commandment, and the second commandment the _ third 
commandment, etc. They say, "Behold, the images are 
forbidden by a special commandment of God. They therefore 
say to the people: Behold, the images are forbidden by a special 
commandment of God! In the second Swiss confession it says: 
"We therefore reject not only the idols of the heathen, but also 
the images of the Christians. For although Christ took on human 
nature, he did not do so with the intention of offering a model to 
sculptors and painters. He declared that he came not to abolish 
the law and the prophets; but in the law and the prophets images 
are forbidden." (4) While some Reformed theologians have 
argued that Christ should be painted according to his human 
nature, others have firmly rejected this view. Beza, for example, 
declared "that he heartily abhorred the image of the crucified". 

But those who maintain that the words, "Thou shalt not make 
unto thee any graven image," etc., contain a general prohibition 
of images, are very much mistaken. This is a gross 
misunderstanding and misuse of the words. In these words 
appended to the first commandment, the children of Israel are 
evidently forbidden only to make such images, carvings, etc., 
under which they pretended to worship and adore God. It forbids 
what the Israelites did soon after the Lord had spoken these 
words. They had Aaron make them a golden calf and said, 
"These are your gods, O Israel, who brought you out of Egypt." 
And Aaron proclaimed, To morrow is

the feast of the LORD." And they arose early in the morning, and 
offered burnt offerings, and offered peace offerings. Ex. 32, 1. f. 

This was idolatry, which is forbidden the _ first 
commandment: "Thou shalt not have other gods before me. The 
words, "Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven image," etc., 


in 


are therefore not a second commandment, but belong to the first 
commandment. If these words were a special commandment, 
distinct from the first, it would follow that the worship of images 
was not idolatry; but the worship of images is certainly idolatry. 
What is forbidden to all men at all times in regard to images is 
contained in the words, "Thou shalt not have other gods beside 
me." For the children of Israel, however, God wanted to name 
and forbid a special kind of idolatry in the words: they were not 
to represent God under any image of their own choosing, nor 
were they to worship Him under any image; they were not to 
have any other images in worship than those commanded by 
God Himself; they were, as Luther expresses it, "not to prepare 
any altar, image, or place for His own service and worship 
without His command." (Against the Heavenly Prophets, etc. 29, 
154.) 

Therefore the children of Israel were not forbidden to put up 
pictures, carvings etc.. They had to put all kinds of images and 
carvings in the tabernacle by God's command, e.g. the cherubim 
images. And God had, as we read in Exodus 35, given the 
masters of the tabernacle, Bezaleel and Ahaliab, splendid gifts, 
"to work artificially with gold, silver, and brass, to cut and set 
precious stones, to carve wood, and to make all manner of 
artificial work," etc. And by God's command Moses made a 
bronze serpent, and set it up for a sign, that they which were 
bitten of the fiery serpents might live when they looked upon it. 

That the children of Israel were not forbidden all images, we 
see from other passages. Deuteronomy 26:1 says, "Ye shall 
make no graven image, neither shall ye set up for yourselves 
any pillar, nor set any graven image in your land, to worship 
before it: for | am the LORD your God. 


How, we ask, were the Israelites not allowed to erect pillars 
at all? Certainly they were allowed to do so. In Exodus 24:4 we 
are told that Moses built an altar with 12 pillars on Mount Sinai. 
The addition: "to worship before it" tells us what kind of pillars 
Israel was not supposed to erect. 

We ask further: Were the children of Israel not allowed to set 
up painting stones in their land? Certainly they were allowed to 
do so. The addition, "that ye should worship before it," shows us 
what kind of painting-stones they were not allowed to set. Jos. 
22. we are told: The children of Reuben and Gad, and half the 
tribe of Manasseh, had built an altar by Jordan. The whole 
congregation was afraid when they heard of it, and sent 
messengers to them to give them an account of it. But when the 
messengers heard that the altar was not to be used for sacrifice, 
but only as a witness and memorial stone, the messengers, and 
through them the rest of the children of Israel, were completely 
reassured. And it is written of Joshua, that when he renewed the 
covenant with Israel, he took a great stone, and set it up under 
an oak which was by the sanctuary of the LORD, saying, 
"Behold, this stone shall be a witness between us." Jos. 24:28. 
f. Likewise we read that Samuel set up a stone. 1 Sam. 7. 

Now if in the words cited the children of Israel were forbidden 
to erect only such pillars and to set only such painting stones 
before which one worshipped, it is clear that in them also only 
such images were forbidden before which one worshipped. 

Let another saying make this clear. God told Israel in Deut. 
4:19, "Neither lift up thine eyes unto heaven, and see the sun, 
and the moon, and the stars, all the host of heaven." How, you 
ask, did God forbid Israel to look at the heavenly bodies? By no 
means. What kind of gazing was meant is shown by the 
following words, "and fall off and serve them." 

But as the children of Israel were not forbidden to set up 
pillars for the adornment of the sanctuary, and to set up stones 
in remembrance of the benefits of the Lord, so they were also 
forbidden in the words of the Lord to set up pillars for the 
adornment of the sanctuary.

How a picture of the infant Jesus in the manger tells us of his 
great poverty and his great love! How forcefully the image of the 
crucified or a crucifix reminds us of the word: "Truly he bore our 
sickness and took upon himself our pain!" And the image of a 
lamb reminds us of the word, "Behold, this is the Lamb of God, 
which bareth the sin of the world." 

We therefore have good reason to keep the images in our 
churches. We have pictures of the Crucified and Risen Lord 
painted by good painters on the altar wall, or we have a picture 
of the good shepherd painted with the found sheep; we place a 
crucifix on the altar; we have a cross or a lamb embroidered on 
the altar garment; we have a dove of wood or stone placed on 
the baptismal font or on the pulpit; or we place figures of the holy 
apostles and evangelists, and the like. As all these things 
provoke devotion, so they also adorn the place where the 
congregation of the faithful assembles, and we know that this is 
not displeasing to God. Even in the old covenant God had the 
place of his sanctuary beautifully adorned. But whereas he had 
once prescribed everything in detail for Israel, now in the new 
covenant he has left everything to the freedom of the mature 
church, only that nothing may be accepted that is contrary to the 
words: "Thou shalt not have other gods beside me. 

With such adornment of our churches we also bear witness. 
For since God has not forbidden images in the churches, by 
keeping them we testify for the freedom of Christians in all things 
not forbidden by God, Gal. 2, 4. f., testify against the dangerous 
Carlstadtian iconoclastic spirit, which makes sin where God 
makes none. And such testimony is necessary, since this spirit 
still prevails in the sects today. 

And what we say of images, carvings, etc., applies, as we 
have seen above, also to altars. They too, if not abused for 
idolatry, are not forbidden, and we therefore do not allow their 
erection and maintenance to be made sinful. G.

Pastor Carl Ludwig Geyer. 


In memory of an old friend in Wisconsin. 


They have now all gone home one after the other, who half a 
century ago broke the way again for the old Luther doctrine in the 
land of freedom of conscience and thus laid the foundation for 
the rebuilding of the old Luther Church here - the pastors and 
candidates of the Saxon emigration from the year 1839. The last 
of them was the aged, 82-year-old Pastor Ottomar Furbringer, 
but the penultimate one was the bearer of the above name, to 
whom, at the repeated request of the surviving relatives, the 
writer of this seeks to erect a simple memorial here afterwards. 

Carl Ludwig Geyer was born on March 16, 1812 in Zwickau, 
Saxony, and was baptized the next day in St. Catherine's Church 
there. His father, Carl Friedrich August Geyer, ran his own small 
carding or combing business. His mother Christine Henriette, a 
née Zschenderlein, was a sister of the mother of the brothers 
Hermann and Ferdinand Walther. 


Cousin of our blessed Dr. Walther. Geyer and his only somewhat 
older sister were deprived of their father at an early age, for 
already one year after his birth his father fell victim with other 
inhabitants of Zwickau to typhus fever, which had been brought 
in by passing Russian troops. In order to feed herself and her 
two children, the widow then established a girls' school. 

Little is known about his earliest youth. Until his twelfth year 
Geyer attended the municipal elementary school and from then 
on for nine years the municipal grammar school, from which he 
graduated in the spring of 1833 with very good results. In 
particular, he excelled in Greek. Several Greek and Latin 
classics in his library, which he had received as a prize, are also 
proof of his diligence and his progress. Yet he kept aloof from 
the wild and frolicsome bustle of many a fellow-pupil, and has 
remained within the bounds of the fourth commandment 


according to his outward walk. "Numquam reprehensus" it 


says in his leaving certificate. So he has never been 
reprimanded. 

Due to lack of means, however, the study of theology, to 
which Geyer was to devote himself from the beginning according 
to his mother's wish and his own inclination, was almost omitted, 
and the mother already sought, as difficult as it was for her, to 
win the son for the merchant's profession. But all his relatives did 
not agree, least of all his uncle, Pastor Walther in 
Langenchursdorf, the father of Dr. Walther. He not only insisted 
that the nephew continue his studies, but also promised material 
help for the time of his theological studies. This was a joyful 
decision for the young man, and his pious mother was no less 
pleased to agree. She therefore saved at the mouth what she in 
turn gave to the son for support. Soon he also received a 
scholarship and through the mediation of his cousin, Ferdinand 
Walther, a free desk. 

Thus, in March 1833, he confidently and enthusiastically 
entered the University of Leipzig and diligently and 
conscientiously attended the lectures of Professors Lindner, 
Winer, Niedner and, among others, of Prof. Dr. Seyffarth, who, 
as is known, after his immigration here about thirty years ago, 
taught for a time at our theological seminary in St. Louis, and 
then moved to New York, where he died a few years ago at a 
ripe old age. Here, too, he kept away from the wild academic 
hustle and bustle and dissolute life. When others were taking a 
rest, he sat over his books, especially the Book of Books. The 
Lord let him find many a good book. Thus, among other things, 
he once came across Luther's works quite unexpectedly in an 
inn where he stopped on a journey on foot. He noticed that the 
cheese he had ordered was wrapped in a leaf from one of 
Luther's writings. On inquiring more closely of the innkeeper, he 
learned that he had purchased a whole pile of books as waste 
paper in order to use them as wrapping paper. When he had 
fetched one volume after the other at Geyer's request, it turned 
out that these were Luther's works in Walch's edition and that 
only the registers were missing. He then let Geyer have them at 
a very low price.

Statistics of the Missouri Synod. According to the 
yearbook just published, our Synod at the end of 1892 
numbered: 1237 pastors, 1729 congregations, 584 preaching 
places, 333, 000 communicating members, 82, 533 voting 
members, 1328 schools, 701 teachers (besides 695 pastors 
keeping school), 83, 514 school children. This gives an increase 
against 1891 of 59 pastors, 74 churches, 22 preaching places, 
25, 300 communicating members, 3, 358 voting members, 68 
schools, *) 29 teachers, 2802 school children. 76 new churches 
were built in 1892. There are 1222 learners in the higher 
institutions of learning in the Synod. Of these, in the high 
schools at Fort Wayne, Milwaukee, Concordia, New York, St. 
Louis (Walther College), 612; in the theological institutions at 
St. Louis and Springfield, 400; in the school teachers' seminary 
at Addison, 210. The periodicals published by the Synod are 
printed in the following number of copies: the Lutheran 24,000, 
Lehre und Wehre 2200, Magazin fiir ev.-luth. Homiletik 2000, 
Schulblatt 800, Lutherisches Kinderblatt 27,000; the periodicals 
published by the Synodal Conference : the Missionary Dove 
16,000, the Lutheran Pioneer 5000. In addition, 7 local and 
private papers are published in the Synodal area. - Within the 
synod there are 9 orphanages, 2 hospitals, 1 home for the aged 
and 1 institution for the deaf and dumb. The contributions of the 
congregations for non-parochial purposes amounted to-171, 
131.00; which is $13, 572.00 less than in 1891. The 
contributions for missions do show a considerable increase. 
There were received in 1892 for Inner Mission $40, 925. 82; for 
Gentile, Negro, etc. Mission -26, 834. 70, against -34, 214. 94 
and $16, 992. 28 in 1891. But the contributions to the building 
fund amounted to only -5333. 48 in 1892, while the year before 
they were -20, 989. 93. There are 69 employees working in the 
Synod's publishing house. Of the most popular books, the 
following were produced: Hymn Books 57, 207, Biblical 
Histories 15, 595, Catechisms 24, 420, Primers 22, 785, 
Reading Books 27, 440, Readers 22, 204, Arithmetic Books 19, 
926, Prayer Treasury (large and small editions) 5778, Walther's 
Writings 3352, Confirmand Booklets 13, 300, Pamphlets and 
Tracts 15, 500, Synodal Reports 46, 700, Bibles 8032.

From the Saxon Free Church. On January 17 of this year, the 
bookseller Heinrich Naumann, who is also well known in local 
circles, died in Dresden. The bookstore founded by the old 
Justus Naumann was one of the first in Germany to bring 
Christian writings to the people again in this century, thus 
counteracting rationalism. The son, Heinrich Naumann, already 
in the fifties and sixties, was especially concerned with the 
distribution of pure Lutheran writings, including the publications 
of our Missouri Synod, and thus prepared the ground for the 
Lutheran Free Church of Saxony in his part of the country, to 
which he himself had belonged since its founding. 

From Africa. The mission congregations of Liineburg and 
Bergen in South Africa, together with their pastors, have broken 
away from the Hermannsburg mission leadership after a lengthy 
correspondence with Director Haccius, because the latter 
tolerates a false doctrine of inspiration and has again made 
peace with the Hanoverian Regional Church, and have entered 
into contact with the Hanoverian Free Church. 

A Hero's Piece. In Hesse, the Darmstadt pastor Fléring was 
recently appointed professor at the Friedberg seminary. Fléring 
is a faithful disciple of Ritschl, an open pagan who denies all the 
basic truths of Christianity. He has also never made a secret of 
his unbelief. Only a year ago he had declared to one of his 
churchwardens that he considered Jesus to be a mere human 
being who had had a human father, like every other human 
being. Nevertheless, the Hessian supreme church authority 
entrusted him with the instruction of future preachers. Now, in 
January of this year, a Hessian pastor, named Happel, 
published in the newspaper "Das Volk" an "open letter" to the 
newly appointed professor, complaining in it about the spreading 
of fundamental heresies in the Hessian State Church. The 
Hessian High Consistory then issued him a reprimand for 
insulting the new professor. And what does this brave confessor 
do? He accepts this reprimand with all due respect, and in 
addition requests his 


The reverend church regiment, in publicly announcing the same, 
in order to make amends to the reverend professor for the insult 
done to him, thus declares itself guilty and worthy of punishment, 
because it has protected the honor of its Savior in the face of a 
frivolous blasphemer. The other "orthodox" pastors of the 
Hessian regional church will secretly congratulate themselves 
that they have wisely kept quiet about the great scandal. 

From Bavaria. Bavaria does not have a state lottery, but all 
the more church building lotteries, indeed it is completely 
flooded with them, and if the government did not set limits, there 
would be no end to them. The necessary permits have already 
been granted for the next eight (!) years. The uncovering of the 
Regensburg Cathedral, for which a committee has already been 
formed, will only be possible in nine years, since only then will 
the planned lottery be possible. The Catholics favour the 
gambling frenzy as soon as it only serves ecclesiastical 
purposes. A. E. L. K. Incidentally, the Bavarian Protestants also 
understand the art of raising money for church buildings and 
other ecclesiastical purposes through lotteries, bazaars and the 
like. 

From Prussia. The appointment of Archbishop Krementz of 
Cologne and Prince-Bishop Kopp of Breslau as Cardinals 
elevates the two ecclesiastical dignitaries to one of the highest 
ranks in Prussia as well. According to the Court Ranking 
Regulations of January 19, 1878, only the Field Marshals 
General, the Prime Minister, the five highest Court Charges and 
the Knights of the Order of the Black Eagle rank above them. 
They rank before the heads of all the families of the estates and 
other princely families, before the Ministers of State, all the 
generals, and the presidents of the two houses of the Diet!

From Saxony. Another prince has been born to the Princely 
House of Saxony, namely a future crown prince and king, who 
was baptized with the name George.

Would that Christ, the One and Only Lord, were to 
become quite at home in all Christian evangelical families with 
his salvific words! 

From Russia. Serious times also seem to be dawning for the 
German church schools in St. Petersburg. The Lutheran 
congregations of St. Peter's, St. Anne's and St. Catherine's each 
maintain a grammar school and a secondary school of the first 
order. The two first-named parishes also each have a secondary 
school, and the German, Dutch and French Reformed parishes 
together have a secondary school and a secondary school of the 
second order. Whereas German used to be the exclusive 
language of instruction at these schools, the well-known Geh. 
Raths Kapustin, the current curator of the Petersburg and former 
curator of the Dorpat teaching district, has stipulated that since 
the beginning of the new school year, history lessons at the 
aforementioned boys' schools will be taught in Russian. The 
same will be determined for geographical instruction at the 
beginning of the next school year. History lessons will then also 
be taught in Russian in the female schools. Of course, the 
Russian language is only a means to the end of introducing the 
Russian religion and displacing Lutheranism.

Our emigrant mission in Baltimore. 


Under God's guidance we have completed another year in 
the work of this mission. It is therefore my duty to present my 
report to the dear fellow believers through the "Lutheran". 

Although the outbreak of cholera in Europe considerably 
curtailed immigration, a very considerable number of 
passengers nevertheless landed at our port in 1892. A total of 
49, 821 persons were carried to Baltimore by various steamship 
lines; 1568 more than in 1891. 30, 684 Germans, 7516 
Russians, 3674 fruit-rich, 2682 Hungarians, 2101 Bohemians, 
385 Swedes, 48 Norwegians, etc., were among these 
immigrants. 

Our money turnover amounted to $14,126. 60. Money 
advances were made in the amount of $900.00. $100.00 was 
given away to the poor, partly to cover small deficits in travelling 
money, partly to procure food. Passengers carried 1700 by me. 
Letters received 938, written 767. 

Above all, we must thank God from the bottom of our hearts 
that he has so graciously protected us from the terrible cholera 
plague. No matter how many measures men take to keep such 
a plague out of the country, it is he alone who can prevent it. 

That one was often active with a certain anxiety among such 
a mast of people, among whom one had to fear the outbreak of 
cholera, can well be imagined. The following case is a proof of 
the panic caused among a crowd of immigrants, as well as 
among the officials employed to transport them, by the rumor 
that the terrible epidemic had broken out. On a very hot summer 
day a ship arrived with about 2000 passengers. All went well 
with the landing of the immigrants. Then a whole family 
suddenly became ill. By all appearances they were stricken with 
cholera.

God has heard the prayers of His Church. The laws which in 
some states threatened the blessed efficacy of our parochial 
schools have been revoked. Thank God for that! But now, | think 
it is duty bound to call attention to a danger which may threaten 
us after we have obtained success. We mean the danger that 
such of us as are bound by a divine calling to the service of the 
church, namely, pastors and teachers, may be tempted to 
accept a political office offered to them. Now and then a political 
office may beckon which will bring in a larger salary than pastor 
or teacher receive from their congregations. Because pastors 
and teachers in particular are considered by politicians to be 
qualified to administer some offices because of their training, 
they are especially threatened by danger from this side. The 
temptation to be allowed to put down an often bitter cup of office 
from one's lips, and at the same time to pocket an earthly gain 
in the form of a larger income, is even tempting. 

How then, first of all, can a preacher, without really sufficient 

reasons, resign his office with a good conscience in order to 
accept employment from the State? Answer: Just as a 
congregation sins if it removes a preacher from his office 
without God at the same time releasing him from his service, so 
also a preacher sins if he resigns his office and accepts a 
pension from the state, unless it is proved that God Himself 
releases him to do so. For the Scriptures plainly testify that God 
sets preachers in their office. The Holy Spirit makes them 
bishops, to feed the church of God, Acts 20:28. The Lord gives 
apostles, prophets, evangelists, shepherds, and teachers, Eph. 
4:11. The Lord gives the word with great multitudes of 
evangelists, Ps. 68:12. The preacher is in God's service and 
office, and no creature can dismiss God's servant from his 
office, least of all the servant himself, who has surrendered to 
his Lord for this service, unless it is obvious that the arch- 
shepherd of his flock has himself taken it from his under- 
shepherd. Let him rather feed the flock commanded him, until 
Christ come and give him rest, and God give him this grace, 
until his last breath, until his soul be called home to the rest of 
the children of God, and receive the unfading crown of glory. 1 
Pet. 5. He shall not cease, but shall faithfully persevere in the 
service of his ministry, that he may make himself blessed, and 
they that hear him, 1 Tim. 4, 16. To prove this further is not 
necessary among US. - 
But what is to be said of preachers in this respect is equally true 
of the teachers in our Christian parochial schools. Or should our 
doctrine that they are assistants in the ministry of the word to 
the little ones be wrong? Should our churches, indeed, issue 
professions to them, in which they acknowledge them to be 
ministers of the Word, and as such bind them and pledge to 
respect them, but should these professions be rooted in a false 
presupposition, and therefore not be divine in the sense given 
above? This must be answered here, even if it can only be done 
in a few words. For the time being our parochial schools do not 
come into existence 


o that those members of a congregation who have school-age 
children should, as it were, form a school society within the 
congregation, in order to establish a school for their children, 
and to appoint a teacher to it as their mere substitute, but all the 
members of the congregation, even those who are unmarried, 
or living in childless wedlock, or whose children have already 
outgrown school age, acknowledge it to be their duty to see to it 
that the baptized youth are diligently and thoroughly instructed 
in God's Word. And because the other duties of the preaching 
ministry already require a great deal of strength, and the 
circumstances in which we live also demand instruction in 
secular knowledge, if such a school is to come into being and 
exist at all, the congregations, if they are at all able, appoint 
special men of God to this ministry, and in the main as assistants 
in the ministry of the Word in a part of the ministry assigned to 
them, which is to teach God's Word publicly. There can be no 
doubt that Christians have the right to set up such a branch and 
auxiliary ministry, which, in so far as it is a ministry of the Word, 
naturally remains under the guardianship of the bearer of the 
public ministry of preaching. The procedure of the apostolic 
churches is well known. Already Apost. 6, that the various duties 
which the growth of the Jerusalem church demanded of the 
apostles became too heavy a burden for them, so that the office 
of almoner was given to other godly men. We also find that 
according to Romans 12, there were various ministries in the 
apostolic churches. There was the office of diviners, that is, of 
those who had the gift of interpreting the Scriptures; also the 
office of almoners; then of those who had to teach; and of 
governors, that is, of those who were chosen to have the 
oversight, and others. Why the Christian congregations should 
not now be entitled to ordain a office of shepherd, the holders of 
which have the duty, as ministers of the church of God, of 
publicly instructing the youth in the word which alone can make 
their souls blessed, is not evident. Yes, only in this way can she 
satisfy a sacred duty laid upon her by God. He himself has 
entrusted her with the ministry of proclaiming reconciliation to all 
creatures. She is to cast the net of the gospel to young and old. 
And if she now establishes her schools as such institutions, in 
which she wants to fulfill this commandment of God with regard 
to her youth, because experience shows that it does not happen 
in any other way, nor can it happen as God demands, then the 
men of God working there are without doubt in the service of the 
church. 

Furthermore, a Christian congregation leaves a task set for it 
by God unsolved if it does not see to it that every member finds 
abundantly in his spiritual home all that he needs for Christian 
knowledge, faith and godly living. Thus, to cite but one saying, 
Paul writes to the church at Colosse, Cap. 3:16: "Let the word 
of Christ dwell among you richly in all wisdom, teaching and 
admonishing yourselves," etc. The Scripture calls the church a 
mother, a spiritual mother; the existing church, therefore, ought 
always to be the mother of the church that follows it, and 
therefore it must also provide with motherly fidelity for the 
salvation of all its children, that they may know the holy 
Scriptures from infancy, and be instructed by the same unto 
salvation through faith in 
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Christ JEsu. The ministry of preaching belongs to the church, 
but the Scriptures call those entrusted with it fathers, spiritual 
fathers, who are to take care of all the members of God's 
household with fidelity to their fathers; bishops, who are to keep 
an eye open for the whole flock and see to it that each receives 
its due; shepherds, who are to feed the sheep. The church 
cannot and will not relieve the parents of the children whom she 
has instructed in the Word of their duty and responsibility, but 
they are to retain the throne of honor on which God has placed 
them, to be the first pastors of their own children; but neither 
may she leave undone the duty assigned to her by God, and 
this all the more because it is open and obvious that some 
parents do not have time and in part do not have the ability to 
fulfill their calling as God's helpers in the souls of their children. 
If a congregation, in accordance with law and duty, entrusts this 
public instruction of its young members to men specially 
appointed for the purpose,’ then these are the holders of a divine 
office, fellow helpers in the pastoral office, in feeding and 
guiding the lambs of JEsu with the rod and staff of him who has 
purchased them with his blood for his own possession. As 
shepherds of Jesus, therefore, they have a divine calling, not 
only in the sense in which every Christian is in a godly position, 
who in that position can serve God and his neighbor with a clear 
conscience, nor only as the representative of the parents in a 
godly work of the field, but, like the preachers, in an office from 
which only God can release them.

Not only do 
we want to avoid the evil appearance, as if we had at least 
squinted at these fleshpots during the school struggle, or as if 
we were looking for a profession at all that offers a richer 
provision in the earthly, but we must, we must remain in that 
which the Lord has commanded us to do, until He says, "Now it 
is enough, thou devout and faithful servant! - 

And now, dear Lutheran, who has always set a clear tone for 
your readers, will you grant a little space to this faithful warning, 
which the undersigned had to write and send by decision of a 
large conference? Then say also a friendly word to the dear 
congregations. It is this: You, too, oppose the above-mentioned 
temptation and break off its head. And how? In part, by making 
the doctrine of the divine calling of your preachers and teachers 
come alive among you, so that your servants and Christ's may 
be admonished, strengthened, and comforted by your mouth 
when they want to grow weary. But also by heeding the word of 
the apostle: "He that is instructed in the word divideth all good 
things to him that instructeth him," Gal. 6:6. That is, according 
to the basic text, "He that hath fellowship in all good things with 
him that instructeth him," that he may both partake of the fruits 
of the word which his teacher bringeth him, and also enjoy the 
fellowship of his temporal goods. (Hirschb. Bible.) Our synod, 
our congregations have begun their work under great poverty, 
and their ministers have willingly 
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| have borne the lack with them. Since that time God has blessed 
many members with their baskets, and has also given them and 
preserved something of their own. Some, like Jacob, went forth 
from their father's house with their staff, and sought their home 
here; some began here at the lowest rung of the ladder; and now, 
when they look upon the earthly blessing that has fallen to them, 
they exclaim with the same man of God, "O Lord, | am too lowly 
for all the mercy and faithfulness that thou hast done to thy 
servant." In the city and in the country, how many Lutherans are 
there who have a good living, how many who have more than a 
good living; what beautiful churches and schools and synodal 
institutions are being built over and over again, as a testimony to 
everyone, not only that God has showered us with blessings here 
on earth, but also that there are people here who love their God's 
word with all their hearts, better than gold and silver. Well then, 
do God the honor, that you may impart to those who labor in the 
word and in the doctrine all good things according to the measure 
with which God has measured you here. And the more willing the 
ministers of the word are to be content with a modest livelihood, 
the more take heed that they be not burdened with cares for 
earthly things, nor that they be engaged in secondary 
occupations, but that they truly feed on the gospel, and, sowing 
that which is spiritual, reap that which is corporeal, of which they 
have need. In this way, quite apart from other motives and aims, 
you will not only avoid a temptation that arises now and then, but 
also, if a minister of the Word should nevertheless be tempted, 
you will be able to deal with him according to God's Word with a 
clear conscience.

Among the "more important matters" which will be presented 
to the Synod of Delegates, and which should therefore be made 
known beforehand, are the following from the reports of the 
supervisory authorities, of the standing committees, and from 
special petitions which have been sent in so far. 

The St. Louis Board of Supervisors has no motions to make 
at all. 

The following is requested for Springfield: the erection of a 
new building (for dormitories) instead of the old house 
condemned by the city (§10,000), a professor's apartment 
(§3000) and some repairs together with water supply (§700). 

For Fort Wayne: construction of a new wing on the institution 
building (§13,000), construction of a septima (lowest class), 
hiring of another teacher, ratification of the extra expenditure of 
§3400 for grading and paving a road and construction of the 
second half of the iron fence (§1500). 

For Milwaukee: Ratification of an additional expenditure for 
the addition to one of the institution buildings (§2000) and for the 


construction of Closets requested by the city (§2000). The 


purchase of an adjoining plot of land for §5000, the construction 
of a main institution building, two professors’ apartments and the 
enlargement of a third are requested. (Together §50,000.) 

For Addison: employment of a remote professor, an 
apartment for the same, steam heating for all institutional 
buildings (about §10-12,000). 

From Nebraska comes an offer of land and capital for the 
erection of a second school-seminary, 

from Minnesota and Dakota the application to establish a 
high school in St. Paul or Minneapolis.

I. America. 

From the so-called Lutheran General Synod. We recently 
reported that at the meeting of the Miami Synod a motion was 
made to remove a professor at the seminary in Wittenberg, O., 
because he took a firm stand on the Lutheran confession. - Now 
three members of the Board of Directors of the institution have 
filed a complaint against the professor, Dr. Gottwald, and demand 
his removal. Why? Because the professor - quite correctly - 
believes that all the teachings of the Augsburg Confession are 
Scriptural. The accusers, and with them the majority of the 
General Synod, do not believe this; and yet, although they do not 
accept the Augsburg Confession in all respects, they continue to 
call themselves Lutherans, and even to claim that they have true 
Lutheranism. 

Zealots and Jews. The Sectenprediger in Chicago recently 
held their quarterly meeting. "The officers of the association," as 
reported by the "Apologist," "had invited the Reform Jew, Dr. E. 
G. Hirsch, to deliver an address." "But the one who smeared the 
great gathering by his non-appearance, as they say, was Dr. 
Hirsch. Dr. Hirsch has treated Protestant preachers quite shabbily 
or immodestly before. At a convention where an attempt was 
made to bring Jews and Christians together and to present in a 
human-fraternal manner the doctrines and principles of Judaism 
and Christianity by lectures, without debate, Dr. Hirsch was 
permitted to deliver the first lecture. The Christian preachers 
listened to him devoutly. When he had finished his lecture, he 
took his hat, and without excusing himself, left the assembly. 'So, 
now you know what we Jews believe, and about your Christian 
faith and principles | do not care and do not like to listen to them 
at all' - he will have thought as he hurried away." - But this will not 
prevent the sect preachers from continuing to flatter the Jews, 
these enemies of Christ. 

Birds of a feather flock together. Recently an organization 
was started in Chicago which is probably unique in its kind. There 
are a number of pastors here who were expelled from the 
churches to which they belonged for heresy or other causes, and 
who then founded independent congregations, such as Dr. 
Thomas, Dr. Swing and others. Then there are free-religious 
congregations. These with Unitarian and Universalist preachers, 
as well as independent and Reformed Jewish congregations with 
their rabbis, have made an attempt to unite and pursue with each 
other certain aims. About 15 representatives of such 
congregations and societies were together to form an alliance. 

On the Roman Church Controversy. In consequence of the 
activity of the Irish Catholics, the German Catholics of St. Louis 
have seen themselves induced to take further steps to protect 
their interests. As a result, a meeting of delegates from all the 
German Catholic societies here recently took place, in which the 
situation was discussed and then it was decided to found a state 
association.

and in the beginning of this century awakened the old faith and 
raised up faithful teachers who emphatically bore witness to 
Christ, the Son of God and the Son of Mary. The old rationalism 
was gradually overcome. But before it had completely died, new 
opponents had already appeared on the scene and hindered in 
every possible way the growth and flourishing of the newborn 
community of believers. About the middle of this century the so- 
called New Protestants made their appearance, who, with more 
cunning and sagacity than their predecessors, combated the old 
dogma, all the creeds and doctrines of the Christian religion, 
and especially the article of the essential Deity of Christ. And in 
the last few decades, when the forces of the Protestant 
Association began to flag, the Arian heresy has again assumed 
a new form and shape. Respected university professors, such 
as Ritschl in Géttingen and more recently Harnack in Berlin, who 
gathered many listeners around them and gained large 
followings, put and still put all their wisdom, strength, and effort 
into getting the general confession of Christianity out of the way 
and introducing a new Christianity without Christ, the Son of 
God. And so, in the Protestant countries of the old world, 
hundreds of preachers and teachers are now sitting in the office 
of the church, reciting to their congregations the same filth that 
once came forth from "the blasphemous and stinking heart" of 
Arius, praising Christ as the noblest and wisest creature, but 
trampling on his divine honor and majesty in the mire. 

The same deception of error has also found its way into the 
New World. It is true that on the whole there are lesser sects, 
such as the Unitarians, Swedenborgians, and New Protestants, 
who formally deny the article of the divinity of Christ. But also 
larger church communities, which still profess the common 
Christian faith in their symbols, such as the Presbyterians, 
Baptists, have already opened their gates to German theology. 
And we Christians are surrounded by the unbelieving world in 
this country, too, and just the pious world, which still wants to be 
religious, may know nothing of the Son of God. We have to fight 
with the lodges here, and the religion of the lodges is nothing 
but enmity against Christ, the only begotten Son of the living 
God. So we too must not disregard the fact that the devil is at 
present attacking Christ with the very head of the army that does 
not want to let him be God.

Aren't the Lutheran church customs Catholic? 


Many people, when they see our ceremonies in our 
churches, when they see the pastor dressed in an official robe, 
when they see him make the sign of the cross, when they see 
that there is an altar and a crucifix on the altar, that lights are lit 
and hosts are used in the celebration of Holy Communion, etc., 
say: "That is completely Catholic! 

Some of these who speak thus judge because they do not 
understand better, because they have always been told so, but 
some out of enmity.

against the Lutheran Church. They know quite well that not 


everything found in the papist churches is papist and therefore 
reprehensible. For if one had to reject everything that the papists 
also have, one would not be allowed to have any churches at all, 
or, if one wanted to accept them, one would not be allowed to 
tolerate any towers, any bells; one would not be allowed to have 
any pews, any pulpit, any baptismal font, one would not be 
allowed to catch fish, yes, one would not be allowed to read the 
Gospels and epistles, preach, or baptize. That would be quite 
wrongly judged. But it is just as wrong to call the Lutheran 
customs papist and reprehensible because similar ones are also 
found in papist churches. We have already pointed out that Luther 
discarded all customs that were contrary to God's Word and that 
actually belonged to the papacy, but that he purified those 
customs that he retained from all papist appendages where they 
were found. 

We ask: what then is catholic, what is papist? The papacy is 
the kingdom of the Antichrist, who in all things sets himself 
against Christ; papist, therefore, is as much as antichristian, 
contending against Christ. But what is antichristian in the 
Lutheran ceremonies? Pabstry is the secret of wickedness; 
papist, therefore, is as much as thoroughly wicked. But what is 
thoroughly wicked in the Lutheran church customs? What is 
antichristic and wicked lies not in the outward things, which are 
innocent in themselves, but in what is said and taught about them, 
not in their use, but in what they are used for; and this is 
antichristian and wicked in Pabbism, because, to dishonor Christ, 
salvation and blessing are attached to these outward things 
without and against God's word, and they are regarded as a 
necessary service to be shown to God. The difference between 
Pabstism and Lutheranism lies not in outward ceremonies, but in 
doctrine. That we have some ceremonies which the Papal Church 
also has, does not make us Papists, and that one rejects such 
ceremonies as Papist, does not yet make one a true Protestant. 
The difference between Pabstism and true Protestantism, that is, 
Lutheranism, is that Pabstism robs the Lord Christ of all honor, 
and that the Lutheran church gives him all honor; that Pabstism 
deprives the poor, afflicted consciences of their firm and certain 
consolation, but the Lutheran church offers them the same in its 
doctrine. 

Let's look at some of the customs of our church in detail. 
There is 


the sign of the cross. 


Not only do we place a crucifix on the altar, not only do we 
have a cross placed on the altar, on the pulpit, above the church 
door, on the church tower, on tombs, but we also have our pastors 
strike a cross or make the sign of the cross at baptism, at the 
consecration of bread and wine, at the celebration of Holy 
Communion, when giving absolution and the blessing. At this, 
then, the enthusiasts are appalled. In the Catechism of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, No. 3. it is said, "Do the sacred 
Scriptures give us authority to make the sign of the cross at 
baptism? By all means none; it is a feature of the Roman 
superstition." (P. 48.) How, the cross- 


Is the sign of the cross supposed to be a characteristic of Roman 
superstition? We know, of course, that in the papacy the cross is 
used for abominable superstition; but is the sign of the cross 
therefore a characteristic of Roman superstition? By no means. 
We know that money is misused to indulge in debauchery and 
courtly pursuits. But is it for the sake of this abuse that money 
becomes a characteristic of indulgence and courtliness? N 
Methodist believes that. There is nothing, absolutely nothing 
papist about the sign of the cross in itself. The sign of the cros 
was long, long before the rise of the papacy, in the Christia 
congregations a sacred reminder of Christ crucified, a symbol ani 
field sign under which Christians fought and by which the 
distinguished themselves from Jews and pagans, the enemies o 
the cross of Christ, to whom the word of the cross was 
foolishness and an annoyance. In the second century the sign o 
the cross was already in general use. The church teache 
Tertullian, who was born around the year 150, wrote: "At ever 
step, at every entrance and exit, for putting on clothes and shoes 
for washing, for eating, for lighting lights, for lying down, for sittin 
down, whatever we do, we mark the forehead with the sign of th 


cross. (de cor. mil o. 3.) From this church teacher's writings w 


also see that in the ancient church the sign of the cross was use 
not only in the Christian houses, but also in the churches for act 
of worship, e. g., baptism. 

Later, of course, all kinds of superstitious opinions wer 
associated with this sign of the cross, which came to dominat 
the papacy. 

Now when Luther violently combated papist superstition, an 
purified the worship of God from papist appendages, he had not 
the slightest hesitation in retaining this usage of the ancient 
church. Hence we read in the baptismal form purged by him: 
"After that he make him" (the child) "a cross on the forehead and 
breast, saying, Take the sign of the holy cross both on the 
forehead and breast." Nor did he wish to banish the sign of the 
cross from Christian homes. In the appendix to the Small 
Catechism he gives instruction "how a householder should teach 
his household to bless themselves morning and evening," and 
writes: "In the morning, when thou leadest out of bed, thou shalt 
bless thyself with the holy cross, saying, This wilt God the Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghost." Similarly with the evening blessing. 


The Lutheran theologian Dr. Johann Gerhard writes: "The 
sign of the cross is made over the forehead and chest of the 
child, which was already once customary at baptism, as 
Tertullian testifies in his book of the resurrection of the flesh. 
This is not done out of superstition or for the sake of some 
supernatural efficacy, but as a testimony that the baptized 
child's reception into grace and rebirth into eternal life is 
established solely by virtue of the merit of Christ crucified; it 
also reminds us that the child is included in the number of those 
who believe in Christ crucified, and that the old man is to be

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They called the saints of the cross (crucis religiosos) in derision, 


as Tertullian testifies in his Apology, 0. 16. To show, therefore, 
that they were not ashamed of the cross of Christ, Christians 
designated themselves with it in the middle of their foreheads." 


(Loci th., de bapt, § 261.) 


Our readers are familiar with what Dr. Conrad Dietrich says in 
the Catechism. The 362nd question reads: "Are Christians also 
free to call themselves by the holy cross in prayer? This is done, 
according to an ancient custom of the Church, 1. for the 
remembrance of Christ's cross and suffering; 2. for the testimony 
of our faith in Christ crucified. If it be done for this purpose, 
Christians are at liberty to observe this custom. However, one 
must beware of the superstition of ascribing to this outward 
designation that which alone Christ's death itself accomplishes." 


The official dress, 


the choir robe, the gown, which the Lutheran pastor wears in the 
service, is also supposed to be a piece of the papal leaven which 
has remained in the Lutheran Church; so say the enthusiasts; but 
where in such official garments the papist is to be found, they do 
not say, they cannot say. There is neither sin nor righteousness 
in garments; there is neither Christianity nor antichristianity in 
garments. Here, too, the popery is not in the garments, but in what 
is taught and believed about them. 

We do not wish now to describe the various priestly garments 
in the papacy, nor to tell of their different colors, of the frequent 
changing of them, of the ostentation with which the priests seek 
io charm the spectators in their churches; we wish only to point 
ut that in the papacy it is taught that the Roman priests are 
riests in the proper sense, who always offer Christ anew, and 
herefore must necessarily wear holy priestly garments. As in 
ther outward things, so also in "choir-shirts, plates, and long 
kirts" is the holiness of the church put.

The Chemnitz Conference. The conference so entitled, the 
rallying point of the so-called confessionally faithful Lutherans of 
the Saxon regional church, met in Leipzig on February 21 of this 
year. Two lectures were given which defended the Apostles' 
Creed against the attacks of Harnack and his associates. The 
conference professed its support for the content of these 
lectures. On the other hand, as it is stated in a report, "the 
difficulty of the church government in dealing with false teachers 
was acknowledged, for the approval of the Apostolicum was first 
of all a matter of conscience of the individual, controllable was 
only the expression of the obvious contradiction, which it could 
not tolerate under any condition. But often the ministry educates 
young theologians who do not yet have a firm position of faith. 
The office is the best correction against the results of a false 
theology." In other words, it is to be regretted that young 
theologians come into the ministry who pay homage to a false 
theology, and that the church government allows false teachers, 
but that cannot be changed; one cannot force one's conscience, 
and so one must also get along with unbelieving preachers and 
ministers, and may hope that some of them, when the 
seriousness of the ministry comes to them, will come to their 
senses. What principles are these! One sees how things go 
downhill with giant steps when one has once become 
accustomed to deny in deed what one professes with one's 
mouth. With such declarations, the Chemnitz Conferences have 
in fact abandoned the apostolic faith to the enemies of 
Christianity. 

Papal Church Policy. A remarkable feat of Roman 
diplomacy is the settlement of the question of the dispensation 
for the marriage of the Crown Prince of Romania. Papal 
dispensation was necessary for the marriage of the Catholic 
prince to a Protestant princess. This, however, could not be 
granted without the guarantee of Catholic child rearing. Hence 
the very definite assurance in the ultramontane press that this 
promise had been given. Even more definite, of course, and 
much more credible, was the assurance in the Romanian papers 
that this promise could not be given, because then the children 
would be constitutionally excluded from the succession. The 
following information was now used to escape the dubious 
alternative. When the father of the Crown Prince and the King of 
Rumania jointly announced the engagement of the Crown Prince 
to the Pope, the following information was applied.

When the Catholic Church received the request for dispensation 
and blessing, the reply was formulated in such a way that first 
the dispensation was granted together with the papal blessing, 
and only then was the duty of Catholic child-rearing recalled. By 
this artifice the double play was made possible, to let the 
mentioned point of the canonical statute appear on the one hand 
as something self-evident, on the other hand not as a condition 
of the dispensation. The Romanian Prime Minister thus thanked 
for the blessing and the dispensation, adding the regret that the 
observance of the canonical statute in question was excluded by 
the constitution of the country. In this way all difficulties were 
removed. The dispensation once granted could not be 
withdrawn, and the officiating clergyman, of course, was not 
allowed to raise any objections. (A. E. L. K.) 

Roman Catholic. Under this heading the "Sachsische 
Kirchen- und Schulblatt" (Saxon Church and School Gazette) 
brings the following announcement: As is well known, the Roman 
Catholic bishops issue Lenten letters for Lent. Such a letter was 
also sent to the Roman Catholic Christians of Saxony at 
Candlemas. It is worthwhile to take a closer look at this letter, 
because for us Protestants there are many things in it that seem 
outrageous to us, and from which one recognizes what a deep 
gulf there is between the Roman and Protestant churches, and 
how in the latter, as it were, the concepts and logic are quite 
different. The letter starts with the Gospel of the Sunday 
Estomihi: "Behold, we go up, etc.". There follows a beautiful (?) 
interpretation and application, to which no evangelical can 
object. But then the letter, leaving aside this Gospel, as is usually 
done in Roman Catholic sermons, turns to the visible kingdom 
of God under the pope and to the jubilee of the pope. Two cities 
on earth are dear to Christianity, Jerusalem and Rome. In the 
former is Calvary; in the latter is the tomb of the Prince of the 
Apostles. In spirit, since the physical pilgrimage is granted to only 
a few, the pilgrimage is to the place of suffering of Jesus, and in 
spirit to Rome. To those who could not be pilgrims in the true 
sense of the word, Rome was brought close by the many 
representations of its holy places and church, and especially by 
the famous statue of the holy apostle prince Peter. Now the 
power that emanates from this statue is praised (Pope Gregory 
Il said: as often as | look at it, | am filled with such devotion that 
my tears flow like the dew of heaven). It is the symbol of the 
teaching Church, of the infallible pope; that of the blessing 
Church, of the pope bestowing his blessing urbi et orbi (on the 
city and the world); that of the binding and loosening Church; of 
the pope holding the keys of the kingdom of heaven. This is 
followed, without logical mediation, by an effusive praise of 
Rome as the benefactress of the human race from Lacordaire's 
mouth and the invitation to make a physical or spiritual 
pilgrimage to Rome. Such pilgrimage is further recommended by 
the example of the apostle St. Paul, who had only gone to Rome 
(Apost. 19, 21.) to see the prince of the apostles Peter there, 
despite the fact that in the Acts of the Apostles there is not a 
word about Paul having found Petrum there on his arrival as a 
prisoner in Rome, something that would certainly have been 
mentioned if it had been the case. So already to him Rome had 
been the royal city and mistress of a new world reborn in Christ. 
Now the bishops also follow in his footsteps, when they now 
make a pilgrimage to Rome to the successor of Peter. They, too, 
seek (not Christ) Peter, who sits enthroned on his immortal seat, 
and through the mouth of his successor always proclaims the 
truth, etc. End then with the exhortation to hear the voice of the 
Church.

Sigh in old age.

A young miller's apprentice, named John, once fell into the 
millrace; already the wheel of the mill, which he was driving 
toward with tremendous force, had seized him - in the next 
moment he would have been crushed - when the Lord 
miraculously rescued him. He is pulled out again with great 
difficulty. This event made a deep impression on the young man. 
He feels that he is in need of another salvation than that from 
the water, he hurries to buy a Bible, reads it, prays, and - the 
Lord also saves him from the waters of sin and from the crushing 
wheel of the wrath to come. He cannot now be silent about the| 
grace he has found, about the mercy he has received. But the 
world despises him, the rest of the people in the mill especially 
seem to have conspired to mock him. Especially his Bible 
reading is a thorn in their side, because it tells them punishingly 
what they omit. 

The master miller has a son, Andreas, of our John's age and 
until now his most trusted friend.

be accepted, the other shall be left. (Matt. 24:41.) The flash of 
lightning is not quicker than the sting which at that moment 
pierces the conscience of Andrew. The serious meaning of this 
tremendous passage seizes his whole being so powerfully that, 
moved and trembling, he puts the Bible back in its place. He 
himself, however, became a new man from that day on; he and 
John are now more intimately united than ever; both of them, 
however, have become the instrument in the hand of the Lord, 
through which others in the village and in the surrounding area 
have also been led to him. 


Why? 


God's dear word is in itself as clear as the bright sun; but just 
as we often cannot see the sun in its clarity when our eye is dim, 
and when clouds come before the sun, so we often cannot see 
God's dear word at once. The fault lies with us. But there are 
also passages in the Scriptures which are not so clear that we 
can understand them the first time we read them, but whose 
understanding only becomes apparent to our dull eyes after 
much searching in the Scriptures, and often not at all in this life. 
If we now ask: Why did the good Lord arrange His Word in this 
way, the godly Quenstedt gives the following beautiful answer: 

"God would not have all and singular things in the holy 
Scriptures set forth alike plainly, but given something in more 
obscure writing: 1. That our diligence in reading the Scriptures 
might be spurred on; 2. That weariness and contempt of divine 
things might be removed (for that which is easily investigated we 
usually esteem lightly); 3. That human presumption and hope 
may be tamed by work; 4. That we may be reminded of our 
innate blindness; 5. That we may set about reading the 
Scriptures only with reverence, with sanctification of ourselves, 
and with prayer beforehand; 6. Finally, that a more lively desire 
for the other life and the higher school may be kindled in us. For 
since we have seen in the things that are dark the imperfection 
of knowledge in this life, our desire is the more ardent for that 
other and blessed life, where the perfect shall come and the 
piecemeal shall cease." (I, 173.) 

In this way, what Paul says becomes true: "All Scripture 
inspired by God is useful," and that to salvation. Even the 
passages that are less clear to us must serve this purpose. From 
this it follows irresistibly that the passages in Holy Scripture 
which show us the way to attain salvation are so clear that even 
the foolish cannot err, even if many other things in God's Word 
remain incomprehensible to us. (Luth. Kirchenb. flr Austr.) 


As long as this doctrine, that God justifies us and forgives sin,

He read 
the thoughts of men. He saw the thoughts of the scribes, 
because they said to themselves: This man blasphemeth God, 
saying, Why think ye evil in your hearts? Matt. 9:3, 4 Once a 
thought arose in his disciples, which of them was the greatest. 
But Jesus immediately saw the thought of their hearts, and put 
them to shame, saying, Why do ye blaspheme?

Truly this Jesus is the all-knowing God, who sees all times with 
one glance, from whom nothing is hidden, who examines and 
searches the hearts and kidneys of men.

Aren't the Lutheran church customs Catholic? 


(Conclusion.) 

The alternate chant that we have in 
our Lutheran churches is also said to be papist. Let us see if this 
is true. After singing the hymn, "To God alone be glory," etc., the 
pastor greets the congregation by singing the words, "The Lord 
be with you!" whereupon the congregation sings the counter- 
greeting, "And with your*) spirit!" Hereupon the pastor intones 
the first half of a Bible verse, e.g., "Help thy people and bless 
thine inheritance," and the congregation continues singing, "And 
feed them and lift them up forever." The pastor then sings a 
prayer that briefly summarizes everything (Collecte), and the 
congregation concludes with "Amen." A similar alternating chant 
takes place after the sermon and at the celebration of Holy 
Communion. 

So this is supposed to be papist! But papist is anti-Christian. 
Then we ask: What then contends against Christ in such an 
alternate song, if the words that are sung are taken from 
Scripture and are according to Scripture? This can never be 
proved. It is impossible. But that something is catholic, papist, 
because it also occurs in papist churches, we have already 
recognized as null and void, that is too simple a talk of the 
enthusiasts. 

First, we must say that the alternate chants also occur in the 
papist churches, but did not arise in the papacy, but originated 
in the ancient church and were in use long before the papacy 
arose. From 1 Cor. 14, 16, we see that in the service of the 
Corinthian church the spoken prayer was affirmed by the 
listeners with an "Amen" to testify the fellowship in prayer. Pliny, 
governor of Bithynia, a pagan, who had made detailed inquiries 
about the Christians, sent a report to the emperor Trajan at the 
beginning of the second century, and in it he said, among other 
things, that the Christians "sing songs to Christ, as their God, 
alternately or against each other. Ignatius, a disciple of the 
apostle John, bishop of Antioch, who died as a martyr around 
the year 116, introduced alternate songs in the Syrian church. 

And this beautiful way was adopted by the first Christians 
from the people of God in the Old Testament. 2 Mos. 15, 21. we 
read: "And Miriam

For the abomination of the papacy does 
not lie in these outward things, but in the fact that it opposes 
Christ, tears souls away from Christ, and does not let Christ be 
the only Savior; that it commands and forbids where God does 
not command and forbid. The charge falls back on the 
enthusiasts. They are papist, they are in Pabstism; for they make 
sin where God makes no sin; that is truly papist, that is a right 
characteristic of Antichrist. Luther therefore calls the enthusiasts 
the cousins of Antichrist. 

Carlstadt, the enthusiast, had made it a sin to Luther that he 
tolerated the lifting up of the sacrament in the parish church. 
Luther replied that it was a sin to say that it must be suspended, 
and that the use of it had been dropped in the monastery. Luther 
thus preserved Christian liberty. "From this notice now," he says, 
"which of the Antichrist's cousins are we or D. Carlstadt. We do 
as the Papists do, without suffering doctrine, precept, and 
constraint; we also leave as the Carlstadtians do, but we do not 
suffer the prohibition. So now the pope and D. Carlstadt are real 
cousins in teaching; for they both teach, one doing, the other not 
doing, but we teach neither, and do both." (Wider die 
himmlischen Propheten, 29, 191 f.) Of this teaching of 
Carlstadt's he writes: "With the teaching he seizes the 
consciences which Christ purchased with his blood, and kills the 
souls with commandments and sins which God so dearly 
purchased; so that then Christ's kingdom is destroyed, and all 
things are cut off which the gospel brings us. For Christ cannot 
abide in the conscience that harlotries with strange doctrine and 
the commandments of men; there faith must perish. Therefore 
let every man know that D. Carlstadt has a spirit which is Christ's 
and the Gospel's, faith's and all God's kingdom's, which again 
he wants to destroy with humanity and his own conceit." (Ib. p. 
192.)

Now they want to make one more, the last attempt, and turn to 
the papal delegate, Satolli. Recently the creditors held a meeting.

it could achieve nothing with him, since nothing more could be 
expected from Archbishop Elder, for he had always only 
promised and kept nothing. In conclusion, Mr. D. declared that 
after fourteen years' work he himself had grown tired and wished 
to leave the management of the organization to other, younger 
hands. Mrs. W. advised those present to be careful in the election 
of the committee and to choose only those people who could 
explain the situation to the apostolic delegate in a clear, 
unambiguous manner and who were not afraid to defend their 
rights. The audience with Satolli was the last hope of the 
creditors, and if this did not end in a desirable way, then it would 
be best to drop everything. The appointed committee should 
contact Satolli and request an audience with him. If the answer is 
favorable, then another meeting should be called.

A sensible judicial decision. From Kassel it is reported: An 
important decision for the Protestant Church has been made by 
the Supreme Court.

From the time of the hymnal changes. 


The Berlin Oberconsistorialrath J. S. Diterich - not to be 
confused with Dr. Joh. Conrad Dietrich, the author of our 
Catechism - described the old good songs as now 
"unenjoyable", and proposed their abolition. To this end, in 1765 
he published a "New Collection of Songs for Public Worship" 
together with the two like-minded preachers of St. Mary's 
Church, Bruhn and Kirchhof, in which all the older songs were 
changed according to rationalist taste, and even Gellert's songs 
were not entirely spared. Already in April of the same year, this 
"New Song Collection" was provisionally added as an appendix 
to the old Porst hymnal used in the Berlin congregations and 
thus introduced into the public worship service there. 

However, the introduction of the new-fangled songs was not 
as easy elsewhere as in Berlin. Rather, it met with great 
resistance among the people outside of Berlin. Thus, for 
example, there were significant unrest in the county of Mark. In 
some places, however, the new hymnal met with the most 
resistance in that, whenever a hymn was to be sung from the 
new hymnal, the congregation immediately sang Martin Geier's 
hymn, No. 58, which is also included in the 
"Hausgesangbichlein" of our large "Gebetsschatz" (prayer 
treasure), the first verse of which reads: 

Hold what thou hast received, my so dear bought 
Christ, Since many spirits have gone out, Who by their 
wicked cunning Shamefully all would like to take from 
thee the bright morning star Or make it dark. Alas, 
here's the time to watch! 

Would to God that the churches everywhere had similarly 
protested against the robbery of the jewel of pure doctrine and 
the deceitfulness of false prophets! But where is such opposition 
found in the national churches of today? F.L. 


Aretas and his wife Duma. 


Around the year 520, Dunaan, a Jew, had seized the 
supreme power over the entire eastern coast of the Red Sea. 
The same hatred with which his people had once cried "Crucify, 
crucify!" over the Lord, continued to burn in this Jew who had 
become king, and drove him to persecute the members of Jesus 
Christ. The first victim of his hatred of Christ was Gragentius, 
the archbishop of Taphur in Arabia, a native of that country. 
Then his wrath was directed at Aretas, governor of the province 
of Nagran, ancient Yemen, or blessed Arabia. He commanded 
him to deny Christ, if not, he must die, even if he were the chief 
governor. Without wavering, Aretas chose death. He knew well 
that a life bought by apostasy from Christ is but a miserable 
death. With earnestness and zeal he exhorted all his Christian 
brethren to remain steadfastly loyal to their Lord and Master. 
When King Dunaan saw that he could not persuade Aretas to 
apostatize, he had him dragged out of the city with four other 
Christians, and with these companions executed on the bank of 
a stream. Having thus murdered the head of the family, the king 
continued to snort against the members of it. Duma, the wife of 
the slain man, and her two daughters, also suffered martyrdom 
because they remained faithful to Christ. They joyfully followed 
their husband and father in death in order to live with him in 
eternity. In addition to these martyrs, whose names history has 
preserved for us, the bloodthirsty Jew had many other 
Christians (over 4000) executed.

The article of the deity of Christ. 


(Continued.) 

Through the works and miracles of Jesus the testimony that 
he gave of himself is confirmed. Jesus went around the Jewish 
country preaching the gospel of the kingdom of God. But in 
Himself, in His person, the kingdom of heaven had come near. 
Now, what does Christ say of himself? 

Repeatedly Christ testified to the Jews that He did not come 

in His own name but that the Father sent Him. Joh. 5, 43. 8, 18. 12, 
44. 45. 17, 3. Therefore He demanded faith in His person. "This is 
the work of God, that you believe in Him whom He has sent." Joh. 
6, 29. But that God sent Christ is meant differently than when it is 
said that God sent prophets to his people. When God sent 
prophets, he took men out of the number of men, and equipped 
them with his gifts, and called them, and commissioned them to 
make known his will to his people. Christ, on the other hand, is the 
messenger of God, inasmuch as God sent him from himself, sent 
him from heaven into the world. Christ saith, "| came forth from the 
Father, and am come into the world: again, | leave the world, and 
go unto the Father." Joh. 16, 28. So even before He came into the 
world, He was there with the Father. He beheld the glory of God. 
He saith unto his Father, "And now thou, Father, glorify me with 
thine own self with the glory which | had with thee before the world 
was." "Thou didst love me before the foundation of the world." John 
17:5, 24. 

When Jesus spoke of the Father, of His Father, it had a 
different meaning than when people call God their Father. He 
thereby exalted his person above the equality of all the other 
children of men. So also the Jews understood this speech of his, 
and sought to kill him for this very reason, that he said God was 
his Father.

1:1; "which was from the 
beginning," 1 Jn. 1:1; and, "He is before all." Col. 1, 17. He is the 
Almighty Creator of heaven and earth. "All things were made by 
the same (through the Word)." Jn. 1:3. "By him were all things 
created, that are in heaven, and that are in earth." "All things 
were made through him and to him." Col. 1, 16. "And all things 
consist in him." Col. 1, 17. He "bears all things with his powerful 
word." Heb. 1, 3. Christ, who sitteth at the right hand of God, hath 
power "over all principality, and power, and might, and dominion, 
and all that may be called, not only in this world, but also in that 
which is to come." Eph. 1, 20. "And subject unto him are angels, 
and mighty men, and powers." 1 Pet. 3, 22. He has "a name 
which is above every name: that at the name of JEsu every knee 
should bow, of them which are in heaven, and in earth, and 
under the earth; and that every tongue should confess that 
JEsus Christ is the Lord, to the glory of God the Father."

He has nothing, He has no one 
above Him. The Creator of all things is praised in Rom. 1:25. with 
the words, "and have honored and served the creature more 
than the Creator, who is blessed for ever. Amen." And so it is 
said here of Christ, "Praised forever. Amen." Tit. 2, 13. .we read, 
"waiting for the blessed hope and appearing of the great God 
and our Saviour JEsu Christ." Our Saviour JEsus Christ is called 
and is the great God. There is none greater than He is. "The 
great God," throughout the Scriptures, is the title of the one true 
God. Cf. Ex. 2, 18, 11. Ezra 5, 8. Nehem. 1, 5. Job 36, 26. Ps. 
95, 3. Dan. 2, 45. Revelation 19, 17. And at the last day the 
divine greatness, glory and majesty of Jesus Christ will be 
revealed before all the world. St. John concludes his first epistle 
with the words: "But we know that the Son of God is come, and 
hath given us a purpose, that we should know him that is true, 
and be in him that is true, even in his Son JESUS CHRIST. He 
is the true God and the eternal life. Little children, take heed 
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you before the idols! Amen." 1 John 5:20, 21. We Christians 
have known the true One, that is, the true God, and we are in 
the true One, having fellowship with God, and that is because 
we are in the Son of God, JEsu Christo, having fellowship with 
Christo. In the Son we have the Father. Yes, this JEsus Christ 
is himself God. As God the Father is true, so also his Son Jesus 
Christ is true God and eternal life. And so we must beware of 
idols, and be careful, that is, of antichrists, who deny that Jesus 
Christ is the Son of God and the true God.

The Church Year. 


Like the Sabbath commanded to the Jews, the Old 
Testament feasts came to an end with the dawn of the New 
Testament. God has not commanded Christians in the new 
covenant to celebrate even one day. We only know that it is 
God's will that we should hear the word which he preaches, and 
that therefore we should come together. But in order that the 
people might know when to come together, certain times had to 
be appointed for this purpose; and for this purpose, in Christian 
liberty, Sunday was appointed, and besides this, special feast 
days. 

The first church in Jerusalem came together daily for 
edification, as we read Apost. 2, 46, met daily for common 
edification. Among the weekdays the first one, Sunday, on which 
the Lord had risen and on which the miraculous outpouring of 
the Holy Spirit had taken place, was soon distinguished as a 
special day of joy. The Jewish Christians, who at first, but 
without Jewish superstition, still kept the Sabbath, also 
celebrated Easter and Pentecost; which feasts, however, were 
now, as the Apology says, "directed to the histories of the 
Gospel," so that at Easter they commemorated the one and only 
Paschal Lamb who was sacrificed for us, Jesus Christ, and at 
Pentecost they remembered the miraculous outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit. And so other feasts arose besides Sunday. These 
feasts, because they were not commanded by God, but were 
ordained by Christians in Christian liberty, were different in 
different countries. And in the course of time more and more 
were added. 

Various feasts were appointed for the contemplation of the 
individual benefits of the Lord, so that in the course of a year the 
individual great deeds of God were preached to the Christian 
people and sung about by them, so that the believing 
congregation might learn about them. 


The people were encouraged to praise and glorify God's specia' 
blessings on special days. These festivals were distribute 
throughout the year and recurred annually. In contrast to the civi 
year with its commemorative days, one therefore speaks of 
church year. 

The sun that reigns this year is the Sun of Righteousness, 
Jesus Christ. It keeps its annual cycle with the believing church: 
The congregation begins the year by admiring the rising of thi 
sun and contemplates Christ's incarnation and birth, then th 
revelation of the Lord to Jews and Gentiles, His holy walk, Hi 
suffering and death, His resurrection and ascension, th 
miraculous outpouring of His Holy Spirit, His rule and work in Hi 
church, and closes the year by contemplating His return fo 
judgment. As the natural year changes its form with its seasons] 
so does the church year. As the various seasons of the natural 
year proclaim the glory of the Lord in the kingdom of nature, s 
the various festivals of the church year proclaim the glory of th 
Lord in the kingdom of grace. 

The church year begins with Advent. There we remember th 
coming of the Lord in the flesh; there we hear how the prophet 
of the old covenant prophesied his coming, how the ancien 
fathers longed for this coming, and how John the Baptis 
prepared the way for it. Then we rejoice that he still comes to u 
today through Word and Sacrament. Then we also remembe 
his last future at the Last Judgment. Then we sing: "Thanks b 
to God through all the world" etc., "Open wide the doors" etc. 
"How shall | receive thee" etc. The Advent season is followed by, 
the joyful Christmas season with its lovely message: "The 
Saviour has been born to you today! Young and old sing with 
joyful hearts: 
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A miracle new happened, Six stone jars one saw Full of 
water that lost its kind, Rother wine by his word out of it 
became. 

In the time of Passion we accompany the Lord on his 
suffering and praise the love that has loved us even unto death. 
The last week is Charwoche, the great week of martyrdom. In 
this week falls Holy Thursday, the memorial day of the 
foundation of Holy Communion, and Holy Friday, the silent 
Friday, the good Friday, the day of the death of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. There we place ourselves in the spirit under his cross and 
sing: 

Now that which thou, O Lord, hast endured, Is all my 
burden; 
| brought it on myself, what you wore. 


Look, here | stand, poor man, deserving of wrath, 
Give me, O my merciful one, The sight of thy grace. 


I'll stand here with you. Don't despise me. 

From thee | will not go, if thy heart be broken; 

When thy head shall pale In the final stroke of death, 
Then I'll take thee in my arms and in my bosom. 


Then follows the joyous season of Easter. There one sings 
with joy of victory in the tabernacles of the righteous: The LORD 
is risen, he is risen indeed! Thanks be to God, who has given us 
the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ.

The ecclesiastical conditions of Germany. 


When the writer of this was visiting the United States four 
years ago, he was often called upon to give an account of the 
ecclesiastical conditions of Germany, not only in oral 
presentation and confidential discussion, but in written 
presentation to the public and for the duration. The main reason 
given for this was that both the pastors who had grown up in 
America and the members of the congregation who had already 
been living in their new fatherland for a long time and had not 
kept up to date by reading the papers could not form a proper 
idea of the church conditions in their home country, nor could 
they quite understand why a Free Church was necessary there 
and why it was so small and in need of support, and finally why 
there were so many different Free Churches and what prevented 
them from uniting. It was often said, and this could also be felt, 
that there was by no means a lack of sympathy for the old 
fatherland, but that even those who judged the American church 
conditions quite correctly and who did not want to belong to any 
other church than the Free Church, and indeed the orthodox 
Free Church, lacked the correct understanding of the German 
conditions, which is why they were not able to apply their 
otherwise correct knowledge to the German national churches. 

This is quite natural, since only the founders of the Missouri 
Synod had emigrated for the sake of their faith and thus stood in 
opposition to the church at home from the outset, while the 
others, who had mostly emigrated for earthly reasons, found 
nothing in the Missouri Synod but the church of their homeland. 
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only in a somewhat freer form. Until about 20 years ago, the 
Missouri Synod held church fellowship with the German 
Lutheran regional churches - in hope - and even accepted into 
its midst many members of the unchurched church who had held 
on to their Lutheran faith in spite of the union ordered from 
above, which they did not care about. The Missouri Synod has 
thus proved that it is very patient and broad-minded towards the 
erring and the seduced, contrary to the bad reputation in which 
its opponents have placed it. 

But it seemed all the more necessary that the development 
of the Free Church in Germany should be presented in 
connection with the ecclesiastical conditions of Germany in 
general. This was not done by the writer of this book, but by 
someone much more capable of doing so, through the well- 
known essays of Professor Stéckhardt in the "Lutheraner" 
1891/92. And because the dissemination of these essays 
beyond the circle of Lutheran readers, especially in newly 
gathered congregations in North America, was considered just 
as desirable as the dissemination of the same in Germany, the 
"Schriftenverein der separirten ev.Lutheran congregations in 
Saxony", to which the author had given permission to publish a 
special edition, has had a somewhat larger number of them 
produced than was necessary for Germany. However, he was 
deceived in his hope that this booklet, which presents the essays 
scattered in two volumes of the Lutheran in a handy form and 


can be obtained from the Concordia Publishing House at the 
extremely low price of 25 Cts (plus 4 Cts postage), would find 
greater sales. He therefore takes the liberty of again calling 
attention to this fact* In such congregations which have only 
recently come from Germany, or which are troubled by opposing 
synods with the assertion that the Missourians are breaking with 
the native church without need, it would hardly be possible to 
distribute a more useful booklet. But also otherwise it will interest 
every German who has not yet forgotten his homeland and his 
native church to hear how things actually stand there. 

But that Professor Stéckhardt's little paper has really hit the 
mark is proved by the vain efforts which the national and free 
church papers in Germany have made to refute it, when in fact 
they can only grumble at trifles and can put forward nothing well- 
founded against it. 

So buy and spread this booklet, you Lutherans of North 
America.

From Bavaria the Luthardt'sche "Kirchenzeitung" reports 
the following: A Catholic worker in a village belonging to the 
parish of Erlangen has married a Protestant girl and also had 
himself married Protestantly. His brother, however, is a Catholic 
clergyman, and his sister is also a very zealous Catholic. About 
a quarter of a year ago the man married his bride, naturally 
against the will of his brothers and sisters, who used all their 
powers of persuasion to prevent this marriage.

When he 
heard this sentence read, he lifted up his eyes to heaven, and 
said with deep emotion, "May God forgive you this sin! for you 
know not what you do." He then prayed with a joyful 
"| thank thee, thou eternal God, that thou hast so 
highly honored me, and hast shown me grace, that | should now 
become a witness of thy divine truth, and for thy sake lay down 
my life!" On May 10, 1527, he was led to the place of execution. 
On the way there he sang psalms and spiritual songs. 
Thereupon he blessedly gave up his spirit in the fire with 
invocation to the Lord JEsu.

If only I have you. A vintage of sermons on the second

texts on which they are based are Scripture passages of the most 
important content. The German-Protestant 
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The sermon literature that has accumulated in recent decades, especially 
in Germany, already constitutes a considerable library. However, the vast 
majority of the newer books of sermons bear the character of modern 
ecclesiasticism. Even the sermons of most of the so-called faithful, 
positive preachers, to whom we do not deny faith and Christianity, show 
that their authors have not really taken root in God's Word and Luther's 
teachings. They lack all certainty in distinguishing truth from error. The 
present collection of sermons belongs to the orthodox literature of modern 
times. It offers only wholesome doctrine and healthy food. The sermons 
are not only doctrinal, but also edifying in the best sense of the word. 
They expose the abyss of human ruin, proclaim Jesus Crucified, the only 
Savior of sinners, seek to build up Christians in their most holy faith, 
describe the hidden life of faith, of fellowship with the Lord, urge the 
practice of faith in sanctification, show how the Christian life of faith takes 
shape in the most diverse circumstances and situations of life, encourage 
Christians to fight the good fight of faith. They draw from the depth of the 
divine Word and yet express the divine truth in commonly 
understandable, simple and at the same time noble language. One thing 
they lack is the so-called rhetorical adornment. But this is neither a 
reproach nor a drawback.

This Concordance, like the great Concordance of Lanckisch, is laid 
out in such a way that the words occurring in the German Bible are listed 
alphabetically and the places in which a word occurs are listed according 
to the order of the biblical books and the chapters in the books and the 
verses in the chapters. This way, as far as the immediate and quick 
finding of a bible passage is considered, always deserves preference 
over e.g. Buchner's Concordance, where the passages are grouped 
according to the different meanings of the words. It is true that, given the 
scope to which this work was to be limited, it was not possible to include 
all words. Thus, for example, the word Aber, which occurs in so many 
places that the references to it in the old Lanckisch fill sixty-three high 
folio pages, is not included. Also, in the case of some words, especially 
those of minor importance, not all the places where they occur are listed. 
But a careful examination of the book shows that it is completely sufficient 
for most cases in which one will resort to the Concordance, and at the 
same time it is so handy, so beautifully printed, so clearly arranged, and 
with its convenient format so suitable to be taken along as a constant 
companion, e.g. to conferences and synods, that we recommend this 
Concordance with pleasure and hope that the limited stock that our 
bookstore has acquired will be sold out in a short time.

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The article of the deity of Christ. 


(Continued.) 

The article of the deity of Christ is firmly grounded in 
Scripture. Because the Scriptures teach us this, we confess 
Christ to be the Son of God, our Lord and God. But let us further 
consider how much is attached to this article. The newer Arians 
pretend that the doctrine of the eternal birth of the Son from the 
Father, of the consubstantiality of the Son with the Father, is a 
theological speculation and has no practical value. One should 
not speculate and dispute so much about the nature and 
essence of God. But the opposite is the case. The article of the 
divinity of Christ is of the greatest practical importance, is a 
highly consoling article, and belongs to the chief pieces of 
Christian doctrine on which faith and salvation depend. 

The newer Arians maintain that the main thing is that a 
Christian recognizes and confesses Jesus Christ as his Lord and 
Savior, as the Savior of the poor and sick, as the Savior of poor 
sinners. Certainly, if we believe with all our hearts that Jesus 
Christ is our Lord, who has redeemed us lost and condemned 
people from sin, death, and the devil with his holy, sacred blood, 
this is sufficient for salvation. But he who calls Jesus his Lord, 
and yet will not let him be true God, deceives himself. If Christ is 
a mere man, he is not our Saviour and Redeemer. A brother 
cannot save anyone, nor can God reconcile anyone. Only he 
who first confesses, "I believe that Jesus Christ, true God, born 
of the Father in eternity," etc., can also continue, "Be ye my Lord, 
who hath redeemed me a lost, a condemned man," etc., or he 
does not know what he is saying. Or he knows not what he 
speaks. 

If we consider the testimonies of Scripture concerning the 
deity of Christ, we find that in these very passages of Scripture 
the consolation of salvation, life, and blessedness are turned to 
us and assured.

Yes, even at the hour when we are in particular need of comfort 
and help, in the hour of temptation, when we are in doubt as to 
whether we are truly redeemed, whether we are in God's grace, 
we Christians take refuge in the great, mighty words of 
Scripture, which present to us the true, eternal divinity of our 
Saviour Jesus Christ, and draw from this the confidence that 
God has nothing against us, since he did not spare his own Son, 
but gave him up for all of us (Rom. 8:32), that our enemies, sin, 
death, devils, are truly overcome, and that nothing can hurt us 
any more. What the Scriptures say of the deity of Christ is the 
right consolation of death. When a Christian is on his death-bed, 
when the sins of his life wake up once more and come to life 
and accuse his conscience, when Satan makes him fearful and 
anxious, then he prays, "The blood of JEsu Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin," and lays emphasis on the word "his 
Son," and is certain that 


God, who hast suffered for us, have mercy on me!" 

Our Saviour Jesus Christ, who redeemed us with his holy, 
sacred blood, is risen again from the dead, and lives and reigns 
forever and ever. Christ, who now sits at the right hand of God, 
is Lord and head of his church on earth. Even those who deny 
his true, eternal deity call him so. But if Christ is only a 
transfigured, blessed man, then he is not the Lord and head of 
his church, and the church has no patron on whom it can rely. 
But no, we Christians know and believe that this JEsus Christ, 
who is now exalted to God, is truly God. We know what that 
means, "sitting at the right hand of God," that Christ rules and 
reigns in divine power, omnipotence, and majesty. And for this 
very reason this man, who sits at the right hand of God, is the 
protection and shield of his Christianity against all her enemies, 
so that all the power of the world, even the gates of hell, cannot 
overpower her. In an interpretation of the 110th Psalm, Luther 
first proves from the saying, "The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand," that Christ has "equal power, honor, 
right, and might" with God, "that he is the same true God, having 
the divine nature, and yet another person, according to whom 
he is and is called the eternal Son of God, and also a true man. 
And then he turns this truth to the consolation of Christianity, 
writing: "Thus all Christianity, from the beginning to this day, has 
set its consolation and defiance on this verse, and has also been 
preserved and remained by it. For it has not been protected and 
sustained by any human or bodily strength and power until now, 
but in contrast to this, in the highest weakness and lack of 
strength, against all devils and the wrath and rage of all the 
world, solely through faith and defiance in this Lord, to whom 
this 'Sit at my right hand’ is said, since He has built Himself so 
high and has guarded Himself so firmly that He can remain 
seated for everyone, and still has so much power and strength 
that He can maintain a defiance against their raging and wrath." 
Erl. Ed. 40, p. 51. 62. 

How comforting it is to know that our Lord and Savior is the 
Creator of all things, that he carries all things with his powerful 
word, that everything is in his power, that he also has our earthly 
weal and woe, our whole course of life in his hand. He will 
provide for his own and guide the miserable. To this Jesus 
Christ, who is our brother, our flesh, our Saviour and Redeemer, 
who is so close to us, we have heartfelt trust. He means no harm 
to us. But we can also trust him implicitly and confidently 
command him all our ways.

Heaven and earth. He is God above all. Therefore, good to all 
who build on him and trust in him! 

Thus we live, as we now live in the flesh, by the faith of the 
Son of God, and wait for the blessed hope and appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus Christ. One day we shall see 
him as he is, in his divine glory and majesty, and behold his 
glory, which he had with the Father before the foundation of the 
world. But because it is the great God before whom we shall 
appear in that day, let us also be skillful in holy conduct and 
godliness, and so hasten toward the future of the day of the 
Lord; let us be diligent that we may be found undefiled and 
blameless in peace before him. 

Truly the doctrine of the deity of Christ is nothing but 
beatific truth.

The Gospels and Epistles of the Sundays and 
Feast Days. 


Another institution of our church is connected with the 
church year, which was mentioned in the previous number: the 
selection of certain texts from the Gospels and Epistles for 
Sundays and feast days. As the types of the different times of 
the church year are expressed and kept in the consciousness 
of the congregation by hymns and prayers, so also by these 
prescribed Scripture texts which are to be the basis of the 
sermons. These passages of Scripture, which are read and 
explained on Sundays and feast days, are called pericopes. 
(And for the sake of brevity we will also use this expression in 
the following). 

This compilation of texts for the Sundays and feast days, as 
we have it now, was not completed all at once, but, like the 
Church year, has come about gradually. 

In the worship gatherings of the first Christians, passages 
from the Old and New Testaments were read aloud. Since the 
Old Testament, the Law and the Prophets, was divided into 
certain sections, the New Testament, the Gospels and Epistles, 
were also divided early on for the purpose of church lectures. 
The sections were different in different regions. At first it was 
the festival lections that became fixed. Such passages were 
chosen for the feasts, which referred to the feast. Thus 
Athanasius, Chrysostom, and Ambrose, on the feast of 
Christmas, treat of Luc. 2, 1. f., and Basil, on the feast of 
Epiphany, treat of Matth. 2, 1. f. - texts on which we still preach 
today on these feasts. Then, for the individual Sundays, certain 
shorter passages took the place of the earlier longer ones. And 
the text was taken sometimes from one, sometimes from 
another evangelist. That so many texts were chosen which 
report miracles of the God-Man was done for the sake of the 
Arians, who denied the eternal divinity of the Lord. A 
compilation of texts in the 5th century is attributed to the church 
teacher Jerome. A further arrangement was made under 
Emperor Charlemagne. 

This pericope system also existed in the Pabbacy, and thank 
God for it; for these from the 


The texts read from the Holy Scriptures were almost the only 
word of God that the poor souls groaning under the Antichrist 
heard and through which many a soul was led to eternal light in 
the dark night of Pabstism. Luther, as a student, while still 
entangled in Pabstry, knew no other way than that the Bible 
contained no more than the ecclesiastical readings of the 
Gospels and Epistles. 

Luther now retained the pericopes. The Anabaptists, Zwingli 
and Calvin, and other enthusiasts rejected them because they 
did not want to have anything in common with the papacy, since, 
as history testifies, the pope had nothing to do with this 
institution. 

The Lutheran Church was not misled by the enthusiasts who 
did not want to know anything about the pericopes. It therefore 
confesses in the Augsburg Confession: "Also, in this part, many 
ceremonies and traditions are kept, as the order of the mass" 
(the main service) "and other songs, festivals, etc., which serve 
to keep order in the church. (Art. 36, § 40.) In Latin, the series 
of lectures, that is, of pericopes, is also named here. 

Our fathers knew well that this arrangement was a human 
work and therefore imperfect. Luther therefore now and then 
expresses a rebuke about the choice of some texts, especially 
the epistles. Thus he says of the epistle on the 2nd Sunday after 
Epiphany: "This epistle should be shorter in the front and longer 
in the back; for as it begins, it hangs on the epistle of the 
previous Sunday and breaks off all too untimely at the end". 
(Church Post. 8, 14.) Concerning the Epistle on the 7th Sunday 
after Trinity, he remarks: "This text should probably also have 
begun a little higher." (ib. 9, 159.) But in? But on the whole he 
finds the choice of texts excellent. In his writing "Deutsche 
Messe und Ordnung des Gottesdienstes" (German Mass and 
Order of Divine Service) he writes: "Since the greatest and most 
noble part of all divine service is to preach and teach God's 
Word, we keep it with the preaching and reading thus: On the 
holy day or Sunday we leave the ordinary Epistles and 
Evangelia.... But that we keep the Epistles and Gospels divided 
according to the time of the year, as hitherto accustomed, is the 
cause: we know nothing special to blame in such a manner." 
(22, 235.) He declared that divine providence had also prevailed 
in this human work. Concerning the gospel for the day of the 
consecration of the church, he says: "I hold that it was by the 
special providence of God that the dear fathers ordained this 
gospel to be read and preached on this day, when they instituted 
the larvae and pomp of the outward consecration of the church." 
(Kirchenpost. 15, 500.) He not only preached on the epistles and 
gospels himself, but also wanted this to be done by others. He 
therefore based the sermons in his Church Postil on these texts. 
This church postilion, however, was intended for ecclesiastical 
use: in it he wanted to show preachers how to interpret the 
pericopes correctly, and he also thought that quite ignorant 
preachers should use it for reading aloud. Very often in these 
sermons he praises the choice of text, says why the text was 
chosen for the day in question, and shows how the epistle and 
gospel agree beautifully. Thus on the Sunday after Easter he

but Luther's sermons on the epistles and gospels show that 
preachers should also be able to preach on the Bible in places 
where there were no weekly services.

Incidentally, the pericope system we have is different in many 
ways from that found in the Roman Church, as anyone can see 
by looking at a Catholic calendar. Luther did not follow the 
manner in force in his day, but went back to the order which 
arose under Charlemagne. The Roman Church counts the 
Sundays after Pentecost as Sundays after Pentecost. When we 
celebrate the feast of Trinity, the Roman Church keeps the first 
Sunday after Pentecost with the Gospel Luc. 6, 36. f., which with 
us is read and expounded on the fourth Sunday after Trinity. 
Some of the Gospels and Epistles, which are now read and 
explained in our church, first appeared in the Lutheran church, 
probably through Luther and Bugenhagen, namely, the Gospels 
and Epistles for the sixth Sunday after Epiphany and the last 
Sundays after Trinity. For the former Sunday, the Gospel of the 
Transfiguration of Christ was taken; for the last Sundays after 
Trinity, texts on the future of Christ at the Last Judgment - 
certainly an excellent choice. In Luther's house postilion, the 
following remark is found concerning the 26th Sunday after 
Trinity: "Here in our churches, on the Sundays before Advent, if 
there are one, two, or three (which is quite rare) left over from 
the 24th Sunday after Trinity, we are accustomed to read and 
preach the Gospels and Epistles of the other future of our dear 
Lord Jesus Christ on the Last Day, as they are written in the 
church postilion". (5, 348.) 

In the time of the Reformation and in the time that followed, 
all preachers in the Lutheran Church therefore adhered to this 
beautiful order and based their sermons on the epistles and 
gospels. In addition, many of them also preached on entire 
books of Holy Scripture. We will now hear the verdicts of two 
great theologians on the pericopes. 

M. Chemnitz says in a sermon on the first Sunday of Advent: 
"Because the Lord Christ commands (Joh. 5.), we are also to 
search the Scriptures, to study and read diligently, therefore we 
also have the practice, that in addition to the catechism sermon 
on the weekdays, in the morning and in the afternoon, we hand 
out the Scriptures of the Old and New Testament in the 
parishes, that in one place a prophet, in another place the books 
of Moses or the Psalter or other books of the Old Testament are 
explained, in another place an evangelist or epistle of Paul or 
one of the other apostles is preached and interpreted. But 


because such lectures are somewhat extensive and cannot be 


easily remembered by the most simple, the ancients have 
decreed (and we continue to do so) that on all Sundays and 
feasts throughout the year, in the morning ... ... a certain text 
from a Gospel is always read, then in the afternoon a lection 
from an epistle of the apostles; which text is repeated every year 
at the same time, so that with such a common text, which is 
conscious and known to everyone, the common man and simple 
layman can always notice and pay attention to a certain 
doctrine, which they can always take in and grasp in their hearts 
with every Sunday Gospel or epistle, and thus always know the 
meaning of the Gospel or epistle. 
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This will be preached today; the teaching will be dealt with then 
and there. Thus is it ministered to all, to the learned, prudent, 
and understanding, to whom the scriptures of the prophets and 
apostles are duly recited and expounded, and also to the simple 
wicked, who are not thus able to enter into the expanse of the 
scriptures." 

Johann Gerhard writes: "We retain the custom of interpreting 
certain evangelical texts on every single Sunday, not only for the 
sake of a healthy and grey antiquity, but also because of the 
extraordinary benefit of this custom. It cannot be denied, 
however, that it is suited to the comprehension of the simple- 
minded, who form the majority in the church. A church servant is 
not at liberty to confess openly with Paul: "| am a debtor both to 
the wise and to the unwise," Rom. 1:14, and: "That | always write 
the same things to you does not make me angry, but makes you 
all the more certain," Phil. 3:1. Certainly the memory and 
comprehension of the simple is thrown into confusion when they 
hear new texts from the Scriptures explained every year. But if 
the same Gospel texts are read every Sunday, they know which 
parts of the doctrine they may expect; and that which is repeated 
several times with the same interpretations is more deeply 
impressed upon their minds, and it sticks more firmly. Diversity 
is indeed pleasing, but it is of little use to the weak and simple- 
minded. In addition to this, there is the appropriateness of the 
distribution; for wise antiquity arranged it in such a way that the 
hearts of the listeners would be prepared by the treatment of a 
puffing object for the devout celebration of the main annual 
festivals, and would be awakened from the earthly business, by 
which they are occupied throughout the year, to the knowledge 
of divine benefits and to godly reflection on the divine mysteries." 


(Expl. cl.) 


We follow Luther and our fathers and keep the old pericopes. 
No congregation will certainly hold it against its pastor if, instead 
of one pericope, e.g. the difficult epistle on the Sunday of Lent, 
he takes another related text, but it will otherwise insist on 
retaining this praiseworthy order. Since the enthusiasts of this 
order are in our church, as in others, it serves, where it is kept 
like others, also as a bulwark against the intrusion of the spirit of 


enthusiasm. G.

Models of the Ascension of Christ. 


The ascension of our highly praised Saviour Jesus Christ was 
not only prophesied by Himself before and after His passion 
(Joh. 3, 13. 6, 62. 16, 5. 28. 20, 17. Luc. 24, 26.), partly by David 
(Ps. 47. and 68.), but was also gloriously portrayed at different 
times in the Old Testament. 

It was in the year of the world 987, that is, 3047 years before 
Christ's ascension, when God took the pious Enoch alive to 
heaven, as it is written in Genesis 5:24: "And while he lived a 
godly life, God took him away, and was not 
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seen more." According to Sir. 44, 16, this happened so that he 
would be a reminder to the world to repent. Enoch's removal was 
a clear testimony to the believers of the ascension of the seed 
of the woman, of the best victory over the old serpent, of 
immortality, of the future resurrection of the dead, of eternal life, 
and of the final transformation of the believers. 1 Cor. 15:51: 
That even the godly of old had a right understanding of the works 
of Christ, is proved by Enoch's prophecy, "Behold, the Lord 
cometh with many thousands of saints, to execute judgment 
upon all," etc., and that the Lord will come with many thousands 
of saints. Jude 14:15. Enoch's rapture was also a powerful 
impulse to the pious, at least to the patriarchs, to persevere in 
the faith and holy life, in that they always had their brother's 
blessed end before their spiritual eyes. May the ascension of our 
Saviour spur us on to the same zeal, so that we may pursue 
without wavering "the goal set before us, the jewel that holds out 
the heavenly calling of God in Christ Jesus"! Phil. 3, 14. We know 
that through Christ's ascension heaven has been opened to us 
and the way to it has been prepared. For He has promised us, "I 
go to prepare a place for you." "Where | am, there shall My 
servant be also!" (John 14:2, 12:26.) For as much more glorious 
is the archetype than the model, the-body than the shadow, so 
much greater is the benefit of Christ's ascension than of Enoch's 
removal. This is also evident from the following testimony of 
Scripture: "By faith Enoch was taken away, that he should not 
see death; and was not found out, because God took him away: 
for before he was taken away he had a testimony that he pleased 
God." Hebr. 11, 5. Enoch ascended to heaven by faith, but Christ 
by Himself, by His own power, as our Redeemer and Substitute, 
as the Breaker through (Mich. 2, 13. Eph. 4, 10.), who broke 
through suffering and death, grave and seal, and opened the 
way for us to heaven. It is true that Enoch also "bore witness 
before he was taken away that he had pleased God," but how 
many thousand times higher, more important, and stronger did 
God testify before the ascension of His Son that He was His 
chosen one in whom His soul was well pleased. Isa. 42, 1. Three 
times the Father Himself cried out from heaven, namely at the 
baptism and at the transfiguration: "This is My beloved Son, in 
whom | am well pleased!" Matt. 3:17, 17:5, 1 Pet. 2:17; and when 
the Lord prayed in the presence of a great people during the 
Passion Week, "Father, glorify thy name!" "there came a voice 
from heaven, saying, | have transfigured him, and will transfigure 
him again." Joh. 12, 28. He had transfigured Him by Christ's 
preaching and miraculous works; He would transfigure Him by 
the accomplished work of redemption, suffering, dying, going to 
hell, resurrection, and ascension. Praise God that we can sing 
in virtue of this transfiguration: 

We know now the stairs that lift up our heads; 

We know well enough how to go to heaven. The 

Saviour goes before, Will not leave us behind, 

He shows us the roads, He breaks a safe course 

for us. (121, 3.) 

About 900 years before Christ's ascension, God gave of the 

same by the ascension of Elia a 
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second example and testimony. Elijah walked around with his 
disciple Elisha beforehand, giving him very important farewell 
speeches. So Christ walked with his disciples for 40 days after the 
resurrection and talked about the kingdom of God. 2 Kings 2. 
Apost. 1, 1-5. The threefold temptation of Elijah, which was upon 
Elisha's faithfulness, reminds us of JEsu's threefold question to 
Peter, "Lovest thou me?" And as Elijah promised the miracle spirit 
to his servant, so also Christ to his disciples. Both came to pass. 
Elijah ascended in the chariot of the holy angels. This chariot also 
received our Saviour. "The chariot of God is many thousand times 
a thousand." Ps. 68:18. Elijah visibly ascended into heaven. 
"Elisha saw it." But after the chariot had gone up a distance, "he 
saw it no more." Christ likewise was "seen to be lifted up." The 
disciples saw him; but then "a cloud took him away from before 
their eyes." 

For the sake of Christ's ascension, our soul also once rides 
"on Elia's" chariot, with angelic host carrying it in their hands, 
surrounded entirely. (Song 443, 3.) 

A third model of Christ's ascension was the entrance of the 
high priest into the holy of holies on the great day of atonement. 
"Aaron shall make an atonement upon his (the altar of incense's) 
horns once in a year with the blood of the sin offering to make an 
atonement. Such an atonement shall be made once a year among 
your seed: for this is the most holy thing unto the LORD." Ex. 
30:10, Deut. 16: "Christ entered not into the holy things which are 
made with hands (which is the antitype of the righteous), but into 
heaven itself, now to appear before the face of God for us." Heb. 
9:24. We sing this also in Hymns 116:6. and 249:8. 

As a fourth and last example of the Ascension of Christ may 
be mentioned the "Sabbath of Blowing" or "Day of Trumpets", 
which was celebrated by God's command on the 1st day of the 7th 
month Tishri, 9 days before the Feast of Atonement. It also formed 
the beginning of the civil New Year. There the priests in the temple 
and in all cities blew much with trumpets or ram's horns, in memory 
of the heavy wars, which Israel had led against the enemies. 3 
Mos. 23, 24. 4 Mos. 29, 1. 2. Ps. 81, 4. Neh. 8, 9-12. With this it is 
foreshadowed that Christ, after he emerged victorious from the 
war against the enemies of our souls as our representative, 
ascended to heaven with shouting and bright trumpets, as David 
says in the 47th Psalm, and will return from there to begin the 
eternal new year. 1 Thess. 4, 16. 2 Cor. 5, 17. Rev. 21, 4. 5. 

Then shall we look with joy on the Saviour, Who by his 
blood and suffering hath opened heaven. (16:2) Then shall 
the day be full of joy, When God shall take us unto himself, 
And make us like unto his Son, As we now confess;

Peter Perengi, a courageous protector of Lutheranism. 


Among the many great men of the Hungarian empire who 
professed the Gospel, especially after the battle of Mohacz, 
The congregation in Madrid had built a modest chapel ofpeter Perengi was distinguished by his resolute confession. He 
sandstone without a tower and bell, mostly with English money,,,.. early inclined to the pure word of God, and about the year 


since the previous hall was not sufficient. Shortly before the 1597 he publicly converted to the Reformation with his sons 
inauguration, a storm of ultramontane spite broke loose, thee ancis, George and Gabriel and his whole family. He was 
mayor voivode in Transylvania, and also had important possessions in 
Upper Hungary. As soon as he himself had experienced the 
grace of the Lord, he also saw to it that his subjects did not suffer 
a lack of spiritual food. Notwithstanding the harsh laws against 
the Lutherans, he not only allowed the new doctrine, as the 
enemies called the old Gospel of Christ, to spread unchecked, 
but also

also provided for the employment of educated and devout 
ministers of the gospel. Through him, the magnates Laelany, 
Mafsaly and Kaspar Dragfi also left the Roman church. The 
latter was especially active and zealous in spreading the Gospel 
among his subjects, and appointed Lutheran preachers and 
scholars to his estates. Although King John and the bishops 
seriously threatened him, he faithfully and steadfastly upheld 
the recognized truth, and remained a friend and protector of 
those who were persecuted for the faith until his death, which 
occurred on January 25, 1545. 

Meanwhile Peter Perengi also continued to work in the 
vineyard of the Lord as the protector of the challenged gospel. 
But the adversaries could not bear the bright glow of the light of 
truth, and since they could not extinguish it themselves, they at 
least wanted to push the lampstand off the mountain. They 
denounced Perengi to King Ferdinand, and succeeded in 
having him thrown into the prison of Winnerisch-Neustadt in 
1542. But even in prison his zeal did not rest, and led many to 
follow the Lord. A letter from Melanchthon to him in 1548, which 
has been preserved, testifies to his faithfulness and intimate 
love for the Savior. In vain, many powerful people of the country, 
finally even the entire Diet, interceded for the innocent prisoner. 
The priests knew how to keep alive and nourish the aroused 
suspicion of the king. Until the year 1548, the faithful confessor 
had to languish in prison; then he was brought to Vienna, where 
he was released from all earthly bonds by death.

Once, when grapes, nuts, peaches, and other fruits were 
served on Luther's table after the meal, and everyone ate them 
with pleasure, he said, "What does our Lord God above in 
heaven say about our sitting here and eating his goods? For he 
hath created us to use them; he requireth nothing else of us, but 
that we acknowledge that they are his goods, and enjoy them 
with thanksgiving.

In 1538 Dr. Johann Cellarius came to Dr. Luther and asked 
for a successor for the preaching post in Bautzen. Luther 
answered: Where to take? Bautzen requires a learned and 
powerful man. Must be a workpiece. So we have neither 
workpieces, nor fillers. If only five pastors died this year, we 
would have no others. Lack of words is to be feared because of 
paucity, and newcomers are to be feared, for they do not always 
succeed.

Not only in external Christianity in general, but also in those 
parts of the church that still call themselves Lutheran, the 
infallible authority of the Holy Scriptures is attacked today. The 
Holy Scriptures are no longer said to be the infallible word of 
God, to which all that is called man must submit in obedience to 
faith, but a book which also contains erroneous opinions of men, 
and of which men therefore could and must be critical. 

Such attacks on the holy Scriptures are nothing new. Pagans 
and apparently unbelievers have always maintained that the 
Scriptures contain errors and contradictions, and that therefore 
the Scriptures cannot be the Word of God. We therefore find both 
the Fathers of the Church and the later teachers of the Church 
occasionally engaged in rejecting these attacks on sacred 
Scripture. But what is new is that in our day the teachers of the 
church, and indeed those who have the greatest reputation, 
make common cause with pagans and unbelievers in attacking 
the holy Scriptures. 

The teachers 
of the church have turned from defenders of sacred Scripture into 
its accusers.

The article of the deity of Christ. 


(Conclusion.) 

One question remains, namely: What are we to think of the 
old and new Arians? And how are we Christians to stand with 
the deniers of the deity of Christ? We have seen that the article 
of the eternal, essential Deity of Christ is testified a 
thousandfold in Scripture. He, therefore, who denies the deity 
of Christ, overthrows all Scripture. We have seen that if Christ 
is not the Son of God and truly God, he is not our Lord and 
Savior and Savior of salvation. He, therefore, who will not let 
Christ be true God, robs the poor consciences of all comfort in 
life and death, and robs them of heaven and blessedness. But 
we have another special word of Scripture in which the Holy 
Spirit expressly, formally, and solemnly pronounces judgment 
on these deceivers of the last days. 

The apostle John writes in his first letter in the second 
chapter, as follows: "Children, it is the last hour; and as ye have 
heard that the antichrist cometh, and now are become many 
antichrists, therefore we perceive that it is the last hour. They 
went out from us, but they were not of us, for if they had been 
of us, they would have remained with us; but that they might be 
made manifest that they were not all of us." "Who is a liar, 
except he deny that JEsus is the Christ? This is the antichrist, 
which denieth the Father and the Son. He that denieth the Son 
hath not the Father. What therefore ye have heard from the 
beginning, let it abide with you. If that which ye have heard from 
the beginning abide with you, ye shall also abide with the Son 
and the Father. And this is the promise which he hath promised 
us, life eternal. These things have | written unto you of them that 
deceive you." V. 18. 19. 
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22-26. Likewise we read 1 John 4:1-6: "Beloved, believe not 
every spirit, but try the spirits whether they are of God: for many 
false prophets are gone out into the world.

We add to this what John says at the close of his first epistle, 
"This (Jesus Christ) is the true God and the eternal life. Little 
children, beware of idols! Amen." 5:20, 21. And in his second 
epistle, "Many deceivers are come into the world, which confess 
not JEsum Christ, that he is come in the flesh. This is the 
deceiver and the antichrist." "He that abideth in the doctrine of 
Christ hath both the Father and the Son. If any man come to you, 
and bring not this doctrine, receive him not at home, neither 
salute him. For he that saluteth him maketh himself partaker of 
his evil works." V. 7. 9-11. 

The apostle writes about the false teachers of the last time, 
which precedes the return of the Lord in glory, about the 
teachers who publicly deny that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of 
God, that the Son of God appeared in the flesh.

He calls them 
antichrists. Antichristianity is a sign of this last hour. St. John 
does not speak here of the one antichrist and antagonist, the 
child of perdition and man of sin, who sits in the midst of the 
temple of God, whom St. Paul prophesies in 2 Thess. 2, but of 
the many antichrists who precede and accompany the Roman 
antichrist. He who denies that Jesus Christ is the Son of God is 
an antichrist, a declared enemy of Christ, and destroys, as much 
as is in him, the kingdom of Christ on earth. And though he 
speaketh the name of Jesus, and speaketh many beautiful 
words of the dear Saviour, yet he curseth Christ, and 
blasphemeth Christ, taking from him his divine honour, and 
treading his divine majesty in the dung. The apostle warns his 
little children, the Christians, against idols.

man's conduct toward the grace of God, but in every respect 
upon God alone. A minister who preaches and pastors 
according to such ungodly doctrine is a wolf and an apostle of 
devils." Ohio thus calls the doctrine which tasted the blood of the 
Son of God, and is every poor sinner's only comfort, the doctrine, 
namely, that a man is converted and saved by God's grace 
alone-this doctrine Ohio calls "ungodly," and a doctrine of "the 
devil's apostles." We do not know if there has ever been more 
blasphemous talk about the main article of Christian doctrine 
outside of Pabstism. 

Is this the position of all the members of the Ohio Synod? 
Surely not! There are certainly many simple-minded Christians 
in the Ohio Synod. And all these believe with us and all 
Christendom on earth that conversion and salvation depend 
solely on God's grace, and not in the thousandth part on the 
conduct of man. They sing their "To God alone be glory" with 
sincere hearts. When we speak of the position of the Ohio 
Synod, we mean that of its spokesmen.

In his translation of the New Testament into the Tamul 
language, the famous East Indian Lutheran missionary Schwarz 
(died 1798) used the help of a native educated Tamul who also 
knew the English language.

The reason that the "Lutheran" must once again make his way 
through our Synod and to the friends and fellow believers, some of 
whom live in distant countries, with signs of mourning is that the dear 
man, who seven months ago had to announce in this place the 
passing of his dear old friend Rudolph Lange with a sad heart, has 
now himself departed from this life, and his unexpected death has 
plunged our entire Synod into deep mourning. Professor Martin 
Gunther passed away gently and blessedly on Whit Monday, May 22, 
shortly after noon. As late as the morning of the day mentioned, he 
had preached on the delicious gospel of Pentecost Monday in the 
church of the Bethlehem congregation here, of which he was 
assistant preacher. Cheerful and joyful, he had taken leave of his 
companions that morning, although he had not enjoyed the best of 
physical well-being during the weeks that had recently passed. 
During the sermon, however, he was overcome by a weakness that 
forced him to hurry to the end. After the service he recovered 
sufficiently to feel strong enough to start on his way home, and 
refused the escort offered him in the parsonage as unnecessary. On 
the journey, however, the weakness again got the better of him, and 
when he entered his apartment, his relatives were extremely shocked 
and dismayed by his strikingly changed appearance. He complained 
of great fatigue and oppression of the chest. The remedies applied 
by a physician, who was hurriedly sent for, afforded him some relief, 
and with the explanation that he was tired and

He lay down on the sofa in his study room. Soon, 
however, the bystanders noticed that the sleep that was 


to embrace him was the slumber of death, and after half 
an hour everything was over. A heart ailment, which had 
probably been developing for some time, had come to a 
rapid conclusion and had put a quick end to the life of the 
man who was so dear to us all. Yes, a quick, but 
nevertheless a beautiful, blessed end of his earthly life 
was granted to our dear Professor Giinther. In the midst 
of his work, and indeed from the occupation which had 
always remained the dearest to him, from the activity of a 
preacher of the Christian congregation, and in his 
workroom, in which he was accustomed to spend most of 
the hours of the day and night, and without having felt the 
nearness of death, tasted the bitterness of death, he was 
called home to the rest of the accomplished, to the eternal 
holiday of the faithful servants of God. - On Thursday, 
May 25, we laid his disembodied body to rest in God's 
graveyard, where his co-workers Walther, Schaller and 
Lange, who had hurried ahead of him, were also 
slumbering towards the joyful resurrection morning. After 
a short funeral service in the house from which Walther's 
body had been carried six years ago, the coffin was 
carried by students into the nearby seminary building and 
placed on the catafalque, where Walther, Schaller and 
Lange had also taken a short rest. The transfer of the 
body was followed by a service in the auditorium of the 
Seminary, in which Prof. Pieper held the speech printed 
elsewhere in this paper, and which was attended by the 
family of the deceased, the teachers and students of our 
institution, and members of the local congregations. 


Representatives of the teaching colleges of other 
institutions of our synod, as well as pastors and 
parishioners from near and far attended. In the afternoon 
at two o'clock, after a short farewell ceremony in the 
cloister of the institution building between the teaching 
halls, the body was led into the church of the congregation 
of the Holy Cross, where before a large congregation Mr. 
Pastor C. C. Schmidt preached the funeral sermon on the 
text Mal. 2, 5. 6. held the funeral sermon. On the 
graveyard, Pastor Jos. Schmidt, as the delegate of the 
congregation in Saginaw, which the deceased had served 
as pastor for twelve years, spoke a few heart-moving 
words, and Pastor Janzow celebrated the funeral liturgy. - 

Thus we have briefly reported to the readers of the 
"Lutheran" on the blessed departure and burial of this 
faithful servant of Christ and His Church, who, in addition 
to his teaching activity in our seminary, did the main work 
in the editing of this paper for twenty years. We mourn his 
departure; but we bow under God's mighty hand and say:

Especially in the doctrine of the way of salvation do we have 
to confess the revealed truth to modern error. 
The character of modern theology consists in the fact that, 
under the pretence of giving man 


The Church is not willing to allow itself to be degraded into a 
machine that ascribes to man, in whole or in part, what belongs 
to God alone; that it allows man to cooperate where God alone 
works. This was already apparent in the doctrine of inspiration. 
The Scriptures are not to be purely God's word, spoken by God 
through men as his mere instruments, but a product that has 
come into being through the cooperation of God and man, and 
is therefore partly God's word and partly man's word. So also in 
the doctrine of salvation. Conversion and salvation are not to 
depend solely on God's grace, but are to be a product of the 
cooperation of God and man. And as, on the supposition that 
the Scriptures are partly the word of God and partly the word of 
man, man is made the judge of the Scriptures, so, on the 
supposition that God and man work together for conversion, 
man's action or conduct is made the decisive factor in 
conversion and the attainment of blessedness. What results is 
this: our blessedness is not to be in God's hand of grace, but in 
our own hand. People have not been afraid to say that 
conversion and blessedness rest in the last analysis on man's 
own decision or good conduct. This is the general character of 
the modern Lutheran doctrine of salvation, in so far as it differs 
from the doctrine of the Church of the Reformation. 

We decisively renounce every doctrine which assumes the 
participation of man in his conversion, as a radical falsification 
of the whole of Christianity. 


Our doctrine of conversion. 


We believe, on the basis of the Scriptures, that the natural 
man is not merely half-dead, but dead - really dead - in sins; that 
the natural man does not reach out to salvation in Christ, but 
considers it foolishness, and resists it as much as is in him. 
Therefore, on the basis of Scripture, we hold fast with our 
confession that every conversion that comes about is not half, 
nor the fourth, nor even the thousandth part, due to man's 
cooperation or good conduct, but is "in solidum" a work of the 
Holy Spirit, who accomplishes it in us with his almighty power of 
grace through the means of grace. We believe with all our hearts 
that God, who caused light to shine out of darkness, has given 
a bright light to our hearts. That we should come to believe in 
Christ is according to the working of his mighty power, which he 
wrought in Christ, when he raised him from the dead. Since we 
were dead in sins, he - God - has made us alive together with 


Christ. Conversion is not a repair of the old man or an excitation 
of the slumbering powers of man, but a rebirth wrought by God, 
the awakening of a spiritually dead man, the establishment of a 


new Spiritual life. 
It has been cried out to us: What gulf are you creating 
between the natural man and the Christian? Have you no 


understanding at all for what is naturally good in man, for 
righteousness and honesty, and for the strivings for virtue which 
are still to be found in the natural man?

What do we find in the natural man? We certainly recognize - 
also with our confession - a civil justice in the natural man. We 
also hold it in high esteem as a precious, indeed as the most 
precious, good in the realm of the state or civil life. But all natural 
civil righteousness is neither a part of conversion nor a 
preparation for it. All human striving, even in its noblest form, 
remains in the realm of the flesh. The spirit never comes out of 
the flesh. No training, education, culture, logic, psychology, or 
metaphysics can elicit the spirit from the flesh, because - well, 
because it is not in it. What is born of the flesh is and remains 
flesh. Only that which is born of the Spirit is spirit. Only God's 
omnipotent hand of grace can overpress the gulf between flesh 
and spirit that is insurmountable to man. There is only one thing 
man can do in this transaction. He can hinder God's work of 
grace. For example, the more he tries to send himself to grace 
by his righteousness, the farther he steps from grace, and the 
more he tries to measure the mystery of grace by reason, the 
more foolish it seems to him. As our confession says: "Though 
the most sensible and learned men on earth read or hear the 
gospel of the Son of God and the promise of eternal 
blessedness, yet they cannot by their own powers hear, 
understand, comprehend, or believe the same; but the more 
diligence and earnestness they use, and try to comprehend 
these spiritual things with their reason, the less they understand 
and believe, and consider such things to be foolishness or fables 
only, before they are enlightened and taught by the Holy Spirit." 

But here we are countered, "Neither do we mean any 
cooperation to conversion, or self-decision for conversion, from 
natural, but from spiritual powers, given beforehand by God's 
grace. Grace is everything to us!" In this form the error holds 
many captive in our time. The fact that conversion is not thought 
to have been wrought by grace soon becomes apparent in many 
ways. It is supposed that human participation, self-decision, 
good conduct, etc., explain to human reason why, among men, 
some are converted before others. But good conduct merely 
wrought by grace would not_explain why some are converted 
before others. Then, too, good conduct itself is expressly 
contrasted with grace, in that conversion is said to depend not 
only on God's grace, but in some measure also on man's 
conduct. In short, this doctrine, that man's conversion depends 
on man's cooperation, self-decision, or good conduct, is based 
on the denial of "by grace alone". 

But, they finally counter us: ‘After all, if conversion is wrought 
by grace alone, we cannot understand why then all men are not 
converted!’ We reply: We know this much, that it is God's grace, 
and God's grace alone, which has converted us; and on the other 
hand we know that it is the fault of men, and of men alone, and 
not due to any lack of grace, if men are not converted.

Among these ecclesiastical ordinances is also the custom of 


having godparents at Baptism. This institution was first 
established for the sake of infant baptism, and it is mentioned as 
early as the beginning of the third century after the birth of Christ. 
In the baptism of adults, the actual act of baptism was preceded 
by the pronouncement of the devil, the profession of faith, and 
the pronouncement of the desire to be baptized on the part of 
the person to be baptized. Besides

In addition, the children, when they grow up, are to be taught 
their baptismal vows and, in connection with them, the main 
points of the entire Christian doctrine. For this reason, it was 
also the duty of the godparents, in the case of the death of the 
parents, to take care of the Christian education of the child, and 
finally also to testify to the children the correctness of the 
baptism performed on them. Just as the godparents brought the 
child to holy baptism, they also carried it before the throne of 
God in heartfelt prayer. This order of the godparents has now 
also been retained by the Lutheran Church and is a beautiful 
and praiseworthy institution, which, however, should also be 
used in the right way. In order to achieve this, it is necessary to 
be clear about what the office of the patrons entails. 

First of all, it is their office to bring the child to blessed 
baptism and to pray for it, as Dr. M. Luther instructs us so 
beautifully in the preface to his little baptismal book, saying: "But 
see to it that you stand there in right faith, hear God's word, and 
pray earnestly; for where the priest speaks, 'Let us pray,’ he 
ever admonishes you that you should pray with him: Wherever 
the priest says, 'Let us pray,’ he warns you to pray with him. 
Also the words of his prayer shall speak with him unto God in 
his heart, all the priests, and they that stand round about. 
Therefore the priest should speak these prayers clearly and 
slowly, so that the godparents can hear and hear them, and the 
godparents should also pray with the priest with one accord in 
their hearts, carry the child's distress most earnestly before 
God, stand up with all their might for the child against the devil, 
and make it a matter of earnestness for them, which is no 
disgrace to the devil. 

Furthermore, it is the office of the godparents to answer the 
questions concerning the denial of the devil, the profession of 
faith, and the desire for baptism in place of the child. It is true 
that here the pastor does not actually deal with the godparents 
themselves, but rather with the child, but the godparents answer 
in the child's place. They should therefore also believe that the 
child receives true faith in Christ in holy baptism, and should 
therefore certainly not take such persons as godparents who 
deny the power of infant baptism. 

Furthermore, it is the duty of the godparents to see to it, as 
much as is in them, that the baptized child is instructed in 
Christian doctrine and learns to understand his baptismal 
covenant. This duty, it is true, only arises if the parents of the 
child die before the child has received Christian instruction; but 
the godparents should also seek to provide for the Christian 
instruction of the children by exhortation and petition if the 
parents, as so often happens here, are careless enough to 
neglect the instruction of their children. The old German name 
for godparents reminds us of this duty: "Gevatter", i.e. co-father. 

Finally, the godparents should also testify to the growing 
child that it has been baptized in the right way. 

From these duties to be assumed by the godparents it is 
evident that no Lutheran Christian can in good conscience 
assume the position of godparent at the baptism of an infant in 
a false-believing church, even if it bears the name "Lutheran" 
and the baptism is in itself right. He knows that there can be but 
one right doctrine, but one truth, and as this he recognizes the 
doctrine of the 


Lutheran Church. How, then, can he promise, in the event of the 
death of the parents, to have the child brought up in a false 
religion? That would be to deny his confession, just as the 
participation in an act of worship by false believers is a denial of 
the truth. The situation is somewhat different, however, in the 
case where an otherwise well-meaning member of an irreligious 
church community appears as a baptismal witness at a baptism 
in the Lutheran church, in that such a person thereby 
exceptionally participates in a worship act in the midst of the 
orthodox church. Nevertheless, for various reasons, a Lutheran 
Christian should have misgivings about asking an unbeliever to 
be his godparent, since he can thereby give the appearance that 
the differences of doctrine and confession matter little, and 
since, moreover, even if the unbeliever were to promise now to 
have the child educated in Lutheran doctrine, he could easily 
later feel misgivings in his conscience about keeping his 
promise. Therefore, we should only ask such persons to be 
godparents to our children who are in communion with orthodox 
Evangelical Lutheran congregations. Legally banned persons, 
blasphemers, enemies of the church, notorious unbelievers and 
vicious persons; also children who have not yet communicated 
may under no circumstances be used as godparents.

I. America. 

Pastor Chr. L. Eberhardt passed away from this life in 
Saginaw, Mich. He came to America in 1860 as a twenty-nine-year- 
old man after a four-year stay in the Basel Mission House, began 
his work here in the service of the church as a traveling preacher, 
participated in the founding of the Michigan Synod on December 
10, 1860, and became pastor of a congregation of 30 members in 
Saginaw, Mich. on New Year's Day 1862, which he then served 
until the end of his life.

If, instead of decreeing from 
on high over the congregation, they had discussed the matter in 
an ordinary congregational meeting on the basis of the 
Scriptures, they would obviously have been able to avoid or at 
least eliminate much confusion. 


From Egypt comes the news that Brugsch Pascha, the 
explorer of Egyptian antiquity, found stone slabs in the Nile 
valley near Lucksor, on which it is told in ancient Egyptian writing 
that for seven years the Nile did not overflow its banks and thus 
the farmland remained unfertilized, so that a terrible famine 
arose. According to some other data of these inscriptions 
Brugsch Pascha transfers their emergence into the time of 1900 
before Christ, which coincides temporally with the immigration 
of the sons of Jacob to Egypt and the governorship of Joseph.

The doctrines of sin and grace, more specifically, the 
doctrines of conversion, justification, and election by grace have 
been at the forefront of the church's struggle in the last two 
decades. But we are also still continually prompted to examine 
the right 


ecclesiology 
and what is connected with it, to confess the doctrine which 
chiefly occupied our fathers in the first two decades of their 
ecclesiastical ministry. 

The right doctrine of the church, like all the doctrines of the 
Word of God, is also exceedingly simple. The sum of the whole 
doctrine, which we have to hold fast against the manifold errors, 
is contained in the answer to two questions. These are the 
questions, "What is the church?" and "Whom on earth did Christ 
originally invest with all church power?" 

What is the church? The church is nothing more and nothing 
less than the community of believers. The church is not a sum 
of ecclesiastical orders, institutions, etc., but the sum of the 
believers in Christ. The church is not an external organization, 
an "institution," as people like to express it nowadays, in which 
the Christians form only a more or less essential part, yes, they 
can even be completely absent, but the church is the wonderful 
community of believing people here on earth, hidden from the 
eyes of men. Whoever among men, from the setting of the sun 
to its setting, believes in Christ as his Saviour through the action 
of the Holy Spirit, is a member of the church, even if he should 
err in some points of Christian doctrine through weakness, 
should find himself in an unbelieving outward fellowship, and 
should be very frail in life. On the other hand: He who does not 
believe in Christ does not belong to the church, but is in the 
kingdom of the devil, even if he should have the right head 
knowledge in all articles of doctrine and be a consistorial 
councilor or also SUMMUS episcopus in the church. He who 
does not have Christ's Spirit is not his, even if he should have 
everything else. He who is not a born-again Christian is not a 
member of the church, and if he should otherwise be everything

The entirety of those who are filled with spiritual life through the 
indwelling of the Holy Spirit in faith in Christ, and who are 
continually being filled anew. 

This is of the utmost importance. The fact that this only 
scriptural concept of the church, which was formerly familiar 
even to children of seven, has been abandoned as a spiritualistic 
one, and the concept of the church as an external institution has 
been introduced in its place, is soon bitterly avenged. Now, 
instead of the unity and purity of doctrine, the maintenance of 
external ecclesiastical custom is emphasized. Then, instead of 
confessing the truth, one makes the preservation of external 
church peace a duty of conscience for Christians. For the 
building of the church as an outward institution one may, of 
course, use the arm of secular authority, the whole state-church 
apparatus, outward coercion, human orders, yes, even probably

hand, it is held that the church is no more and no less than the 
spiritual fellowship of believers in Christ, that therefore the 
church is built when a soul becomes a believer in its Saviour, 
and believers are fortified in the faith, and that the church is 
damaged, | say that where this knowledge is held fast, first, last, 
and always, care is taken that the gospel be preached purely, 
and that the sacraments be administered rightly, as by which 
alone faith in Christ is produced and preserved. There one 
exercises discipline in doctrine and life. The false teachers are 
constantly confronted as the worst enemies of the church. They 
are diligent in training such teachers and preachers who can 
teach God's Word purely and truthfully. They do not despise 
ecclesiastical ordinances, especially those that have to be made 
where a number of Christians live together, but they attach value 
to them only in so far as they serve the course of the word, and 
they change them and abolish them as soon as they no longer 
serve this purpose or are contrary to it and thus hinder the 
building of the church, which is the congregation of the faithful. 
And lastly - and this is not the least important thing - where it is 
held that the church is not an outward institution, but the 
congregation of believers, every one who is in the outward 
fellowship of the church examines himself in his closet, whether 
he himself also stands in the faith, and belongs to the fellowship 
of believers, apart from which there is no salvation, since it is 
written, "He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life; but 
he that believeth not the Son shall not see life, but the wrath of 
God abideth on him." (John 3:36.) 

The second question is this: "Whom _on earth has Christ 
enfeoffed with the spiritual power that exists in the Church, e.g., 
the power to appoint preachers, to exclude impenitent sinners, 
and to absolve penitent ones, to establish orders, etc.?" Is it the 
pope?

The keeping open of the World's Fair on 


Sundays has been the subject of much discussion in the 
ecclesiastical papers of the whole country during the recent past 
weeks, and by far most of the ecclesiastical bodies which held 
their meetings during this time, not excluding the "Lutheran 
General Synod," have passed resolutions on this subject. 
Almost all of the aforementioned statements were directed 
against keeping the exhibition open on Sundays, and there were 
two main reasons given for this. One reason was that the 
World's Fair was partly based on a contract with the state 
government; in this contract it was stipulated that the 
government would contribute $2,500,000 to defray the 
expenses of the enterprise, but that the exhibition would have to 
remain closed on Sundays; thus the administration of the 
exhibition would be guilty of a breach of contract by keeping it 
open on Sundays, indeed, since the government had actually 
taken the organization of this exhibition at least partly into its 
own hands, keeping it open on Sundays would be a rebellion 
against the government, which the government should, if 
necessary, counter by force. Whether this justification is valid,

keeping open of the Exhibition on Sundays is a Sabbath- 
desecrating abomination, by which our country brings a curse 
upon itself, and which therefore the Government ought not to 
permit. "The Lord's Day," says an ecclesiastical paper, "is one 
of the really necessary points of contact between Church and 
State. Under our Constitution, and according to the spirit and life 
of our government, the State is bound to uphold and defend the 
sanctity of the Sabbath. ... Whatsoever shall touch the 
inviolability of the Lord's day, take away one letter or tittle of its 
holiness, or in the least obscure its true purpose and use, is a 
blow against Christianity." On this second argument we do not 
leave the jurists to decide, but is already decided with us as on 
an entirely false doctrine, contrary to God's clear word, based 
on aconflation of 
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Christianity and Judaism, and in this application amounts to a 
blending of church and state. The matter is rather that Sunday, 
as a religious holiday, does not concern the state at all, and is 
not even prescribed by God for us Christians as a holiday; that 
rather, as certainly as God has earnestly commanded that we 
should hear the sermon and his word, just as certainly God has 
not set a certain day on which this is to be done, nor has he said 
that it must be one out of seven or one out of ten days. We 
strongly protest against assigning to the State the right or duty 
of legislating anything of worship, whether it be a day, or a 
doctrine, or an act; and while we might well adduce other 
reasons for closing the Exposition and other business on 
Sunday, we would rather see the World's Fair open seven, or, if 
it were possible, eight days in the week, than that it should 
remain closed on Sunday on a false doctrine of Sunday, or on 
account of a mixture of Church and State. A. G. 

The Presbyterians, during their recent general synod 
in Washington, D. C., have put on trial their professor Dr. Briggs 
who for years has sacrilegiously tried his secular knife on the 
Holy Scriptures, and condemned him as a dangerous false 
teacher. We Lutheran Christians may also heartily rejoice in 
this. It is true that the Presbyterians, as Calvinists, are afflicted 
with many errors in doctrine, and because we must recognize 
these errors as such and reject them, we must not enter into 
ecclesiastical fellowship with those who cherish and hold such 
errors, even though we may not deny or abandon any part of 
the recognized truth. But inasmuch as the Presbyterians still 
acknowledge the Holy Scriptures as God's Word, and inasmuch 
as on the basis of God's Word so many essentials of Christian 
truth are still preached in their churches that a man who adheres 
to them can stand in faith and be saved, we still recognize this 
community as a Christian church, and know that among these 
Presbyterians God also has his faithful children. And we rejoice 
in this, although we must remain separated from their 
community for the sake of the errors that cling to it. But the devil 
does it the other way round; he rejoices over the errors which 
have grown out of his tares, and is angry over every bit of truth 
which is found in the irreligious churches. And as God does not 
want anyone to be lost, so Satan does not want anyone to be 
saved. That is why he not only seeks to destroy the purity of 
doctrine in the orthodox church and to introduce errors that are 
dangerous to the soul, but he is also out to rob the unbelieving 
churches one piece after another of the blessed truth they still 
have, until he has taken everything from them and only error is 
left and now no one can be saved in such a community. This is 
also what he has in mind with such people as Dr. Briggs; and 
therefore we are justly glad that even among the Presbyterians 
there are still people who watch the devil and his tools and stand 
up manfully and decisively for such pieces of truth as they still 
have, especially also for the fundamental truth that the holy 
Scriptures are God's Word. Unfortunately, the false teacher 
Briggs, condemned by his church, still remains a professor of 
theology; for the institution at which he stands and teaches his 
error belongs to a society which will probably care as little for 
the judgment of its church as Prof. Briggs does.

However, it happens again and again that 
disciples of this new healing art have to stand trial because 
people who have entrusted themselves to them, or children who 
have been entrusted to them by foolish or deceived parents, have} 
died miserably.

The third edition of the present booklet is preprinted with a preface, 
which best informs about the contents of the booklet and serves to 
recommend it. It reads as follows: The increased demand made a third, 
larger edition of the present booklet necessary. Just as this booklet arose 
out of the need to give confirmands a guide to self-examination, it is now 
already used in many places at the end of confirmation classes, in the 
specific preparation for confession and the Lord's Supper, and has 
become a handbook for many young and old confirmands, which they 
reach for when they want to send themselves to the sacrament. The 
recommendation given in his time in the "Luthe- . raner" should be 
sufficient to draw the attention of pastors to this help book, so that they 
examine it for its usefulness. It must be important to them that all who 
come to Holy Communion undertake the necessary self-examination 
seriously and correctly.

The law of God is 
here applied to the heart and life of Christians according to its simple 
meaning and understanding. The table of examinations presented here 
avoids the error of similar lists of sins, such as are found in other 
"Communion books," which make many things sinful to the reader and 
observer, which are not sin, while the serious, weighty points are not 
sufficiently put in light." 

The instruction on communion from the epistle of the blessed Dr. 
Walther, which is added to the prefaces, will be a welcome addition to 
many. Likewise, as an appendix: "The Solemn Vows of Godly 
Confirmands,” which will be handy in preparation for Confirmation and will 
serve as a perpetual reminder.

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As he was faithful, conscientious and punctual in his office, so 
he also proved himself to be a faithful, humble Christian in his 
dealings with others. He was friendly, peaceable, unselfish. 
Personal insults and offenses he could easily take in his stride 
and forget. He presided well over his own house. And in this his 
conduct was "upright." There was nothing else at the bottom of 
it than that he well recognized his sin and weakness, and against 
it he comforted himself daily in the rich grace of God in Christ. 
From this knowledge of faith flowed the earnest desire and will 
to live in honor of God, to serve his Lord Jesus, to devour himself 
in his service, and to seek no other reward than that which the 
Lord has promised his faithful servants by grace. This is the 
good testimony which we must give to him who has passed 
away. 

But is this something so special and praiseworthy? someone 
might ask. That may well be enough for an ordinary Christian 
man, even for an ordinary pastor. But one should be able to say 
more and greater things about a professor of theology. Was the 
deceased also a man of progress? Did he also break with the 
old faith, and in exchange devise new wisdom, shed new light, 
and develop new doctrines, and thereby cause a stir and make 
a name for himself? Now, these are the things in which many 
teachers in high schools now seek their glory; of the deceased, 
however, we cannot say the like. But far from wishing to lament 
this, we rather praise it in him. That he did not teach his students 
new wisdom, but led them unwaveringly to the source of the old 
wisdom, which is of God; that he did not seek to put a new light 
on the future teachers of the Church, but only ever strove to 
make them rightly see and know the light of grace of the Gospel; 
that he did not develop new doctrines, but directed all his labor 
to introduce his students to the old doctrines of the Church as 
they are set forth in the Catechism and other confessional 
writings, and to make them quite certain of them from God's 
Word; that, finally, in his writing in The Lutheran and elsewhere, 
he was always anxious to steer toward the new light and the 
new wisdom, and to present the old catechism doctrines to the 
dear Christians again and again, thereby preserving them: this, 
this very thing is what we praise in him, and testify as something 
great of him. For what is it with all the so-called new wisdom in 
matters of faith and doctrine? What about the much-vaunted 
new light, the new ways and paths in theology? All the 
foolishness of the perverse heart of man, all the darkness from 
the realm of lies, all the false ways to keep men in the night of 
sin and to lead them astray into death and eternal destruction. 
But the ancient wisdom of God's Word, the testimony of the 
Lord, makes even the foolish wise. The light of Scripture alone 
makes the day dawn and the morning star rise in hearts. It is the 
ancient truth of Christ's word alone that makes men free and 
God's children, that makes them holy and blessed. Therefore it 
is a good testimony, something great and glorious, that we must

Now to what purpose is this consideration? It serves, we 
said, for the glory of God, but for our comfort and admonition. 

For must not the question come to our minds in this 
consideration: Who made the deceased what he was? Who 
endowed him with gifts and abilities, gave him spiritual 
understanding and wisdom, and so directed his heart that he 
served the church in simplicity and godliness? To this God 
himself gives us this answer in our text, "My covenant was with 
him for life and peace; and | gave him the fear, that he might 
fear me, and put my name in awe." It was the work of the Lord 
in and upon him. He equipped him with natural gifts. But above 
all, he gave him the right mind and heart. He taught him to know 
rightly the truth that makes blessed, and to take hold of it in living 
faith, and to walk himself in the way which he taught. The Lord 
planted in his heart the fear and respect for God's word that 
characterized him, and kept him against many temptations. The 
Lord gave this servant to his church and blessed it richly through 
his many years of service. To him alone is due all honor and the 
sincerest thanks of our hearts. 

But this consideration has another fruit. It is a comfort to us. 
Death is the wages of sin. Temporal death is by its nature the 
beginning of God's judgment on the sinner. That is why we 
Christians also often feel a secret shudder before death, and a 
solemn seriousness comes over us as often as death demands 
a sacrifice from us. For we are involuntarily reminded that we 
too must die and enter God's judgment. How comforting, 
therefore, it is to us, and must be to us, that we can speak and 
boast of this dead person in truth, as we have done. For the 
testimony which we bear to him is such a testimony as praises 
God himself as good and praiseworthy. It gives us assurance 
that the deceased was a truly faithful Christian, who was in favor 
and pleasing to God; that he was a faithful servant of Christ, 
whom the Lord received at the steps of eternity with the greeting, 
"O thou devout and faithful servant, thou hast been faithful over 
a few things, | will set thee over many things.

But we have reason to consider a few secondary questions 
oncerning the doctrine of the church. 
How _many Christians have all spiritual power? Is it the 
niversal church? Is it the church of a whole country? Or is it a 
hole synod? It 
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this is actually a strange question, since it is certain that 
believers, as believers, have everything, and that it therefore 
does not matter whether they are many or few. But we must 
answer this strange question in view of the error that has arisen. 
Either the church as a whole, or only the church of a whole 
country or region, or only a whole synod, has been granted 
ecclesiastical power. God has answered this question quite 
explicitly in His Word. Christ, Matth. 18, calls the local 
congregation the congregation or church to which he has given 
the keys of the kingdom of heaven and thus all spiritual authority. 
"Where two or three are gathered together in my name, there am 
| in the midst of them." Larger ecclesiastical bodies, such as 
synods, have only so much power as is delegated to them by the 
local congregations. To ascribe to the church of a country, or to 
a synod, a supremacy over the local congregations, according 
to divine right, is a principle of the most fearful consequence. It 
is the principle on which the Papacy is founded. Just as the 
public office of preaching is the only divinely ordained office in 
the church, so the local congregation gathered around this office 
of preaching is the only divinely ordained external community. 
The connection in which the congregations of a country or 
several countries enter into with one another is only a human 
order. 

Recently, of course, the local church has again been called 
an "indeterminate quantity". But this is not a matter of human 
sayings and opinions, but of the Word of God. God's Word does 
not only speak of the universal church, but also of local churches. 
When Scripture says, for example, that God the Father has 
made Christ "the head of the church over all his body," it is 
speaking of the church as a whole, that is, of the whole body of 


believers from the setting of the sun to its setting. But the 
Scriptures also speak of churches or congregations in the plural. 
It speaks, for instance, of the churches in Asia, 1 Cor. 16, 19.; of 
the churches in Macedonia, 2 Cor. 8, 1.; of the church of God at 
Corinth, 1 Cor. 1, 2.; of the church at Jerusalem, Apost. 8, 1. 
Matt. 18, 17. we read, "Tell the church." In all these passages 
we are speaking of local or particular churches. We are all 
speaking to Scripture when we speak of local churches. And it is 
to the local church that the Scriptures ascribe the keys of the 


kingdom of heaven and all that goes with it. Matt. 18. The first 


ecclesiastical election of which we are told in the Acts of the 
Apostles is an election made by the local church. Apost. 6. the 
local churches elect elders, i. e. pastors, at the instigation of the 
apostles, Apost. 14. the local church was commissioned to put 
away the wicked (1 Cor. 5) and to absolve the penitent (2 Cor. 
2). The local church is reminded by the apostle to see to it that 
the public ministry is rightly administered in their midst. (Col. 
4:17.) 

What then is the relationship between the universal church and 
the local churches? The sum of the local churches, with the 
addition of the individual souls who are cut off from all external 
communion with local churches, is the universal church. Even 
the local church does not consist of 


believers and hypocrites, but only of believers. The hypocrites 
are only mixed with the local churches according to the outer 


community. 

The Holy Scripture teaches this as clearly as possible. St. 
Paul calls the local church in Corinth "the church of God in 
Corinth, the sanctified in Christ Jesus" (1 Cor. 1, 2.), and the 
local church in Rome "the beloved of God and called saints". 


(Rom. 1:7.) Dr. Walther is therefore in entire agreement with 
Scripture when he defines a local Evangelical Lutheran 
congregation thus: "A local Evangelical Lutheran congregation 
is an assembly of believing Christians in a certain place, where 
God's Word is preached purely, and the holy sacraments are 
administered according to Christ's institution, according to the 
Gospel." The hypocrites, as they are not members of the 
universal church, the one holy Christian church, so they are not 
members of the local church, but are mixed with it only according 
to the outward, visible communion. This is the basis of our 
practice, which is to admit into the local church only those whom 
we can consider Christians by love, and to exclude those whose 
unbelief has become manifest. The hypocrites who are mixed 
with the local church, even if they do not repent, are not saved 
but condemned. The spiritual rights with which Christ has 
endowed the local church do not belong to them either, but only 
to the true believers. What the hypocrites mixed with the local 
church do rightly in the order of Christ, they do in the name of 
the truly believing children of God who make up the church. 


Visible and Invisible Church. 


Since the church is nothing other than the congregation of 
believers, as our confession on the basis of Scripture expresses 
it, and since only God, the Proclaimer of the heart, knows those 
who truly believe, the church is and always remains invisible in 
this life. If the church has been called partly invisible and partly 
visible, this is either based on a wrong concept of "church," in 
that by church one understands not the sum of believing men, 
but a sum of external, ecclesiastical orders, or one is in a 
spiritual confusion, in that one confuses that which is connected 
with the church - whether necessarily or accidentally - with the 
church itself. Thus one has wanted to ascribe a "visible side" to 
the church, because the word of God and the sacraments are 
audible and visible. Now it is true, of course, that the Word of 
God and the sacraments are necessarily connected with the 
church. They are, after all, the means of grace by which the 
church is begotten and preserved. The word of God and the 
sacraments are therefore also the marks of the church. We seek 
the wheat field where the wheat is sown. Thus we look for the 
Church, the congregation of believers, where the seed of the 
Church is, the means of grace by which children of God are born 
and nourished. And that where the word of God has found a 
place, we do not look in vain for children of God, we know from 
the promise of God, that his word shall not return empty, but 
shall accomplish what it is sent to do. But as little as we call the 
air and daily bread a part or side of man, though man cannot live 
without these things, so little do we call the means of grace a 
part or side of man. 
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visible side of the church. The church is nothing other than the 
congregation of believers. Thus we do not "volatilize" the 
church, as we are accused of doing, but leave her standing in 
all her God-size and hidden glory. We may not see her, but we 
believe her, on the basis of the Word of God. We know also 
assuredly that she is the most real power in this world, around 
which everything revolves. We know that the whole world and 
all that is in it is but a scaffolding for the building of the Church. 
We know that the Church, in spite of its invisibility, is the most 
firmly established building, against which not only men, but also 
all devils, storm in vain. The visible institutions, even the 
mightiest earthly kingdoms, have come and gone. The Church 
has remained - remained the same - under all the changes and 
proceedings of earthly kingdoms, and will remain until the last 
day. And when, by the command of the Lord of the Church, we 
go forth with the gospel to build the Church, we know that we 
are not building into the air, but are inserting one stone after 
another into the wonderful structure of the Church. And when 
the building is completed, when the last soul has been 
converted, then the Lord of the Church will visibly return and pull 
away the covering that has covered the City of God to our 
physical eyes, and we will then also behold the City of God in its 
perfected beauty and glory. In the meantime we believe what 
we shall see later. 

But can we not speak of visible church communities here on 
earth? Not only can we, but we must speak so. The Christians 


of a place should not each stand alone, but should also enter 
into outward fellowship with one another. They are to raise up 
among themselves the public ministry of preaching, and to rally 
around the same in visible fellowship. Those who persist_in 
making themselves invisible, that is, who do not want to enter 
into the external fellowship of the local church, reveal that they 
do not belong to the church, that is, to the congregation of 
believers. The outward union of Christians into the local church 
is divine order. Christians may unite in Christian freedom in 
larger ecclesial communities, e.g. in synods, but they must unite 
in local congregations according to divine order. Thus we also 
rightly speak of visible church communities. 

So you do have two churches, one visible and one invisible, 
we are told. Not at all! We keep one church. Since we human 
beings cannot, nor ought we to, look into one another's hearts, 
we hold, in love, all those to be members of the church who 
confess the true faith with us and do not retract the confession 
of the mouth by their conduct. But we are aware that in the sight 
of God only those are members of the church in whose hearts 
truly dwells the faith which the mouth confesses.

I. America. 

The Norwegian Synod was assembled as a general 
synod in Chicago from June 16. Rev. Preus, who has now held 
the office of synodal president for 31 years, presented a 
gratifying presidential 
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report. According to this report, the Synod has experienced an 
increase of 79 congregations and 49 pastors in the course of the 
last three years; the finances are good; in the Indian school in 
Wittenberg, Wis., 164 children were baptized and 23 confirmed; 
two Indian boys have also been registered for admission to the 
high school in Decorah. The missionary work among the 
Scandinavian seamen, the emigrants, the Mormons, the 
Negroes, the heathens in distant parts of the world, and the 
extensive inner mission has continued; $906 has flowed into a 
church building fund founded last year. The publishing house has 
brought in a net profit of $10,000. The Synod's main coffers are 
in excellent shape, although a large collection was levied just last 
year to pay off debts. - In the theological seminary at Minneapolis, 
16 students passed their leaving examinations in June. Prof. Stub 
left for Norway on June 12. A.. G. 

The General Synod in Canton also held doctrinal 
discussions. A catechism proposal gave rise to this. In this 
catechism, on page 100, there is the question and answer from 
our Small Catechism: "What is confession? Confession 
comprehends two things in itself," etc., almost word for word as 
in the English translation of the Synodal Conference. Against the 
doctrine expressed in this piece of the Catechism objections 
arose, and on two days it was disputed whether the called 
servants of Christ have power to forgive sins. One would think 
that since the Lord Jesus said to His disciples, "Whose soever 
sins ye remit, they are remitted unto them," this question 
would be answered for every Lutheran Christian for all time. But 
let us hear some sayings from the proceedings of the "Lutheran" 
General Synod. Dr. Rhodes said, "On page 100 it expressly says 
that we receive forgiveness from the pastor. This language, | 
assure you, will never be adopted by the church, and will never 
bring peace." Dr. Miller spoke thus, "God forbid that | should stand 
before my boy and say to him that | could forgive sins." And a Mr. 
Searles confessed, "| do not pretend to know much of 
Protestantism and Catholicism, or even much of Luther; but | shall 
never be made to teach my children that the minister can forgive 
sins like God himself." On other sides, however, the Lutheran 
doctrine was advocated; but the final result of the negotiations 
was, that the objectionable delicious piece of Lutheran catechism 
was discarded, and in its place a question and answer was 
inserted, in which, with regard to the disputed point, every one 
might think what he pleased, or nothing at all.

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A word about our young men's clubs. 


A federation of Lutheran Young Men's Associations within 
the Synodal Conference has come into existence at the 
suggestion of the Young Men's Association of the Trinity Parish 
in Buffalo. In the hall of this association, from the 20th to the 
23rd of May of this year, delegates of young men's associations 
in New York, Danbury, Rochester, Cleveland, West Seneca, 
Fort Wayne and Milwaukee were assembled. The Constitution 
adopted during this meeting contains, according to preliminary 
reports, the following provisions: 

"The name is: General Federation of Lutheran Youth and 
Young Men's Associations of the SynodicalConference. 

The liaison of the various associations of the Synodical 
Conference shall: 

Firstly, to promote the circulation and conviviality of the 
individual clubs. 

Second, encourage the formation of new associations. 

Thirdly, to assist the existing associations in various ways, 
and 

Fourth, promote spiritual and Christian formation in 
connection with the church. 

Each association has one vote. For every 50 active 
members, each association is entitled to one additional vote. 

For each active member, the Association shall pay to the 
Federation 10 cents per year. Each month the secretary of the 
association shall send a short report to the corresponding 
secretary of the federation. 

The association publishes the "Vereinsboten" as its organ. 
The management is in the hands of the Board of Directors, 
which consists of 5 members. For the time being, this paper will 
be published in Buffalo. 

The minutes are kept in the German language. But in the 
negotiations the English language is equally entitled."

The next meeting is to be held in Fort Wayne, between June 
15 and 30, '94. 

We must refrain from making a judgment about this new 
association at this time, since we have not yet seen the draft 
constitution according to which it will initially be evaluated. 
However, we can already express the following thoughts here, 
which are not only going through our minds now, but have arisen 
during continued thorough consideration of today's association 
system, also of the associations existing within our communities. 
The association which God himself has established for his 
Christians on earth is the local Christian congregation. It is to 
see to it that the ministry of preaching is administered in its 
midst, that Christian love is practiced, that Christian discipline is 
observed, and that everything is done honestly and properly. 
Now it is not to be rejected from the outset if, within this 
association founded by God Himself, within the local Christian 
congregation, smaller associations are formed, e.g. church 
singing societies, women's societies, young men's societies, 
virgins' societies. The position which such associations occupy 
in the community, however, must always be only a serving one, 
and in a serving subordination to the community as a whole they 
must carry on the works whose exercise they have set as their 
purpose. As soon as such associations want to be more, as 
soon as they step out of their servant subordination, want to 
become something independent, for example, in some form 
establish their own teaching ministry in addition to the ordinary 
preaching ministry in the congregation, or if they otherwise set 
goals for themselves or use means and enter paths which the 
congregation must reject as sinful or object to as dangerous, 
they are to be disciplined, to be shown their limits with love and 
seriousness, to be convinced of the error of their ways, and if 
they do not want to be shown and convinced, 


will be brought to an end the sooner the better. But the judgment 
as to whether an association has a right to exist in the 
community, whether it occupies the position it deserves, 
whether it does right works in the right way - this judgment 
belongs to the community. The community is the housemother 
to whom the maids who serve in the house are subordinate, and 
the maid who arrogates to herself the decisive judgment as to 
whether what she does is of the kind and directed as it should 
be, has already swung herself out of her position into that of 
housewife, and if she persists in this, she is rightly sent away. 
So in the church. If a congregation says to a singing society that 
has sung in church, or has it said, "Such singing performances 
as you have recently had heard are offensive to us and must not 
occur again, and to be on the safe side we demand that you first 
have your choral pieces examined in the future," it is not for the 
singing society to answer the congregation, "We, and especially 
our conductor, know more about choral pieces and church 
music than you do; we will not be talked into it." Or if a women's 
association wanted to organize a lottery or a fair "for the good of 
the church," and the congregation was so Christianly sensible 
and forbade this enterprise, the women could not say, "That is 
none of your business, but is the business of the women's 
association and is done for a good purpose, and that's that!" No, 
in servant subordination, not according to their own head, but 
under the supervision of the congregation, such associations 
must do and carry on their works. 

The same is true of our young men's associations. If a 
congregation has a group of young men in its midst, it may well 
say to them: "Dear young men, God has given you to us, and 
we are glad to have you and do not want to lose any of you, but 
sincerely hope that you will all remain faithful and grow into 
capable men and useful, hard-working, reliable members of the 
congregation. That this may happen, you can also be especially 
helpful to one another.

our "Lutheran" before his departure. For, as soon became 
apparent, he wanted to pour out his warm heart about the fact 
that this excellent synodal journal of ours has relatively so few 
readers. And he did so. While one may have different opinions 
about some of what the aged speaker said with regard to the 
expansion of the paper or its unification with other church papers, 
there will be an undivided conviction among all who have a warm 
heart for the cause: the "Lutheran" could and should have three 
and four times as many readers as it presently has. Or whose 
fervent wish would that not be? 
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That the "Lutheran" has so few readers, considering the size of 
our Synod and in comparison to other newspapers, - where 
does that come from? the honored father and brother asked 
emphatically. But one may ask once more and later again. 

Only by way of suggestion shall we now point out a few 
things that are well worth taking to heart. Why is it that our 
"Lutheran" has so few readers? Is it still too little known? That 
may well be the case, as far as individual congregations and 
regions are concerned. But that is not its fault. The "Lutheran" 
is no longer a child that has only recently seen the light of day. 
No, he rather goes spryly and hastily toward the golden jubilee 
year. Yes, the same would already occur this year, had not the 
"Lutheran" himself voluntarily and without cost to the readers 
extended one of his years of life by four months. On September 
1 next, 50 years ago, he entered life and later let a year run until 
the end of the year. And what kind of life was and is it from its 
beginning until today? A healthy and vigorous one, full of deeds 
and blessings. His trumpet gave the sound commanded by the 
Lord pure and clear, loud and true, in all matters of doctrine and 
life. And it was heard not only in America, but also in all parts of 
the earth. Wherever his voice penetrated, it created and 
awakened life, called mightily to battle and peace, caused 
blissful turmoil, and gave rest to heart and conscience, comfort 
to life and death. Who can number the children of God who have 
been begotten, nourished, comforted, and kept in the faith by 
his teaching, even to this hour! How many a soul has been 
saved from error and fortified in the truth by the correct and 
convincing exposition of the teaching of the divine Word in the 
"Lutheran"! 

In this, the "Lutheran" never sought his own, but his founder, 
Blessed Dr. Walther, after several years of existence, gave him 
to the Synod and worked on it until his last illness in 
indefatigability and without any reward for it. The latter is also 
true of his co-workers and successors. The whole and full 
surplus has always and unabatedly flowed into the Synodal 
treasury for the benefit of the Kingdom of God. The promise 
made to do the great and laborious work of editing for free has 
been faithfully kept, has never been broken, and will not be 
broken. This alone should move every member of our Synod in 
gratitude to keep and read their highly deserved church bulletin. 

Where does it come from that the "Lutheran" has so few 
readers? Should it have to do like other papers and send out so 
or so many agents who go from house to house and try to win 
readers? Traveling agents, of course, cannot do this for nothing. 
Should not our pastors and teachers, each in his own place, 
gladly take on this work and make every effort and diligence to 
get the "Lutheran" a wide circulation first and before other 
papers? 

Hopefully, no one will say either now or in the future that the 
good old "Lutheran" of our time should be more comfortable and 
not always walk along so fully and strongly in the armor of the 
old fathers from the Reformation period that lies far behind us. 


should. Where our synod would end up then, we see to our 
horror in poor Germany and the synods here that falsely call 
themselves Lutheran, as our faithful "Lutheran" has so far shown 
us so diligently and in love that seeks our salvation.

Why is it that the "Lutheran" has so few readers? The reason 
is not that our people in general are too lazy to read; in many 
cases they read too much. But what do they read? Is it only the 
political news of the day? Surely they are usually skimmed over 
more quickly and skipped over in further sentences. No, apart 
from reports of gruesome murders and other atrocities, with or 
without shameful trials, it is that which is supposed to serve so- 
called entertainment, to satisfy it and to satiate the desire for it. 
They are novels, so-called "stories, tales," or whatever else one 
may call these things and machinations. It is these which are 
read and re-read, nay, even devoured. And yet a great deal of 
this reading matter (not to say too much) is entirely invented, 
spun together at the writing table, very often also inwardly quite 
untrue, but almost always written in a light and smooth, charming 
and exciting way, so that the reader is usually sorry when the 
"story" breaks off, comes to an end. One would have liked to 
learn this, that, and other things, that is, to read with pleasure 
and delight. And it is seldom without the love story, which is 
presented with pleasure and read with greed. When a new 
"story" comes along, one often hears at the beginning: "This one 
will be good! And the desired tension is stimulated. Then one - 
one - thinks one is fully justified in speaking of a need that 
evidently exists among the people, that is to be satisfied, that 
must be taken into account. That may be; but it is certain that 
this need must not exceed a modest measure. If, therefore, this 
pleasing "need" is not kept within the necessary bounds by what 
is offered, but is continually produced and increased, both the 
need and the satisfaction of it become evil. The taste is spoiled; 
a certain lightness sets in; more serious things, which also 
require thought, are no longer palatable; articles that expound 
and substantiate our doctrine, defend it against attacks by the 
enemy, and combat the wrong, no longer want to be tasted. 
Even real stories and news from the kingdom of God no longer 
have any appeal; they seem quite dry and boring to such 
patients. So the "Lutheran" is not ordered, or it is even cancelled. 

How sad it may look then with the reading of the holy 
Scriptures, the beatific Word of God, the glorious writings of 
Luther and other edifying books, may now only be mentioned 
with a painful expression without further discussion.

The catechism is subordinated to man and his word. Let us 


briefly consider the meaning of these truths of the Catechism, 
and then contrast them with the nature and claims of the 
papacy. 

What, in fact, is the interior life of each individual Christian 
and of the whole Christian Church? What is the real pulse of the 
spiritual life of all those who are Christians? Faith that they have 
forgiveness of sins through Christ alone and not through their 
own works. This faith constitutes the very essence of the 
spiritual life of a Christian. What water is to a fish, and air to the 
natural life of man, namely, the element of life, this is to the 
Christian the faith that through Christ alone he has forgiveness 
of all sins and is with God in grace. He who will not let the 
Christian have this faith assaults his life. He who most 
endangers and attacks this faith most harms the church. Who, 
therefore, is the greatest enemy of the church, if we look among 
the enemies of it? Is it Nero, Decius, and their like, who have 
cruelly slaughtered lousy Christians? O no.' Thereby Christians 
can remain in the faith, sing praises to Christ in the places of 
torture, and enter heaven. But if someone takes Christ out of 
their hearts, then their life is truly at stake, namely, spiritual and 
eternal life. And this is what the papacy does. 

Pabstism curses the doctrine of justification, the doctrine that 
the sinner is justified and saved by God's grace alone for 
Christ's sake, and the whole great machinery of Pabstism has 
the purpose of serving the doctrine of works and of tearing 
Christ as the only Savior of sinners from the hearts of men. And 
this murder of Christians is not carried on openly, like the 
outspoken unbelievers whom Christians guard against from the 
start, but under the appearance of exquisite Christianity and 
holiness. It lures the nations to itself under the pretense of being 
the all-salvific church, only to lead all who follow its call not to 
trust in Christ as the one Savior, but to the way of works and 
thus to damnation. Rome, under the pretense, supported by all 
kinds of lying powers, signs and wonders, that she is the only 
church that can save, is committing the murder of Christians on 
a large scale. It is continually leading millions to hell under the 
pretense of leading them to life. Rome is the greatest enemy of 
the church, the antichrist. At the same time it is obvious why 
this, which the church of the Reformation confessed with one 
mouth, is not recognized. The greatest part of the so-called 
Protestant church has fallen away from the article of 
justification. The way of works is taught as the way of salvation, 
sometimes roughly, sometimes more subtly. The great mass of 
so-called Protestant Christianity has gone over to Papist 
territory in regard to the doctrine of the way of salvation. This is 
especially the case with the synergists within the Lutheran 
Church. That we, and all who stand on our side, again confess 
with one mouth, like the church of the Reformation, that the 
papacy is the great Antichrist, comes from the fact that we, by 
God's grace, stand in the right knowledge of the doctrine of 
justification. He who rightly knows Christ can also know the 
Antichrist. And Christ is only then rightly recognized, when it is 
recognized that nothing 


SS 


in us, whatever it may be called, but that God's grace in Christ 
alone is the ground of our salvation. 

The other truth of the Catechism, by the right heeding of 
which the Pabstacy is recognized as the true Antichrist, is that 
the Christian church is subject only to Christ and his word, and 
to no man and his word. Christ My wants to rule in the hearts and 
consciences of Christians through His word. This prerogative he 
claims for himself. Among Christians no one is to rule over 
another, but the same are as brethren one next to another. "One 
is your Master, Christ; but ye are all brethren." But now the pope 
comes and first practically sets aside Christ's word by declaring 
the Bible to be obscure, and on top of that forbids the general 
reading of it. He himself, however, claims to be the Supreme of 
Christians, to whom all who wish to be saved must submit. Under 
the outrageous pretense of being the infallible representative of 
Christ on earth, he changes Christ's words and commandments 
to his liking. Pretending to represent Christ on earth, he sets up 
his own rule, and makes blessedness conditional on submission 
to that rule. What an abomination this is, it is impossible to say. 
That in our day Protestant Christians generally have no feeling 
for this abomination, and do not recognize the Pabstacy as the 
Antichrist, is due to the fact that in this matter, too, they have 
crossed over into Roman territory. Either explicitly in doctrine or 
in fact, princes, consistories, pastors, etc., are given dominion 
over Christians as Christians. As the article of justification has 
been abandoned, so also the article of the liberty of a Christian 
man, the article that the Christian as a Christian is subject to 
God's word alone and free from all rule of man. By God's grace, 
we also recognize the article of Christian freedom and are 
therefore horrified in our innermost hearts by the abomination of 
Pabstism. 

The papacy is also spreading in America. Especially in recent 
times, its efforts to gain dominion here have become clearer than 
ever. And most Protestants in this country are also blind with 
regard to the papacy. So we have the duty to open the eyes of 
the church, as much as is in us, about the actual character of the 
papacy. 

So you think - they call out to us - that the teaching that the 
Pope of Rome is the Antichrist is a fundamental article! Not at 
all! We hold that it is by knowing Christ alone, and not by knowing 
the Antichrist, that one is saved. But at the same time we hold 
that these are bad theologians, who know of the pope's doctrine 
and practice, and yet do not recognize him as the antichrist by it. 
We also believe that the pastors cannot properly fulfill their duty 
to warn the souls commanded to them against the abominations 
and seduction of Pabstism, if they themselves have not 
recognized Pabstism as antichristianity.

Read the following lines and you will see that the headline 
tells the whole truth. 

Through no fault of its own, the Commission was not able to 
distribute the funds received for the support of the inner mission 
to the Synodal Districts until July 19, which required a significant 
grant from the mission fund of the General Synod. 
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St. Louis, Mo., August 1, 1893. No. 16. 


are most urgently in need. This involuntary delay brought the 
profit that about §1000.00 more were available. But what may 
be called profit here, will, if not abundant help comes, appear as 
loss in the beginning of October and will be missing. 

What is the present state of the inner mission? Hear, dear 
fellow-Christian, the open answer, and let it speak powerfully to 
your heart. Five districts asked for a grant of $6150.00 for this 
quarter. But what sum could be distributed? Alas, only $2479.00. 
Accordingly, the large amount of $3671.00, which is sorely 
lacking for the months of July, August and September, was 
missing. Now it is once again a matter of either incurring debts 
or letting the mission suffer. The former should not be necessary 
and never will be; the latter, however, must not happen, because 
our Lord and God does not want it, and with Him all Christians 
do not want it. Unfortunately, however, debts must now again be 
incurred for the sake of Christ's kingdom and the preaching of 
his saving gospel, which probably preaches repentance and 
correction to most of us, or to all of us, but especially to those 
who do not give at all or do not give gladly, as well as to those 
who do not give enough. 

For a better overview and recognition of the plight of the inner 
mission with its traveling preachers and those who have to care 
for them through their ministry, here is a look at the situation of 
only two districts. The Southern District had §1239.37 debts at 
the beginning of July, plus §410.00 in salaries due for June, 
which are also debts. For the months of July, August, and 
September, the District requires §1380.00 to operate its mission, 
but in their many poor and small communities they will now raise 
"at most" a little over §$700.00. Therefore, a grant from the 
General Mission Fund of $2300.00 is "required." These figures, 
however, are reported to be "not too high" and "no consideration 
has been given to the fact that several new workers will soon be 
entering the field. Therefore "the whole sum" is earnestly 
requested. 


But how much could be allocated to the district? Unfortunately, 
only §900.00. And it was hard to believe that so much was 
granted, although it is by far not half of the demand. The other 
District which is cited here, for instance, is Kansas. Its debt in 
the mission treasury at the same time was over $400.00. The 
District has important seats to fill with candidates in Kansas and 
Colorado, and has also taken the mission in Oklahoma; it ought, 
it was written, to receive a grant of $1000.00 to $1200.00. Only 
$500.00 alone could be sent to him. It is almost the same with 
the other districts. Isn't this a great, crying need? And that just 
now, when many new traveling preachers are coming in, who 
have to be provided with travel money, and in some cases also 
with horses and wagons! 

In addition to this, itinerant preachers, if they are not 
adequately provided for at their posts, follow a calling to other 
congregations, whereby much damage has already been done 
to souls, and expenses have also been sacrificed in vain. Then 
perhaps everything will fall into ruin again, or a false prophet in 
sheep's clothing will come and take possession of what we have 
built. And often the very people in whom a hunger for spiritual 
nourishment has been wrought and lives are afterwards driven 
into the arms of the sects. Who can signify misery without being 
moved? Help, therefore, whoever you can, with prayer and 
abundant gifts of faith, which makes righteous and works love, 
which, as Luther teaches, is the highest and best virtue. 

Very confidently, the following advice is given here and the 
heartfelt request is expressed: Collect at the upcoming mission 
festivals and on other occasions primarily for the inner mission, 
which is suffering from lack. For the mission to the Gentiles the 
necessary gifts will also flow once we have people to tackle it. 
At present we have over 400,00 in reserve for the heathen 
mission, which cannot be used for inner misery. Here is the need 
which it is the duty and desire of Christian love to meet.

application of discipline in doctrine. 


Our position on church unification efforts in the present day 


is continually much criticized. Our position is this: We deplore 
the division of the Church into many parties holding different 
doctrines. This division is the work of the devil, and it is causing 
untold damage to the Church. But how is the damage to be 
healed? The division arose because false teachers appeared 
and Christians, instead of departing from them, adhered to 
them. If the separation is to be reversed, there is no other way 
in the world than for Christians to isolate the false teachers 
again, to punish them, and to depart from them. In order that 
Christians may be enabled to do this, we are continually 
combating false teaching in our periodicals, from the pulpit, and 
also in private intercourse, and we bear witness to the right 
teaching. We are also willing to do more, e.g. to gather for so- 
called free conferences and to patiently discuss the doctrinal 
differences from God's Word. It is not proper for Christians to 
set on the agenda a mere "external union" without agreement 
on all the articles of the doctrine revealed in Scripture; in other 
words, to negotiate about how much of God's Word one can 
leave out, rather than about how to come to the knowledge and 
acceptance of the whole revealed truth. 

Our sufficiently known position towards the lodges, such as 


Oddfellows, Freemasons, etc., we still hold and intend to hold in 
the future by God's grace. Lodging and Christianity are two 
things that absolutely do not get along with each other. In these 
lodges, apart from secret alliances, sinful oaths, and many other 
sinful things, there is also talk of a way to blessedness or to a 
"better hereafter. But this way is not Christ crucified and faith in 
him, but the moral improvement of man according to the 
naturalistic lodge conception. Furthermore, prayers are said in 
the lodges, but not in the name of Jesus, in which name alone 
God can and will be invoked. A Christian who knows that 
salvation for all men is only in Christ and his precious merit, and 
that no other name can be prayed in than the sweet name of 
Jesus, can have nothing to do with the lodges. We must not tire 
of testifying to this, in order, as much as is in us, to protect all 
who want to hear us from the lodge community, and to save 
such weak Christians, who have already allowed themselves to 
be seduced, from the lodge community. 

As far as our position on the multifarious associations in 
general is concerned, time and opportunity do not permit us to 
go into detail about individual associations. But | would like to 
point out at least a few principles that should cover the matter. 
They are the same as those discussed by the Pastoral 
Conference of the Middle District. 

Let there be a precise distinction between that which is sinful 
and that which is merely dangerous. 

Sinful associations, or associations which make sin a part of 
sin, are all those 1. which, even if only as a secondary purpose, 
teach a false religion and have false services; 2. which require 
their members to perform sinful acts and carry out sinful 
transactions; 3. which, as associations, commit sinful acts; and 
5. which, as associations, commit sinful acts. 
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(4) Which do things that are right in themselves, but in violation 
of the divine order. Which associations belong here must be 
decided in each case by an equally conscientious and careful 
judgment. 

With regard to the position of the church toward such sinful 
associations or associations that make sin possible, it should 
first be noted that what is sin must also be punished as sin. We 
would not be faithful if, out of fear of the spirit of the age or out 
of other human considerations, we allowed ourselves to be 
prevented from exposing as sin and punishing that which is 
sinful in the association system. Indifference to what is sinful and 
annoying would break in among us, and indifference to sin is a 
mortal enemy of the gospel and Christianity. On the other hand, 
it must not be forgotten that in punishing these sins we must 
take into account the prejudices and circumstances of the times 
and carefully distinguish between mortal sins and sins of 
weakness. 

Nor is it to be forgotten that in most cases the question of 
associations is not a question of doctrine as well as of life. The 
members of our congregations who are involved in the 
associations do not for the most part want to reject right doctrine, 
but have joined the associations through concern for earthly 
advancement, etc. 

The general remedy for the damage of the association 
system is the public and special testimony of the gospel. We do 
not want to merely repair the damage externally, but to heal it 
from within. The inner spiritual life must be strengthened. This is 
done through diligent teaching of the gospel. Let us preach faith 
into the heart and kindle faith into a bright flame, that Christians 
have heaven through faith in their Saviour, so that they do not 
anxiously care for the short time of this life. But this digs out the 
root of the association evil. As long as we have the truthful 
gospel and people want to hear this from our mouths, we are 
equal to the most difficult position. In this way we can overcome 
the world that tries to penetrate our congregations by other 
means and by the means of associations.

As he saw himself bound in his work on this side, he willingly 
accepted a call from the small Lutheran congregation of 
Hoffnungsthal, which was planning to move to Portland in 
Victoria, and founded with them Hochkirch, the first Lutheran 
branch in Victoria, about forty years ago, in 1852. In the course 
of the years and with God's visible blessing, the widely branched 
Victorian Lutheran Synod emerged as a branch synod of the 
General Synod of Australia, which the deceased presided over 
as a worthy president for more than eight years from its 
founding. 

The professional activity of the deceased as a pastor and 
advisor of the host entrusted to him from that pioneer time, in 
which he could often only perform the spiritual service of the 
more and more spreading German settlements with great effort 
and discomfort, is too well known among those who lived 
through that time that it would be necessary to inform about it. 
Suffice it to mention that he has always endeavored to shine 
forth as a true servant of Jesus Christ through tireless preaching 
of the pure Gospel and as an example to the host through godly 
conduct. The numerous spiritual gifts which were deposited by 
the Lord in this precious vessel sanctified by grace, and to which 
we must add in particular his always manly, decisive advocacy 
of the full divine truth, combined with an equally great measure 
of prudence and moderation, and, above all, his deep humility 
and modesty, have undoubtedly contributed so much to the 
blessed building up of the Lutheran Church over here and over 
there that we can only think with deepest sorrow of the gaping 
hole which has been created by the sudden departure of this 
faithful hero and comrade-in-arms in the Lutheran Zion of 
Australia. In the midst of work and struggle the Lord has led his 
servant into the rest that is still available to the people of God. 
Although physically no longer well, he nevertheless set out on 
the long arduous journey to Bethany eight days ago yesterday, 
in order to help promote the welfare of the Lutheran Zion there 
with word and deed. We, who were present at the Synodal 
Assembly, certainly still remember how manfully and powerfully 
he intervened several times in the negotiations and spoke out 
for the good cause. And certainly not without success. After all, 
"old Schirmann's" name had a good ring to it among all the 
Synod members! After all, his word was as good as that of hardly 
any other! How gladly we, especially the younger pastors, would 
have kept our dear father longer in our midst, he who, through 
his rich experience and now through his practical wisdom in the 
ministry, surpassed us all by several lengths. But in God's 
counsel the hour had come when the brave fighter was to lay 
down his armor and enter the peace-festival of eternal life. On 
Thursday morning he was seized with a violent malaise, which 
quickly developed into a fatal illness, and on Friday morning at 
about 11 o'clock really brought about death. In firm faith in the 
Saviour of the world and the merciful Saviour from sin, death, 
the devil and hell, he fell asleep.

From Clarinda, Page Co., lowa, Pastor C. F. W. 
Brandt writes: "About five years ago an insane asylum was built 
here. In the same there are six persons from our churches whom 
| have visited, besides other Germans. The American preachers 
in town take turns preaching there, and a Catholic priest comes 
there twice a month. From now on, as often as time permits, a 
German service will also be held. The first one took place on the 
afternoon of the 6th Sunday after Trinity, and thirteen German 
patients were present, in addition to many others. Six people 
from my congregation went with me so that there would also be 
some singing. During the week | visit the asylum once a month. 
Families from our parishes who have relatives in the asylum, 
whose names are not yet known to me, | ask them to inform me 
of them, and | will visit them where their condition permits."

The doctrinal 
proceedings, for which Prof. Hénecke delivered the paper, were 
also conducted jointly by the two Synods. Each Synod, however, 
conducted its business separately, the Wisconsin Synod in St. 
Matthew's Church, the Minnesota Synod in the hall of the school 
building belonging to this church. Of the business of the 
Wisconsin Synod, the "Gemeindeblatt" says: "The business of 
our Synod was generally the annual: Reports on the Teaching 
Institutions, on Traveling Preaching, on the Synodical Bookstore 
and Printing Office, and on the various coffers, admission of new 
congregations, pastors and teachers, etc. The reports showed 
that the teaching institutions and other undertakings of the Synod 
are, by God's grace, in a prosperous condition and that the 
various funds are being well administered. Only one thing 
remained to be desired in regard to some of the latter, namely: 
that the prevailing low tide in them be remedied quite soon. This 
is especially true of the Seminary Building Fund, the Debt 
Redemption Fund, and the Fund of the Superintendent of the 
Traveling Sermon, of which the first-named in particular is the 
one that needs quick and strong help, since quite considerable 
demands will be made on it in the very near future." From the 
proceedings of the Minnesota Synod, the "Synodalbote" reports, 
among other things: "The Bohemian Mission, which has since 
been conducted by the Minnesota and Dakota Districts of the 
Hon. Synod of Missouri and the Minnesota Synod, has been 
turned over to the District Synod of Missouri at the request of the 
Bohemian Missionary. The Synod resolved to make the 
institution at New Ulm available to the General Synod as a 
teacher's seminary." To four congregations, St. Stephen's parish 
at St. Paul, Past. Kaiser's congregation at St. Paul, the 
congregation at Infer Grove, and the congregation at Moltke, 
who, in consequence of the union of their synod with the synods 
of Wisconsin and Michigan into a general synod, had declared 
their resignation, and asked for peaceful dismissal, a committee 
was deputized to negotiate with these congregations for their 
resignation. - Concerning the meeting of the General Synod of 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Michigan, &c., we compile the following 
from the reports of the "Gemeindeblatt" and the "Synodal-Bote." 
The greater part of the time during which it was in session, the 
General Synod employed in revising the Constitution adopted 
last fall. Some difficulty was caused by the paragraph which 
contains the provisions in which way the District Synods are to 
be represented at the General Synodal Assembly. It almost 
seemed for a time as if on this point the accomplishment of a 
definite union should fail. The clause providing that the 
Wisconsin Synod should have 60 delegates, the Minnesota 
Synod 40, and the Michigan Synod 20, was finally adopted after 
prolonged deliberation. The Minnesota Synod then made 
available to the General Synod its institutional buildings in New 
Ulm for the establishment of a general teachers' seminary, and 
it was decided to establish a teachers' seminary and to have it 
opened this coming fall. 
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with five or six professors. The Wisconsin Synod placed the 
treasury for heathen mission, the church bulletin, the school 
newspaper, the children's joy, the synodal bookstore and printing 
press, and the theological seminary in the service of the general 
synod. The ownership remains with the District, but the profits 
flow into the general treasury. The Seminary remains for the time 
being in the hands of the present Board of Directors; likewise the 
editing and publication of the Gemeindeblatt and the 
Kinderfreude remain in the hands of the present Committee. The 
school newspaper will in future be edited by the faculty of the 
teachers' seminary. The publication of a theological journal was 
postponed for two years. In response to the request of the 
Michigan Synod that it be permitted to retain for the time being 
the present curriculum with a theological department in its 
institution at Saginaw, the General Synod decided that it would 
be very difficult to achieve a sufficient theological education in 
the manner planned, but that under the present circumstances it 
would leave the decision in the matter to the Michigan Synod for 
the time being. It was further resolved to undertake a heathen 
mission among the Indians, and a missionary committee was 
appointed, which proposes to proceed with the sending forth of 
the young men available for this purpose in the approaching 
autumn. Dr. Notz, of Watertown, was appointed historian of the 
General Synod, and Rev. Toepel, statistician. Pastor Schulze of 
Mankato was elected general superintendent of the traveling 
sermon and treasurer of the treasury connected therewith. Each 
congregation is to levy a collecte for this treasury every two 
years. The next meeting of the General Synod is to be held in St. 
Paul for two years, the next to last week in August. We desire 
that God the Lord will promote and bless his work on earth in 
these Synods also, and keep them and us in the truth. A.G.

In this institution, God willing, a new course will begin on September 
6. 

The purpose and aim of the institution is to prepare and train young 
people for higher professions. It offers its pupils the opportunity to acquire 
a good general education based on Christianity, to train for business life 
or to prepare thoroughly for entry into the higher classes of a grammar 
school or for special subject studies. The full course is calculated to last 
four years. However, a Commercial Course has been established 
specifically for those students who wish to acquire a thorough business 
education in a short time. In the business department, instruction is also 
given in Shorthand, Typewriting and Commercial Law. 

Pupils who wish to enter the lower class must be able to read and write 
German and English and be familiar with arithmetic using the four 
species.

In May, 53 of them were wanted; but only 33 could be released 
from Addison into the school board. So there is a shortage of 
teachers in 80 places, namely young teachers, still without families, 
as such communities need them, which have perhaps just built a 
schoolhouse with the utmost effort and have not yet all made it to a 
teacher's residence. 

Did it have to be like this? Not at all. If five years ago all the 
teachers and preachers of our synod had done their duty and 
encouraged capable boys to become teachers, things would be 
different today; instead of a lack, we would rather have an 
abundance of teachers, and our dear congregations would have the 
choice. 

Of course, many a pastor and teacher says: "I just can't manage 
to send a boy from my congregation to one of our institutions. If the 
boy wants to go, the old people don't want to go. Or if they do want 
to, they have no money or too little and would have to call on the 
help of the congregation. But the parish has already supported one 
once who had to be dismissed from college afterwards, and since 
then it first wants to know whether the money has been well spent 
before it puts out its purse. 

That is sometimes unfortunately true; but often it is also 
imagination. Not 100 of the more than 400 teachers who have gone 
out from Addison to the school board since | have been there have 
sent young, capable boys here. Those who have done so, do so 
oftener, and in some larger and smaller towns and places in the 
country there is a laudable zeal to make young people want to go to 
school. There the pastors and teachers are after it. But the 300! 
Have they not also heard from my mouth that they should keep an 
eye on young, talented boys; that they should encourage them to 
become teachers; that they should help to break the ice with the old 
people if they are not willing to do so; that they should take the 
pastor as a guide if they are rejected the first and second time by 
the young or the old? 

Why is it that so many of them do nothing? | do not want to 
speak of those who, without urgent need, have hung up the school 
office themselves in order to become accountants, or sewing, 
mowing, and sowing machine agents. These, of course, are not the 
people to make others want to be schoolmasters. But are not others, 
who are still in the school office, lacking in desire and love for this 
very office? in love for our dear church and its youth? Is it not high 
time that many a teacher and pastor said to himself today: "It is a 
shame that | have not yet registered and sent a single pupil to 
Addison; that | have not had so much trust in God as to persuade 
efficiently, even though the means were scarce. Were they scarce, 
after all, with my parents and with me, and yet it has gone." 

So you 300 teachers and so and so many pastors, who are 
concerned about this, reached into your bosoms and once again 
read through Luther's preface to the Small Catechism, preached 
and applied it, and in God's name took the path under your feet to 
church members who have suitable children; and drilled, re-drilled, 
pierced, until it is so far that at last, if only for the sake of your 
impudent lust, old and young finally say yes. 
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Sign up pious boys! They are welcome to be merry and 
cheerful. But good-for-nothing boys, whose father is no longer 
their master at home, are not to be sent; a seminary is not a 
house for neglected rascals. There is need enough, and it 
requires earnest prayer, that pious boys may also become pious 
young men and men. 

Clever boys who have received very good or at least 
adequate gifts of learning from God. 

Healthy boys. Not those of whom the relatives think: "The 
poor fellow! nowhere to be used; but there's still a schoolteacher 
out of him; they'll put him in Addison." No, they don't send him to 
Addison; for a teacher needs a healthy body in his school and 
organist service. 

Young boys. Not those who have already been half or wholly 
lost in all kinds of institutions and are making one college after 
another unsafe, who don't know what to do with themselves. Not 
those who are already of age and could marry tomorrow. Not 
those who have hands so hard and heavy and calloused from 
years of heavy manual labor that no piano lessons can catch with 
them. Or if so, then only if they are otherwise of good character 
and good talent and are determined from the outset to put up with 
being dispensed from piano lessons after a sufficient trial period, 
if necessary, whereby they must of course risk whether a suitable 
position will eventually be found for them. 

Earlier | pointed out in the Lutheran that and why it is better 
to send those who are determined to become teachers not first 
to a Progymnasium, but immediately to a school teachers’ 
seminary or a preparatory school. This is better because it cuts 
off doubts and questions in the young person from the outset: 
What do | really want to become, a pastor or a teacher? He knows 
once and for all: | want to become a teacher, nothing else. 
Furthermore, this is better because a seminary and a preparatory 
school tailor the music instruction, and all of it, to the footing 
required by the goal of the institution, right from the start and 
without any secondary consideration: To educate cantors and 
organists. - Progymnasiums do not have this goal; if they set 
themselves this goal, they must of course arrange themselves 
accordingly, and must make music a main subject for those who 
want to go on to seminary. In St. Paul, Minn., that is what they 
are doing now. 

On this occasion, | will not refrain from pointing out an 
unfortunate state of affairs. Some parents and teachers 
immediately enroll their pupils in a higher class, but do nothing to 
ensure that they are as advanced in music as a pupil in such a 
class should be in order to reach his goal properly. Everybody 
understands, however, that a pupil who has had five years of 
music instruction can be brought further along than one who has 
spent only three or four years on music, of which perhaps three 
to ten months remain, during which, as a "helper," he half forgets 
again what he has practiced. Whoever promotes a pupil to such 
an extent that he can skip the lowest grade in other subjects, 
must also promote him accordingly in music, or let him be 
promoted to such an extent that he can also reach the goal in this 
highly important art.

But perhaps hundreds of congregations are busy building a 
church or a school, or they want to pay off debts this year, or 
they have other extraordinary, larger expenses in the individual 
congregations. Should not at least these congregations defer 
the collecte for the synod building fund? Well, the congregations 
may decide this for themselves and act as they see fit before 
God. But one will not take it amiss with the "Lutheran," the old 
friend of the house and the congregation, if he allows himself a 
few remarks in order to help the congregations in question to 
make the right decision. Even if a congregation is in the process 
of developing itself as a congregation in a certain year with 
laudable zeal, and spends large sums of money on it, the word

About the New York Middle Grammar School, 
the following is reported in the letter box of the "Lutheran 
Gazette". "We now have a place for our Middle High School, for 
which we should thank God and the man who, by a truly 
generous munificence, enabled us to purchase it, quite heartily. 
It is about 18 acres of land, which slopes gently from a knoll, on 
which is a good dwelling house and a splendid orchard, to about 
1000 feet from the New York L Harlem River railroad, on which 
there are about 40 trains daily to and fro. At this lower boundary 
of the place is also as good a playground for our boys as could 
be desired. All around is a new settlement, rapidly increasing, 
consisting mostly of people who do their business in New York 
during the day and return to their homes in the evening. Since 
there is still no German church in the entire area, a Lutheran 
congregation will soon be formed once the college building 
assumed in the plan is completed and regular Sunday services 
are held there. To achieve this purpose, too, it is necessary that 
we raise the two-thirds of the building costs, which we must have 
before we begin construction, as soon as possible." Although this 
institution is not yet the property of the General Synod, but 
belongs to our Eastern District, which has grown stronger to such 
a gratifying degree in the course of the last few years, as the 
institution in Concordia, Mo. belongs to the Western District, it 
nevertheless forms a link in the chain of our higher school 
system, for which our entire Synod has to thank God from the 
bottom of its heart and to ask for His mild blessing. If these distant 
educational institutions are doing well, so are we as a synod, as 
has been clear to our synod from the beginning of its existence 
and to the fathers of the synod already in the time before the 
founding of the synod. Let us hope the time is not far distant when 
we shall have a full high school even in the far East, which will 
then annually supply our Seminary with a number of well- 
prepared young men. A. O.

The 
inventor of the new measure is a physician and man of letters, 
Doctor G. W. Winterburn, editor of a "magazine for parents," 
entitled Childhood, which is also the organ of the new society, 
Branch societies are to be formed back and forth throughout the 
country, holding monthly meetings and sending delegates to the 
semi-annual meetings of the Central Association. There will be 
much talk, some of it worth hearing and taking to heart, some of 
it fundamentally wrong, as the report on the first meeting already 
shows. We want to take care of our church schools and ask God 
to bless them and our children in them. A. O. 


Il. foreign countries. 

The mission of the evangelical community in 
Japan was recently visited by Bishop Escher. He also organized 
the first conference of his church in Japan with 21 preachers, 
namely the 5 missionaries and 16 native preachers, who work in 
16 stations with about 40 preaching places. The "ev 
Gemeinschaft" has also established its own Japanese magazine 
and a theological seminary for the training of native preachers in| 
Osaka, the suburb of its mission; a man of letters, F. W. Végelein, 
who is also the Borst. Aeltester of the Conference. It is striking in 
the detailed report on the conference negotiations that, while the 
education of Japanese youth through Christian instruction is 
emphasized as one of the main tasks of the mission, there is no} 
trace of a Christian children's school system that goes beyond 
the emergency remedy of Sunday school and catechetical 
instruction, whereas just now, when a widely perceptible 
backward movement against foreign influence, especially as al 
result of Buddhist-pagan agitation, is creating obstacles to the 
penetration of Christianity, a Christian-Japanese school system 
with five or six school days a week should be one of the first, 
missionary measures. A. O. 

From the Jesuit Order. We take from the Synodal 
Messenger the following announcement from the Lodz Lutheran 
Church Gazette: "The resignation from the Jesuit Order of the 
former champion of Jesuitism in Germany, Count Paul von 
Hoensbroech, has caused a great stir in Germany. This is a rare 
event, but not unique in history. One of the most peculiar cases 
is probably that a Jesuit left the order and - became a Jew. In the 
17th century the Jesuit Mena worked at Salamanca in Spain, 
who astonished everyone by his pious nature and his great 
preaching ability. However, since he did not take the vow off 
chastity very seriously, the Holy Inquisition in Valladolid threw 
him into prison. The Jesuits, however, who always stick together, 
knew how to free him by trickery. Thus Mena came to Genoa in 
1634 and became a Jew there. His illegitimate sons 
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studied at the Jesuit school in Salamanca and were treated very 
well there. Mena's later fate is lost in the darkness. - More 
numerous are the cases of Jesuits becoming Protestants, and 
these cases would have happened even more often, if the 
Jesuits had not been anxious to keep their students and 
members from any contact with the heretics. Nevertheless, 
various friars got lost to the Jesuits and then wrote scathing 
pamphlets against the so-called "Society of Jesus". So the 
professor in the Jesuit College at Vienna, Christian Francken, 
who, as a result of a religious discussion with a Protestant 
theologian in 1577, said Valet to his Order and to the Roman 
Church. The Jesuits tried to destroy this dangerous opponent by 
publishing under his name a letter --- of course a forged one - in 
which Francken accuses himself of the greatest shameful deeds 
and deplores his resignation from the Order. - Already before 
(1567) two Jesuit professors at Dillingen, named Thorn and 
Zuger, had become Protestants, followed in 1587 by Elias 
Hasenmiller. When in 1632 the book of the Lutheran theologian 
Hunnius about the "Apostasy of the Roman Church" appeared, 
7 Jesuits became Protestants at once. The Jesuit theologian 
Jacob Reyhing, professor in Ingolstadt, converted to 
Protestantism in 1621 and later became professor of Protestant 
theology in TUbingen. The conversion of the Jesuit Andreas 
Wigand from Fulda, who had last been professor in Erfurt, 
caused a special sensation. His sermon, in which he explains 
the reasons for his resignation from the Order and his conversion 
to Protestantism, appeared in print, at the same time as an 
answer to the vituperations of the Jesuits against him. Even if it 
is not to be expected that Hoensbroech will go the way of 
Francken, Reyhing and Wigand by becoming a Protestant, his 
resignation from the Order is by no means isolated, as among 
others the example of Julius Clemens Scotti shows, who, 
formerly a Jesuit, became a zealous opponent of this Order. 
Nevertheless, there can be no better witness against the Jesuit 
Order than Hoensbroech, who was formerly its most zealous 
advocate. 

Roman Idolatry and Roman Insolence. An 
idolatrous papist ceremony was held on June 29, the day of 
Peter and Paul, in London, England, in the Brompton Oratory, a 
Catholic prayer chapel. According to the order of the Pope, 
Protestant England was to be given over anew to the Virgin Mary 
and St. Peter. Already at ten o'clock in the morning the chapel 
was literally besieged by well-dressed crowds, most of whom 
belonged to the so-called higher classes; when the hocus-pocus 
began, almost every seat in the oratory was occupied. High 
ecclesiastical and secular dignitaries contributed by their 
presence to make the shameful, blasphemous, antichristic 
comedy seem quite important. High Mass was celebrated, which 
was followed by a sermon by T. E. Bridgett. The latter lasted a 
full hour. At the close of the sermon Cardinal Vaughan, dressed 
in an old mitre (bishop's mitre) said once to have been worn by 
Thomas Becket, approached the steps of the altar to 
"consecrate England to the Mother JEsu." The consecration 
formula consisted of a prayer which, according to the report of 
the daily "Standard" published in London, had the following 
wording: "O immaculate, virgin Mother of our Lord JEsu Christ, 
Mother of grace and Queen over the kingdom of Thy Son, we 
surrender to Thee this land in which we dwell. It was once Thine. 
Before it was deprived of the holy faith, all its children were also 
Thy children, and Thou wast reverenced throughout its length 
and breadth as its Protectress and as its Queen. Again hei-

On pulpit fellowship with false believers. 


"Show me, O Lord, thy way, that | may walk in thy truth." So 
prays the royal singer in the 86th Psalm; so have many of God's 
saints prayed since; so do devout Christians still pray today. And 
God answers such prayer according to his promise, "I will 
instruct thee, and show thee the way which thou shalt walk," Ps. 
32:8. This he does in his word; yea, he hath instituted a special 
ministry, whose duty it is to "preach the way of salvation." Every 
preacher of the gospel is to be a signpost through whom God 
shows us pilgrims in the valley of tears his way, so that we may 
walk in his truth. 

Now it is a peculiar thing with the signposts on the roads in 
the world. If a signpost gives wrong directions where roads 
diverge or cross, the result is always twofold: first, he who 
follows such directions does not get where he wants to go, and 
second, he gets to a place where he does not want to go. If the 
writing on the signpost is unclear, so that it can be read in one 
way or another or not at all, the wayfarer must take his direction 
in an uncertain way. If a correct signpost is useful, an unclear 
signpost is useless, and a false signpost is harmful and 
dangerous. 

But how would it be if, at a crossroads, there were two 
signposts, one of which said that the path to the right led to the 
town and the one to the left led to the lake, while the other 
indicated that the path to the left led to the town and the path to 
the right led to the lake?

Even to 
those whose pastor is a foreigner, we would cause trouble if we 
allowed their pastor to preach in our church; for this would make 
it seem as if there were no difference between their doctrine and 
the Lutheran doctrine, or as if we made little mention of the 
existing differences. In this way we might contribute to the fact 
that even those among the unbelievers who would otherwise 
have investigated the truth, now made secure in error, would 
remain aloof from the whole and truthful truth which we have by 
God's grace. God keep us from such trouble, for our Saviour 
says, "Woe to him by whom trouble cometh! Therefore again, 
we suffer not such pulpit fellowship." 

However, the case could also be different and has often been 
different. It also happens that the pastor has to defend himself, 
because either individual members of the congregation or whole 
congregations expect their pastor to allow a false-believing 
preacher to use his pulpit or otherwise be represented by him. 
Perhaps the pastor is temporarily absent, for example, when he 
has gone to a conference or synod. Then, during such a time, a 
death occurs, and the relatives, or even the congregation 
leaders, fetch a false-believing preacher and have him perform 
in the house, in the church, at the grave, what would otherwise 
have been the pastor's official duties. Now it is easy to see that 
a congregation or a member of a congregation may not itself 
perform that which a congregation or any member of a 
congregation would have to forbid if it were done at the instance 
of the pastor, and the same reasons which must forbid the 
pastor to have a false believer officiate for him must also forbid 
the "members of the congregation" to have a false believer 
officiate in place of their pastor. The right and duty upon which 
a congregation may say to its pastor, "We suffer not that you 
concede our pulpit to a false believer," is also due to the pastor, 
that he may and shall say, "| suffer not that you deliver my pulpit 
to a false believer." As the pulpit, however, is the pulpit of the 
congregation, so, on the other hand, it is also the pulpit of the 
pastor, whom the congregation and God, through the 
congregation, have placed thereon, and so long as he is the 
ordinary pastor of the congregation, the congregation and the 
individual member of the congregation have no right, against his 
will, to dispose of the pulpit otherwise at his own pleasure. "Feed 
the flock of Christ, as ye are commanded," says God, 1 Pet. 5:2, 
to all preachers, and no one has aright to put another shepherd, 
against his will, even for one hour, to feed a flock which is 
commanded to a pastor, commanded by God. A preacher who 
is to call out to his parishioners in God's name, "Beware of false 
prophets," must certainly not himself call a false prophet into his 
flock and place him in his pulpit; but neither must he admit that 
his parishioners, instead of fleeing and shunning the false 
prophets, put the shepherd's crook into the hand of one of them, 
even if only temporarily, and allow themselves to be fed by him, 
perhaps even to be strangled. 


But a reprehensible pulpit fellowship is not only that in which 


a false-believing preacher is to take the place of a true-believing 
one, but also that in which a true-believing preacher stands in 
for a false-believing one. If a Lutheran preacher, at the invitation 
of a Methodist or Baptist preacher, takes his pulpit, and conducts 
the service in the false-believing congregation, he cannot 
excuse or justify it by saying, "| preach there just what | preach 
in my church, give the people a good Lutheran sermon, and they 
are satisfied, and so is the pastor; but the truth may be preached 
anywhere, and you cannot know what fruit it will produce among 
those people." To this it would be necessary to say, "No, indeed, 
one cannot know; but one can know that you have no profession 
to preach to people who have no business with you, who have 
no right before God to exist as a false-believing church 
fellowship, who prepare a place for error in their midst, and 
expect you to put God's truth, which you preach, on an equal 
footing with their error. That they do this you would soon learn if 
you put them to the test and told them openly and honestly that 
with their false teaching they abuse and desecrate the name of 
God and do the will of the devil, who is the author and father of 
all false teaching. Then you should see what a storm this would 
cause, how you would be accused of gross tactlessness and 
how you would be published in the newspapers. That the 
unbelieving preacher invites you to preach for him or beside him 
is something you should punish him for, because it proves that 
he either does not know the difference between his false 
doctrine and your right doctrine, or that he thinks little of it and is 
not afraid of God's word. He ought to be told that if he does not 
himself hold his doctrine to be true, he ought not to preach it; but 
if he holds it to be true, even though he be in error, he ought not 
to invite you, who teach otherwise, to preach for or with him, but 
ought to warn against you until he is convinced that you teach 
right and he wrong, and that he ought to abandon his false 
doctrine and become Lutheran." 

This would also be the case if a member of a false-believing 
community asked a Lutheran preacher to represent the currently 
absent false-believing pastor, for example at a funeral. That the 
Lutheran pastor might have to officiate on this occasion not in a 
pulpit, but in the house and at the grave, would not matter; for it 
is not the pulpits, but the people who come into consideration. 
An irreligious congregation is not the herd which a Lutheran 
preacher is commanded to serve; nor can he accept from it, as 
long as it is irreligious, any calling, either permanent or 
temporary; and if Lutheran members of the congregation are not 
to hold divine service fellowship with irreligious persons, this is 
still less the right of a pastor who is to exercise his office in the 
name and on behalf of a whole Lutheran congregation, and who 
is to set a good example. 

On the other hand, it is not to be regarded as pulpit fellowship 
with false believers, and is to be condemned, if, for example, as 
often happens, especially in mission areas, a Lutheran 
congregation uses the same schoolhouse or the same rented 
hall on a Sunday, in which on the previous Sunday a 
congregation was held. 
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The apostle Paul preached in Ephesus in a local church that 
belonged to a certain Tyrannus, who either used it himself as a 
philosophical teacher for his lecture hall, or as a house-owner's 
house for his lecture hall, or where the same local was used by 
one congregation with its preacher in the morning and by the 
other congregation and its pastor in the afternoon or evening, 
so that one preacher and the other spoke to his congregation 
from the same place. Thus the apostle Paul preached at 
Ephesus in a local that belonged to a certain tyrant, who either 
used it himself as a philosophical teacher for a lecture hall, or 
as the owner of the house rented it out, sometimes to him, 
sometimes to the one who wanted to teach publicly. 

Finally, there may be the rare case where a congregation 
that had hitherto been of the wrong faith wants to become 
acquainted with Lutheran doctrine and asks a Lutheran 
preacher to give a lecture on the main points of Lutheran 
doctrine and to explain them from Scripture, whether the 
congregation has no preacher at all at the moment or whether 
its preacher makes this request together with the congregation. 
In such a case, therefore, it would not be a matter of 
representing the false-believing pastor, nor of holding a 
congregational service or joint worship with the false-believing 
congregation, but of testifying to the truth, whereby the 
refutation of the error could not be ruled out. If, in such a case, 
the pastor to whom the invitation was addressed were a resident 
of the place, he would say to the people: "Well, next Sunday 
evening | will hold a lecture in my church, as you wish; then 
every one who comes shall have an opportunity to hear briefly 
and concisely the main points of Lutheran doctrine, together 
with proof from Scripture." If, however, such a request came to 
him from abroad, from a place where no orthodox Lutheran 
congregation had a church, he would also want to give his 
lecture in the church of the foreign congregation as in a lecture 
hall made available to him for this purpose. The case will be 
very, very rare; but it has happened, and those who have 
testified have done a good work according to the word of the 
apostle 1 Peter 3:15: "Be ye always ready to answer to every 
man that requireth the hope that is in you."

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Introduction. 
1. our catechism. 


Around the year 1527, Doctor Martin Luther and Philipp 
Melanchthon set out to visit, that is, to visit and examine the 
churches of their country. Luther asked old and young, preachers 
and listeners. And he found appalling ignorance. When he 
returned home, he sat down and wrote his little catechism for the 
people and the children and said that it should be practiced daily 
in the houses and that the pastors and teachers should teach the 
people in the churches and the children in the schools according 
to it. 

So what is the Small Catechism of Doctor Martin Luther? - 
The Small Catechism of Doctor Martin Luther is a short and 
simple instruction in the noblest main points of Christian doctrine. 

And from what did Doctor Martin Luther take this his little 
catechism? - Solely from the Bible or the Holy Scriptures. 

There is not a word in Luther's Small Catechism that is not 
taken from the Bible. If it were not, it would have no value. But 
because it is, it is so delicious. But a Christian should not believe 
this so readily, but should have it proved to him from the Bible 
and search the Bible to see whether it is true. Then he will soon 
see quite clearly: yes, it is so! Luther's teaching is the teaching of 
the Bible. And the teaching of the Bible, the teaching of the Holy 
Scriptures, is what we want and must have! 


2. the Bible. 


For what is the Bible or the Holy Scriptures? - The Bible, or 
the Holy Scriptures, is the Word of God, which God, through His 


holy prophets in the Old Testament, and through the evangelists 
and apostles in the New Testament, has caused to be recorded 
for our instruction and salvation. 

Let us explain a little of what has just been said. 

The Bible is God's word. So God wrote the Bible. But God 
did not write the Bible with His own hand, as we say, but He wrote 
it through men; but He gave these men everything to write. Just 
as when you want to write a letter, but cannot write with your own 
hand, because you have, say, a sore finger, so you ask your 
neighbor to take the pen for you. But you tell him everything you 
want him to write, and he writes your words. Who then actually 
wrote the letter? You or your neighbour? Certainly you did. But 
you wrote it through your neighbor. You took your neighbor's 
hand instead of your own and wrote the letter. That's how it is with 
the Bible. God wrote it only through the holy prophets in the Old 
Testament, and through the evangelists and apostles in the New 
Testament: to them God gave all that they should write, in a way 
that we do not understand.

In July of this year, at Michigan City, Ind. representatives of 

the Ohio Synod and the lowa Synod held a meeting and agreed 
upon a number of propositions which should form a basis for the 
mutual ecclesiastical recognition of the two synods. "Herald and 
Magazine," a paper whose editor is naturally amused when 
opponents of Missouri join hands, reports, "These days again 
two other eminent synods of our church, which for forty years 
had not understood each other, have come to an 
understanding." However, things have by no means progressed 
that far. First of all, not even the representatives of the two 
"important" synods have "come to an understanding” on all 
points, but the representatives of the lowa Synod have issued a 
special declaration, which "Herald and Journal" wisely conceals, 
and in which the old unhealthy position of lowa toward the 
Lutheran confession comes to light again. Then, however, the 
"Synods" did not come to an agreement at all. Rather, the lowa 
"Church Gazette," that is, the organ of one of the synods 
involved, has this to say about the Michigan City agreement: " ... 
we cannot conceal our surprise and misgivings about some of 
the sentences on which both parts have agreed, and we believe 
that other members of our synod will feel the same way. Some 
things in the propositions concerning the ministry of preaching, 
chiliasm, and antichrist, do not correspond with our convictions 
and the declarations which our Synod has made concerning 
them, and we could not, at least as far as we can see at present, 
subscribe to these propositions in the form which they take." 
Likewise, not all Ohioans agree with the arrangements that have 
happened either. When, therefore, the Texan "Congregational 
Messenger" says, "Thereupon there came to be an absolute 
mutual recognition of both synods," it involves in several 
respects a frugality which, where ecclesiastical union is 
concerned, is, however, lacking in us, and which we have no 
wish to acquire. 
According to what has been reported so far, especially in view 
of the reported statement from the lowa synodal organ, one 
would think that the gentlemen colloquia would have had plenty 
of work to do with themselves and with the doctrines on which, 
as "Herald and Journal" so naively says, "they had not 
understood each other for forty years", in order to bring about, 
where possible, a complete agreement without separate 
declarations. That Ohio and lowa sought to ascertain whether 
they were or could become united in the doctrine of the church, 
of the office of preaching, of open questions, of chiliasm and 
antichrist, as well as in the position on the symbols, made sense, 
as certain as it is to us and others that even now the two synods 
are not united in these matters. But that in the doctrine of 
predestination and conversion, first of all, the spokesmen of both 
Synods have long been in agreement, in that they both reject 
the doctrine that is recognized in Missouri and in the Synodal 
Conference in praise of God, is something that no one has ever 
seriously doubted, and they certainly knew it themselves before 
they moved to Michigan City, and thus, in order to become 
aware of their unity, they would not have needed to agree in one 
of their longest theses on the doctrine of predestination and 
conversion. 
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to occupy themselves with "Missouri". But if this gave them 
pleasure and they felt the need to strengthen each other in this 
point, it was up to them to decide how they wanted to spend their 
time. But if they really wanted to define their common position 
on Missouri, they really should have done so. Instead, they did 
something quite different. They have taken a doctrine which is 
an abomination to the Missourians, and which is decidedly 
rejected and repudiated in our Scriptures, and passed it off as a 
piece of Missourian doctrine, and called it "the church-dividing 
part of the Missourian doctrine of the election of grace. They 
have again brought against Missouri the untrue accusation of 
"the separation of the general will of grace and the special 
election council into two voluvtates, which are taken apart, side 
by side, and one after the other, and therefore ooutra-aiotoriLe" 
(contradictory wills in God). That this was an untrue accusation, 
both Ohioans and lowans could know by heart; this has not only 
been said to them in recent times, but the abomination that one 
puts contradictory wills in God was already rejected by the 
blessed Dr. Walther, when he wrote, for example, in 1881: 

"Why would it be contrary to God to suppose that, though 
God calls outwardly to blessedness, he means otherwise in the 
heart? 

"Therefore: for this would be called. That is, it would be 
taught in such a way that God, who is the eternal truth, should 
be contrary to Himself. "**) It must be truly difficult to do anything 
to the doctrine of the Missourians, if, in order to accuse them of 
erroneous doctrine, one must impute to them something that 
they have never and nowhere said, but have clearly and 
unmistakably rejected. 

Furthermore, the Colloquents of Michigan City have played 
a dishonest, vain game with the declaration: "Of the conversion 
which has become disputed in connection with the doctrine of 
predestination, we confess that the same, as the setting of a 
new spiritual life, is neither half, nor the fourth, nor the 
thousandth part, dependent on man's cooperation, self- 
determination, or good conduct, or dependent on it in the sense 
that it is brought about thereby. This is what people say who 
have publicly written, "We consider it unchristian and heathenish 
to say that the real attainment of the blessedness perfectly 
prepared and earnestly determined by God for all men is in no 
respect dependent on man's conduct toward the grace of God, 
but in every respect on God alone. A pastor who preaches and 
pastors according to such ungodly doctrine is a wolf and an 
apostle of devils." +) When such people say that conversion 
does not depend on man's conduct "in the sense that it is 
effected thereby," one must ask, "In what sense then? Surely 
not in the sense of nonsense? Do you think anything at all when 
you say that man's conversion and blessedness depend 'in a 
certain sense’ on man's conduct? And if so, what? This tells us."

"The United Norwegian Lutheran Church in 


Since the trustees of the 
Augsburg Seminary, which had hitherto been used as a seminary 
of the "United Church," have not transferred the institution to 
them as the "United Church" requested, the faculty of the 
seminary of the "United Church" has received the following 
instruction from a subcommittee of the competent authority: 

"1. The theological seminary of the United Church shall be 
moved from the Augsburg Seminary buildings. 

"2. Besides a theological department, a preparatory 
department shall be established in connection therewith. 

"Since Professors G. Sverdrup and S. Oftedal have resigned 
as theological professors in the United Church, to be counted 
from December 31, 1893, and since it is not without harm to the 
school to arrange it in such a way that it begins the school year 
with 5 professors and then continues in the middle of the school 
year with only 3 professors, Professors G. Sverdrup and S. 
Oftedal are hereby released from participation in teaching in the 
United Church Seminary during the present school year.

"4. Professors M. O. Béckman, F. A. Schmidt, and E. G. Lund 
are instructed to arrange the plan of instruction for the coming 
year, so that the work may be divided among these three and the 
teachers who must be employed for the preparatory department;

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What should a Lutheran congregation ask of those who 
come to it from false-believing church communities? 


The Christian church has the calling to spread on earth. More 
and more shall be added to the church who believe and are 
saved. And the church of Christ is actually in constant growth. 
God promotes and blesses the course of his word. The kingdom 
of God is like a grain of mustard seed, which, when it is sown, 
increases, grows ever larger, and acquires large branches, so 
that the birds of the air may dwell under its shadow. This 
characteristic of a true Christian church can also be seen in the 
Lutheran church in our country. Our Lutheran Church here has 
grown from a small beginning into a mighty tree. It grows from 
within. The old are joined by children and children's children. Our 
Christian schools annually supply new contingents for our 
congregations, although unfortunately many who have passed 
through our schools then turn their backs on our church. Our 
Lutheran Church is receiving growth from outside. New 
congregations are always being gathered in the mission fields. 
But it also happens from time to time that from other, false- 
believing church communities some knock at our door and 
desire admission. And so every Lutheran congregation should 
become and remain aware of what it should expect and demand 
from those who turn to it from other churches. 

We are not thinking here of the German immigrants who 
were members of some German national church over there. 
With their resettlement in the new world they have said goodbye 
forever to their old home and their home church. They found a 
new home here, and when they have put their affairs in order, 
they look around in the churches of this country, become 
acquainted with our Lutheran Church, and sooner or later show 
an inclination to join it. Thus they stand for us on the same line 
with those who have not yet joined any church at all.

Well, we tell 
them what we believe and teach, what our church practice is, 
why we keep ourselves separate from the sects around us, and 
if they agree with us, we accept them into our midst. 

The question is how, according to God's Word and will, we 
are to behave towards those who have hitherto belonged to any 
false-believing church fellowship in this country, such as a 
Lutheran or Methodist or Baptist congregation, and who are now 
willing to leave their former congregation and their former pastor 
and become members of a Lutheran congregation and 
confessionals of a Lutheran pastor. The answer to this question 
is closely related to the other question of what should be the 
decisive reason for the persons concerned to convert from one 
church to the other. 

It cannot be denied, then, that external circumstances often 
give the first impulse to such a decision. A young man from a 
Lutheran congregation becomes engaged and marries the 
daughter of a house belonging to a false-believing congregation. 
Or, conversely, a Uniate or Methodist or Baptist or Presbyterian 
marries into a Lutheran family. And so the thought occurs to the 
two spouses: How wonderful it would be if we, who now go 
through life hand in hand and have all things in common, could 
also go out and come in at the same place of worship, and come 
to the table of the Lord with one another. Two religions in one 
house is a grievous thing, and may give rise to domestic strife 
and dissension. Or a Uniate, or Methodist, or Baptist, etc., may 
find it most convenient, where he now lives, to go to the Lutheran 
church, which is nearer to him than the church of his confession, 
and he speaks to himself: There will not be so much difference 
between these different churches, | join the next church. Or he 
thinks he can best care for his children by sending them to a 
Lutheran parochial school, and if the children then also adhere 
to the Lutheran church, it seems most advisable that the parents 
should follow the children. 
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A Lutheran congregation and its pastor would not be doing 
the right thing if they immediately turned away those who 
approach them from other churches as soon as it becomes 
apparent that external reasons and circumstances, such as 
those mentioned, play a major role in such an approach. You 
must not forget that God, the Lord, also uses external 
circumstances, external means, to bring out his good, gracious 
counsel and will on the souls of men. How many a man has come 
over here from the old world, and sought here quite other things 
than God's Word, or even the pure teaching of the Divine Word. 
But behold, while he pursued earthly gain and profit, he has 
found something here that he did not seek, he has found the 
treasure in the field, the precious pearl, which is worth more than 
all the gold and silver of the earth. He has come into the sphere 
of a Christian, Lutheran congregation, and there a new light has 
dawned on him about the way that leads to eternal life. Or a 
traveling preacher came into his way or into his house and drew 
his attention to the one thing that was needed. At first he did not 
care much for this visit and encouragement, but then he 
considered what would serve his peace and fell heartily in love 
with the word. Obviously it was the hand of the Lord that guided 
him from place to place until he reached the place where he 
heard the word of God and learned to appreciate and love it. And 
so God, who governs great and small things, also takes other 
circumstances into his service, such as betrothal, marriage, 
kinship, friendship, and neighborhood, and makes them 
serviceable to the highest and last purpose, that men may come 
to the knowledge, and to the right knowledge, of the truth. 

The circumstances mentioned are, however, in God's hands 
only a means to an end, can cause someone to seriously 
concern himself with God's Word and the right doctrine, and 
must not, of course, constitute the actual reason why someone 
exchanges his previous church with another.

Unrighteous preachers, Methodist preachers, often pretend to 
their people that they are also Lutheran, and thus deceive the 
simple-minded. Now then, if they sincerely mean it, it will only be 
sweet to them to hear what danger to their souls they are 
escaping by saying valet to their former church fellowship. Or 
they are "indifferent" in matters of doctrine, quite indifferent, quite 
ignorant too. But indifference in spiritual things is also an evil 
thing,*is an enemy to faith and orthodoxy. And so a Lutheran 
preacher only does such indifferents a labor of love when he 
brings to their minds how much is at stake in the difference 
between truth and falsehood. Of course it is enough here, 
especially where one is dealing with quite simple-minded people, 
if one sticks to the main points and reminds one of those main 
errors which directly contradict the main points of the Lutheran 
catechism, above all, for example, the false doctrines of the 
Reformed Church concerning the Lord's Supper, the means of 
grace, and the order of salvation, which are common to most 
sects. If then the Lutheran preacher can testify to his 
congregation that those seeking admittance also agree with him 
in this respect and reject the false teaching that is rejected in the 
main symbols of the Lutheran church, then one confidently 
accepts those who come and gives oneself over to the hope that 
they, if they are still weak in the knowledge of the differences, will 
grow and increase in such knowledge through the diligent use of 
the means of grace in the orthodox church and will see ever 
better what a good exchange they have made. 

The confession of pure doctrine, however, also implies that 
one is willing to remain faithful to the right church and doctrine 
until death. And this is precisely what a Lutheran congregation 
rightly expects from those who come to it from a false church. It 
would in fact be a mockery of church and religion if someone 
were to make his remaining in a church dependent on external 
circumstances and change confession and church as one 
changes a place of residence or changes a dress. A Lutheran 
congregation should demand of those who seek admission, 
whoever they may be, wherever they may come from, in short, 
just that, no more and no less, which it demands of its 
confirmands. After they have been adequately instructed in the 
right doctrine and have learned to distinguish to some extent 
between right and left, they shall confess the right Christian faith 
and promise to remain faithful to their dear Lutheran church until 
death, and then, upon such confession of their faith and such vow 
of faithfulness, they shall be recognized and accepted by the 
congregation as mature Christians. 

God grant that all our churches may have the necessary 
wisdom, love and patience, as well as the necessary strength 
and determination, for their own good and for the salvation of all 
those who come to them.

We now want to see recently what it actually is that God says 
in His word, namely, in the Bible. We therefore ask: 

What is the content of the whole sacred Scripture? - The 
content of all Scripture is twofold, namely, first, law, and second, 
gospel. 

And let it be said to thee in advance, that thou must take 
heed to this matter, and seek to understand it well. For if thou 
understandest not this, thou canst not understand the whole 
Bible, neither canst thou ever come to a cheerful, clear, and 
certain faith. 

So the content of all Scripture is twofold. Not a simple, but a 
twofold one. And a different one: one part of the Word of God is 
different from the other, quite different from the other. Let us 
take an example. There is a physician and there is a sick 
person. The physician stands before the sick person and speaks 
to him. What does he say to him? First he says: "You are sick, 
you have a dangerous disease, and if this continues, you will 
die. For behold, a healthy man has not such heat as thou hast, 
nor such rapid breathing, nor such pains in the chest, nor such 
a coated tongue, nor such dryness of the skin; a healthy man 
should have only such and such heat, much slower and easier 
breathing, and without any pains, his tongue should be clean, 
his skin fresh. And if all this does not soon return with thee, thou 
canst not live. But," continues the physician, changing his 
speech and saying something quite different and much more 
beautiful, "I have a medicine here, take it, and with God's help 
you will soon recover and live." - God speaks to us in a similar 
way in His words. First He tells us how we ought to be, what we 
ought to do and what we ought not to do, in order to please Him 
and to live; and He shows us that we are not like that at all, but 
that we are rather sinners and ungodly, and deserve His wrath 
and temporal and eternal punishment: lest we should live in the 
desperately mad delusion that we are something, when we are 
nothing. For such a delusion would infallibly bring us to eternal 
damnation. But then God also changes his speech; he tells us 
something quite different and much more beautiful; he assures 
us. He says that he is the Lord our Physician, that he has given 
us a Savior, and that for his sake he forgives all our sins and 
gives us salvation freely and without cost, and that we should 
confidently and firmly and joyfully rely on this, because he, the 
Lord, says so. So you see that the content of the holy Scriptures, 
the Word of God, is twofold and different; one discourse is quite 
different from the other. In the one discourse God stands terribly 
before thee; for in showing thee how thou oughtest to be, He 
shows thee also how thou art, namely, sinful and lost. But He

The Mennonite "Herald of Truth" makes the 
claim that the doctrine that young children can believe was "first 
championed by Martin Luther." | wonder if the Herald writer has 
ever heard of the church father Augustine? This old teacher lived 
more than a thousand years before Luther and wrote the 
following more than a thousand years before Luther: "Thus the 
sacrament of faith makes the little child a believer. For as (in 
baptism) it is answered that it believes, so it is called believing." 
(Epist. to Bonifacius.) The same Augustine writes: "We say, 
then, that the Holy Ghost dwells in little children baptized, though 
they know it not." (Ep. to Dardanus.) So there is thoroughly 
nothing in the Herald's assertion. Further, the "Herald" writes: "If 
now the ‘Lutheran’ can prove that the apostle was in error with 
the assertion that it is impossible to believe without having heard 
the gospel, then we will publish his proof (?) ourselves." As if the 
"Lutheran" had ever asserted, and therefore had to prove, "that 
the apostle Paul was in error." But this we assert, that the writer 
of the herald is in error, if he thinks that the apostle ever said, or 
anywhere said, "it is impossible to believe without having heard 
the gospel." Nowhere does the apostle say that. True, he says, 
according to our Bible, Rom. 10:14, "But how shall they believe, 
of whom they have not heard?" So it does not say "one," but 
"they"; and that he does not mean by this immature children, but 
greater persons who have

can already speak, it is evident from the fact that in the same 
verse before he said, "But how shall they call on him in whom 
they have not believed?" So he is evidently speaking of such as 
are already old enough to call, and of them he says, "But how 
shall they believe, of whom they have not heard?" And of them 
we certainly say the same, and do not accuse the apostle of any 
error at all. But when St. Paul says, "So faith cometh by 
preaching," we are not such fools as to think and say, "So faith 
cometh everywhere only by preaching, and nowhere by baptism, 
the bath of regeneration." This would be as if someone wanted to 
conclude that because the Saviour said to Peter, "Feed my 
sheep," therefore no one but Peter should or could feed Christ's 
sheep. No; we believe both, that according to 1 Peter 1:23, the 
word of God is a seed of regeneration, and that according to Titus 
3:5, baptism is the bath of regeneration, and through it God can 
work in infants that which he works in adults through the word, 
faith, in the giving of which consists regeneration. A. O.

In East Prussia a new church community has formed in 
recent years, the so-called "Gromatki's". These people have not 
formally renounced the national church, but only hold devotional 
meetings for themselves in their homes. A teacher B. took part in 
these meetings and often spoke out. For this reason he was 
dismissed from his office by the government in Gumbinnen. On 
July 22 of this year, however, the Prussian State Ministry 
overturned this decision and reinstated teacher B. in his school 
office, noting that in his speeches he had only exhorted people to 
live a God-fearing life, to attend church diligently and to avoid the 
taverns, and that this was not reprehensible. This is a reasonable, 
just decision on the part of the secular authorities. If only the 
Prussian government would refrain from interfering in all spiritual 
matters and church affairs! It is the business of the church to keep 
order in its domain and to see that no one teaches publicly without 
a profession. Admittedly, one cannot blame the faithful members 
of the German regional churches if they often seek their spiritual 
nourishment elsewhere than with their local pastor, and they are 
not all yet so far advanced in knowledge that they feel obligated 
to completely say goodbye to a church in which God's Word is no 
longer preached loudly and purely. G. St.

Of incurring debt recklessly. 


"The wicked borroweth, and payeth not," saith the Scripture, 
Ps. 37:21. This does not mean that all borrowing is forbidden; for 
the Lord Christ saith, "Turn not from him that lendeth unto thee," 
Matt. 5:42. But that a man borroweth and payeth not, this the 
psalmist calls the manner of the wicked. And this is easy to 
understand, for borrowing and not paying is a manifest sin 
against the seventh commandment, and to transgress God's 
commandments lightly or wickedly is the way of the wicked. 

That borrowing and not paying, not returning what has been 
borrowed, is a sin against the seventh commandment is easy to 
see. The commandment says, "Thou shalt not steal." But he who 
treats as his own what does not belong to him but to another, 
and so steals it from the owner, steals. This is not done by one 
who borrows honestly and returns what he has borrowed to the 
one who lent it. He who borrows honestly does not regard what 
he has borrowed as his own, but as the property of him from 
whom he borrowed it. He who has no horse, and borrows one 
from his neighbor, is not such a fool as to think that he now owns 
a horse; and if he were such a fool, and said to one who asked 
him whose horse it was, "It is mine; | borrowed it," every sensible 
man would say, "You contradict yourself; either it is your horse, 
in which case you did not borrow it; or you borrowed it, in which 
case it is not your own." But whoever borrowed a horse and then 
went and sold it, the police and the judge would soon tell him 
what he had done, that he who treats other people's property, 
which he has only borrowed, as his own, is a thief and belongs 
in prison with other thieves. 

It is true that in many cases borrowing takes place in such a 
way that both the borrower and the lender act in the 
understanding that it is not the borrowed property itself that is to 
be reimbursed, but the value of it. If a housewife, who has 
unexpected visitors and has no coffee in the house at the 
moment, borrows a cup of coffee beans from her neighbor, 
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the neighbor knows that she will not get back the very coffee 
beans she has borrowed, and the borrower does not commit 
embezzlement of another's property if she makes coffee from 
the borrowed beans and returns to her neighbor, say, the next 
day a cup of coffee beans of the same kind. Thus, in general, 
borrowing and lending take place in many different ways, just as 
the things that are borrowed and lent are very different. The first 
borrows a book, the second a carriage, the third a sack of seed, 
the fourth an umbrella, and the fifth a hundred thalers of money. 
But all these cases, with all their differences, have one thing in 
common, that the borrower expects restitution, and the borrower 
owes restitution, according to the seventh commandment, which 
says, Thou shalt not steal. 

But as the seventh commandment is transgressed in many 
ways, so also, unfortunately, often in such a way that he who 
has lent does not repay. And just as false oaths are sworn in 
some cases out of recklessness, in others out of malice, just as 
one person sins against his neighbor's life and limb out of 
carelessness, and another with forethought, so also the sins that 
occur through borrowing and not paying fall into these two 
clashes. Many borrow and do not intend to pay in advance; 
others borrow without considering what they are doing, or 
without having the necessary assurance that, when the time 
comes to pay, they will be able to meet their obligation. We will 
not deal with cases of the former kind here; for we write for 
Christians, and a Christian does not sin with knowledge and will, 
neither against the fifth, nor against the sixth, nor against any 
commandment, nor even against the seventh commandment. A 
man who borrows, and knows that he cannot pay, nor even 
intends to pay, but has from the first secured for himself the 
loophole by which he intends to escape his obligation before the 
holey civil law, is certainly not a Christian, not even an outwardly 
respectable worldling, but a wicked man, whom a Christian 
community, if he has once been a Christian, and as such, or for 
a time as a hypocrite 


The man who has lived in their midst, but has now fallen away 
or has become manifest as a wicked man and remains 
unrepentant, is to be declared and held as a heathen and a 
publican just as unquestioningly as an unrepentant adulterer. 
Even the pagan Juvenal knew that a man who had even the 
intention of embezzling another's property was guilty of death 
before God. 

On the other hand, even a Christian who has not fallen from 
grace or been shipwrecked in his faith may, through the 
weakness of his flesh, find himself in the position of having 
borrowed and not being able to pay. There is a craftsman, for 
instance, who is prevented by an injury to his body from 
pursuing his trade any longer. He might now try to earn a modest 
living as a night watchman or stableman or in a similar position; 
but he prefers to start a shop, and as the hundred and some 
thalers he had saved are not sufficient for this, he borrows a 
hundred thalers here and a hundred thalers there, takes goods 
from this wholesaler and from that manufacturer on Borg; before 
he knows it, he is a thousand thalers in debt; he knows little of 
merchandising; he sells again in part on Borg to bad debtors 
who do not pay; concurrence grows up in the vicinity, which 
takes the advantage away from him; one payment date follows 
another on his neck, and finally a creditor seizes and, because 
he cannot pay, closes his business; bankruptcy is there, and the 
ruins of his possessions are by no means sufficient to pay off 
his debts; he has borrowed and cannot pay. - There is another

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Brief interpretation of the doctrinal passages of 
the Lutheran Catechism for the common man. 
Christians. 


(Continued.) 
I. The first main part of the Catechism of the Holy Ten 
Commandments, 


1. of the ten commandments in general. 

What is the first main piece of the Catechism? - The holy ten 
commandments or the law. 

The first main section of Luther's Catechism deals with the 
law. Luther teaches the law of God in such a way that he 
summarizes it in ten commandments and presents it in and 
under ten commandments. As it was once done by God the Lord 
Himself on Mount Sinai in the year 2500 after the creation of the 
world and 1500 before the birth of Christ. You can read about 
this in Exodus 19 and 20. 

If you read these chapters, you will find right away in the first 
commandments that Luther did not use quite as many and not 
quite the same words as they are there. But that is quite right, 
and do not be mistaken. For in the first place, Luther, because 
he wrote his catechism for the people and the children, wanted 
to give the commandments quite briefly and only according to 
the main point; in the second place, there are all kinds of things 
there that concern only the children of Israel in the Old 
Testament, but not the Christians in the New Testament, as is 
expressly testified by the Holy Spirit in the New Testament and 
we shall see later in the appropriate place. 

Nor must you think that God first made his law known to men 
on Mount Sinai. Oh no! Rather, God gave His holy law to 
mankind at the time of creation, first and foremost in such a way 
that He planted it in their hearts and wrote it down, so that they 
naturally knew and did the will of God; then He also taught them 
His commandment in words. 
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said. But when Adam and Eve, through the deceit of the devil, 
disobeyed God and fell into sin, this scripture was blotted out in 
their hearts and in the hearts of all their descendants. We say 
blotted out, not entirely wiped out. A little of it still remained in all 
men, but so obscure and imperfect that God, by His word from 
without, had to bring His law near to them again. And this He did 
especially with His chosen people Israel through the great 
prophet Moses on Mount Sinai in the holy ten commandments, 
which He explained and interpreted elsewhere in the Old and 
New Testaments, from which explanations and interpretations 
Doctor Luther also took his explanation of the commandments, 
the so-called "What is this? 

Now something about the division and the main content of 
the ten commandments. Let us sum up what is to be said about 
them in the following question and answer: 

How are the Ten Commandments divided? - Into two tables, 
the first of which contains three commandments and deals 
directly with love for God, and the second of which contains 
seven commandments and deals with love for one's neighbor. 

Just as God the Lord wrote his holy commandments on two 
stone tablets on Mount Sinai, so our Catechism divides the 
commandments into two parts or tablets. And this especially 
because the main content of the commandments is twofold. For 
the first three commandments speak of what we owe to God 
directly, and the last seven commandments speak of what we 
owe to our neighbor. Both tablets demand love in the same way. 
This should be the inner and all-moving driving force in us. For 
God does not require of us outward works alone, but above all 
He wants the love of our hearts to drive us mightily and perfectly 
to every work commanded by Him, and so that we live inwardly 
and outwardly without change or lack in His commandments. But 
the first tablet deals directly with love for God and how we are to 
serve God in such love; the second tablet deals with love for our 
neighbor and how we are to serve our neighbor in such love. 

The Lord Jesus testifies to all of this when He says: "You shall 
love God, your Lord, with all your heart, with all your soul and 
with all your mind. This is the noblest and greatest 
commandment. And the other is like it, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself. In these two commandments hang the 
whole law." So we are to love God with all our heart, with all our 
soul, and with all our mind, so that in heart, soul, and mind the 
love of God reigns completely and solely and determines all our 
deeds. And in such love of God we are to love our neighbor 
according to a rule which God prescribes for us and which can 
always be felt alive and strong in us, which never sleeps or 
slumbers in us, is never silent or unclear: as we love ourselves - 
as we love ourselves, so we are to love our neighbor and in such 
love judge ourselves according to the seven last commandments 
with all their further interpretation which we find in the Bible. This 
the Lord Jesus also puts into other words, but they say the same 
thing when he speaks Matth.

Dedication of Seminary in Milwaukee. The new 
seminary building of the honorable Wisconsin Synod was 
solemnly inaugurated on Sunday, the 17th of September, with 
numerous participants from near and far. Speeches were given 
by Praeses v. Rohr, Prof. Ernst and Prof. Hénecke; also 
President Schwan and Prof. F. Pieper as representatives of our 
Synod, the latter at the same time as a delegate of the St. Louis 
Faculty, gave short addresses to the festive assembly. From a 
newspaper report we take the following information about the 
new building. The seminary is built of bricks and has room for 
80 students. The rooms are divided into study rooms, 
dormitories and sick rooms. They are furnished with the 
necessary furniture; study tables, chairs and bookcases are in 
the individual rooms. The bedrooms are equipped with iron 
bedsteads, mattresses and wardrobes. Next to the bedrooms 
are the washrooms. The sick rooms are on the top floor on the 
south side. In the cellar room is the apartment of the kitchen staff 
and the servant. On the lower floor there is also the dining room, 
in which 100 men can easily eat at any one time. There is also 
a laundry in this part of the building. On the top floor is the 
assembly hall, which seats 500 men. The whole building is 
heated by steam. Next to the main building are the apartments 
of the professors. Thus, then, our brethren in Wisconsin have a 
handsome dwelling for their principal institution of learning. May 
God keep it, as long as it exists, a place of faithful Lutheran 
theology.

The Icelandic Lutheran Synod in America held 
its ninth annual meeting this summer amidst the First Lutheran 
congregation in Winnipeg. The synod consists of twenty-two 
congregations and six pastors, two of whom were ordained 
during this synodal assembly. The President of the Synod, Rev. 
J. Bjarnason, was prevented by illness from traveling to the 
Synod, and the detailed presidential report which he had sent in 
was read, giving an overview of the Synod's work in Manitoba, 
North Dakota, Minnesota and Utah. Among the matters which 
occupied the Synod in its proceedings, the most important were 
the internal mission, for which Bjorn B. Jonsson was employed 
as missionary preacher, the school and Sunday school matter, 
the publication of a book of sermons, the Synodal organ 
"Sameiningin," which has 755 subscribers. Two doctrinal 
lectures were given, an apologetic lecture on the Old Testament 
and a lecture on the subject: "Christ in the Old Testament." The 
editor of the paper "Sameiningin," from which we take these 
particulars, is President Jon Bjarnason. A. O. 
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Three students from Zululand, who received their 
preliminary education at the Norwegian Synod Grammar School 
in Decorah, are now entering the seminary to study theology. 

In the lowa Synod, opposition to the Michigan City 
agreements is growing. A "Pastoral Conference within the lowa 
Synod" publishes a "Confession" in the form of "Theses on the 
Sacred Ministry" in the "Herald and Magazine", which read: 

"1. The sacred ministry is the service of the means of grace 
ordained by the Triune God, the end of which is man's 
blessedness and God's glory. 

"2. The ministry of the New Covenant, must not, like the brook 
from the fountain, be derived from the spiritual priesthood of all 
believers, but must be strictly distinguished from it. 

"3. By ordination the Church (pars pro toto) confers upon 
competent men the authority to administer the means of grace 
in the field of labor where God calls or sends them through His 
Church." 

The sender also makes the following comment: 

"We, as a conference, hold that the scriptural validity of the 
enclosed theses cannot be disputed, and that the so-called 
Missourian doctrine of the conferring of the ministry is purely a 
matter of human fancy. How foolish it is to mix up the spiritual 
priesthood and the spiritual office, and to derive from the spiritual 
priesthood the right and the exercise of the spiritual office, when 
one considers that the passage | Petri 2, 9. is taken from Exod. 
19, 5. in which there were special priests besides the spiritual 
priesthood." 

By contrast, the Colloquents of Michigan City have known: 

"The preaching or pastoral office is the power, resting on a 
special command of the Lord, valid for all time, and conferred by 
profession, to administer the means of grace publicly from 
communal ways. 

"Calling is a right of that congregation within which the 
preacher is to administer the ministry, ordination only a public, 
solemn confirmation of the profession, and only an apostolic 
ecclesiastical order." 

However, the "so-called Missourian doctrine of transference" 
is known, which the lowa Conference considers to be "a pure 
human feeling", and on the other hand, what the Conference 
claims in its third thesis about ordination is clearly rejected. By 
the way, what the sender of the conference theses says about 
the passage 1 Petr. 2, 9. is, apart from the fact that we are not 
dealing with an actual quotation from 2 Mos. 19, 5. in Peter, 
partly logically, partly theologically wrong. It is logically wrong to 
conclude from the existence of a special priesthood in addition 
to the spiritual priesthood in the Old Testament that there is an 
equal twofold priesthood in the New Testament; and 
theologically false is the very assumption that there are special 
priests in the New Testament besides the spiritual priesthood, 
whereas it is precisely in the fact that there is no special 
priesthood in Christianity that a main difference lies between 
Christianity and all other religions, and the pope, by 
reestablishing a human priesthood, has introduced a piece of 
Judaism or paganism into the church. Finally, it should be noted 
that when in the lowa Conference Theses and in the comment 
of the submitter it is spoken of as if the "so-called Missourian 
doctrine of transmission" and the derivation of the office of 
preaching from the general priesthood amounted to a blending 
of the office of preaching and the general priesthood, this is not 
a refutation of our doctrine, but only a proof that there are people 
in the lowa Synod who either do not accept the "so-called 
Missourian doctrine of transmission" or do not accept it at all.

He describes his "reprimand" in the "Schwab. Tagwacht" as 
follows: "In the midst of the election movement, the undersigned 
received an inquiry from the Royal Consistory as to whether he 
was an enrolled member of the Social Democratic Party. The 
undersigned answered this question in the affirmative, but 
emphasized how his political-economic standpoint had not 
changed his theological-religious position, as he had confessed 
it in his service examination and as he had received the 
certificate of qualification for church service on the basis of it. 
Without any reason having been communicated to the 
undersigned or heard personally, his removal from the list of 
candidates for the office of preacher was decreed on June 21." 
The "Free Church" comments on this: "Assuming that this 
announcement is correct, the question may well be justified as 
to why only political reasons are decisive in making one unfit for 
an office in the state church? For even if one were to object that 
the Social Democratic Party is not merely a political, but a 
revolutionary, immoral, antichristian party (which is true), the 
question would still remain unanswered as to why the same 
action is not taken against so many other enemies of the 
Christian faith? And although apostasy of all kinds is possible in 
every church, what does the state church do to set such poor 
erring people straight, indeed how will it one day want to answer 
for the bloodguilt which it has brought upon itself not only 
through lack of proper training, but also through the obvious 
seduction of its theological youth?"

AuS France. The annual Paris pilgrimage to Argenteuil, 
where a "sacred skirt" is said to be kept, took place on August 
13. The skirt is kept in a 40-centimeter shrine, but is cautiously 
not shown; only some openings are made in the box. Following 
the Trier pattern, a guard of honor was established for the first 
time, which prayed the rosary aloud. The sermon of the canon 
of Paris made it known that already in the 11th century a papal 
legate had testified to the then already old veneration of the skirt, 
and that the document still existing about it was recognized as 
genuine; also scientific examinations had shown that the skirt 
showed well-preserved traces of blood! Next year the relic is to 
be exhibited in a glass shrine, for which, however, repairs and 
additions must first be made. For next year's exhibition several 
weeks are envisaged according to Trier's model. Especially the 
guard of honour, which seems to have particularly caught the 
eye, is already emphasized. (A. E. L. K.) 

Bible Distribution. The distribution of the Bible in Egypt 
is most zealously carried on by the Swede Eoll, who is in the 
service of the British Bible Society. He has his stand in Port Said, 
where he serves twelve different nations that are represented 
there. In addition to these are the ships passing through from all 
over the world. As a result, in many years of activity, he has 
distributed the Bible or parts of it in 36 languages and has sold 
about one million copies. In the last time he turned especially to 
the Jews emigrating from Russia, among whom he distributed 
9000 copies in the different Hebrew languages.

Once upon a time, when Joseph, a pious man in Egypt, had 
seen in Pharaoh's dreams that seven years of trouble would 
come upon Egypt after seven years of prosperity, he said to the 
king: "Now Pharaoh shall look for a man of understanding and 
wisdom, whom he shall set over Egypt: and he shall appoint 
officers in the land, and take the fifth in Egypt during the seven 
years of plenty, and gather all the food of the good years that 
shall come, that they may pour out corn into Pharaoh's granaries 
for store in the cities, and keep it, that food may be found 
appointed for the land during the seven years of plenty that shall 
come upon Egypt, lest the land perish for hunger." Gen. 41:33- 
36 Joseph therefore recommended that the rest of the years of 
plenty should be saved for the years of plenty, although he did 
not unbelievingly doubt God's power and goodness, but well 
knew that even without bread grown out of the earth, God is able 
to sustain his own in the time of trouble. And when our Lord and

some experiences richer. His proud plans and expected 
successes of the great work of his "evangelization" here will 
probably have shrunk considerably. On September 17, it was 
already reported that after eight days his journey home would 
take place, and if no one holds him tighter than we Missouri 
Lutherans, then his departure will not be made difficult, even 
though he, along with “other brothers," had also invited us 
"fraternally" in a beautifully printed letter with his own signature to 
a "discussion of how his activities here could best be arranged," 
and with the "heartfelt" request to "in any case" announce his 
meetings to our congregations. 


Out of the multitude of wrong things which Stoecker spoke, not 
during his being here at all, but only in that meeting, a few more 
points which he touched upon may be mentioned. 

First, as | said, he sought to praise Luther. But then he 
continued: Luther was by no means always a popular man, but 
was popular only until 1525, when the Peasants' War broke out. 
But then Luther had spoken an unfortunate word, namely: one 
should beat the rebels from the peasantry to death like mad dogs. 
This word continues to have a very harmful effect today. In so 
doing, he made no mention of the monster Thomas Muenzer and 
the truly diabolical murdering and burning of the raging peasants, 
who scorned all admonitions and, had their raging not been 
controlled, would undoubtedly have drowned all of Germany in 
their own blood and turned it into a desert with fire; rather, 
Stoecker said twice, with solemn emphasis and _ without 
qualification: Luther had first given the peasants complete justice. 
Only one can live in this way who knows nothing right about the 
things of which he speaks, and who therefore also encountered 
the fact that he repeatedly spoke of 15 articles which the peasants 
had put forward, when there were only 12. Even an enemy of the 
Christian faith like Johannes Scherr is more just and truthful here. 
If Stoecker had read Luther's writings concerning the Peasants' 
War with seriousness, he would have been ashamed of such an 
account. He would have found that Luther, in his "Sendbrief," also 
"puts two candles on him" and says that "my (Luther's) little book 
should be and remain right, and if all the world is annoyed by it," 
and again in conclusion: "And if what | teach and write should 
remain right, all the world should burst at it. . . . | will see who is 
right in the end." So little did Luther care to be popular in 
Stoecker's sense. Luther had only God's glory, the truth of the 
gospel, and the blessedness of mankind in mind, no matter what 
false Christians and the world might say. Therefore Luther also 
said to Zwingli and Co. at Marburg, "You have a different spirit 
from ours," and rejected the brother's hand; for he would not 
"acquiesce in their doctrine." And still a few weeks before his 
death he addressed the following words to a friend who had told 
him of the enmity of his opponents: "Sufficient for me is that one 
beatitude of the Psalm: Blessed is he that walketh not in the 
counsel of the Sacramentians, nor treadeth in the way of the 
Zwinglians, nor sitteth where the Zurichers sit." O unhappy word! 
will Stoecker exclaim, who sits fraternally with these. 

In that half-hour speech Stécker also came to speak of the 
Ritschlians. As is well known, these are people in Germany who, 
according to Professor Ritschl, the 
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is already before his judge, are so called, and do not believe the 
doctrine of Christ's Deity and the Holy Trinity, and other things, 
but fight against it, thus outlining the ground, and are not 
Christians. Of their godless doctrine Stoecker said that 
Nitschlianism was not rationalism, either the ordinary or the 
philosophical, but something quite different; "| would call it," he 
said, "a pastoral attempt." And to this he gave the following 
approving explanation: the educated in Germany thought nothing 
of the facts that Christ was conceived by the Holy Spirit, born of 
a virgin, rose from the dead, and ascended into heaven, etc. 
Therefore Nitschlianism seeks in its way to come close to those 
educated people and to influence them so that they will be won 
again for the church of the Reformation. Thus without repentance 
and faith, yes, without God and Christ, who is the head and 
foundation of the church, according to Stoecker, those ungodly 
want to build the church and make Christians. This, even if 
Stoecker is not aware of it, is exceedingly ungodly talk and 
basically pure nonsense. 

Stécker liked to talk about the confession of the Lutheran 
Church as well. Thus he said that in Luther's Catechism and the 
other confessions he did not yet know how to delete a word, 
except "perhaps a few sentences in the Concordia formula. Then 
he praised this as the best dogmatics. But, he continued, it was 
fundamentally wrong to make such a book the confession of the 
church and the people. Stoecker, who always endeavored to let 
warm and cold, sweet and sour, pass out of his mouth, then set 
out against orthodoxy (orthodoxy), which is especially sharply 
expressed in the Concordia formula, and urgently exhorted not to 
be strictly orthodox and not to think so much of doctrine, so that 
other communities might also be drawn in; life, love, deepened 
(?) faith were the main things, etc. Here it happened that one of 
the listeners began to clap and found followers. Now the 
"speaker" also became more fiery, but for a minute at most, then 
he closed and disappeared through the door that led to the 
horrible all-world congress. One of his last words was, "Have a 
wide heart, a narrow conscience, but 


a wide heart." 


One more thing. During his speech, he also praised the 
"hearty and spirited theology of Germany," which we in America 
needed in view of our shortcomings and upcoming struggles.

Ottmar Furbringer. 


A biography by F. Lochner. 


(Continued.) 

At Easter 1831 Furbringer left the university to follow the call 
to this first ministry. On his journey to Eichenberg he visited 
Pastor Keyl in Frohna, the Superintendent Dr. Rudelbach in 
Glauchau, who received him extremely kindly, and then his own 
in Gera. 

When Fuirbringer arrived in Eichenberg, he only met the 
parish priest's wife with her little daughter Martha in her arms, 
as Pastor Léber had already gone to the church to conduct the 
service, so he saw the man in the pulpit for the first time, a man 
he had never met before. His venerable appearance and his 
sermon already won Firbringer's heart. And indeed, whoever 
had the good fortune to meet this man of many facets, an 
anointed preacher and excellent pastor, whose entire 
personality commanded respect and inspired trust through his 
uncommonly loving, thoughtful and considerate nature, or who 
read the description of him in Dr. Walther's synodal address in 
1850 and in the book published by his old friend and neighbor 
Gruber in the sixth volume of the "Lutheraner". He understands 
that the seven-year stay in the Eichenberg parsonage remained 
unforgettable for Firbringer, and that even in later years, in the 
circle of family and friends, he often said that he had hardly met 
such a personality again. Because of all this, L6ber was held in 
such high esteem by his sovereign that when he asked for his 
dismissal for reasons of conscience in order to emigrate, he had 
an expert opinion from three different theological faculties given 
to him in order to hold him back, and that in the Jena expert 
opinion that was most unfavorable for Léber, he was 
nevertheless declared to be "to all appearances the most 
spiritually important among the emigrants on this side". 

After the first year of his stay in Eichenberg had passed, 

Furbringer presented himself in his hometown for the 
examination pro ministerio. The examination lasted a few days 
and was held orally and in writing in Latin. But although he did 
not owe a single answer, he had to put up with unjust, vulgar, 
and sometimes downright insulting treatment from the 
rationalistic examiners for the sake of his faith and confession, 
in that his answers were either not fully accepted or were 
accepted with derisive remarks. Only one person showed 
himself more benevolent towards the examinee, while another 
would have preferred to let him fail, had the injustice not been 
too gross. So he was dismissed with a lower grade and with the 
statement that he could not expect to be employed because of 
his strictly orthodox views. The latter explanation, by the way, 
was superfluous, for in such a corrupt national church Furbringer 
did not even desire employment. 
All the more he liked to return to the work he had begun in 
Eichenberg and to the house that had already become his 
spiritual home. With all the greater diligence he took care of the 
teaching of the 
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He was a member of the five boys of the institute, soon joined 
by Ldber's eldest son, and in his free time he was eagerly 
engaged in theological studies. In doing so, he not only 
preached for Léber, especially at festive times, but also gave 
many a decisive testimony in his hometown of Gera, about 
which the rationalist superintendent, who did not want to let him 
into the pulpits of Gera in the first place, was highly indignant. At 
Lébers he not only got to know two of the pastor's brothers, the 
Pomeranian superintendent Adolph Zahn and the school 
teacher's seminary director Franz Ludwig Zahn, known 
especially for his biblical histories, but also the church historian 
Professor Guericke of Halle, who, because he could no longer 
go to communion in the church, sought communion at Léber's 
and thus came to Eichenberg from time to time, whereby, since 
he could not tolerate driving, he made the journey from Halle to 
Eichenberg and back on foot each time. When he once entered 
Furbringer's room and asked him to study old theological 
writings, he exclaimed: "That's right, Mr. Candidate! Only folio 
and quarto volumes, no octavo volumes!" (The theological 
rationalist products of that time were published in octavo format). 

Almost, however, Furbringer was led from his modest 
position to a post that subsequently became very important for 
the Kingdom of God. When the Evangelical Lutheran Missionary 
Society in Dresden, founded in 1836, was looking for a director 
for the missionary seminary to be established, the pious State 
and Cabinet Minister Count Dethleff von Einsiedel, who was at 
the helm, entered into negotiations with Firbringer, since he had 
been recommended to him by Pastor Keyl and Candidate 
Péschel as a suitable person. Through Pastor Stephan, 
however, whose church the Count had visited in the past but 
later avoided again, the negotiations were quickly broken off. 
Stephan, to whom Firbringer turned for advice, had not exactly 
advised against the acceptance of this profession, but had 
advised that certain questions should first be directed to the 
count. Because of these questions, the count immediately broke 
off, and the Lutheran pastor Wermelskirch from Breslau was 
appointed, who, as is known, was later followed by Graul and 
Hardeland in the directorate. The advice given to him by 
Stephan and followed by him was later described by Furbringer 
repeatedly as an "infamous" advice, also for the sake of its 
dishonest purpose, in that Stephan tried to secure the 
candidates devoted to him for the emigration already planned by 
him in secret and therefore tried in all kinds of ways to prevent 
them from accepting other professions. For the same reason he 
had actually also tried to prevent Firbringer from entering the 
academic career and advised him to accept the position in 
Eichenberg. But the Lord allowed all this to happen because, 
according to his advice, he wanted to use Furbringer to help 
build up the true Lutheran Church in this part of the world. 

Before we close this section, let us once again remember 
Firbringer's mother. Since she had feared that her Ottomar's 
heart would become estranged from his own as a result of his 
present position of faith, he made visits to Gera from time to time 
from Eichenberg.

Our mission in Colorado. 


Only a few years ago we hold but two congregations in the 
whole State of Colorado. One in Denver, which is now served by 
Mr. Pastor Rauh, and the other, the oldest Lutheran 
congregation in this State, in Wet Mountain Valley, or Blumenau, 
near Silver- and West Cliff, where Mr. Pastor Mueller now 
stands. Since that time congregations have sprung up in 
Durango, a splendidly flourishing city, already numbering 5- 
6,000 inhabitants, in the southwestern part of our State, at which 
Rev. Jacob is ministering; in Colorado Springs, with a population 
of about 12,000, the most famous health resort, where Mr. 
Hauser is stationed as missionary for Colorado Springs and 
vicinity; in Pueblo, numbering 30,000 inhabitants, of which the 
writer of this is pastor. We also planted the church in Trinidad, a) 
town of 10,000. In northeastern Colorado two of our pastors, 
Pastor Oesch and one of this year's candidates, are active in 7 
counties and in 17 mostly rural places. In addition to these 
churches and preaching places we have another field which we 
call the "Mission in the larger cities of Colorado". The

to be an "excitement" - and today about 400 people still live 


there. It is obvious that it is difficult to establish communities in 
such places. This explains why the number of listeners in the 
same cities is so different. On each mission trip | usually 
preached about twenty times. The average audience was 25 
adults. At some stations | usually had only 7-9, at others 15-20; 
in Leadville often 40-65 and once 80-90 adults, the largest 
audience | have had in a German service during my entire work 
on this mission field. In some cities, where | preached English a 
few times at the request of various American and Scandinavian 
Lutherans, there were 150-200 listeners in these services. But 
the rule is that one is especially pleased when one has a whole 
dozen before him. In Ouray | once did missionary work for a 
whole day, looking for Germans like for a pin, was in about 20 
houses. Most of them promised to come. In the evening at half 
past seven the service was to begin; it was eight o'clock and 
there was still no one there; it was half past eight and | began to 
preach and had four listeners. And this audience was composed 
as follows: one was an English-speaking Janitor; he listened 
attentively, but did not understand a word. The second was a 
Roman Catholic man, but he declared that he had only wanted 
to bring his wife; the third was a young man, but he soon 
departed, as it was getting too late for him; and the fourth 
audience was the Lutheran wife of the Catholic man, and she 
was pleased with the sermon. 

Some readers will certainly think, that is sad: 15-20, 7-9 or 
even only 4 listeners! for the sake of them one should preach? 
But only a few think about the effort it takes, how much coaxing, 
friendly invitations and heartfelt invitations it cost to bring only 
these 4 or these 9 into the church! 

Perhaps one or the other of you is thinking: Well, if it is so in 
Colorado, that the church conditions are so exceedingly sad, 
and there is little prospect of church planting, why then all this 
trouble and expense on our part and on the part of the 
missionaries’ ropes? Not so! It is true, as it seems, that we must 
still long scatter the seed in patience, until we can gather into 
congregations in this field such as we deem to be Christians by 
love; but our labor is not in vain. Even in the ungodly city of 
Leadville, where the vices and sins over which the night usually 
covers its veil are openly committed in the daytime, | have seen 
it plainly seen that the ancient yet ever-new gospel is a power of 
God unto salvation. The word of God, which we preach, which 
we believe, is a power of God unto salvation. 


The Word of God proves everywhere, in all circumstances, on all 
lines, in all countries, among the most diverse classes of people, 
among rich and poor, educated and uneducated, its ancient faith- 
working and life-giving power of God. And this is our task and our 
purpose, to make people blessed through the preaching of this 
Word of God. | have often had listeners who themselves said they 
had not been in a church in 20 years, and who, when | invited 
them to come again next time, told me that tomorrow or the day 
after tomorrow they would be leaving for Arizona or somewhere 
else, and who would perhaps not enter a church again so soon. 
How important, therefore, to such a one is the sermon which they 
have heard! To almost all my missionary sermons there have 
always been different, always new listeners, and thus the right 
way to salvation has been proclaimed to many. In this sense we 
must do missionary work everywhere, so that our motto remains 
the word from our Saviour's mouth: "There will be joy before the 
angels of God over one sinner who repents! 

When | took leave of the blessed Professor Lange after 
completing my theological studies in St. Louis, he said to me: "I 
myself have been in Leadville and Pueblo; it will go quite slowly 
there in Colorado, the difficulties are great, the obstacles many, 
but go confidently, the Lord will have some chosen ones there 
too". These words remain unforgettable to me. Our preaching, our 
work is not in vain. In the work on which we are laboring, we are 
inserting one stone after another into the miraculous building of 
the Christian Church, and when the last stone has been inserted, 
then this futile, earthly worldly edifice will collapse, and Christ, the 
Lord of the Church, will visibly return and enter with all the elect in 
glory into the everlasting and indestructible dwelling of the 
heavenly Jerusalem.

A newspaper of recent 
date enumerates a list of outrageous crimes and vices rampant 
in one of our inland cities, and concludes with the sentence: 'Our 
excellent citizens are just absorbed in making money,’ and this 
is the quite natural result of profound worldliness. If, in 
consequence of the constant removal of moral and religious 
knowledge from the course of instruction in our schools, the 
children occupy their thoughts and powers of reason only with 
base things, ignorance, prejudices, and passions will, when they 
have grown up, be in a great measure the mainsprings of their 
actions.” This is not written by a Missourian pastor, but by an 


Bible into the State schools. "You cannot," they say, "grant the 
state the right to give secular instruction if you deny it the right to 
give religious instruction." This is false. We certainly and 
decidedly deny the State the right to give religious instruction, 
but we by no means deny it the right to establish schools for the 
children of such parents who do not want a school with religious 
instruction for their children, in which such poor children can at 
least be given instruction for this earthly life, and we as citizens 
of the State are also willing and ready to contribute our share to 
the establishment and maintenance of these schools. Since, 
however, we are at the same time and primarily Christians, 
namely Lutheran Christians, and want our children to be and 
remain Lutheran Christians, we also maintain our Christian, 
Lutheran parochial schools for our children and the children of 
others who want to use them. Thus we "render unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar's, and unto God the things that are 
God's." A. G.

The Hermannsburg Mission has never had so many baptisms 
as in the last year. The total number is 3073, of which 282 are 
among the Sulu, 2200 among the Betschuanen, 586 among the 
Talugu in India, and four among the Maori in New Zealand. The 
baptized Christian children, however, are included in these 
figures. The income of the missionary head coffee amounted to 
194, 891 Mk. and the expenditure to 194, 873 Mk, The 
Hermannsburg Mission has at present 57 stations (23 in the 
Sulumission, 24 in the Betschuanenmission, 9 in India and one 
in New Zealand), 61 missionaries (23 among the Sulu, 27 among 
the Betschuanen, 10 in India and one in New Zealand), 124 
indentured teachers and catechists and 190 unsalaried 
indentured assistants. The number of church members is 21, 
566 (2381 in the Sulumission, 17, 531 in the 
Betschuanenmission, 1616 in India and 38 in New Zealand) 
against 18, 755 in 1891. The Suluchrists have contributed 5192 
Mk., the Betschuanen 16, 293 Mk. to church purposes in the past 
year. 

Brethren Conference. In Herrmhut, too, a Brethren 
Conference recently took place, as such conferences are held 
from time to time in Saxony, Wurttemberg, Bavaria, etc. The 
purpose of the one held in Herrnhut on July 30 and 31 was, as 
the invitation stated: "To bring the believers in the various 
Protestant church communities of our fatherland closer together 
and especially to give the numerous lonely disciples of Jesus the 
opportunity for fraternal union. The meeting took the course that 
is usual at such conferences. They do not offer anything special, 
just as the "Philadelphia", the organ of these Christian brothers 
and sisters, offers nothing better than other Christian papers. But 
there is a danger in these conferences in that they breed 
Methodist sentimentality and teach the individuals to despise 
their church; that the confession of the fathers, their faith and 
their struggles seem paltry to them in comparison with the 


association of American women, the Chicago Woman's brotherly love at such  interdenominational meetings.

For the Reformation. 


"Our Lord and Master JEsus Christ, saying, Repent, etc., 
wills that the whole life of believers be repentance." 

This was the first of the ninety-five theses which, on October 
31, 1517, the Wittenberg professor Dr. Martin Luther nailed to 
the door of the castle church connected with the university, 
before he preached the sermon at the service with which the 
annual consecration festival of this church was opened. The 
occasion for this act was a gross, annoying mischief that was 
going on at that time, namely the market for indulgences, which 
the Dominican monk Johann Teizel, in the name of the pope 
and as an employee of Archbishop Albrecht of Mainz, was 
offering here and there, by offering for sale in a church of the 
place where he had gone, and under a cross which he erected 
in it, absolution Supposedly granted by the pope in the name of 
the Triune God, and selling it at fixed prices. A mischief, 
therefore, which, as is evident from all the above statements, 
was done by ecclesiastical persons with ecclesiastical things in 
churches, induced the theological teacher and ecclesiastical 
preacher Martin Luther to publish on an ecclesiastical occasion 
the sentences, the first of which is given above. 

But in the church and in church matters God's word is valid. 
God's Word is the source of truth, the guide of doctrine for 
Christendom at all times. "Teach them to observe all things 
whatsoever | have commanded you" is the command of the true 
head of the church to his disciples, to the believers of all times 
until the end of the world. Matth. 28, 20. The word of God is the 
sword of the Spirit, with which to fight and conquer in the church 
of God. Eph. 6, 17. He that would teach and defend in the church 
must be able to say, "Thus saith the Lord!" 

Things were different in the papacy when they were written 
in 1517, and they are different in the papacy when they are 
written in 1893. There it was and is said, "Thus saith the pope," 
or, "Thus saith the conciliar," or, "Thus saith St. Thomas 
Aquinas," or, "Thus it is written.

in canon law." What the pope said and established had to be 
valid, even if it was not written anywhere in the Bible, even if the 
opposite was written ten times and a hundred times in the Bible. 
This, of course, was in disagreement with what our Lord 
Christ said and what his apostles wrote. The Saviour saith, 
Teach them to observe all things whatsoever | have commanded 
you. The pope saith, "Nay, whatsoever | teach and command 
must be taught and commanded, and have validity." Christ saith, 
"One is your Master, Christ," Matt. 23:10. "Nay," saith the pabst, 
"| am the infallible Teacher of Christendom, which must follow 
me as an obedient handmaid." The Scripture says, "Christ is the 
head of the church," "God hath made him the head of the 
church," Eph. 5:23, 1:22. "Nay," says the pope, "Christ is indeed 
a head of the church, that is, the invisible; but | am also a head 
of the church, that is, the visible; and it is not enough that any 
should be united to the invisible head; he must also be united to 
me, the visible head of the church; otherwise he cannot be 
saved." The Lord said, "Be content with my grace," 2 Cor. 12:9; 
but the pope places his grace not only beside, but over and 
against Christ's grace, bestowing grace and blessing where God 
threatens wrath and punishment and condemnation, and cursing 
and condemning where God's grace in Christ blesses and 
makes blessed. And how can it be otherwise than that Christ's 
word and work and the pope's words and deeds rhyme badly 
and contradict each other? For the pope is the prophesied 
Antichrist, the vile one, the man of sin, and the child of perdition! 
As little as Christ and Belial, so little are Christ and Antichrist 
true. 
Such a piece of antichristian nature was also the indulgence 
mischief that Tetzel practiced in the name of the pope. But if the 
pope's doctrine of indulgences, through the practice of which 
immeasurable money had flowed into the papal treasuries for 
centuries, did not agree with the teaching of Christ, then it was 
a very dangerous thing for the pope and, on the other hand, so 
very much in accordance with Christ's mind, when someone 
appeared and, with the torch of Christ's teaching, pointed it out 
to the Antichrist under his eyes and at 


and went to war against the pope's creatures with the sword of 
the Spirit, the word of God. And if God wanted to give to his 
imprisoned Christendom, groaning under the pope, a liberator, 
a reformer to his church, it had to be a man who, when he took 
the floor, could say, "Thus saith the Lord!" Therefore it was of 
such high, of truly Reformation significance, when the first of 
those ninety-five theses with which the open struggle against 
the Roman Antichrist began, opened that struggle with the 
words: 

"Our Lord and Master JEsus Christ, saying, Repent, etc., 
wills that the whole life of believers should be repentance." "Our 
Lord and Master JEsus Christ saith," "Thus saith the Lord," 
"Thus it is written," "Thus saith the Scripture"-this was the tone 
which, as it sounded in the glorious first thesis, continued 
throughout the whole work of the Reformation. Luther brought 
forth the Word of our Lord and Master JEsu Christ, the whole 
Gospel, from the rubble, he preached it, he taught it to his 
students, he gave it into the hands of the German Christian 
people; the Word of his God was the scourge with which he 
drove the buyers and sellers, the whole papist junk market, out 
of the churches, and he made the beginning of this on that 31st 
of October, whose memorial day we celebrate as the 
Reformation festival. 

Not do we celebrate this day as the birthday of a new church. 
Luther did not want to become the founder of a new church, 
neither on the eve of all saints in 1517 nor later. A new church 
must have a new gospel, a new doctrine, a new faith, a new Lord 
and Master. But Luther only made known again the old gospel, 
the old teaching of the apostles and prophets, the old faith of 
early Christianity, and brought millions to the point where it was 
said in their hearts and from their lips, as in his first thesis, "Our 
HErr and Master JEsus Christ." The church which is now called 
by Luther's name is the church in which Christians are taught to 
keep all that the Lord commanded his disciples, the church of 
the pure, noiseless gospel.

After these discussions of a more external nature, we now ask: 

What is forbidden in this commandment? - That we have other 
gods besides God. 

God alone, all alone, wants to be our God; we must not have 
other gods beside him and with him and apart from him. - But there 
are no other gods beside God, there is only One God; how then 
could we have other gods beside God? Notice: 

What does it mean to have other gods besides God? It means 
to worship something instead of God. 

In truth, there is only One God. But if, instead of this One God, 
| take something, invent, invent, invent, and if | give to this taken, 
invented, invented, invented thing the honor that is due to God 
alone and that he alone wants for himself, then | have other gods 
besides God, then | have set up something else, which is not God, 
as God. And this God forbideth. Matt. 4:10, saith the Lord Jesus, 
It is written: Thou shalt worship God thy Lord, and him only shalt 
thou serve." 

If the heathen "make" all kinds of creatures gods, and worship 
them and their image-pillars and images and signs, they have 
other gods besides God.-lf the Roman Catholics call upon angels 
and departed saints and their images, they have other gods 
besides God. - If any man be covetous, and set his heart on money 
and goods, he also is an idolater (Eph. 5:5), and hath mammon, 
the idol of money, as another god beside God. Let this be made 
clear to thee by two verses of song. The first verse we mean 
speaks of the LORD JEsu, and gives him divine glory, as is right; 
for the LORD JEsus is the true God, born of the Father for ever 
and ever, and all ought to honour the Son as they honour the 
Father. This verse reads thus: 

"My JEsum | will not leave, Because 
he gave himself for me; So my duty 
requires to cling to him Velcro-wise; 
He is my life's light: My JEfum | will 
not leave." 
But how does it sound and resound in the heart of the miser, if not 
in word, yet in deed and truth? Thus: 
"| will not leave my mammon, for it can 
give me so much; Therefore | deem it 
my duty to cleave to it; It is the light of 
my life: | will not leave my mammon." 

Is it not so? And is not this abominable idolatry? Is it not 
putting mammon, the money-bag, in the place of God as another 
god? - If anyone relies on his understanding, thinking that he can 
get through the world with his intellect and his wisdom, when God 
wants us to use our understanding, but to rely on him, the Lord; 
and if anyone wants to let his understanding count for anything in 
divine and spiritual matters, measuring and judging them with his 
understanding, and making his understanding the judge of God's 
word, when in such matters our understanding is quite inept, deaf, 
blind, and mad: Such a man robs God of his glory, and gives it to 
his own understanding, and to his own mind. 


"If thou fearest any thing or any thing 
in the whole wide world, so that the fear of God withdraweth from 
thy heart, and all thy doings are not determined by it alone, thou 
hast that thing or that person for another God. For this cause saith 
Christ, Matt. 10:28, Fear not them which kill the body, neither be 
afraid of them which kill the soul. But rather fear him who may 
destroy both soul and body in hell," which is God. - If thou so love 
any thing, or any person, in this whole wide world, that the love of 
God fainteth in thine heart through Jesus Christ thy Saviour, and 
all thy doings and burdens are not determined and judged by them 
alone, thou hast that thing or person unto another God. Therefore 
saith Christ, Matt. 10:37, Whosoever loveth father or mother more 
than me is not worthy of me. And whosoever loveth son or 
daughter more than me is not worthy of me." - And if in life and 
death thou trust not in the Lord alone, but depart from the Lord 
with thy heart, and rely on the help of men, and trust in any thing 
that is of the world and flesh; if in any condition of life thou 
anxiously seek after visible, earthly, carnal help, instead of trusting 
in God alone: thou art accursed, for thou makest thyself, seekest 
and hast another God beside God. "Cursed is the man that 
trusteth in man, and holdeth flesh for his arm, and departeth from 
the Lord with his heart," saith God by the prophet Jeremiah (Jer. 
17:5.). 

Now, my Christian, thou art not a heathen, neither art thou a 
priest's servant. Neither art thou one of those grossest 
transgressors of the first commandment, of those fools that say in 
their heart, There is no God; that are good for nothing, and that 
find abomination in their nature (Ps. 14:1). But yet there is found 
in thee that which God forbideth here. Examine thyself, whether 
thy heart incline not to earthly money and goods. Examine thyself, 
whether thine own mind and understanding rise not up against the 
word of God, and seek to guide and lead thee, to seduce and 
entice thee. And this above all is clear and certain: the fear of man, 
the love of man, the trust in man, pervade your soul like evil, 
poisonous vapors and pollute it, so that what God commanded in 
the first commandment does not reign pure and fine. 

What is commanded in this commandment? - That we alone 
know the one true God from his word, and fear, love, and trust 
above all things. 

God wants to be your God. He alone. And you shall know 
him by his word. In no way shall you form a false image, a false 
conception of him. You shall know him wholly and purely, as he 
makes himself known to you in his word. And before his word you 
shall take your reason captive in obedience, your own thoughts 
silent. This is how God wants to be your God, as he appears in 
his word. Not otherwise. This is how you shall know him. 

And so you shall fear him above all things, and love him, and 
trust him. So fear him, that all other fear may vanish before his 
fear.

Take heed, my Christian, of the first commandment. It is the 
foundation of all the commandments.

But 
because you do not keep the first commandment perfectly, and 
do not truly fear and love God, you do not keep the other| 
commandments as they should be kept, and a great multitude of 
all kinds of sins are found in you every day. For this reason Luther 
begins his explanation of the other commandments of God with 
the words taken from the first commandment: "We are to fear and 
love God. Yes, there it hangs, there it lies. If we could do that, we 
could do anything.

remarks about this strange personality. They explain to us all the 
more how it came about that Furbringer was now completely won 
lover by Stephan since that visit. "Among other things," he said, 
"| have never again met a man who was such a connoisseur of 
human nature and so well acquainted with the feelings of the 
human heart, and no preacher who understood so well how to 
deal with those in conflict as Stephan. Likewise, in social 
intercourse, he was extremely entertaining and skillful in giving 
the conversation the desired direction; but most especially did he 
know how to associate with people of the people." It is known that 
Stephan only began to study in the later years of his life, and that 
he was therefore not very well versed in theology; but, as 
Furbringer noted, "instead he possessed a great knowledge of 
the older edifying writings of the Lutheran Church and a 
wonderfully rich treasure of Christian experience, through which 
his sermons, so simple in form and delivery, so attracted the 
listeners. Through all this, as well as through his position as the 
lonly faithful witness of the Lutheran Church in Saxony, which he 
was at the beginning, he had to deal with all kinds of people, with 
high and low, scholars and unscholars. "It is a pity," concluded 
Furbringer, "that he soon fell into carnal security and spiritual 
pride, and thus turned from a blessed leader into an abominable 
seducer, who then found it strange-

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knew how to charm those whom he had chosen for the planned 
emigration, so that they could not get away from him and 
mistrusted those who once expressed even a single misgiving 
about his doings and activities, and regarded them as apostates 
if they withdrew from him." 

In the already mentioned "Ehrengedachtnis" of the same 
Pastor G. H. Léber ("Lutheraner", VI, 145 ff.) it is mentioned that 
he, after he had come to faith and had already begun to preach 
Christ, "through the lively and strong testimony of younger 
friends, who hold themselves attached to Pastor Stephan in 
Dresden, and through the acquaintance with Stephan himself" 
had come to a further progress in the evangelical knowledge and 
in the confessional position. One of these younger friends, 
however, was primarily his private institute teacher and 
housemate, the candidate Furbringer. Through him Léber 
became completely free of the Herrnhutian nature that still clung 
to this servant of God, as it did to so many believers at that time, 
and through him he also became even more closely acquainted 
with Stephan when the latter had returned from his first visit to 
him. When the emigration under Stephan's leadership took 
place in October 1838, not only Furbringer but also Léber took 
up the walking stick. 

On one and the same ship with the Léber family Furbringer 
arrived in New Orleans after a stormy voyage of several weeks 
at the beginning of the year 1839, and soon thereafter he arrived 
with his travel companions in St. Louis. When already a few 
months later the unmasking and removal of Stephan had taken 
place, Firbringer moved with Lébers, Ferd. Walther and a 
number of others, who had stayed behind in St. Louis for the 
time being by order of Stephan, to the Saxon settlement 100 
miles downriver in Perry County. 

The spiritual and physical hardships, ecclesiastical 
confusion and physical distress of the Saxon emigrants are well 
known. However, as soon as they had found their way around 
and settled in, the pastors and congregations began to think 
about training preachers to preserve the pure doctrine among 
the descendants in the new home, despite the great physical 
poverty and hardship that still existed. So the three candidates 
Brohm, Furbringer and Bunger soon came up with the plan to 
establish a grammar school, which in time would be joined by a 
theological seminary. The pastors Léber in Altenburg, Keyl in 
Frohna and Ferd. Walther in Dresden with their congregations 
joyfully offered their hands for the realization of this plan. First 
the three candidates with Walther bought six acres of land in the 
settlement of Dresden, and now it was time to clear a small area 
of primeval forest and to erect an institution building on it, that 
small log cabin which is now depicted in the "Lutheran Calendar" 
of 1889, in the Jubilee Booklet, and in Dr. Walther's Life. The 
main part of this work of clarification and construction, however, 
fell to the three candidates themselves. The most skilful and 
active in this was, of course, Biinger. With Firbringer, one had 
to make do more with good will. Bunger once told me that he 
often had to make do with his not infrequently errant 


He would pause for a moment after the stroke of the axe, and 
then you would see him standing there for a little while, 
pondering and sometimes sighing, leaning on the axe. He might 
well draw a comparison between his present fate in the new 
home and that which would have become his in the old home if 
he had wanted to follow his flesh, or even if he had not listened 
to Stephen's advice when the pious Count Einsiedel summoned 
him. 

As early as August 13, 1839, an advertisement published in 
the St. Louis "Anzeiger des Westens" (Western Gazette) gave 
notice of the "Unterrichts- und Erziehungsanstalt" (Teaching and 
Educational Institution) to be established at the 
Anstedlungsplatz der deutschen Lutheraner in Perry County, 


not far from the Obrazo". The advertisement was signed by the 
three candidates and Pastor F. Walther. Finally, in December, 
the dedication of the log cabin could take place and the lessons, 
in which Walther initially also participated, could begin with five 
boys. Of these, still living are Pastor J. Biltz, for many years 
President of the Western District, H. Léber, formerly Pastor, 
since 1885 until July of this year Director of Concordia College 
in Milwaukee, J. A. F. W. Miller, pastor at Ehester and vice- 
president of the Illinois District, and Hermann Bunger, who, 
however, soon left to become a pharmacist in St. Louis.*) 
Furbringer taught in the ancient languages and in history. When 
F. Walther and after him F. Binger followed a call to St. Louis, 
he shared the teaching with Brohm. 

This was the beginning of the first higher educational 
institution of our Synod. Four years ago, when this institution 
celebrated its fiftieth anniversary, its founding was also 
recognized and admired in Germany. On May 21, 1889, the 
teachers' college of the Princely Grammar School at Gera 
addressed the following congratulatory letter to Furbringer: "The 
undersigned teachers of the Princely Grammar School at Gera 
(ReuB) have recently received the news that the Lutheran 
Concordia College at Fort Wayne, Indiana, will celebrate its 50th 
anniversary on June 25 of this year. J. the commemoration of its 
50th anniversary and that you, revered pastor, as co-founder 
and teacher of the institution have rendered outstanding 
services to it. This news is a most welcome occasion for us to 


offer you, the former pupil of our Gymnasii Ruthenei, our most 


sincere congratulations on your anniversary and to send you our 
warmest greetings from your old home across the sea. May the 
Cyncordia College continue to develop under God's protection 
and continue to work beneficially, and may you be granted to 
enjoy your work in health and freshness for quite a long time to 
come!" And when, after the jubilee celebration, a member of the 
Gera College of Teachers, Professor Dr. Schneider, received a 
copy of the history of our mother institution for the library of the 
Gera Grammar School from a friend of the university living here, 
he wrote in the notice of receipt: "The history of this institution is 
quite strange, especially its origin. The fact that a few men got 
together and cut down trees in the primeval forest in order to 
found a higher educational institution is something astonishing 
and quite peculiar. This is a great thing, and it is quite gratifying 
that a man from Geran is there.

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has been involved in. So it was a good thought of yours that you 
drew our attention to it. We were happy to congratulate the old 
man on the 50th anniversary of his institution, which he helped 
to found under circumstances that were so peculiar to us, and 
we received a touching letter of thanks from him. 

Due to a quite unexpected appointment to the pastorate, 
however, Furbringer's work at the young institution was to come 
to an end again after barely one year.

I. America. 

Our Teaching Institutions. Rev. Bente has accepted 
the call to our Seminary in St. Louis. - The execution of the 
resolutions passed by our last Synod of Delegates for the 
establishment of a new Seminary for Teachers in Nebraska is 
also advancing. The Trustees of the Synod have carefully 
considered the various localities and propositions which were to 
be considered, and have at last arrived at the decision to 
designate the city of Seward, Nebraska, as the place where the 
new institution shall be erected. In Seward, twenty acres of land 
in the city limits and about five blocks from our church, plus eight 
thousand dollars cash, will be made available to the Synod on 
the sole condition that our Synod establish an educational 
institution there. 


Negro Mission. Two new workers entered the Negro 
Mission of the Synodal Conference this fall. These are E. Kuss 
and H. Meyer, candidates in theology, who were educated in St. 
Louis. The former has taken charge of the Carrollton station in 
New Orleans, and the latter has been sent by the Commission 
to our newest, but already richly blessed mission field in North 
Carolina. There are now 9 missionaries and 7 teachers active in 
the negro mission; 3 teaching positions are vacant at present. 
The harvest is great, but the laborers are few. Let all our dear 
Christians pray the Lord of the harvest to send laborers into his 
harvest. FeP3 

Indian Mission. The General Synod of Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and Michigan has decided to start an Indian mission 
at San Carlos, Arizona. The solemn deputation of the first two 
missionaries, Adascheck and Plocher, took place at St. Marcus 
Church, Watertown, P. Brockmanns), on the 4th of October. The 
missionaries will at first be chiefly engaged in establishing 
schools. The government of the United States has willingly 
provided the land necessary for the establishment of mission 
stations. In the treasury for heathen missions, the honorable 
Synod of Wisconsin has $1035, as the last synodal report 
shows. May God promote the course of His pure Word among 
the Indians!

The "Faribault Plan." In September of the year 1891, 
the parochial school of the Roman Catholic Jrlanders at 
Faribault, Minn, was incorporated into the public school system 
by the following agreement: "In consideration of one thaler, | 
agree to place the school building presently known as the 
Parochial School of the Immaculate Conception Church, with all 
its facilities and the site on which said school building is located, 
under the management and government of the School Board of 
the Town of Faribault, to be used by said School Board for 
educational purposes, under such conditions as the School 
Board shall determine. 
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than the said School Councillor will determine to be for the benefit 
of all concerned. - Trusting in your wisdom and judgment, 
gentlemen, | respectfully remain yours, James S. Conry." 

This agreement, which attracted attention on both sides, was 
initiated by the priest of the parish in question, James Conry. He 
declared to the school authorities: "Since | want the children of 
my parish to receive the benefit of a thoroughly American 
education, and since they are to be prepared as well as possible 
to perform their duties as American citizens, | want them 
educated in the public school. But you have no room for our 
children at present. Therefore, | offer you the use of our school 
building." Thereupon the above-mentioned agreement was 
reached. After the conclusion of this agreement, the 

wish was expressed, 
one would like to let the nuns, who had taught in his school until 
now, continue to teach in his school, which had now been 
converted into a state school, i.e. if they could pass the state 
examination. The Schulrath complied with this wish. The former 
parochial school now became a state school. Religious 
instruction was banned. The peculiar Catholic pictures were 
removed from the school building. The books used in the public 
schools were introduced. The nuns submitted to the state 
examination and placed themselves under the direction of the 
school superintendent, finally drawing - and this was probably the 
main thing - fifty thalers monthly pay from the state purse. Only 
the proximity of the Catholic church next door and the nuns' habit, 
together with the fact that almost all the pupils are children of 
Catholic parents, remind us that the school used to be a parochial 
school. This is the so-called "Faribault Plan". As of September of 
this year, said plan has been dropped. The agreement has been 
rescinded. By whom? By its author, James S. Conry. And why is 
that? Has the schoolmaster dismissed the nuns? I'm afraid not. 
He should have done it long ago. At least, that was the wish of 
the majority of Faribault's inhabitants. Well, why? Because the 
school administrator finally began, albeit very cautiously, to make 
use of the right granted to him in the aforementioned agreement 
to run the school according to his will. Since the number of pupils 
had increased considerably, and thus the employment of two new 
teachers had become necessary, the Schulrath hired two 
Protestant teachers in addition to two nuns who were teaching 
there. The president of the school board testified that he did this 
with the naive intention of establishing a closer relationship 
between the nuns and the Protestant teachers. This, however, 
went against the grain of the Catholic priest, and he declared the 
agreement reached two years ago null and void. The one body 
that was created two years ago has now become two bodies 
again. H. Sch. 


ll. foreign countries. 

From Switzerland. Again a pastor, shipwrecked in the 
faith, has resigned his office. It is Eduard Lauterburg, until now 
pastor in Ferenbalm near Murten. He has explained the reasons 
for his resignation in a brochure entitled "Why | am leaving the 
pastorate and the church". In it he describes himself as a 
despiser of prayer and the sacraments, even as a despiser of 
Jesus himself. The latter "has not spoken the last word for him in 
all things." Reason and conscience are above the Gospel. He 
wants a separation of church and state, and hopes that then the 
church will dissolve into associations. This would lead to a purer 


The new teaching is a result of the new form of Christianity; i 
makes it possible to "eliminate the erroneous ideas that Jesu 
shared with his time". In place of the sermon, rational lectures o 
religious and moral problems are given. The theater has to serv 
the need of edification. "In this way the mind and spirit ar 
satisfied, and in time one will no longer miss sermon, prayer, an 
sacraments." Under these circumstances, however, it was hig 
time that the man resigned his office, and his step is to b 
commended.

From Belgium. How unfavorable the rule of the Roma 
Church is for the advancement of public education is prove 
anew by a report on the low state of education in Belgium, whic 
is thoroughly Roman Catholic. The capital, Brussels, ha 
180,000 inhabitants; of these, 52,000 are ignorant of reading an 
writing, although school instruction is better arranged there thai 
in the rest of the country. In Laeken, the capital, 11,000 of th 
25,000 inhabitants are illiterate. Nevertheless, the (clerical 
ministry claims that there are too many schools in the countr 
and that the introduction of compulsory education is no 
necessary. (P. a. S.) 

The Swedish Resormation Jubilee. On Sunda 
Estomihi of the year 1593 the church meeting was opened ai 
Upsala, by which the Reformation, begun in Sweden sevent 
years earlier by the preacher Olaus Petri and King Gustav Wasa; 
found its final conclusion. "Now is Sweden become one man, an 
all we have one Lord and God"-these were the significant word 
with which the memorable Concil was closed. After a long perio 
of uncertainty, the Lutheran confession had been introduce 
throughout the nation. The "Upsala Resolution," dated March 20 
essentially determined that the Lutherans wished to remain wit 
the true word of God, the three ecumenical symbols, and th 
unchanged Augsburg Confession. Accordingly, in this year, 
1893, on September 5, 6, 7, a great celebration was held i 
Upsala to commemorate the Reformation introduced in Swede 
300 years ago, in which many guests from abroad, includin 
several German princes, took part. King Oskar of Swede 
expressed himself in a speech as follows: "Never destroyed, 
though unfortunately often denied, is the consciousness of Go 
deeply fixed in the breast of man, and to this is directed th 
innermost thought and longing of the incarnate" (wants to say 
human) "spirit. Such a "confession" could also be made by eve! 
heathen; for the consciousness that there is a God is als 
inscribed in the heart of the heathen. It is not the faith of Luther, 
not the Christian faith at all, but the Masonic religion which th 
chief bishop of the Swedish national church, a member of tha 
order, expressed. And such manifestations from "the ver 
highest" are characteristic of the present state of the Swedis 
national church. There, too, it is only a small group that still hold 
to the doctrine of the unaltered Augsburg Confession. Unbelie 
and misbelief of all kinds lead the great word. Sweden, lik 
Germany, once had the Gospel, but has lost it throug 
ingratitude. G. St. 
From Hungary. Among the approximately 15 millio 
inhabitants of Hungary there are 7-1/2 million Roman Catholics 
1-1/2 million Greek Uniate, 2-1/2 million Greek Catholics, 1-1/ 
million Lutherans and 2 million Reformed. The Lutherans hav 
881 congregations and 552 branches, with 914 pastors and 281 
assistant preachers, so that on an average there is one pasto 
for every 949 souls. More than 5000 souls should not fall on an 
pastor according to the latest church order. The Reformed hav 
1980 congregations and 3261 branches with 1909 pastors an 
374 assistant preachers. The Hungarians 
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tend to the Union, the Slavonic congregations, on the other 
hand, hold firmly to Lutheranism. In the Hungarian-German 
congregations one also finds rationalist preachers. According to 
nationality, most Lutherans in Hungary are to be found among 
the Slovaks, namely 38% Slovaks, 34% Germans and 22% 
Hungarians. The Reformed Church, on the other hand, has 94% 
Hungarians. The two Lutheran confessions have 3826 
elementary schools, 54 secondary schools and theological 
institutions, the Lutheran church 8 with 166 and the Reformed 5 
with 256 students. ("Kchenbl." from Lodz.) 
From Africa. The Cameroon Mission is a field of work of 
rare gratitude. Since Christmas 1886, when the first four Basel 
missionaries landed, about 30 have been active there, and ten 
of them have already died. At present, 12 men and three women 
are working on five main stations and 40 secondary stations; the 
latter are more or less 20 hours away from the former. In 1891 
there were 416 native Christians, in 1892 already 675, since 300 
pagans could be baptized. The Basel missionaries praise the 
steadily growing readiness of all tribes to accept the Gospel, to 
which the good reputation of the English missionaries active 
there since 1845 has contributed much. One must share the 
wish of the Basel mission that the Christianization of the country 
may succeed before it is ransacked by gold-diggers and planters 
and the open hearts are closed again. The most terrible 
messenger of European corruption, brandy, has already made 
its entrance, even if it has not yet had any influence on the 
Christian negroes. But what is the fault of the others that they 
are afflicted by this pestilence and made insensitive to higher 
things? In 1890, more than 700,000 liters of brandy were 
imported into Cameroon! Islam, too, has already penetrated into 
the hinterland of the colony and is preparing to go further.

The beginnings of "Lutheran," and what we can 
learn from it. 


The minutes of a meeting of the First Lutheran Congregation 
in St. Louis held on June 3, 1844, read as follows: 

"After the pastor, by a short address, laid it to the heart of 
the congregation, and hereby called upon them to support him 
in publishing a journal, concerning which he also laid the plan 
and direction of this paper before the congregation, whereupon 
the same unanimously gave their support. 

"Resolved, That signatures thereto be accepted here at the 
town meeting and at the heads." 

This was the first step towards the realization of a plan that 
had matured in the then pastor of this congregation, C. F. W. 
Walther, and significant is the way in which he began to carry 
out his idea. In agreement with the congregation and after 


thorough consultation with them, and at the same time with their 
support, the newspaper was to be launched, which a Lutheran 
pastor in the far West of America intended to place in the service 
of right, pure Lutheranism, and the congregation did not reject 
this matter out of hand as a matter that did not concern them, 
but willingly entered into it and unanimously promised_their 
support. The publication of this ecclesiastical journal was 
regarded by this congregation as a matter in which it should take 
a hand; according to the resolution immediately passed, 
signatures in support of this journal were to be received in the 
congregational meetings, and the officials of the congregation, 
the churchwardens, were to be the first agents of this journal by 
congregational resolution.

The fiftieth anniversary of the ministry of Mr. 


Praeses Schwan. On September 13 of this year it was fifty 
years that the General Praeses of our Synod, Father H. C. 
Schwan, entered upon the sacred ministry of preaching. Forty- 
three years of this he has spent in the service of our Synod, 
having previously served a small congregation in Brazil for seven 
years. Fifty years of service in the preaching ministry is a great 
grace of God. The dear jubilarian was also well aware of this, 
and he had therefore silently commemorated this grace in the 
circle of his own on September 13. But the Lutheran 
congregations of Cleveland certainly did the right thing when 
they - subsequently made aware of the jubilee - held a public 
jubilee celebration on October 29, not to glorify people, but to 
praise God's grace, which has given the church such a glorious 
gift in the dear jubilarian. About 5000 Lutherans were gathered 
in the music hall where the celebration took place. The synodal 
districts, pastoral conferences and teaching institutions of our 
synod offered their congratulations to the jubilarian, partly by 
delegates, partly by letters of congratulations. Hearty letters of 
congratulations were also received from the General Synod of 
Wisconsin and its teaching institutions, as well as from the Saxon 
and Danish Free Churches. A delegate from the Norwegian 
Sister Synod was present, and from the Theological Institute of 
that Synod the honorary degree of Doctor of Theology was 
conferred upon the jubilarian. May God exalt and strengthen the 
dear jubilarian for further blessed service in the Church!

The Cause of the "Bad Times. In the last few months, even 
church papers, especially English ones, have been considering 
the cause of the "bad times," that is, the partial stagnation in trade 
and commerce. In the main, they have stuck to the causes which 
have been discussed ad nauseam by the political papers. This is 
not proper for Christians. Christians are led to repentance by 
every public misfortune - and this includes the stagnation in trade 
and commerce. They ask themselves whether they, too, have not 
brought about this chastening of God by their sins, e.g. by the sin 
of caring more for their earthly advancement than for God's 
kingdom. Luther gives guidance for such a consideration of the 
"pad lines" when he writes in his Epistle: "It is ever God's will that 
we sanctify His name, love and promote His word, and help God 
to build His kingdom. If this is done, he will also do our will, 
namely, to give us our daily bread, peace, and good. Now the 
most important thing should be that we think about how to keep 
God's word and will with us, which would mean to be rightly 
understanding and skillful in the time. If we do not do this, we will 
be like the ignorant, the unwise, and the foolish, and we will hear: 
Because ye will not hallow my name, nor increase my kingdom, 
nor do my will, neither will | give you your daily bread.” (Luther's 
Works, St. Louis Edition, XII, 926. 927.) Thus Luther. Therefore, 
if we Christians want to contribute in our part to the uplifting of the 
"pad times," we must first humble ourselves before God about the 
fact that we have often been more concerned about our "daily 
bread" than about the promotion and spread of the kingdom of 
God. Then, by God's grace, we must resolve to promote God's 
kingdom more diligently in the future. "After this," that is, if we thus 
do God's will, and promote the course of his word, "after this also 
will God do our will, namely, to give our daily bread, peace, and 
good." If, therefore, those Christians, to whom God has left earthly 
goods after all, should allow themselves to be tempted by the so- 
called bad times to give even less for God's kingdom than they 
have hitherto, they would be acting very unwisely and would not 
recognize God's will in this visitation. "Think not" - Luther calls out 
to the Christians in the same sermon - "that you will have good 
days here, or want to wind up your things until you see better 
times; for it does not get any better: you always have the devil in 
the world, who only wants to hinder you from everything good, 
and the longer the more he throws in the way; that the longer you 
wait, the less you can come to do good: and if you miss the time, 
it will not be so good for you afterwards. Wherefore therefore 
make yourselves to stand still, and take away time as ye may. Let 
nothing be so dear to you as to promote God's kingdom and serve 
Christianity for good and profit, wherever you can, come what 
may."

"You're editing a magazine now, | hear. That's right. Having 
melted in the furnace of affliction, let the louder gold ring. Be ye 
no more so foolish; the time of wrath is past, your garments are 
washed, and gladly may ye lift up your heads. Be ye then a salt 
of the earth." These words were written on March 30, 1845, that 
is, about halfway through the first year of our "Lutheran," by a 
man who had been professor of theology at Leipzig since June, 
1844, and who was then a better Lutheran than later, since he 
had acquired a great name in the world of scholarship, Dr. Franz 
Delitzsch, to his dear friend, Pastor Walther in St. Louis. Around 
the same time, in his "Kirchliche Mittheilungen aus und Uber 
Nord-Amerika," Pastor Léhe of Neuendettelsau in Franconia 
reported: "In Fort Wayne, Ernst met the first sheets of a new 


church magazine published by Pastor Walther in St. Louis. It 
bears the name: 'The Lutheran.’ What Ernst read pleased him 
very much. Without a doubt, very good things can be expected 
from Pastor Walther. Saupert and Schuster also write favorably 
of the new journal." And a few months later Lohe wrote of the 
"new journal," after he had become acquainted with it from his 
own experience: "In any case, it surpasses in decided 
seriousness and solidity the Pittsburger Kirchenzeitung, which 
is still published. . . The 'Lutheran' and especially Pastor Keyl in 
Perry Co, teacher at the Lutheran Seminary of our Saxon 
brethren in Missouri, know how to give better information than 
many magazines and pastors in Germany." "Praise God! there 
are more Lutherans in America!" Wyneken, who was fighting for 
amore decisive Lutheranism after his return from Germany, had 
joyfully exclaimed when he had received and read the first 
number of the "Lutheran". 

Thus, over here and over there, people who wished for the 
happiness and prosperity of Lutheran Zion and an open path for 
Lutheran truth, the

first year of the "Lutheran" is greeted with joy and happy hopes. 
Why this? The motto which the "Lutheran" bore on its brow was: 
"God's word and Luther's teaching now and never perish. But 
Luther's teaching had few friends in the world at that time; for it 
was known only to a few, and among some who became 
acquainted with it, especially through the "Lutheran," it was 
received with a shake of the head and soon with loud opposition. 
When the first issue of the "“Lutherische Kirchenzeitung" 
appeared in August 1838, it said: "As long as Reformed and 
Lutherans are not really united in one church, it is desirable that 
both have their own paper.... By the way, we wish the editor of 
the German Reformed Messenger the Lord's blessing on his 
noble enterprise." The "Lutheraner" did not use such language. 
It announced in its first number that its purpose was, among 
other things, "to discover, refute, and warn against the false, 
seductive doctrines in circulation, and especially to expose 
those who falsely call themselves Lutheran," etc., and in the 
second number, it laid down the principles of the Lutheran 
Church, and in the second number he testified with clear, distinct 
words against the union efforts of those who wanted to bring the 
Lutheran and the Reformed Church under one church roof, 
without the Reformed Church having rejected the errors of 
Zwingli and Calvin. 

And yet, was the "Lutheran" greeted with joy by those near 
and far mentioned above? No, not in spite of it, but because of 
it. The tone that the "Lutheran" struck was precisely the sound 
that reached the ears of those Lutherans like powerful, full- 
sounding music, and went to their hearts and drew their "Praise 
God! from their lips. When, in the years of "German disgrace," 
when the French ruler had put his foot on the neck of the people 
who spoke Luther's language, the German people, and 
especially Germany's young, militant team, had begun to 
awaken and to remember that they had a fatherland that was 
worth fighting for, they rejoiced with joy. 


The noblest in the German lands did not listen to people who, 
with their sweet magic flutes, told them that German and French 
had many things in common and that they should therefore be 
one nation of brothers with the subjugates and subordinates 
from beyond the old borders of the empire; but rather to a 
Theodor Kérner, who wrote his "Schwertlied" (Song of the 
Sword), to a Max von Schenkendorf, who in 1813 called out to 
the German country people: 


O peasantry, O peasantry, dearest to me of all, To 
inheritance a free land has gloriously fallen to you. 


Go merrily, when the horn sounds, A storm on all the ways, 
And throw a hot blue corn Boldly against the robber! 


and an Ernst Moritz Arndt with whom hundreds of thousands 
sang: 
"Let it be all Germany! O God, from heaven look in, And 


give us true German courage, That we may love it 
faithfully and well!" 


"We need," had written A. W. v. Schlegel had written, "a poetry 
that is by no means dreamy, but alert, immediate, energetic ... 
Poetry." And when, in those years of "Lutheran disgrace," when 
even among those who still called themselves Lutheran, few 
knew any longer what Lutheranism was, when now here and 
there Lutheran stirrings began, one also needed "a poetry that 
is by no means dreamy, and because of this sound, the hearts 
that had awakened to true Lutheranism beat towards the 
"Lutheran" with joy and glad hopes. And praise God! Those 
firstlings who greeted the "Lutheran" like Lutheran springtime 
sighs did not remain alone; individuals became hundreds and 
thousands. The "Lutheran Church Newspaper" already died in 
1846 "for lack of payers"; the "Lutheran" still exists today and is 
preparing to begin its jubilee year.

Brief interpretation of the doctrinal passages of 
the Lutheran Catechism for the common man.

(Continued.) 
b. The second commandment. 
What is the second commandment? - Thou shalt not take the 
name of thy God in vain. 
What is this? - We are to fear and love God, not to curse, 
swear, conjure, lie, or deceive by his name, but to call upon him 
in all our afflictions, to pray, praise, and give thanks. 


oe. 


When the second commandment says, "You shall not take the 
name of your God in vain," it is clear that we must first know what 
the name of God actually is. - 

People have names so that you can distinguish them from 
other people, as if someone is called Adam Schulze or Eva 
Muller, for example. But people also have names so that we can 
know them to some extent and know what they are. As when one 
says: this is Adam Schulze, the carpenter, or: this is Eva Miller, 
the seamstress. So also God has a name, that we may 
distinguish him from all creatures, and know him. - The names of 
men, whatever they may be, serve their purpose only imperfectly. 
For though | know that one is called Adam Schulze, and is called 
a carpenter, yet | know not much of him. Is he good? is he bad? 
is he clever? is he stupid? And many other questions are not yet 
answered by his name. One must find the answer elsewhere, or 
one may not find it at all. From the name that God has, we can 
know and recognize the invisible and inscrutable God with the 
utmost certainty, insofar as we need it for our salvation; indeed, 
in the name that God has, we can find the unapproachable God 
with the utmost certainty, so that we also have him, the true God. 
For God's name - now notice! - is not merely this or that sacred 
name, as, for instance, "God," "Lord," and others; but God's 
name is really his word, for in his word God makes himself rightly 
known to us, and in his word God is also truly and essentially 
present, and if you have his word, you have God, just as his word 
calls him. 

Stop here and reconsider what you've said, because it's 
important. - 

This is the teaching of the Scriptures concerning the name of 
God. - When Moses was with God on Mount Sinai, the Lord stood 
with him there and preached of the name of the Lord. Now if the 
Lord himself preached of the name of the Lord, Moses must have 
known, and so must we know, what the name of God is. Now 
what did the Lord preach about the Lord's name? He preached 
thus: "O Lord God, merciful, and gracious, and patient, and of 
great mercy and faithfulness; who hast shewed mercy in a 
thousand parts, and forgivest iniquity, and transgression, and sin, 
and before whom no man is innocent; who hast visited the 
iniquity of the fathers upon the children, and upon the children's 
children, unto the third and fourth generation." (Ex. 34:5-7.) What 
is this that God has preached as God's name? It is his word, a 
brief but accurate and exhaustive epitome of his word, gospel 
and law. Yes, God's name is his word. From that we can rightly 
know God, and that alone. The apostle Paul says in Romans 
10:13, 14: "Whosoever shall call on the name of the Lord shall 
be saved. But how shall they call on him in whom they have not 
believed? but how shall they believe, of whom they have not 
heard? but how shall they hear without a preacher?" So that 
which is preached, heard, believed of God, that whereby God is 
called: that is his name. But that is his word. His word is his name. 
For by his word alone can we so know God that we believe in 
him, believe in him, believe in him, believe in him. 


and thus be saved. - Let us take another passage of holy 
scripture. It is found in Exodus 20:24: "In the place where | will 
make a memorial of my name, there will | come unto thee, and 
bless thee." That's what God says. What does He say? He says 
that He Himself will come there and bless, bless the people 
where they remember His name, and that there will be a 
memorial of His name, that is, true worship with His gospel. In 
his name, in his word, God himself is truly and essentially 
present and does what this name of his, this word of his, testifies: 
blesses those who faithfully remember his name, curses only 
those who despise and mock him. - How glorious and how holy 
is the name of God! God makes Himself known in His name in 
the most certain way, and He is also present in His name itself, 
so that we can find Him there, take hold of Him, have Him, and 
be blessed by Him. O indeed, we now already understand the 
meaning of the second commandment: "Thou shalt not take the 
name of thy God in vain!" 

But first, let's summarize what we've seen so far: 

What do we understand by God's name? - By God's name 
we understand not only the sacred names of God, such as 
"God," "Lord," and others; but by God's name we actually 
understand His Word; for by it God makes Himself rightly known, 
and in it He is truly and essentially present. 

It is of this name of God that the second commandment 
speaks. And we ask: 

What is forbidden in this commandment?- That we take the 
name of God in vain, and by the same curse, swear, conjure, lie, 
or deceive. 

In general, God forbids us to use his name uselessly, to 
misuse it, to use it wrongly, to use it differently than he wants it 
to be used. God has given us his most holy name as a bright, 
shining light from him, to recognize him in it and to find him in it 
and to worship him. If we use the name of God otherwise than 
for this purpose, we use it uselessly; and this is an abominable 
crime, an insolent trespass against this name and against God. 
If, for instance, we use the sacred names of God for thoughtless 
and frivolous exclamations, as "alas God!" "my God!" etc., as is 
so often the case: so we use the name of God uselessly. If we 
use the word of God in jest, for jest, and for witty amusement: so 
we uselessly use the name of God. If you always imagine, my 
Christian, what the name of God is, and how holy and sacred it 
is, and for what purpose God has given it, you yourself must say 
that he who does such things in God's name mocks God. And 
do not be deceived; God is not mocked," Gal. 6:7.

In those difficult days, when 
shepherd and flock wanted to become fainthearted, God first 
educated the people who were to be his servant's practiced, 
purified helpers, and who were to be a blessing to all who came 
later. Even today, anyone with the right eyes can clearly see the 
fruits of Furbringer's work in the descendants of those old church 
members. How strengthening and refreshing is the example of 
such a man who, unlike church diplomats and liberal pastors, 
does not only look at outward success and is satisfied when he 
has gathered a large crowd of people and people praise and 
honor him, and, trusting in God's word, according to which we 
are to pray and confess, but leave the care for success to God, 
does not deny one iota of God's word, but cheerfully continues 
in confessing and fighting, in suffering and enduring, even 
though before the eyes of men the outcome could bring nothing 
but trouble to himself and ruin to the church. How gloriously the 
faithful God blesses such obedience to His Word and such trust 
in His all-wise guidance, for this Father Furbringer is a most 
delicious example in this struggle.

But now the work to which the Lord had called our 
intercessor to Elkhorn-Prairie was also aligned.

Among all the volumes hitherto published of the new edition 
of the writings of the greatest scribe since the time of the 
Apostles, which our Synod has organized at great expense, 
there is none, except the first two volumes containing Luther's 
exposition of the first book of Moses, which to the same extent 
as this one, which has just been completed in print, deserves to 
be in constant use, be it in the study room of the preacher, be it 
in all Christian houses, to be read, reread, read again, studied 
diligently and persistently, to be closed in one's heart as a 
priceless treasure with joy. For this volume contains first of all, 
and that in an excellent translation made for this edition, closely 
following Luther's Latin words, Luther's delicious larger 
interpretation of Paul's epistle to the Galatians, then Luther's 
sermon on Eph. 6, 10-17, Luther's interpretations of individual 
parts of the first letter to Timothy, his interpretation of the saying 
Tit. 2, 13, his interpretation of the first epistle of St. Peter in the 
first and second editions, and his interpretation of the first epistle 
of St. Peter in the second edition.

Galatians what he drew from the deep, full well of the Epistle to 
the Romans. Blessed, therefore, is the man who, under the Holy 
Spirit's grace, may read this book with devotion, grasp its 
contents with faith, feel its sweetness of consolation; he will 
have reason and cause to count the hours he has spent reading 
this Scripture among the most blessed hours of his life. 

That our Doctor Luther is also a great scriptural scholar and 
Doctor by the grace of God in the other scriptural interpretations 
contained in this volume, even though they do not all bring the 
riches of doctrine and knowledge to the heart of the reader to 
the same extent and with the same fullness, is believed by 
everyone who has gone to school with Luther. God grant that 
many may indulge in the joy and blessing, so that God may 
delight and bless those who will gratefully use this book. The 
same would certainly also be a welcome Christmas gift from a 
dear hand to many pious Christians.

A council for a founder of religion.

A one hundred and fifty year anniversary was 
celebrated by the congregation at Trappe in Montgomery Co., 
Pa. to commemorate the holding of the first service in the 
Augustus Church built in 1743 under H. M. Muehlenberg's 
administration, which is the oldest Lutheran church building in 
America. Muhlenberg lived in a house northeast of the old 
church, which is also still standing; he worked there in Trappe 
until his death in 1787; he is also buried there near the old stone 
church. At the memorial service held on September 26th of this 
year, Dr. Spath, the president of the Pennsylvania Synod, 
preached in the morning on Zech. 14, 7, the same text on which 
he had preached 150 years ago in the first service, in the old 
church, while at the same time Father Fry of Reading preached 
on Luc. 6, 47-49 in the larger church built near it in 1852 and 
improved in 1878. In the afternoon services were again held in 
both churches. On the pulpit in the old church was still the old 
German Bible from the days of Muhlenberg; also the old pewter 
communion utensils from the early days are still in the 
possession of the congregation. A. G. 

Dr. Philipp Schaff, a Reformed theologian who studied 
in Halle, Tubingen and Berlin, but who had been active as a 
professor at theological institutions in America since 1844, died 
on October 20 in New York. He was an exceptionally learned 
man who distinguished himself especially as a writer of church 
history. As a historian, he also knew that the hazy structure 
which in the first half of our century was praised as "American 
Lutheranism" was not Lutheranism at all, and he said so openly 
and crudely to the people whom it affected. About the then still 
young Missouri Synod he wrote in February 1849: "We cannot 
agree with the exclusive principles of these brethren, and regret 
the harshness and often highly derogatory judgments which one 
sometimes hears from some of them. We are also firmly 
convinced that if not they, then at least their next descendants 
will experience a considerable modification of their principles 
under the English-American influences of this country. 
Nevertheless, we consider this Synod not only the most 
consistent and confessional, but in some respects also the most 
promising branch of the Lutheran Church in this country. A large 
and important field is open to it, especially in the West, and it can 
do much good there. It knows what it wants, and has the best 
prospects for growth." About the difference between the 
Lutheran and the Reformed Church, he said, among other 
things, that the Lutheran Church is Mary, who sits at Jesus' feet 
and listens to his speech, and the Reformed Church is Martha, 
who takes much care and trouble. To these people who take 
much care and trouble, not only like Martha in the service of 
JEsu, but with dangerous speculations of blind reason to the 
dishonor of JEsu and his truth, belonged, before many others, 
Schaff himself, and he was in this respect not only a college, but 
also a kindred spirit of the infamous Dr. Briggs, with whom he 
belonged to one faculty at Union Seminary. His last work was an 
enthusiastic lecture for the great Babylonian Parliament of 
Religion at Chicago, wherein he sang the praises of all religions. 
Therefore, with all due respect to Dr. Schaff's comprehensive 
scholarship, we say that every plain Lutheran reader knows 
better than the learned Doctor, for he knows that in no other is 
salvation than in Christ Jesus, and that no other name is given 
to men, wherein we shall be saved. In this God keep us to our 
blessed end.

What the Pope and the American people are 


supposed to have in common. It is well known that the 
policy of the dignitaries of the Pabst sect in this country at the 
present time is to present the Pope as the great friend of the 
American people. Cardinal Gibbons recently said in a speech 
that the American people love three things above all. And it is 
precisely these three things that the Pope also loves! These 
three things are: 1. civil liberty, as expressed in the democratic- 
republican form of government; 2. the esteem in which labor and 
the working class are held; 3. the thirst for knowledge and the 
concern for the education of the young. Cardinal Gibbons speaks 
the untruth without all shame and timidity. His speech is a new 
proof that the impudence of the Papists in lying simply knows no 
bounds. Civil liberty, as it is expressed in our "democratic- 
republican" form of government, includes in the first place the 
separation of Church and State. But this the Pope, in his circular 
letter of November 1, 1885, calls a demand of the "impudent men 
of liberty," and adds: "The Church does not permit the same 
right" (in the State) "to be conceded to the various foreign forms 
of religion as to the true religion." By the "true religion" is of 
course to be understood that of the Pabstthum. How the Pabstry 
cares for the working population and for the instruction of the 
young is evident from the conditions which prevail in those States| 
where the "beneficent" influence of the Pabstry can assert itself 
unhindered. In the former Papal States the sweetest exploitation 
of the population prevailed for the benefit of the swarm of the 
"clergy," so that in consequence of this, even before the rise of 
the Papal States, there were repeated uprisings, which were 
suppressed only by the arms of Austria and France. The Pope, 
however, had all the instruction of the youth in his hands, e. g., 
in the former kingdom of Naples. When the Italian government 
took possession of the country in 1861, 83 per cent of the male 
and 93 per cent of the female population could neither read nor 
write.

Geary of California, for what motive may be left undecided, 
objected to such a charge, saying, among other things, "What 
right has any church in this country of ours to say from its pulpit 
or its church door to an American Congress: 'You must do this, 
you must do that?’ | have said that in our country a sharp line is 
drawn between church and state; that each is sovereign in its 
own field, but that the church must never lay hands on the state 
government, and the state government must never interfere in| 
the affairs of the church. | do not deny that every member of the 
church in the country has the same right to petition that every 
other citizen of this country has; but he must petition as a citizen 
and stand on his civil rights, and must not invoke the powerful 
name of the church, which stands behind him. The members of 
the churches, as citizens, have the same rights as other citizens; 
but the church, as such, has no right to interfere in the political 
affairs of this people. If there is anything the recognition of which

American, it is this, that no union of Church and State, and no 
encroachments from the one sphere into the other, shall take 
place." One would think that this speech would have met with 
general applause, and that Mr. Geary was not alone in his views 
was evident from the repeated applause by which he was 
interrupted. But the next day brought a continuation of the 
debate, Hitt of Illinois expressing his astonishment at the 
expostulations of the gentleman from California, and other 
Representatives, Johnson of Indiana, and Grosvenor of Ohio, in 
the same spirit, exhibiting their thorough want of comprehension 
of the point at issue, and giving other members of the House an 
opportunity of displaying the same ignorance by applause. One 
of the speakers, quite astonished, declared that he would like to 
know who should have a better right to negotiate these matters 
with the Congress than the Methodist Episcopal Church, and the 
apparent impartiality with which the representatives of those 
Methodist petitions spoke and asserted in the tone of conviction, 
which Geary had not denied at all, but had expressly admitted, 
namely, that every citizen, regardless of his faith, had the right 
to petition, clearly indicated that these gentlemen, still 
completely caught up in Puritan views, had not the remotest idea 
of what was at stake. The mixture of Church and State is in the 
blood of the reformed sects; the spirit of Zwingli, Calvin and John 
Knox still prevails in them, and the above-mentioned incident 
clearly shows in what unreliable hands our ecclesiastical liberty 
would rest if the reformed politicians or those under reformist 
influence were to have it at their disposal. It is therefore 
necessary that we Lutherans, not as Lutherans, but as citizens, 
take a firm stand at every opportunity for the jewel of liberty, 
which is continually endangered, and for the realization of a 
clean separation of Church and State, in word and deed. A. 


To form a religious-political party was the purpose 
of a "Christian political mast meeting" held recently in Jersey 
City, in which, as is reported, preachers of all denominations, 
except Episcopalians and Catholics, participated. The 
Lutherans, according to this, do not seem to have been included 
among the "denominations;" for among the preachers named, 
we find only Methodists, Reformed, Baptists, Presbyterians, and 
Congregationalists. We are, of course, quite in agreement, both 
with the fact that we are not counted among the "denominations," 
and with the fact that no Lutherans were involved, since the 
attempt was made to bring such a monster, a religious-political 
party, into being. Such a monster would be neither righteously 
religious nor healthfully political, and would be both religiously 
and politically pernicious; and if, by such a measure, as the 
chairman of that mass meeting implied, one wishes to counteract 
the political influence of the Rémlings and the Schnapswirthe, 
that is to apply a medicine that is as bad as the disease. A. 


Professor Campbell, of the Presbyterian Church, who 
was reported some time ago to have been put on trial before the 
Presbytery of Montreal for false doctrines, has been found guilty 
by 21 votes to 13. It is a pleasing sign that in the Presbyterian 
Church public teachers are not designed to try their supposedly 
learned crowbars at the foundation of Christianity, the Holy 
Scriptures, at their pleasure. It is true that these gentlemen, even 
if they were allowed, would not succeed in destroying the 
foundation of the apostles and prophets; for God's word stands 
firmer than all the mountain giants on earth, and will remain so 
when one day 
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heaven and earth shall collapse, and the enemies of God's truth 
shall cry in vain, "Ye mountains, fall upon us; and ye.

Missionary Festivals. Just as so-called Luther 
festivals have been held for years in all parts of the German 
Empire in order to lead the German people back to Luther's 
teachings, so recently one has also begun to help the cause of 
the mission to the Gentiles through shows. In Berlin, a 
missionary play, written by a certain Pastor Baumann, was 
recently performed by students, candidates, merchants, and 
craftsmen of the Christian associations for the benefit of the 
onlooking crowd. "The content of this play," one writes, "which 
depicts the life of a heathen negro village, the arrival of the 
mission and the eventual victory over the night of heathenism, 
the true-to-life portrayal - costumes, spears, shields, skins were 
mostly real, supplied by the mission house; negro dances, negro 
songs were not lacking either! - finally conquered all doubts, and 
even the Jewish-progressive newspapers did not deny their 
recognition to the work, which was naturally more religious than 
suitable for the stage, no matter how much they limited their 
praise by scornful remarks about everything that had to be 
unsympathetic to their point of view. It seems as if the play 
should find wider circulation; at least applications for permission 
to perform it have already been received from various cities. The 
net proceeds amounted to over 1000 marks." Verily, the Jews 
and Jewish comrades have cause to ridicule this modern 
Christianity.

ecclesiastical purposes. In Berlin, a new, magnificent 
church is now being built in honor of the late Emperor Wilhelm 
J., the so-called Kaiser Wilhelm Memorial Church. Emperor 
Wilhelm II himself is collecting funds for this church, partly in 
person and partly through high officials. A newspaper published 
in Berlin, "Das Volk", made the following remarks: "There was 
no longer any talk of voluntary giving. The contributions were 
nicely graded according to rank and salary, beginning with the 
president and ending with the trainee. No one was excluded that 
easily. Even the most unchurched were encouraged by the 
presence of their superiors to give generously. We did not think 
this was a nice way of doing things and not worthy of the 
purpose, but with the bureaucratic 


It is not inexplicable in view of the formality into which everything, 
including ecclesiastical and charitable matters, is pressed in 
Prussia. We would have remained silent had it not been for the 
events in Berlin, which in our opinion are outrageous. For a long 
time now, one has been able to hear from personalities active in 
the inner mission that the eagerness to donate for the events of 
the inner mission has regrettably diminished. Most of the 
charitable associations are in need and have to struggle with 
deficits. Only for those undertakings that are favored ‘from 
above' is there still money in abundance. Some time ago in Berlin 
200,000 marks were raised in a single day for such a purpose. 
We deeply deplore this direction of our church life and see in ita 
serious damage to our church. If one no longer gives to church 
buildings for God's sake, and only for God's sake, but also for 
the sake of people, then one mixes the human with the divine. 
No blessing can rest on such giving." 

Concerning the burial of suicides, there are 
very different ecclesiastical practices in Saxony. Recently a 
pastoral conference in Saxony proposed that on such occasions 
the pastor should refrain from speaking, whether in the form of a 
eulogy, sermon or address, or even in the form of a prayer, but 
instead read a fixed liturgical formula that expresses God's Word 
about the sin of suicide, and finally he should use the following 
blessing form from the Agenda: "From earth you were taken, to 
earth you shall return. JEsus Christ our Savior and Redeemer 
shall raise thee up at the last day." Well, one could just as well 
call out to the suicides in the grave: "Blessed are the dead who 
die in the Lord," etc., and sing the death song: "O how blessed 
are you, you pious ones," etc. G. St. 

It is not blasphemy, in the terms of German jurists, 
when it is said in the Social Democratic "Freie Presse": "The 
clergy teach that we live in the best of all worlds, yet 4000 people 
die every hour, around whose bier mourning fathers, mothers 
and children are gathered. Truly Hartmann was right when he 
said that if God had consciousness before creation, that creation 
is an inexcusable misdeed." The public prosecutor asked for four 
months' imprisonment against the speaker, but he was 
acquitted, because it would not have been his intention to 
blaspheme God by the words he used, and this intention should 
have been evident.

The utility of the "Lutheran" once and now. 


"Our dear brethren in the faith in this part of our new 
fatherland need encouragement to remain faithful to their faith;

the undersigned, in connection with several of his ministers and 
fellow-believers in Missouri and Illinois, to publish a paper under 
the above title." 

We take these words from the "Preliminary Remarks" with 
which Pastor Walther once announced the cause, purpose and 
content of this publication in the first number of the first volume 
of our "Lutheran". 

We do not need to prove here that the reasons given by 
Walther, which could move him to publish a truly and decidedly 
Lutheran church journal, really existed at that time, that there 
was actually a need for such a journal. Proof of this is the 
reception which the "Lutheran" received at that time, and the 
struggles which it had to endure soon after its first appearance. 
More important for us is the question whether the same or 
similar causes still justify the continued existence of the 
"Lutheran" today, whether there is still a need for it today. We 
ask, then, do our Lutheran Christians in this country still need 
encouragement today to remain faithful to their faith? Do they 
still need a warning against the dangers of apostasy, of which 
so many here are threatened? Do they still need weapons to 
defend themselves against the enemies of their faith? Let us 
take these questions one by one.

But that the Christians of our day 
are also in need of such encouragement is also confirmed by 
experience, confirmed by all the sorrowful cases in which 
members of Lutheran congregations, old and young, become 
unfaithful to their faith. And this leads us to the second question: 
Do Lutheran Christians in our country also in our day need to be 
warned of the dangers of apostasy, of which there are so many 
here? First of all, then, are there dangers of apostasy in this 
country in our day, and many of them? One hears our time 
praised as a glorious flourishing time, not only in all areas of 
human activity in earthly affairs, but also in ecclesiastical affairs, 
as the century of missions and growing activity in all areas of 
Christian life. It is true that the Gospel has found its way to many 
peoples in all parts of the world and to distant islands in the sea 
in the century which is rapidly drawing to a close. But while it 
seems as if we must live in the time of which our Saviour says: 
"The gospel of the kingdom will be preached in the whole world 
as a testimony to all nations, and then the end will come," in the 
midst of Christianity we are confronted more and more clearly 
with the power of error, into which Satan would like to seduce,

the earth had put on display what in all countries craftsmanship, 
arts, and sciences have accomplished in active cooperation, a 
display of the religions, a so-called religious parliament, was 
also set in motion.

Ottomar Furbringerer 
A life portrait by F. Lochner. 


(Continued. ) 

In the days from October 2 to 12, 1850, the fourth annual 
meeting of the Synod took place in St. Louis. It was a decisive 
meeting, which many of us were looking forward to with concern, 
because the temptation to false, Romanizing teachings of 
church and ministry, of church government and church order had 
come over us from two sides, from Germany and from America, 
as the President, Professor Walther, emphasized right at the 
beginning of his synodal speech. In addition, the struggle with 
the Second Synodal Letter of the Buffalo Synod had flared up 
even more, and since this Synod, in that Synodal Letter, 
portrayed the congregations which had left it for the sake of their 
hierarchical doctrine and practice, and which had then been 
supplied with a number of preachers by our Synod since 1847, 
as abominable "Rotten" and their preachers as wretchedly 
godless "Rottenpriests", some of the un- 
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| have become concerned about the proceedings of the Synod, 
especially with regard to the congregations in Milwaukee, 
Freistatt and Kirchhayn, and about the legitimacy of the 
appointment of the preachers of these and the other former 
Buffalo congregations. Thank God, the Synod was all the more 
strengthened in the salutary doctrine by its negotiations and 
strengthened in the fierce fight for the same, especially since the 
legality of the procedure of the Synod in accepting these 
congregations and the profession of their preachers was all the 
more clearly recognized by the numerous documents submitted 
by me concerning the congregations in Milwaukee, Freistatt and 
Kirchhayn. 

One of these congregations, the one in Buffalo, which had left 
the Buffalo Synod, had sent Father Furbringer a letter of 
appointment a few months before the vacancy occurred; but 
because he had repeatedly refused, the congregation turned to 
the assembled Synod to see if they could persuade Furbringer to 
accept the appointment. The synod did its utmost and especially 
Professor Walther spoke in favor of the acceptance of the 
profession. But when Fdrbringer finally had to explain himself, 
tears choked his voice. He could only utter the words, "Let me go, 
| cannot!" 

No, Furbringer was not to go to Buffalo, to Freistatt and 
Kirchhayn, for Wisconsin needed him. This still young state, 
which was to receive a large German immigration, became since 
1839 in particular also the gathering place of the Lutherans 
coming from Prussia. There, however, Grabau's doctrine and 
practice had caused particular division and trouble, and through 
aberrations, inner unrest and discord, a fertile ground had been 
prepared in Wisconsin for sectarianism among the others who 
kept or had kept themselves apart from Grabau and _ his 
comrades. Here Firbringer was to be a champion in the time of 
the hottest dispute against Buffalo, and also to defend his former 
emigrant comrade Kligel, who, with his followers, misused 
Luther's writing on free will for Calvinist doctrine of the election of 
grace, and many other false spirits who boasted of the name 
Luther; here, however, he was also to intervene in those turmoils 
with a healing and regulating hand. 

Through those negotiations about the appointment of Father 
Furbringer from Buffalo, the two deputies from Wisconsin in 
particular had become aware of this man. One of them, Carl 
Retzlaff, was the deputy of the congregations of Freistatt and 
Kirchhayn, which had been served by my predecessor, Father 
Keylsen, from Milwaukee as a branch, but now wanted to appoint 
a pastor of their own and were served by me until such a pastor 
was obtained. This deputy came to my quarters with my own, 
teacher A. Lemke, in the evening of the same day and said that 
he had convinced himself that Father Firbringer was the right 
man for those congregations; what did | think? Of course | agreed 
joyfully. When Retzlaff had also spoken with Professor Walther 
and had received the same decision from him, he informed Father 
Furbringer of his decision to propose him to the two 
congregations before he left. 

Immediately he was appointed. However, since the postal 
connection in the country districts still 
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was a rather meager one, the congregations had their vocation 
for promotion sent to Professor Walther, who immediately sent 
it to Elkhorn-Prairie by a messenger on horseback. The same 
brought from 

The parishioner returned the notice that he recognized the 
profession as a divine one and that he would ask his parish for 
a peaceful dismissal. It is true that at first the congregation could 
gain no pleasure in granting the desired dismissal; rather they 
sent a representative to St. Louis to inquire of Profeffor Walther 
and of Father Wyneken, now synodal president, whether the 
Wisconsin profession was of so great importance. But, when the 
representative reported at the meeting of November 18, the 
congregation surrendered to the Lord's will. 

However, as much as one had hurried in the professional 
matter on all sides for the sake of the advanced season, 
Firbringer could take up his new office only in spring 1851. 
When he had taken up his walking stick soon after his discharge 
and had come with his family to St. Louis in order to reach 
Chicago by steamship and canal boat from there - there was no 
railway there yet - he learned to his not insignificant dismay that 
the canal had already frozen over. So he had to decide to spend 
the winter in St. Louis and to ask me to continue my vacation 
service. It was not until Sunday Judica, April 6, 1851, that | was 
able to introduce him. 

With what joy | greeted Fuirbringer's arrival! After all, when | 
took office in Milwaukee in June 1850, | was the only Missourian 
pastor in all of Wisconsin, surrounded by so many opponents 
who also called themselves Lutherans. It is true that the 
following October Fr. Geyer joined the Synod, but he lived fifty 
miles away, and a railroad did not yet go near him. And now | 
had Furbringer, with whom | had already been connected by ties 
of kinship since 1846, as an Amis neighbor, since Freistatt is 
only about 15 miles from Milwaukee. The intimate brotherly 
relationship between us, together with the lovely intercourse of 
the families on both sides, is one of my most pleasant 
experiences. 

How the now flared up fight of our Synod with the Buffalo 
Synod after Fiirbringer's assumption of office became more and 
more fierce, especially in Wisconsin, can be seen in the 
"Lutheran" from the ninth year on, as well as in the 
"Nothwehrblatt" which | published for a certain time by decision 
of the St. Louis and our Wisconsin Pastoral Conference. Grabau 
also felt very well that in Freistatt, his main castle in Wisconsin, 
he was confronted with a theologian in the new "Rottenpriester" 
who was not only a true Missourian, but also of the first order.

One student each comes from North and South Dakota, the rest 
are from Minnesota, six of them from St. Paul. Twenty-five 
reside at the institution. 

Two buildings that are quite suitable for our purpose have 
been rented at a moderate price. In one are the living rooms, 
the teaching room and the teacher's apartment, in the other the 
bedrooms, the piano room, the apartment of the caretaker, Mr. 
J. Furbringer, and the restaurant. The latter has already been 
supported in kind by individual congregations in a spirit of 
Christian generosity. God reward the kind givers! 

Since one teacher could not teach all the lessons, in addition 
to the work that the management of the institution entails, Mr. P. 
J. A. Detzer gives lessons in English and Mr. Theo. Berg gives 
piano lessons. 

The dear Christians want to include us in their prayers: May 
God preserve us from the dangers which threaten our 
institution, and set them to rich blessing for our church.

Yes and No in the General Synod. In the 


Lutheran Observer of November 3, we find an article by 
Prof. D. M. Gilbert, in which he strongly defends Luther's 
conduct at Marburg and argues at length that Luther could not 
have accepted the brotherly hand offered by Zwingli without 
denying and violating his conscience. "Since his mind," writes 
Dr. Gilbert, "was not clouded by irgmd doubt of the truth, since 
he believed with all his heart that his position was impregnably 
founded on God's Word, and he felt his conscience bound in the 
Lord's Word, what should he have done at such a time? Submit 
his divinely assured conviction to the conviction of others? . . . 
This would have made him guilty in his own eyes of a cowardly 
insubordination against divine truth, and a false-hearted, 
conscienceless traitor to the cause of which he was the 
champion. As he repeatedly defined his position, and stated the 
grounds on which he took it, he could not have added less 
puffingly and commendably than on that great day of Worms: It 
is unsafe and dangerous to do anything against one's 
conscience.

Religious Freedom in Japan. The Constitution of Japan 
guarantees freedom of religion to the inhabitants of the country, 
and an incident reported proves that the fundamental law of the 
Japanese Empire is not a dead letter in this matter. The governor 
of Kumotato held a meeting of his most distinguished officials 
some time ago. On that occasion he instructed the teachers of 
the children's schools to keep away from Christianity and to expel 
certain pupils of a certain school for reading the Bible. The matter 
was reported in the newspapers, and not only Christian but also 
non-Christian Japanese papers lodged a firm protest against this 
procedure of the governor, which was contrary to the constitution. 
A committee took the matter to the Minister of Education, who 
declared that whether a teacher was a Christian or a Buddhist or 
professed no religion at all was none of the business of the State 
and its officials. The Minister of State for Internal Affairs also told 
Japanef Christians who sought his opinion that it was no business 
of a governor to interfere in the religious affairs of the people in 
his district, and that he was to be absolutely neutral and impartial 
in all his official duties as regards religion. This is gratifying, much 
more gratifying than it would be if the Japanese government 
proclaimed the Christian religion as the state religion. As for the 
already planted church, so also for the mission, religious freedom 
is to be valued more highly than the state preference of a church, 
even if it were the Lutheran one.

Roman Catholics, and 20, 325 Greek Catholics. On the whole, 
the Protestants increased more than the Catholics. The growth 
of the mission from 1882 to 1892 is shown in the following figures: 
The number of male missionaries increased from 90 to 205, the 
number of female auxiliaries from 56 to 201; the number of 
congregations from 93 to 365, the number of Japanese auxiliary 
missionaries from 149 to 693, the income from 12,000 to 63,000 
dollars. Within the 10 years, however, there has been a decline 
in missionary work, especially a decline in the number of 
baptisms. These peaked in 1888 at 7687, but find declined to 
4218 in the previous year 1892. (A. E. L. Kz.)

On the 23rd of August Father Georg Sch afer passed away in 
the Lord in Waymansville, Ind.

a commendable community life. It is, as a German poet says: 

"When the rose adorns itself, it also adorns the garden." 
And yet it can happen that someone who takes care of one part 
in the most careful way takes care of the whole quite badly. 
Suppose someone wanted to go outside in winter, when it was 
snowing and icy, and put on one foot two stockings and a boot, 
and on top of that a fur boot, and left the other foot bare-skinned 
and went outside, then, although one part, the one foot, would 
be well cared for, the whole would be very badly cared for, and, 
if he went out like that, a good cold would be the result. If a man 
were to furnish the best room in his house to the utmost, but 
leave the roof half uncovered, the next downpour of rain might 
make it very plain to him that the whole, that is, his house, was 
quite badly provided for. And it is similar in church life. Let us 
suppose that all our synodal congregations tried for five years to 
provide for their immediate needs by keeping their church and 
school in good condition, by providing for pastor and teacher, by 
keeping discipline and order in their midst, but that no boy or 
young man went to an educational institution, that the 
educational institutions themselves were completely ignored, 
that no synodal assembly was held: what would be the result? 
After five years a considerable number of congregations would 
be without preachers or without teachers, or without both, and 
would have to make do with reading services and leave the 
schools empty; our missionary work would for the most part 
have come to a standstill, sects and enthusiasts would have 
occupied a great many fields and drawn into their nets many 
who would otherwise have remained in the Lutheran Church, 
and in many places the work of many years would have withered 
away, the sowing of many years would have been given a scanty 
harvest. Where one part needs the help of the other parts for its 
well-being, or where the well-being of one part depends on the 
well-being of the whole, care for the individual also includes care 
for the general.

and he who cares for the general also cares for the individual. 
So it is in the community. The individual fathers of the household 
provide for their children, who are to go to school and learn 
something, first of all by each of them buying for his own children 
the necessary books and writing tablets and pens and styluses; 
but this is not enough; they must also provide for the general 
things, for the schoolhouse and the schoolteacher, and wood or 
coals for the school stove, etc.; otherwise each of them will soon 
notice in his children that, in spite of the care for the individual 
things, for their children's books, etc., the teaching comes to a 
standstill if the provision for the general things is lacking. So it is 
also in the synod. If there is a lack of care for the general things, 
this will soon be felt in the individual congregations or in a part 
of them. Therefore says the prophet, "Seek the best of the city: 
for when it prospereth, it prospereth you also." Jer. 29:7. 

But if the care for the general is to continue, the attention of 
the individual must remain directed to the general, care must be 
taken that the individual members of the great whole do not lose 
sight of and lose sight of the whole. And this is all the more 
necessary the greater the whole is, and the more numerous and 
varied are the interests and needs of the whole or general. When 
our Synod was founded in 1847, it was small; now it is large; and 
if at that time it was considered necessary to have a means by 
which the general interests of the individuals could be made 
known and constantly remembered, it is still much, much more 
necessary today.

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Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian. 


(Continued. ) 

We now proceed to particular and special things, which we 
must not do by and with God's name. 

First, there is the cursing. We are not allowed to curse by the 
name of God. First of all, cursing means to blaspheme God 
himself and his word and his name, as the Israelite woman's son 
did, of whom Leviticus 24:10-16:23 is told. Cursing, on the other 
hand, means to curse oneself, that is, to wish that God would 
condemn us, or to curse other people in the same way. To put 
oneself under God's curse, and to call upon God by his name, 
either lightly or falsely. May he condemn us: how terrible is that! 
And do so to others: how utterly ungodly and cruel is that! Christ, 
thou man of God, curse this! "Out of one mouth proceedeth 
praise and cursing. It shall not, brethren, be so." So says Jacobus 
in his Epistle Cap. 3, 10. Be not safe, Christian! Do not think that 
you cannot fall into such sin. Let Peter be a warning to thee. Matt. 
26:74, Watch also over thine heart, and the raging of thine anger, 
and the cursing of it, and know that such are as a loud cry in the 
sight of God. 

Now we come to swearing by the name of God, which is 
forbidden in the second commandment. Are you quite clear what 
"swearing" is? To swear is to call God as a witness to the truth 
and an avenger of falsehood. If | make a statement calling upon 
God. Let him see if | speak the truth, and punish me if | speak 
falsehood: so | swear. That's swearing. Ay, but is it utterly 
forbidden to swear? O, no. If you come into circumstances where 
the honor of God your Lord requires you to take an oath or swear, 
you can and should do so with a clear conscience. Likewise, if 
the salvation of your neighbor makes it necessary. Likewise, if 
the authorities demand it of you. Likewise, if thy office and 
profession bring it with them. See how the Lord Jesus, whose 
footsteps we are to follow, himself swore that he was the Christ, 
the Son of God, when the high priest demanded it of him. Matth. 
26, 63. 64. And that He did this, the glory of God required it, our 
salvation made it necessary, and His office brought it with it. The 
Holy Ghost also saith, Deut. 6:13, "Thou shalt fear the Lord thy 
God, and serve him, and swear by his name." - What swearing is 
forbidden? That swearing is forbidden by which the name of God 
is taken in vain. There thou hast it in a word. But above all, the 
name of God is useless when you swear falsely, when you call 
God to be a witness of truth and an avenger of falsehood, and 
when you lie. Likewise the name of God is useless when thou 
swearest in uncertain matters, that is, when thou knowest not for 
certain whether the things thou swearest to are true or right; 
when, therefore, thou knowest them not for certain; when thou 
knowest not for certain whether that which thou swearest to do 
thou canst or mayest do. How can you in such 
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Say, "Lord God, be witness that | speak the truth; and if | speak 
not the truth, and do not do according to mine oath, punish me?" 
Useless is the name of God led, if thou swear in unlawful things, 
that is, if thou swear to do things which are not right, because 
God hath forbidden them. He who has sworn in such a way, in 
a wicked blindness or sinful defiance, should not keep such an 
oath, but should repent and spit out the ungodly oath and not do 
what he swore he would do. Finally, the name of God is useless 
if you swear in trivial matters, since neither God's honor, nor the 
salvation of your neighbor, nor the authorities, nor your office 
and profession require it. "Let your speech be, Yea, yea; Nay, 
nay; whatsoever is above these things is of evil," saith the Lord 
JESUS Matt. 5:37. Both he that sweareth lightly, and he that 
requireth an oath lightly, is evidently a liar and dishonorable 
man; for the former knows that no one duly believes him, and 
therefore desires to make his wavering word firm by an oath; 
and the latter trusteth no man, because he himself is 
untrustworthy, and desires to have all testimony confirmed by 
oath. But is God's name to be used by liars in daily life to procure 
faith and certainty for themselves? That would surely be to take 
the name of God in vain. The hypocritical scribes and Pharisees 
of the Jews had devised a neat system of swearing to support 
their embarrassment. They said that by the name of God one 
should swear only in great and important things, and then keep 
his oath and tell the truth; but in small and trifling things one 
should swear only by heaven or earth or Jerusalem or its head, 
and there it was not so bad if one once lied about it. And these 
hypocrites made still further distinctions in swearing. But the 
Lord Jesus stands up and says Matth. 5, 33-37: "You have 
heard that it was said to the ancients: You shall not take a false 
oath, and you shall keep your oath. The Lord JESUS means to 
say, that the scribes interpret the commandments of God 
concerning swearing, which were given to the fathers of old by 
Moses, in such a way, that one must indeed keep an oath made 
to God, that is, an oath made by the name of God; but if in 
swearing one does not exactly mention the name of God, an 
oath is not so important; and then continues: "But | say unto you, 
that ye shall not swear by any thing, neither by heaven, for it is 
God's throne; nor by the earth, for it is his footstool; nor by 
Jerusalem, for it is the city of a great king; neither shalt thou 
swear by thy head, for thou art not able to make one hair white 
or black. But let your speech be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay; 
whatsoever is above, that is of evil." In these words the Lord 
does not forbid swearing at all, but He only forbids making 
hypocritical distinctions and swearing in ordinary life and 
intercourse, without an oath being required according to God's 
order. Read also Matt. 23:16-22, where the Lord Jesus further 
punishes Pharisaic hypocrisy in this passage. - Therefore, 
Christian, thou shalt not swear at all, unless it be according to 
the ordinance of God: but if thou swearest in such a case, let 
thine oath be as firm as that by whose name thou swearest.

Among the many gifts acknowledged in the "Lutheran" are 
also those for our German Free Church. With the help of these 
gifts, it has been possible for us here in Germany to maintain the 
outward existence of our synod and our doctrinal status, as it has 
gradually developed under God's blessing, and thus to continue 
in our part the work commanded to us by the Lord of the Church, 
and also to extend it, where small groups of orthodox Lutheran 
Christians turned to us for help, who, because of the great 
distances, could not join and be served by an already existing 
congregation, nor were they able to establish and maintain the 
holy preaching ministry among themselves. In this distress of 
ours, we, dear brethren and fellow Lutherans, needed your 
support, and it has been given to us. God the Lord, to whom 
belong both silver and gold, and who at the same time directs 
hearts as He wills, has also made your hearts willing to stand by 
us and to help us where we were lacking. For this be our heartfelt 
thanks to Him, the faithful Provider and Protector, and next to 
Him also to you. May He Himself be your abundant repayer in 
time and eternity, as He surely will be according to His word and 
His promise. 

All the more, however, we feel obliged to express our 
gratitude publicly herewith, as you have recently been publicly 
accused, precisely because of the support you have given us at 
our request, of carrying out "Missourian missions" here in this 
country in the manner of Methodist or Baptist enthusiasts. You 
have already said what is necessary against this (see 
"Lutherans" 1893, p. 109), but we would like to emphasize that 
we know nothing about being "Missourian missionaries" or being 
gathered by "Missourian missionaries", neither as far as our 
doctrinal status is concerned nor as far as our congregations are 
concerned. We owe our foundation and support in pure Lutheran 
doctrine to a large extent, as well as the recognition of the deep 
difference between the same old and true Bible and symbolic 
doctrine on the one hand, and the newer perverse and 
pernicious state-church theology on the other, to the testimony 
for the truth that came from over there, and we are not ashamed 
of it. For God gives His gifts where He wills, and we have to take 
them where He gives them to us. But that is why our German 
Free Church, both in its first beginnings and in the whole course 
of its development up to the present day, was not made and 
imported from over there, but grew up independently under 
God's grace in all our places. 

But over this we rejoice with all our hearts that we have 
enjoyed you as faithful comrades-in-arms and combatants in our 
struggle against all false doctrine, which God and His Word have 
ordained for us, and that you, though spatially separated from 
us, are nevertheless with us in spirit, as we are with you. We 
rejoice in this our fellowship with you in One Faith and 
Confession, so that your God is our God, your friends and 
enemies our friends and enemies, your struggles and victories 
our struggles and victories, and vice versa. We rejoice in the 
exchange of spiritual gifts and powers and the mutual service 
that takes place between us. Are after all 


many of us have already come to you and from you to us. We 
are glad that you are willing to help us even in the physical, so 
that, as long as it is God's will, the light of the pure Word and 
unadulterated Gospel may be preserved in the old German 
fatherland as a testimony also to our unfortunately so often 
deceived, misguided and apostate people. For this is the 
purpose of our Free Church and Synod, since God, like you, has 
given us and given us His Word pure and unadulterated for the 
sake of Christ. 

Therefore, as certainly as God has assigned us a task in our 
place and in this time of ours, which we must fulfill with all our 
strength, so certainly is the work of love that you have done and 
are still doing for our support, along with other works that you do 
according to God's will and under His blessing, well justified. In 
this conviction and in this sense alone can we accept and use 
the gifts of your love from you with a clear conscience. It is not 
really a missionary work, neither external nor internal, any more 
than the Christian churches founded by the apostle Paul in 
Macedonia, Achaia, and other places were missionary when 
they supported the poor churches in Judea at the apostle's 
request. And yet this work of theirs also served the glory of God 
and was a necessary and rightly Christian work. Should it not be 
the same with this work of yours which you do for us? Certainly, 
it also serves to promote the kingdom of Christ, as a testimony 
of faith and love. Yes, we may say without arrogance: this work 
is a testimony of gratitude for the treasures of the knowledge of 
pure doctrine, which God once gave to our fatherland through 
the Reformation and thus to all subsequent Christianity. It 
therefore also brings blessing to those who carry it out. 

So, dear brethren, we have poured out our hearts to you and, 
with our heartfelt thanks for your love so far, we ask you to 
continue to remember us in this spirit, especially in view of the 
increased demands made on our synodal treasury by the 
present circumstances and conditions. But we pray not only for 
us, but also for our dear Danish brethren. The circumstances 
there in Denmark are quite similar to ours. There are not great 
masses who have recognized the ruin of the state church and 
have joined together to form a Lutheran Free Church, but there 
are only small, scattered groups, partly in Copenhagen itself, 
partly everywhere in the country. Nor is it the rich, the powerful, 
the learned and the noble in this world who have rallied around 
the pure gospel, but even there God has chosen primarily the 
poor, the lowly and the despised to glorify himself in them. That 
there is really a healthy Lutheran life there is guaranteed by the 
whole doctrinal position of the founder and leader of that free 
church, whom we have already had as a guest at several of our 
Synodal Assemblies, including this year, to our joy.

When the temporal rule of the Pope had come to an abrupt end, 
the strict Catholic (ultramontane) party in Germany demanded 
of Emperor Wilhelm that he intervene to re-establish the 
temporal rule of the Pope. When the Emperor did not respond 
to this demand, the so-called Centre Party was formed in the 
first Reichstag under Windthorst's leadership, which sought to 
make life sour for the German government in every possible 
way. The answer to the hostile attitude of the ultramontanes was 
a series of laws, some emanating from individual states, others 
from the Reich. The laws of the empire are the 
"Kanzelparagraph"-law, by which any abuse of the pulpit for 
political agitation is punishable by imprisonment up to two years; 
furthermore the Jesuit law and the civil marriage law. The repeal 
of the Jesuit law has been pursued for a number of years by the 
Centre Party. In the present session of the Reichstag, a formal 
motion was now made by the Centrum to declare the Jesuit Law 
of 1872 repealed. The motion was debated on the first of 
December, and was carried by 173 votes to 136. The Centrum, 
the Poles, the Welsh, the Alsatians, the Socialists, the South 
German People's Party, the Freisinnige People's Party and 
individual deputies of other parties voted for the motion, i.e. for 
the admission of the Jesuits. 87 deputies did not vote at all. Of 
course, the motion must pass another "reading" in the Reichstag 


and then also be adopted by the Bundesrat. The "Catholic 


News" thinks that the Bundesrath will reject the motion. This is 
probably the main purpose of the whole proposal, as far as the 
Catholic leaders are concerned. They want the Bundesrath, that 
is, the representation of the German governments, to reject the 
motion, in order then to be able to represent the governments 
as enemies of the Catholic Church before the Catholic people.

Among the Herrnhutters, the question is lively 
discussed whether it is not time to abolish the peculiar 
connection of church association and business association, as 
it exists in the Brethren congregation, or to thoroughly 
reorganize it. Up to now, this community has not only been 
engaged in church work, but also to a large extent in agriculture, 
industry and trade. However, the Herrnhuter have recently 
suffered heavy losses, amounting to millions, in their sometimes 
grandiose commercial enterprises, and since the difficulties of 
their business operations are increasing in other respects as 
well, a commission has been commissioned to work out a plan 
for the reorganization of the community and to present it to the 
congregations. The Commission has accomplished its task, but 
the plan submitted is by no means universally approved. A. G. 


Russian intolerance. A political journal recently 
published an excerpt from the Russian penal code, and we 
emphasize the following provisions: Whoever seduces an 
Orthodox (i.e., a Greek Catholic) Christian to another faith shall 
be sentenced either to banishment to Siberia for life, if he 
belongs to the preferred classes, or to imprisonment for one to 
one and a half years, if he does not belong to those classes; in 
either case, however, to the loss of all personal rights. 
Furthermore, anyone who knows that his wife or children, or 
other persons legally under his care and guardianship, are 
planning to leave the Orthodox (i.e., Greek Catholic) Church, 
and has not made any effort to dissuade them from doing so, 
and has not used any of the legal means to prevent them from 
doing so, shall be sentenced to imprisonment from three days to 
three months, and, if he himself is Orthodox, to ecclesiastical 
punishment. 


These intolerant laws are known to be most strictly applied to the 
Lutheran preachers of the Russian Baltic provinces. The organ 
for the Lutheran Church of Riga recently reported that thirty 
pastors had been sentenced in the period from August 1892 to 
August 1893. Because of alleged "criminal official acts" they were 
partly removed from office for a longer or shorter period of time, 
partly fined, partly imprisoned. The members of the congregation, 
too, are harassed in various ways, because the Russian 
government is intent on exterminating the Lutheran Church. But 
it is not as easy as the Russian may have believed at first. 
Beautiful examples of faithfulness are reported, and the pastors 
steadfastly exhort their congregations to hold fast to the 
recognized truth in spite of all persecution. - But how much cause 
do we have to thank God for what we have, complete religious 
freedom, and to ask Him to continue to keep our fatherland 
unimpaired in its freedom!
